IT. The death of Auguſtus : «»d Tiberins Nero 
made Emperonr. 197 


Hileſt oy thus debated the matter, _—_— maladie incteafed ;' and' 
ww as it was ſuſpected by ſome, through the lewde praQtiſe of his wife.. For 
| not many moncths before, a rumour was ſpread, that Augui#us with the 
priuitie of a few, accompanied onely with Februe Maximwe , had conueyed himſelfe 
.tothelland Plans/ia, to viſite his nephew 4ern 4, both weeping tenderly at their 
| mecting, with manifcſttokens of loue, and a hope conceiyedrhat the young man 
ſhould be recalled and reſtored to his Grandfathers houſe. Fabiae diſcloſed this'to 
Martiahis wife, and ſheeto Liawe, and C. Nauw to(uſar : fornot long after Fibime 
(doubrfull whether by his owne procurement or not) being deceaſed, his wife Atur- 
tia among other her lamentarions at her husbands funcrall , was ouer heard to ac- 
\ cuſcher lelfe; as the cauſe of her husbands death. But how ſoeuer the matrer paſſed, 
Tiberius had ſcarſg purfoot in lllyricum ; when by letters from his mother hee was 
recalledin poſt haſte : not being well knowne , when hecarriued at Xg/s,' whether 
there were any breath yerlefrin 4»guſtzs or not. For Zia had befer the houſe 
with a watchful and ſtraight guard, ſometimes gining out that Auge##e wag on the 
mendinghand; and ſo hauing made all ſareon all hand , as the time and occaſion 
required, the ſame rumidur which not long before gaue ioyfull newes of Auguſtus a- 
mendment , now publithed that he was dead , and Neroin poſſeffion ofthe Empire. 
Thefirſt exploit this new Prince did, was the murdering of Poſthumus' Agr ps; 
whom a Centurion reſolute and appointed for the purpole , and takinghinyVnar- 
med, and miſdoubting nothing, yet could hardly diſpatch. 7/beriwsmadeno words 
of this ro the Senate SG pretenued that itwas done; by his farhers appointment 
who(as he ſaid) had giuencharge to the Centurion which had the guardingofhim, 
* to make him away incontinentiy after he had intelligence of his death. Little doubt 
but Aavgu##s complaining of the young mans vntowardly behaniour, cauſed his 
exile to be confirmed by decree of the Senate : but yet he carey” ag longin-de- 
firing the death of any of his; neither was it credible thar to aſſure theeſtate to his - 
wiues ſonne, he would ſecke the blood of his owne nephew. Burt very likely itis;that 
the young mans death was haſtened by T:berim feare , and Liniwoacnds the one 


asicalous, leaſt hee ſhould bandiefor the ſoucraigntic : che other throughthe natu- - '-- | 


rall hatred incident to all ſtepmothers. When the Centurion brought him word * 
(as the manner of ſcruice was) that he had fulfilled his commandement, he anſwe- 
red preſcntly, that he commanded him no ſuch matter, and that he ſhould anſwere 
irbefore the Senate. When this newes came to Cr//pus Saluſtins cares ( who being 
inwardin greateſt ſecrets with 7:beris , had by letters ginen the Centurion order 
how toproceede) fearing leaſt his owneturne ſhould bee next, dangerous to him 
alike: toconfeſſe the rrueth;ortoſtand toalic : aduiſed Liza thar thee ſhould ni i 
any wiſcdiuulgate the ſecrets ofher houſe, the counſell of friends, and ſeruites 
fouldicrs ; and that Tib:rius ſhould beware of weakening the: power of Soncrai 
tie, in referring all things tothe Senate: the qualitic of ablolat rule being ſuch, 
that ir could nor ſtand þut in one alone. Now at Rome the Conſuls, the Senators, 
and Gentlemen ranne headlong to ſeruirade 3- and the more nobler the fairer ſhew, 
and the more haſty; but witha compoſed and ſetled coutitenance, leſt they ſhould 
ſeeme ouerglad of the death of thelaſt, or diſcoritented with the TIES 
tempered their griefe with joy, and ——_ with flatterie.- The two |

| theſouldicrs,' and the people. For Tiberius would haue all things begunne by the 
Conſuls, as the manner was inthe ancient free common wealth : as though hee had 
notreſolued with himſelfe whether it-were beſt for him to accept of the Empire or 
not, .'No not ſomuch as the Edi to call the Lords to the Senate to counſell, bur . 
was proclaimed in vertue and authoritic of a Tribune; which dignitic hee had recci- 
ucdineAguftus time. The words of the Edi& were not many, and delivered in 
modeſt termes. Thar he would only conſult what pompe and honour werefit to be 
done for his father.: an@tharhe would not depart from the body : which ſhould be 
the onely publike charge hee would vndertake. Neuertheleſſe when Augaiius was 
dead; he gaue the watch-word to the guard: m_ the watch: diſpoſed of the ſoul- 
dicrs2 managed all the affaires of Courr,as if he had becne Emperour. The ſouldiers 
waited on him to the place of publike aſſemblies ; ro the Senare houſe ; and diſpat- 
ched letters ro the Campezas though he had beencin full pofſeſſion of the ſtate:irre- 
ſolute im nothing,but when he ſhould ſpeake in the Senate. The chiefeſt cauſe pro- 
ceeded of feare; leaſt G#manicw,who had ſo many legions at commandement;ſuch 
ſtrong aides of confederates;and ſo exceedingly beloued of the people; ſhould ra- 
therhold, then expe the poſſcſhon of the Empire. Hee ood on his reputation 
likewiſe, and ſeemed rather to be called and choſen by the Common-wealth, then 
creepein by the canuaſing ofa woman, and adoption of an old man. It was aficr- 
ward further knowne,that he vſcd thar lingering doubtfulneſſe, the better ro ſound 

theaffe&ion of the Nobilitic; for obſeruing their countenance, and wreſting their 
| wordstothe worſt, he bare themall in minde. In the firſt meeting of the Senate, he 
would haue nothing debated, but Augu##w laſt will and Teſtament; which be- 
ing brought in by Yefaes Virgins , declared Tiberius and Livis to be his heires : and 
that Zzuia was adopted into the 1u/ian family, and intituled by the name of Augie. 
"After chem he ſubſtitured his nephewesgand nephewes ſons : and in the third place 
the Pceres of thecitic, which in generall he hated : yer hee did it to winne fame and 
glory with poſtcritic. His legacies were moderate , like vnto other citizens, ſauin 
that hee gaue as well to the comman ſort, as the reſt of the people , foure hundre 
and thirty fiue thouſand nummos : *to euery ſouldier of the Pretorian band a thou- 
ſand; * ro cuery one of the legionary cohorts which conſiſted of citizens of Rome,

A . Ftcr that,conſulcation was had om pompeand ſolcmnitics of the 
A funcrals;among which the moſt honourable and magnificent were iudged to 
=- be theſe. Gallus eAſmins thought it-mecte that. the dead corps ſhould bee 
brought through the triumphall gate; and L. Arruntive, that the titles of the lawes 
by him ordaincd,and the names of the nations by him vanquiſhed, ſhould be caried 
before him. Meſſalle Valerins added , that it was conueniegt the oath of allegeance 
ſhould cucry yeere be renewed in Tiberiws name. Vho being demanded of Tiberine 
whether he had commandement from him ſo to aduiſe ; anſwered, that he did pro- 
pound it of his owne free motion; and that in matters concerning the Common- 
wealth, he would vſe no mans aduiſe but his own,although it ſhould be with danger

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and offence : ſofarrc had fla teadirſeife, rhat chat@uely kind remayned vie» 
prattiſed. The Lords of the AR thatcryed with one voy chey them». 
{clues would carry the corpes tothe functall fireotcheir ſhoulders: which Coſer did- = 
ecld vnto with a modeſtic, yer ſauotingofarrogancy. And adridniſbed the people: 
by proclamation, thatthey would not (as in times paſt they had diſturbed the buri- | 
ail of /«lins Ceſar of famous memory)carried away with oucr-greataffetion, ſo'de-/ 
fire now that Angu#us body ({hould rather be burnt in the place of: publike aRm-, 
blies, then in Campus Martius, a place deputed to that vie. .The day of the funetals 
being come, the ſouldicrs were placed as it were a guard to the body,when as ſuch as 
had either ſeene or heard their fachersreporr, of the freſh and late yoke of crucll 
ſeruitude ynluckely attempted to be ſhaken off, and recouer their ancient libertic : 
then I ſay when the murdering of 7ulixe Czſar the Difator, ſeemed vnto ſome a 
wicked, and vnto others a worthy deede; laughed ro ſee that now an olde. Prince: 
which had raigned ſo many yeeres, and prouided heires to ſucceede himin might 
and wealth,ſhould necde a guard of ſouldiers quietly to celebrate his funcrals. This. 
bred ſundry ſpeeches of udagufm, many maruciling atvaine and frivolous things : 
as that his death fell on the ſame day he was made Emperour : thathe died at Nols 
in the ſame houſe and chamber, thac before him his father OZanze did : they made 
ira great matter that he alone had beene as oft Conſull, as Falerize. Corainus , and: 
C. Marims both together : that he had continued Tribune ſeucnand thirtie yeeres;! 
had beene honored with the name of Emperour one and twenty times 3 with many 
other olde and new dignities beſtowed or inuented for him. Byr among the better 
ſort his life was diucrſlycommendedordiſcommended: Some ſaid, thatthe loue 
of his father, and the care of the Common-wealth, at that time when all lawes were 
daſht, drouc him to ciuill warres, which can neuer be begun or proſecuted by any 
good meanes: and tharhe had yeelded in many things to 4770p, and to” Lepialuc 
1n like manner becauſe he would an his fathers death, For ſeeing the one grew 
carcleſſe with age, andthe other walted with laciuiouſneſſe, there was novthet 
meanes left ro redrefle all diſcords in thecommon-wealth, then to bring her vnder, 
the obedience of one alone, who ſhoultgouerne ; neucrthelefle not as King/or 
Di&tacor, bur as Prince. The. Empire he had bounded withthe Occan, and ocher 
Rincrs farrc off: the Legions, Prouinces and Nauic, werelinkedrand knit intpeace 


© and vnity : tuſtice was miniſtred in thecities: thealliesentreated with modeſty: the 


city beautified with ſumptuous building : and ifany rigorous dealing had been vied 
againſt ſome few, .it was for ſerling of quiernes inthe whole. Contrarily ſome ſaid, 
that the loue of his father, the corruption of times, ſerned him but for a cloake and 
colour : and thar he had ſtirred vp the olde ſouldiers by gifts and bribery, - 
ambirionanddefirc ofrule; that being yer but yong anda priuate perſon, he had ga- 
thered a power ; corrupted the legions of the Conſuls; that he made a ſhew onely of 
favouring Powpeixs ſide: bur had no ſooner gotten by order of the Senators the 
fafees or knitch of rods, andthe Pretorſhip 3 aficr the deathof Hircius and Panſa; 
doth ſlaineby theenemy,or Panſhes w poifoned, and Hircus murdered by the 
ſonldicrs,orb thecontriucrof the feate) burhe ſcaſed on both their 5 
extorted the Conſullhip, mauger the Senators; and the power d him 
ſubdue «t:tary, he connerted againſt che Common-wealrh. He bani the Citt= 
zens, dinidedrheir lands, and gaue away their goods, which were things by; tha 
doers themſelucs diſcontmended. Indeede the reuenge and purſuing his fathers 
death vpon as and Brutus may be tolerated (albeitit had been conuenicnr for 
ap to haue lai -alide _ grudges) bur he deceiued Pompey whder - 
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cologrofpeace, and Zpidus vnder a ſhadow of friend{hip. Afterward he tolled on 
Antony «ark ty a of Tarentum and Brumduſium, and marriage.of tiis fiſter, 
which\geceirfatl aliance-he payed with the lofle of his life. Doubtleſſe a peace 
enſued;chis ,|burabloudy-one,as may witnes the death of Lollis: and Yarus, and in 
Romer felfc, of Fare; Egnatine and 1nliu. Neither did they forbeare to diſcourſe of 
his dotneſticall affaires : as that he tooke Neroes wife from him, & asked the opintan: 
of thePontifein aſcoffe, whether there might be. a lawfull marriage berwixt them, 
ſhe bring with childe by her other husband,. but not yer delivered. They forgaFhor 
L. Atedizs, and Yedius Poliios riotand laciuiouſnes. Finally, that Zzuia was an intol- 
lerable and burthenſome mother tothe common-wealth , and to thehouſe of the 
Cefars a da usſftepdame. There was'no honour left for the gods, ſeeing hee 
would himſelte by the Pricſts and Flamines be worſhippedin the temples, with all 
the ornaments belonging to the: gods. Neither was Tiberius choſen ſucceſſarto 
the State for louc of humſelfc,; or care of the Common-wealth, bur deeply in ſeeing | 
into his lofty and bloudy diſpoſition, he-would by being ſo vnequally compare 
with ſo outragiousa mate, win glory afterward to himſelte. And although Asgu/{x 
had not many yceres before vitered honorable ſpeeches in Tiberixs behalfe before 
the Lords of the Senate, when he ſued ro make him once againe Tribune : yer he 
interlaced ſome things amopg, touching his attire and behautour, whichin the excu- 
ſing of him,ſcemed toturne to his diſgrace and reproch. v1

This ſpecch carried greater maicſty than tructh : for T:beri« cither by nature, 
or by cuſtome, yea cuenin thoſe chings which he would hauc knowne,ſpake alwaics 
ly-and doubtfullyz but then of ſer purpoſe cndeuoring to hide his drifts, wrap 

ped himſelfe morethan eucr, ina darke cloud of: vncertainty and ambiguity.. Bir 
the Lords of the Senate fearing all one _—_ was left ſome perill might en» 
ſuc, if he ſhould doubt that they perceiued his diſhmulation)began to lament; com- 
laine; offer vp vowes;and lift vp their hands tothe gods; to eAvguy/imrimage,andeo 
is.owne knees ;\ vntill he commanded thebooke of remembrances to: þc brought 
and rcad.

Nrhe meane ſeaſon,certaine bands of ſouldicrs ſent to Nauportum before there- 
|| bullion beganzto ſee the wayes cleare,the bridges ſafe, and other conueniences for 
the warre : vnderſtanding ofthe mutinie growen in the campe, ſnatched vp their 
| oO facking villages adioyning,and:Nauporrtir ſelfe, which might haue paſ- 
{ed for areaſonable free rtownezinturied & xeuiled the Centurions which wentabour 
eo bridle them; firſtwith ſcoffes & reprochfull termes; then with blowes & ſtripes. - 
But they had js a hart-burning againſt Aufidienuws Rufus , the campe-malter; 
whomrthey pulled outof his chariot,and loaded with a fardle ofſtuffe, & made him 
marehformoſt ofall — : now and then asking him in amockery,whether 
he barc ſo greataburden willingly or not; or whether ſo long a iourney ſeemed nor 
'eedious vnro him? This Rufws had long beenc a common ſouldier;thena Centurion; 
' then the Camp-maſter zand ſought to renew the ancient rigour of ſeruice:and being

* Himſelfe had endured thelike, Theſecompanies ioyning with the other legions, be- 
gan:torebell a fre(h; and ſtragling ſome one way, ſome another; deſtroy and waſte 
all abourthem.- Bleſs to terrific the reſt, commanded ſome few, and in 9a 
ſuch as had thegreateſt pillage, to be apprehended, whiptand caſt into priſon ; for 
cuenrrthen the Centurions , and the better ſort of the ſouldicrs were obedient to the 
Lieutenant.

This done, Druſu# counſellers dif- 
agreed in opinions : ſome holding it expedient, that expeRing the Embaſſadours re- 
rurne; the ſouldiers in the meane ſeaſon ſhould bee gently intrearcd : ſome thar. 
ſharpe remedies ought to be vſed : affirming that there was no meanc in the com- 
mon people ; and vnleſſe they were keptin awe, they would keepe other vnder. 
Thar they might cafily be dealt withall whileſt they ſtood in feare ; and thereforeir 
was needfull that they ſhould be brideledby their Generals authoritie: the ringlea- 
ders of the rcuolt executed, whileſtyer the — helde them in aſtoniſhmenr. 
Hereupon Draſ#e being naturally of a rough diſpoſition ,- cauſed 'Percenniwand 
* Vibulenus to be put to death. Some ſay they were murdered in the Gouernours 
rent ; others thar their bodies were throwne out of the rampier tothe terrour ofthe 
reſt. Afterthis, a ſcarch was made for the principall Capraines of the conſpiracie: 
whereof ſome roming gbourt the campe, wereſlaine by the Guard,others the ſduldi- 
ers theinſelnes deliuercd, as ateſtimonit of their allegeance, into Draſas hands.” But 
there did nothing morcaugment the ſouldiers diſtreſſed caſe, then an vntimely win- 
ter, continuall and cruell raines; that they could neither put foore out of their tents;: 
nor meet together : nor hardly keepe vp their ſtandards, through boiſterous winds, 
and ſtormie ſhowers, tofling them hither and thither. They were nor yer rid of 
the feare, the heauens ire ſtroke them into; imagining that the ſtarres grew not 
darkc in vaine againſt their wickedneſle ; and that the tempeſts fell vpon them for 
their lewde and villanous demeanour. There was no comfort left, but to abandon 
thoſe vnluckie, anddiſloiall camps; and hal pargas of their offence by ſome 
piriatorie ſacrifice, each legion to repaireto his ſtanding campe. The cightlegion 
departed firſt,then the fifteenth. The ninth cryed that they ought to tarricfor 7 zbe- 
rius anſwere : but being diſcomfited by the others departure, preventing imminent 
necefſhitie, voluntarily went away. Draſu not expeRing the Embaſſadours returne, 

| ſecingall quiet for the preſent, went backe to Rome.

| Lmoftatthe ſame time, and for the ſane cauſes, the legions of Getmanie re- 
belled : ſo much the more violently, by how much the more in number : wich 

great hope that Germenicws Ceſar could never endure to be commaunded 
another:and that by following the humor of the legions, he would by maine rn 
B | 
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' be maſter ef all. There lay by che river of Rhene two armies : the one called the 
higher, vnderthe LicutenantC. S#{z#s: rhe other the lower , vnder eL, Cecina,: But: 
the Lord Generall ouer them all , was Germanicws, then greatly buſied in leuying of 
ſubſidies and taxations in Gallia. Thoſe which $:44#s commanded , wauering and 
irreſolute, lookeg/into the ſucceſle of others reuolr : bur the lowerarmy grew.into 
a rage and furic-: the-conſpiracie-beginning by the one and twentieth and. fift 
legions, which drew.alſo totheir fide the firſt and the twelfth : all of them being 
inthe ſame ſummercampes, in the confines of Vbium,adle, or in yery calic ſeryicc, 
Aduecrriſements being come of Augu#us death, a multitude of citie-borne bondmer, 
and after made. free, newly muſtered to be ſouldicrs , giuen to licentiouſneſle , and 
impatient of labour :-begap ro fill the mindes of the ruder ſort, with theſe ſpeeches. 
Thar the time was now come; that the old ſouldier might demand a ſhorter time of 
{eruice; the,new greater pay; and all in general anend of their miſerics : and oppor- 
rtunitic giuea to-repenge the crucltic of the Centurions. This was, not ſpoken by 
one alone,as when Percennius incited the legions of Pannonie , nor vnto daſtards. 
looking that men of better courage than they ſhould begin : but gany ſ(editious 
. mauthesand voices, wereat once heard to ſay;tharthe whole Romance Ka was in 
their hands; that by their vitories ic wasgrowen great : and that of them the Em- 
rs tooke their ſurname. The Lieutenant, the rage. of the multitude having ra- 
enaway his conſtancie , durſt nor reſiſt theng : when on the ſudden like frantike 
men,with their ſwords drawen (a very old ſubic& of quarrell and hatred in ſouldi- 
ersand.a beginnig of cruelty)they fell onthe Centurions ; threw them along ; laide 
themon with ſtripes;threeſcpre to one, tomake cucn number with the Centurions.. 
Andihaning thus mangled and torne them, and ſlaine ſome , they threw them our . 
of the-trench, or into the river of Rhene. Among others Septimus fled to the - 
Tribunall, and: caſt himſelfe at Cecinaes feet : bur was with ſuch importunacie de- 
.manted,that he could not but deliuer him to the butcherie, Caius Cherea ( famous 
-afterward to poſteritic for murdering C. Ceſar) then a young man, but of a ſtout and 
brauecourage, made way with his ſword, through ſuch, as armcd , wentaboutto 
- Hinder his paſſage. Afrerthat neither Tribune, nor Campe-maſter was obeyed; the 
watch and warde, and wharſocucr the preſenttime required, was ordered,and diftri- 
 buted among 'themſclues. Thoſe which deepely looked into the diſpolition of ſoul- 
dicrs; judged it a ſtrong argument of a greatand implacable reuolt, that they wer 
not ſcattered and divided; norany attempt giuen by a few; but grew inſolent "4 
r:were quictat once: with ſach a moderation and conſtancie, that thou waul- 
. deſt haue thoughtthey, had becne gouerned by one head. In the meane ſeaſon newes 
was brought to-Germanicus (who as I haueſaid, was Jcuying of ſublidies and tribures 
-In Gallia) that Auguſtus was departed. Germanicus had married AuguZusnicce, Agrip- 
pina, and had by her many cluldren , and was Draſus Tiberais brothers ſonne, and 
nephew to «Auguſta: bur greatly perplexed, by reaſon of his vncles and grandmg- 
thers ſecret hatred towards him ; ſo much the more deepe and deadly, becayſe vn- 
juſt. This procceded of the good wil and rememberance which the people of Rome 
had of Druſ#s : all of them certainely belecuing, that if he had porn the Soucraign- 
tie, hee would hauc ſer libertie on foot againe : and hoping the like of Germanicus, 
bare him the like iffeion. This yong Prince was of a milde diſpoſition, very cour- 
- reous, - nothing at all reſembling 74berius in countenance, or coucrt and arrogant 
-ſpecch.. Beſides this, womens quarrels were mingled among: Z:uia (asis the maner 
- of all gepdames ) cxaſperating Tiberius againſt Lp woman indeed caſily 
; niooned: but through her chaſtitic , and loue toward her husband , though other- 
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of Cornelius Tacitus, | © : Is 
wiſe of an inuincible ſtomacke, yet turned all to the beſt. But the neerer Germanicus 
was to the higheſt hope,the more he laboured to ſettle Tiberims in the tare : compel- 
ling the Sequans adioyning, and the cities of Belgia to ſweare their allegeance vnto 
him. Then endertaning of the hurlyburly of the legions, departingin all ſpeed, 

met the ſouldiers out of their campe, hanging downe the head ; repenting them of - 
that they had done. He was no ſooner within the trench,butthere was heard a con- 
fuſe lamentation and complaint among them :. ſome taking him by the hand as it 
were to kiſle it, thruſt his tingers into SS mouthes ; that he might feele they were 
toothleſſe: others {hewed their crooked bodies withage : VVho perceiving them 
confuſely ſhuffled rogether , commanded to ſeparate themſgues into companies, 
the caſter to heare his anſwers and beare their enſignes before them ; the better to 
diſcerne their bands : wherein they obeyed {lowly enough. Germanicus beginning 
with the rcuerence of A«vgu#as, fell by little and little into the praiſe of the vitories 
and triumphes, andeſpecially the famous. exploits Tiberius had done in Germany 
with thoſe legions. They extolled the vnitic of Italie ; the.loyalty of Gallia z and 


| how all other parts of the Empire were quiet. The ſouldiers = care vnto all this + 


with ſilence, or with a ſmall murmuring : but as ſoone as hee began to, touch their 
murinies, expoſtulating ; VVhart was become of the modeſt behaviour of ſouldiers? « 
where was the honor of ancient diſcipline? whither they. had dtiuen their Tribunes <« 
and Centurions ? they all vnclothed themſclues,ſhewed himrtheir wounds, ſcarres, *« 
and marks of their ſtripes : then witha confuſe note, how deerely they. bought their | 
caſe and vacations; found fault withtheir ſmall pay ; the intolcrable paynes they 
were puttoin working : by name condemning the rampiers , trenches , ſceking-of 
ſtower, carrying of ſtones and timber,and all other prouiſions, either neceſſary in 
the campe, or to keepe the ſouldiers from idleneſſe. But the greateſt clamours were 
heard to proceed from the old ſouldiers : whereof ſome hauing ſpent ary ecres 
in ſeruice, ſome more ; beſought him to prouide for ſuch wearied poore 7 idiers, 
and not ſuffer them to end the reſt of their dayes, in miſerie and paige : but deliuered 
of ſuch labour and toyles, that they might at length enioy repoſe without penurie. 
Some demanded the legacie bequeathed by _Awguflus will , and wiſhed Germanicus : 
all good fortune ; offering themſelues to his deuotion if hee would take vpon him 
the Empire. V Vhercat, as though hee had beene diſtayned with ſome villanie ; he 
leapt from the Tribunall : and as he would haue departed, the ſouldiers turned their 
weapons towards him in menacing wiſe: vnleſſe he would goc back againe. But cry 
ing thathe would rather die, than falſifie his faith,drew his ſword from his ſide,beng 
the point of it towards his breaſt , ready to haue thruſt it in ; if ſome which were, 
neere him by catching hold of his hand, had not withheld by maine ſtrength. 
Thar part of the throng which was fartheſt behinde, and wich. is ſcarce credi 
ſome other getting neerer and neerer, encouraged him to ſtrike boldly ; and one cal- 
led Caluſidius offered him his naked ſword ; ſaying that it was better pointed than 
his. But that euen to the moſt furious, was thought a barbarous and ſauage part,and 
an euill preſident. - Ceſars friends had time to conduR him to his pauilion : there they 
conſulted what was beſt tobe done; becauſe newes came, that the ſouldiers were in 
hand to diſpatch Embaſſadours to the higher army , to draw them to the ſame at- 
tempt : and thatthey had determined to ſacke Colen : and-hauing imbrucd their; 
hands with that pray , runne on to pill and waſte Gallia. FM

-yx faile to inuade, as ſoone as he vnderſtood of the diſcord of the Romans, and 
>— thar the riuers ſide was vndefended. On the other ide, if the allies and confe- 
deratcs ſhould arme themſclucs againſt the legions, it was to begin a new ciuill war. 
Andtharit was to the ſtate dangerous alike, to vſccither ſeueritie or liberalitic : and 
noleſke, togrant the ſouldicr all chings or nothing. The matter being thus debared 
©n both fides, it was thought good, that letters ſhould bee written in the Princes 
name;containing ; Thar ſuch as had ſerued twentie yeers ſhould be fully diſmiſſed; 
and ſuchas fixteenc, diſcharged alſo : with condition onely to remayne vnder en- 
fignes, and repulſe theenemic : Thar their legacies left tham by Auguſta, ſhould be 
* doubled and paicd: The ſouldier perceiucd tharthoſe were {leights ro wintime;and 
therefore vrged a preſent execution : licence of departure was preſently yeelded 
by che Tribunes, but payment deferred. The fift, and one and twentiethlegion,re- 
fuſed togo to any ſtanding campe, vntill they had their pay in the ſame camps they 
Ferucd in. Which they receiued of ſuch prouilion, as Ce/ar could eirher make by his 
. friends, or had to ſeruc his owne turne. Cecinerthe Lieutenant brought backe ro V- 
bium,the firſt,& the twentieth legion,in baſe and diſorderly aray : carying between 
the cnlignes and ſtandarts, maſſes of money, extorted from the Emperors treaſure. 
Germanicus went to the vpper armie, and there without delay, rooke the oath of 
allegeance, of the ſecond, thirteen, and ſixteenth legion ; the fourteenth yet reſting 
doubtfull what were beſt. Bur ghey had all cheirdilcharge and money. oftered them 
vnasked. Arthe ſame time, certaine vexiliaric ſouldiers which continued vnder en- 
fignes, and were placed for aguardto the countrey , of two legions which before 
were at iarre began a tumultin the countrey of the Chauceans: which was quickly 
___ by purting to death two of his ſouldiers. V Vhich Mennrus the Camp- 
maſter commanded rather for example, then right of his offite. But the tumulc 
growing hot, emnins fled ; and being found out, perceiving that there was no ſafe- 
in lurking, tried what boldneſle could auayle : Grin. Thar they bent not their 
orces againſt the Camp-maſter, but againſt Germanzcus rheir Generall, and Tiberi- 
#5 the Emperour : perceiuing that thoſe wor&s daunted ſuch as would haue hinde- 
red him, frarching vp an enligne, went to the riuer ſide, and denouncing him a fu- 
gitiue and traytor wi refilled to follow ; brought them to the VVinrer ſtanding 
campe, aſtonicd, and nordaring to attempt any thing. In the meane ſeaſon the' Em- 
baſſadors ſent from the Senate to Germenicus, found him ar Vbium, at the place cal- 
led the Altar. V Vhere two legions, the firſt and the twentieth wintered,with the old 
ſouldiers lately diſmiſſed and kept vnder enſignes. The timorous and'troubled in 
conſcience, were.ſurpriſed with a ſudden feare, leaſt ſome were come by comman- 
dement of the Senate, to make fruſtrate allthey had wrung out by rebellion. And 
as the fnanner of the people is, alwayes falſly ro accuſe ſome one or other whom 
ſuſpe& : ſo now they layd all the blame, on Manatius Plancus, who had beene 
_ Conlull and chiefein the Embaſſie : affirming him to be the authour of that decree: 
And inthe dead of the night, went to Germanicus, importunately demanding an en- 
figne which was in his houſe : and flocking together brake downe the gares : entred 
tns houſe, drew Germaricus out ofhis bed ; and threatning to kill him, forced him 


(Cone ſomuch the more, becauſe he knew the enemy would not 
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to deliuer the enfigne, Then running vp and downe, they metwith the embaſſadors; 
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of Cornelis Tacitus. i7 
hearing of che deſperate tumult, going to Germanicw: the ſouldiers iniuring them; 
and readie to kill them : and aboue others Plans, who in regard of his dignitie 
could not flee :- hauing no other-refuge left in diſtreſſe and danger, then to tlie to 
the campe of the firſt legion : where embtacing the ſtandard andenſignes , found 
fafery as in a religious place. And had not Ca/phurnius, the ſtandard bearer, guarded - 
him trom the furie of his ſouldiers ſarhiflg which ſeldome hapnerh, even — the 
encmics) an embaſſadour ofthe people of Rome,in the Romans campe, had with his 
bloud polluted the altass of the gods. Affoone asit was day, that the L.* Generall, 
the ſouldier, andthe atrempts might be knowne; Germanicws centred the campe ? 
and commanding Plane to be brought to him, placed him in the Tribunall by him. 
Then ſharply rebukin their farall rage, ſtirred vp by the wrath of the gods, and © 
not the ſouldicrs will:he openeth vnto them the cauſe of the embaſſadors commi: 
their priuiledges : bewailing with great eloquence ?la#cu4 vndeſernied hap; atid Ta 
diſcredit of the legions. And hauing rather rauiſhed then quiered the afſemblie, 
ſent away theembaſſadours with a guard of auxiliarie horſemen. During this feare, 
eucry man blamed Germanicus, that he went not to the vpper armie, where he 
ſhould haue both obedience, and aide againſt the rebels: thar his faule had'beene 
greatcnough, in diſmiſſing the ſouldiers with money in their purſes, and —_— 
{o courtcouſly. And if he made no greater reckoning ofhis owne perſon; yet he had | 
no reaſon to leaue his yourig ſ6nne, and his wife grear with child, asa pray to furi> 
ous and mad men; breakers of all humane lawes. And that he ſhould preſeruethem, 
at the (cait wiſe, for their grandfather, and the common-wealth. He then weighing 
long whar he were beſt to reſolue : his wife refuling to forſake him; alleaging, that 
ſhe was deſcended from Auguſtus, and proteſting that ſhe would neuer nerate 


.from her bloud, wharſoeuer danger might be preſented: atlaſt embracing both her 


and the child, with many teares conſtrained her cgdepart. Away then patt this la- 
mentable companie of women ; and the Generals wife * flecing wich his litrle ſonne 
in herlap, with a heauy troup of her friends wiues about her, lead away with her for 
company : thoſe which remained behind, no lefſe ſorrowfull then they. This re 
ſembled not a triumphing C/ar, marching out of his campe: butthe bewailing and - 
lamentation of acity, conquered and ſackt of the enemy. Which piercing theeares - 
of the ſouldiers : they went out of their cabbines;enquiring what thardolorous tune 
was ? and from whence proceeded that lamentable noiſe? And percciuing thoſeno- 
ble dames togoe without atiy Centurion orſquldier, ro guard them 3 and their Em- 
perours wife deſtitute of her accuſtomed traine, going towards Treuers, to com- 
mit her ſelfe ro the mercy of ſtrangers : were ſtroken into ſhameand compaſſion : * 
when they called ro mind _Mer:ppa her father , dugu#tus her grandfather, and 
Druſus her father in law : and now ſhe her ſelfe was for her chaſtity and child *' 
bearing, honored ofall : and how ſhe had had child borne and broughtvpin theit 
campe : whom by #militarie name they called Caligula: becauſe that ro win the fa- 
uour of the common ſouldier,he wore the ſame kind of ſtocking or buskin as he did. 
Butnothing did mooue them more, then the hatred of thoſe of Treuers : and there- 
fore began to intreat, and hinder thetrgoing : praying her that ſhe would recurne * 
and remaine with them. Someran before eAzgrippine; many turned backe to Gef= - 
manicus : who through che late occaſions, yet Fu of griefeand anger; vetered tothe 
multitudes about him,this ſpeech, as followeth. OTTER ;

' 9» mad men: thatall your lewd aftions be purged with my bloud only ; leſt if you 
»» {ſhould murder A«g»ſtus nephewes ſonne, and Tiberius daughterin law, you ſhould 
»» become guilty of moc hanious crimes : for what haue you not dared to atrempr 
 »» theſe dates paſt ? or what haue you left vnuiglated? By what name ſhall I call this 
" alleoply ? Shall I call you ſouldicrs,who have beſieged your Emperours fonne cuen 
»» Within chetrench? orſhall I call you citizens, by whom the authority of the Senare 
»» is ſolittle regarded? You haue broken that.law which one enemy obſcrueth to a- 
»» nother : violated the ſacred freedome of Embaſſadors, and the law of Nations. 
» dulixe,of famous memory, repreſieda edition inhis army with one bare word : cal- 
9 Wy Han Quirites, which drew backe contrary to the oath of allegeance. Augu/tus 
» Of lacred memory, daunted the legions at Attium, with his looke. And as for vs, al- 
»» though we be neither of them, yet being extra& from them, we thipke it ſtrange | 
,» andynmeet,. that the Spaniſh or Syrian, ſouldier ſhould contemne vs. Thou the 
»» firſtlegion, and thou the twentieth, rhe one hauing recciued theenſygnes of Tibe- 
»» 7414; and the other a companion in ſo many battels, 'and ettiched with ſo many re- 
2» cdmpences, doe you thus guerdon your Generall? Is this the meſſage I ſhall carry 
»» my father (who xecciuerh bur good ridings from all other Provinces) thar neither 
»» the young, nor old ſouldier, can be ſatisfied with licence to depart, nor money in 
2» theirp Z; ? And that here only, the Centurions are murdered, the Tribunes * 
»» driucn away, the Embaſſadours ſhut vp ? that the tents andriuers are ſtained with 
+ 2» bloud?and tharI my ſelfe,hold my life bur at the curtefie of ſuch as hate me ? Why 
»» did you ſnatch qur of my hands, the {word which I meant to thruſt through my 
»» breaſt, the firſt day of our mecting 2 O vnaduiſed friends : yet he dealt better and 
»» morelouingly with me , which offered me his ſword; for by that meanes I ſhould 
» haucendcedmy life, before I ſhould haue ſcene ſo many outrages in my army. You 
» ſhould hauc made choiſe of a Generall, which would haue left my death vnpuni- 
»» ſhed; yet hauc reuenged the death of Yarro,and of the three legions. Thegods forbid 
»» that the Belgians, though offering chemſclues, ſhould carry away the credit and the 
,» honourof cake ce Romanes,and brideling the Germans. Let thy ſoule, Augu- 
»» ſs of ſacred memory, recciued into heauen, thy image father Dru/ac, and the re- 
»» membrance of thee, rogether with rheſe ſouldiers whom ſhameand glory doe enter 
»» into, wipe away this blot, and conuert this priuate rancor, tothe deltruftion of the 
» enemy. And youin whom I percciue another countenanceandgnother will, if you 
oo the Embaſſadours to the Senate z yeeld dutifull obedience to the

»» of the ſeditious, and goc from them which haue been the authours of this rebellion : 
that ſhall be a ſure roken of your repentance, and a bond of fidelitie. With theſe 
| ſpecches the ſouldicrs humbling themſelues , confeſſed alto be rrue which was 
raided them :-and beſought him tharhe would puniſhthe faulty, and pardon 

ofe which were ſeduced, and bring them againſt the enemy : recall his wife and 


the legions child; and not deliver him tothe Gaules for. an hoſtage. Rn

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| yd z and me, my wife and ſonne : withdraw your ſelues from the contagion 
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of Corneliw Tacitus, © © © 19 
excuſed the returne ofhis wife by the necrenes of her time, and winter yet that hi 
ſonne ſhould rerurne againe: and as for other things, that they themſelues ſhould 
ſee them performed. The ſouldiersthen, being better perſwaded, ran from placero 
place, laid hands on themoſt diſordered perſons, and brought them bound before 
C. Cetropixe, Colonel of the firit legion 2 whogaue judgement and puniſhment on 
eucry of them in this maner. The legions called together, ſtood with their ſwords 
drawne before the Tribunall : and the offender ſhewne by the Tribune out of ahigh 
ſeare : and if the ſouldiers did cry that he was guilty , he was immediatly throwne 
downe headlong, and cut in foes befubling reioyCcing in theſe maſſacres, as 
though himſelfe thereby had been acquired. Germanicws did nothinder them ar all, 
ſeeing , that being done withour his commandemenras well the fa&, as the enuic 
of it, ſhould light vpon their owne neckes. The old ſouldiers following that preſi- 
dent, were anon after ſentto Rztia, vnder colour of defending the prouince- from 
the inuaſionof the Sweuians: bur indeed , to draw them from thoſe gariſons ;,yet 
breathing ofcruelty, no leſſe by that cruell mcanes of redreſſe,then memory of thei 
former outrages. T his done,he rooke a ſuruey of the Centurious z who being called 
by the Capraine, told their names, degrees, and countrey, what paics they had re» 
ceiued, and how many yecres : what exploits they had donein ſeruice, and with 
what donatiuves rewarded. If the Tribuneg and legions approued their valour,and 
integrity, they kept their roumes : if by common conſent, couerouſnes, or cruele 
were laid to rheir charge, they were caffirde. Things thus ſetled for the preſent, 
there aroſe immediarly z a matter of no leſſer waighrthen the former, through the 
hcadicinſolency of the fifr, and one and twentieth legion, lodged in winter ſtandings 
threeſcore miles off, at Vetera. For they firſt led thedaunce, and with their owne 
hands committed the lewdeſt outrages : Nothing terrified with their fellowes 
puniſhment , continued impenitent, and ſtill harboured anger in their breaſts. 
Whereupon Ceſar gathereth forces, prepareth a Nauic with confederates and 
allies, ro ſend downe the Rhene : purpoſing if they were obſtinate, to try it outin a 
maine battel], Notidings being all this while broughtco Rome of the ſucceſle in 
Illyricum : and vnderſtanding ot the riling of the Germane legjons ; the citie trem- 
bling with feare, began to blame T7ber4us, that counterfeiting a doubrfulnes of ra- 
king on him the Empire,mocked the Lords ofthe Senate,the weake and vnfurniſhed 
common people, and ſuffercd the ſeditiousin the meanetime to rebell, which x hang 
fore haue gone himſelfe in perſon, and oppoſed his imperiall maieſtie againſt 
them z at whoſe ſight they would prefently haue yeelded , being by long experi» 
ence skiltull, and carying with him power to puniſh, or reward. If + Ligue 
ſtricken in yeares, could make often iournies into Germanie : ſhould Tiberius bes 
ing of a ſtrong and able bodie, ſirin the Senate, carping the Senators words? 
He had raken'good order how to keepe the citie in ſeruitude : and that it was 
now.time to apply ſome medicine to (1 
diſpofition of peace. Notwithſtanding Tiberizs landing ſtiffe in his determina» 
tion, reſolued not to forſake the head of the -Empire, and hazard himſelfe and, 
the whole ſtate, Many things troubled his minde: as that the Germane army was 
the ſtrongeſt : and the Panonniar-neere at hand : the one leaningto he frengthgk 
the Gaules ; the other, lying in the confines of Italie : doubrfyll himſelfe whic 
to goto : leſtthe other being poſtpoſed ſhould rakeit in diſdaine. But his ſonnes, 
might viſit both, as a thing ſtanding well with imperiall maicſtic, bearing grea* 
telt ſtarefarrheſt off. The young men mightbe excuſed if they referred Con

"Y Ve Germanicus, although he had an armic in readineſle to o_ vpon the 
"71 febels : thingingir conucnient neuerthelefſe, ro giue them ſome relpite ; to ſee 
whetherthey would be reclaimed by the example of rhe other legions : ſent 
fetrers before to aduertiſe Cecirs, that he was comming with a power :. and tharif 
they would not puniſhthe offenders before hiscomming, he would withour any 
elſe make a gencrall{laughterof them all, Theſe letters Ccina ſecretly imparted 
to the ſtandard andenſigne bearers, and the better ſort : perſwading them to deli- 
ner all in generall from infamy, and them(ſeclues from death. For in time of peace 
each mans cauſe and merit waighed; but in warre, the guilty and ouiltleſſe pe- 
riſhed alike. They then ſounding the minds of thoſe they thought fitteſt, and 
finding the greater number of the legionary ſouldiers ro concinue durifull ; follow- 
ing the Liuctenants aduice, ſer downe a time when to cut off the lewdeſt , and 


moſt ſeditions among them. Then the watch-word giuen, they brake into their 
tents; flue rhem ; none priuic to the cauſe bur ſuch, as were of counſell in the 


enterpriſe: neither imagining the beginning, nor the end of this butchery. The 
angelt manner of ciuill warre that cuer happencd was this: for without order 
of barttcll; nor fallying out ofdiuers ftandings ; butout of the ſame beds, in which 
they had caten by day, and ſlepr by night : they banded into faftions; lanced cheir 
darts: outcries were heard 3 wounds gfuen 3 blood ſhed ; but the cauſe vaknowne: 
fortune ruled the reſt, and ſome honeſt men were ſlaine among. But it was no ſooner 
knowne againſt whom this watch was intended , but the worſt perſons ſnatched 


their weapons likewiſe : no Lieutenant, nor Tribune preſent to bridle them : but . 


ery, man licenced to reucnge his fill, Grrmanicus anon after entring the campe, 
hh inn teares calling that a butcherie, and not a medicine,, commanded the 
bodies to be burnt. The bloudy ſouldiers thirſted after the enemy, as a ſatisfation 
of this fury ; ſuppoſing rhat the ghoſts of their companions could by no other 
meanes be appeaſed, then by recetuing honourable wounds in their wicked breaſts. 
Cefar followed the ſouldiers heate, and building a bridge oucr the riuer, paſt ouer 
twelue thouſand, drawne out of the legions ; ſixe and rwenty cohorts of allies : 
andeight wings of ſuch horſemen, as during the mutinic, were of good and modeſt 
cariage, The Germans not farre off were iocund : whileſt we for the death of _,u- 

#w, and by ciuilldiſcords, kept holy day. The Romane.army marching with 
Feds, aſt the wood Czſia z and the bound begun by Tiberius ; and encamped 
vpomrit; fortifying the front and the backe with a trench,and the (ſides with loppings 
of trees. From thence they marched through darke forreſts, and conſulted * ewo 
waycs, which was beſt : the ſhort and vſuall : or the vnbeaten and hardeſt: and 


therefore leaſt doubted ofthe enemy. And hauing made choile of the fongel, they 
; aſtened

haſtened other things the more. For theſcoutes had brovght word, that the Get-= 
mans/ would ſpend that night in ſolemne feaſting” and banquetting, Cec#m4 had 
charge to lead the way with a Cohortlightly armed, and make plaine the paſſage 
of the- wood, whom the legions immediately followed. The ſtarre-light helped 
thern; till they came to the villages of rhe Mar/zs, whom they beſer round : being 

eteither a bed, orattable, without feare, and no watch ſer. So farre had they lefr 
allthings atrandon, nothing miſdoubting warre, nor,beingdrunke, greatly caring 
for peace, Ceſardiuided the legions greedie of pillage ro waſte the more ground, 
into foure pointed battels ; and deſtroyed with fire and ſword, fifrie miles z neither 
agenor ſexe, moouing him to pitie; prophane and ſecrer places, and chetemple cal- 
ted Tanfana, a place of great fame among thoſe people, hee battered to the ground : 
the Romans receiuing no wound, bur flaying the enemic halte a ſleepe, or vnarmed, 
and tragling withour order or array. Thar ſlaughter ſtirred vp the Brufteri, Tu- 
bantes, and the Vſipetes , whobeſer the wood, that way the armic ſhould returne. 
VVhereof the Capraine being aduertiſed, he mar{halled his men in order atonce, 
both to march and fight. Part of the horſemen with auxiliary cohorts led the 
way : after them followed the firſt legion : thecarriages incloſed in the middeſt, 


had- on the left ſide the 21. legion ; on theright ſide, the fift : in the rereward,the . 


twenticth : and after them the reſt of the contederates. But the enemie ſtirred not 
whileſt the Romane campe marched through the wood : then lightlie skirmiſhing 
with the flankes and foremen, ſer amaine on the hindmoſt : who being bur ſlen- 
derly appointed ,; and amazed with the thicke croopes of Germans , were. ready to 
ſhrinke : had not C#/ar ſtepped to the twentieth legion crying alowd, thar now was 
the time to blor out the infamies of their former conſpiracies, and ſhew valour ; and 
make haſte to turne their former fault into glory and honour. This ſpeech ſo infla- 
med their courages, that breaking in ſuddenly vpon the encmies, drouethem to an 
open place, and hewed themin peeces : and the vantgard getting out of the wood, 


began incontinently to fortific and intrench. Afﬀeer that , they marched withour di- 


ſturbance : emboldened with their late ſucceſſe, and forgetting what was paſt, 
were brought to their ſtanding campes. Theſe newes made Tb:riws both glad and 
— : glad, that the ſedition was ſuppreſſed : ſorrie, that Germanicw had putchaſed 
the ſouldiers fauour by largeneſle,and timely diſmifling them: nor alittle grieued al. 
ſo with the glory that Germanicus got in that warre. Yet he imparted theſe newes to 
the Senate, bigkly commending his exploits : rarher in colour and ſhew of words, 
then beleeued that he ſpake from the heart. Druſus he commended alſo, and rhe ſuc- 
ceſſe of the Illyrian rebellions, in fewer words, but more vnfainedly,and with better 
affefion ; yer confirmed all that G:ymaxicis had graunted ; and gaue the like to the 
encmicsin Pannonie. The ſame ycere /a{7a died : contined krſt by eAuguſtis her f1- 
ther for her vnchaſtelife, in the Iland Pandareria : then in'Rhegium, a towne ſeated 
vpon the Sicilian ſca. She had beene Tiberiz wife, whom ſhe contemned as an vn- 
fir match for her, whileſt Caizs and Lncizxs flouriſhed , which was the very inward 


and ſecretcauſe, why Tiberius withdrew himſelfe ro Rhodes. But hauing gotten to 


be Emperour, and that by the death of 4zri;pz Poithumus, her hopes were cut off ; 
baniſhed andinfamous, with great want hungerſtarued her : perſwading himſelfe 
that her long baniſhment, would hauc ſmothered the ſpee-:h other dearth. The like 
occaſion egged him to the like cruelty againſt Semp. Gracchus: who nobly deſcen- 
ded,quicke witted, andeloquentto perſwade to naughtines; ſeduced the ſame 7als 


to lewdneſſe when ſhe was 2. Agrippaes wife. Neither was thatthe end of their li- _ 


centiouſnes z but the wilfull adulterer abuſed her company, when ſhee was "one 
wite /

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wife : ihcenſing her to diſobedicnce and diflike. Diuers ſuppoſing that the biteer 
tetrers, which ſhe ſent to eAvgw7us her father againſt Tiberius, were of his inditing. 


| VVhereupon being baniſhed ro.Cercina, an Iland inthe African ſea, after foure- 


reene yeeres exile : the ſouldiers ſent to put him todeath, found him on the. ſhore 
as onecxpetting bad tidings. Of whom herequeſted ſome ſhort time , ro write his 
laſt will to Aliaria his wife ; which being done, he offered his necke to the cxecurio- 
ners : in the conſtancie ofhisdeath, not vaworthy the Sempronian name , though 
in his life he had degenerated. Some gane out, that thoſe ſouldiers were nor ſent 
from Rome, but from L. Aſfprenus,Proconſull of Aﬀericke,by Tiberius appointment; 
hoping though in vaine, that the infamic of the murder ſhould redound ro 4fprenas 
diſcredit. This yccre were inſtituted new ceremonies , by founding a ſociety, of 
Prieſts, called Auguſta'es : as in times paſt T. Taz#s, delirous ro continue certaine 


religious ſolemnities of the Sabins, ordeined a company of Prieſts calked Tirians. 


One and twenty of the chicfeſt of the citie were drawen by lot, and Tiberius, Dru- 
ſus, Claudius and Germanicus added to the number, Theſe plaiers artheir firſt begin- 
ning, were diſturbed by a contention riſing betwixt ſtage plaiers : CAguſtus him- 
ſelfe fauouring the ſport,to pleaſe Hecenas; who was exceedingly caried away with 
affe&tion towards Bathilles, and himſelfe nor diſliking them , thought it no vnciuill 
matter to ſhew himſelfe at thoſe diſports, amongſt the common people. Bur Tibe- 
7i4us was of another humour z yet durſt not on the ſudden reduce the people to a 


ftraighter courſe, which ſo many yecres before had becene nuzled in pleaſure and 


calic viage. ; 
als XII. Germanicus i2#adeth the Chatti. 4 ftirife betweene two 
noble men of Germanie, Arminius axd Segeſtes. 
Armunius wife is taken. 


. Ceſar and Narbo being Conſuls, a triumph was ordeined in honour 
ID of Germanicss, the warre yet continuing : for which although great prepara- 
tion was made for the Summer following ; yet hee by a ſudden incurſion 

made on the Chatti, did anticipate it in the beginning of the ſpring. For a rumour 
bred a hopethatthe enemies were banded into faftions, ſome fauouring Arminius; 
and others Segeſtes: the one moſt loyall, and the other moſt diſloyall vnto vs. 4rmi- 
aus HGicel Germany : Segeſtes Sh often to Yares,but eſpecially inthe laſt 
banker, after which armes were taken, a rebellion intended : and counlelled him. to 
caſt himſclfe, 4rminizs,and the chicfeſt of the con{pirators into priſon , the people 
notdaringany attempt, the ringleaders being taken away ; and that he ſhould hane 
time thereby to ſift out the offenders from the innocent. But Yaras by deſtinie , and 
Arminias violencedicd.' And although Segeftes was by common conſent drawen to 
the war, yet hc ſhewed himſelfe very backward by his prinate grudge againſt Armi- 
insincreafingmore and more; becauſe hee had taken away, by force his daughter 
betrothed to another. Thus then the ſonne in law being odious to the farher ;. the 
fathers in law at vtter defiance betwixt themſclues ; that which ſhould ſerue for a 
bond of friendſhip among friends, ſerued heere for a prouocation of wrath and 
malice. V Vherecupon Germaricus committed fower legions to Cecinaes charge, fiue 
thouſand auxiliaries, and certaine German bands leuicd in haſte, inhabiting the 
hither ſide of Rhene. Himſelfe condudted the like number of legions, with twiſe as 
many confederates; and hauing builded a fort on the hill Taunus, where his father 
before himhad appointed agarriſon, led his armic without encombrance _ 
the 
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diſtributed, as a bootie tothe greateſt part of ſuch, as had yeelded the 


of Cornelius Tacitus, 18 
the Chatti; leaning Z. _4pronius behind him , to mend arid triake ſure the paſlages - 
by land and rivers: for by reaſon of a drought, andlowneſſeof the waters (athing 
ſcldome ſeenein thar countrey)they had marched a good way withoue danger z bug 
feared raine and riſing ofthe water at his returne. But his comming was ſo ſadden 
vponthe Chartti, rhar the weaker ſort by age, or ſexe, were preſently cither taken or ' 
ſlaine: the young men ſwam ouer the river Adrana, and draue backe the Romanes, 


whichbegana bridge: Bur arlaſt driuen away themſclues with ſhot of arrowes and 


other engines, entreating in ggine of conditions of peace : ſome fled to Germanievs: 
the reſt abandoning cher vilther and houſes, diſperſed rhemſelues in the woods: 
Germanicus hauing burned Marttiumn the capitall citic of the countrey , returned to- 


ward the Rhene, the enemy not daring to ſet on him as heretired; as his manner is, 


when he gaue ground, rather vpon pollicic then feare.. The Cheruſci would wil- 
lingly hauc | IE the Chatti ; but (cinaes armic Hlecting from place to 
lace, kept them in awe, and ouerthrew the Marſi which ventured to ioyne 
barteli with him. Shortly after Embaſſadors came from Segeſtes,to crauc aid againſt 
the violence of his countrey men, which had beſieged him : Arminius bearing grea- 
ter ſway, becauſe he incited them to warre. For among barbarous people, the more 
audacious a man ſheweth himſelfe,the more loyall he is reputed ; and the firreſt in- 
ſtrument in troubled times. SegeF#es ioyned his ſonne Sigu/mond to theſe Embaſſa- 
dors : but being touched in conſcience, was vnwillingly drawne to1t: becauſe char -» 
when the Germanes rebelled , being prieſtedat the altar, of the Vbians, he brake 
his head-band , which was the marke ofhis calling, and fled tothe rebels. Yerttru- 
ſting in the Romanesclemencic, fulfilled his fathers commandement; and being 
courteouſly receiued, was conueyed witha guard, to the ſhores of Gallia. Afterthis 
Cermazicus thought it conucnient, to conuert his power againſt thoſe which beſic- 
ged Segeſtes, whom he deliuered, with agreat number of his kindred,and followers. 
Among whom there were many noble dames, and Segeſtes daughter, Arminins 
wife : affeing rather her husband than father : and being taken, notonce falling 3 
teare,nor crauing fauour, ioyning her hahds on her btcaſt, looked downe vpon her . 
great belly. The ſpoiles of Jars ouerthrow were at the ſame time broughtin and. 
ey. with 
Segeftes. Who with a comely maieſtie, and bold _— , and loyaltie tothe Ro- _ 
manes, begana ſpeech in this maner. This is not the firſt day that the people of »» 
Rome, hath had experience of my conſtancy and loyaltic : for ſince Auguſtus of fa- »» 
mous memory,gaue me the priuiledges of a citizen of Rome : I made choice of ſuch » 
friends or enemics,as might ſtand you in ſtead : not for any hatred to my countrey, »» 
(for traitors are odious euen to thoſe whole inſtruments they be) but becauſe F iud- »» 


gedir profitable alike ro the Romanes and Germanes': and preferred peace before »» 
'warre : for thiscauſe I accuſed'e Arminius, rauilher of my daughter,and.infringer of »» 
the league concluded with you, before Yarss the generall. But when I was by the » 


flacknes of the generall deferred to a farther day of hearing, hauing ſmall hope of »» 
ſupportinlawes: I beſought him carneſtly, that he would commir me , _4rminius, » 

and the reſt of the conſpirators, to ſtraight cuſtody. I call ro witneſle that night, »» 

(which jfir had pleaſed the gods I wouldit had bin my laſt ) in which thoſe things »» 

enſued, which deſerue rather ro be bewailed then maintained. In fine, I laidirons »» 

on <4rminius,and ſuffercd the ſame in my ſelfe, by hisfaRion, Burt ſeeing you hane »» 

vouchſafed me.,yourpreſence; I prefer old quietnefſe before new garboiles:not ho- »» 

ping for any reward thercby.; butonly to excuſe my ſelfe from diſloyalty ,,and to »» 

{crue foraconuenient meanes of reconciliation for the German nation, if Pex 2”

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rather repent than periſh. For my ſonnes youth anderrour I crauepardon: my 
daughter I confeſſe, was drawne hither om Itreſterh in you to determine, 
whether it ought to be of greater force, to be with child by Armznims z or be begot- 
ren by me. Cafe with a milde anſwere, promiſed his children and his kindred fafe- 
tic : and himſelfe his ancientſeat in the prouince. This dence, hebringeth backe his 
 armie, and with Tber2#sliking, rooke vpon him the name of Emperour. Armenins 
wife was dcliuered of a ſonne,, which was brought vp at Rauenna,z of whom wee 
wilt ſpeake more hereafter,and how he ſerued for fortyges ſcorne.

He newes being ſpred of Segeftes yeelding , and gentle vſage , as mens minds 

' were affected to peace or warre; ſo they were mooued with hope or griefe. 
eArminids being fierce ofhis own diſpoſition vnderſtanding that his wife was 

taken priſoner, and the fruit of her wombe, a bondſlaue ; became as it were mad : 
and raunging the Cheruſcians countrey ; craued for ſuccour againſt SegeFes , and 
« Cafar; not being able to conteine for outragious ſpeeches, ſaying, Thar, that muſt 
« needes be a braue father, a mightie Emperour, a worthicartnic, that could, with ſo 
« much helpe carie away one fillic woman. He had defeated three legions, and ſo 
« many 'Licutenants : not by treaſon, nor againſt women great with childe , but 
<« in the facc of the enemy, and againſt armed men, atchiucd his enterpriſes. And 
« thatthe enſignes, which he had taken from the Romanes, were to be ſeene in the 
«< woods of Germanic, offered vp in honour of their countrey gods. Let Sege#es 
« inhabiterhe conquered banckes ; and reſtore his ſonne to his Prieſtly dignitic: thac 
cc the Germanes could neuer excuſe it : that the Romanes haue beene ſcene to beare 
« their roddcs, their axes , and gownes betweene Albis and Rhene. Other na- 
« tions bcing ſtrangers to the Romane gouernment, could ſpeake nothing , of their 
« cruell puniſhments and grieuous tributes : and ſeeing they had ſhaken aff thoſe 
« burdens; and that, that Avgw#«s whom they placed among the gods, and Tibe- 
«« 7i#s choſen after him, loſt their labour z they ſhould nor feare an/vncxperien- 
« ced young man, nor his mutinous companie. If they preferred their countrey ; 
. « their kindred ; their ancient life, before new Lords , and new colonies ; they 
« ſhould rathcr follow Arminizs, proteour of their glory and libertic , then Segeſtes 
« the authour of reprochfull ſeruitude. Theſe henckns incenſed not onely the Che- 
' ruſcian,butthe neighbours adioyning alſozand drew Ingsiomerus,a man once in cre- 
dit with the Romans,& vncle to Arminiws by the fathers ſide, to their partic, which 
increaſed Ceſars feare the more. And therfore leſt the whole waight of the warre 
ſhould at once fall vpon him : he ſent Ccinna with fourtic cohorts of Romanes, to 
ſcaner the power of the enemy through the BruQeries countrey, to the riuer of A- 
miſia. Pedo the Camp-maſter had the conduRing of the horſemen, by Friſia : him- 
ſelfe cmbarqued foure legions, and lead them through the lakes : all the horſemen, 
footmen ,. and the whole nauic meeting together ar the ſaid riuer ; and recciued the 
Chauccans among them who had promiſed them aide. The BruReri burning their

Ceſar to 
ſhew a grateful nemoryof the dead , and himſelfe ro. bee partaker of their gri 
with his owne hands putthe firſt turfe on their tombes ; which T;beriw milliked : 
_ either 2s conſtruing all G:ymanicus ations tothe worlt z or becauſe the {ighe of the 
dead , vnburied}, would make rhe Souldiers more fearefull of the enemy, and lefſe 
forward to fight: ahd becauſe a Gencrall honoured with the Augyrall dignitic, and 
deugred to moſt ancient ceremonies, ought not romeddle in mortuarics. But G:ym4- 
cus purſning Armimnins,already crept intoinacceflible places , as ſodone as hee found 
conuchiiencie, thruſt his horſcmen on him , and recouered the field which the 
enemy occupied? Arminius gathered his men rogether 3; and commanding them ro 
draw nceere the'wood , turned ſhort on the ſudden, and gaue them the warch- 
word which he had hidden there before, to breake out. Whereat the horſemen 
amazed, and the cohorts ſenr for a ſuppiy, borne backe with thoſe which fled; 
augmenting their feare ,-were almoſt thruſt into the bogges, well knowne to the 
Conquerours, and dangerous tothe Romanes ; had not Ceſar come'on with the le+ 
gionsin battell aray.

Tiberins was the 
morecexaſperated , through certaine verſes caſt abroad by an vncertaine author, 
againl his cruelty, pride, and diſagreeing with his mother: Ir ſhall not bee amiſſe, 
if I rchearſe, with what pretended crimes, Falepias'and Reabrias, both meane 
Gentlemen of Rome were charged: ro make it knowne by whar beginnings j whar 
ſlcights of Tibrrjus, an vrrer ruine of thecommon-wealth was intended , ther. fup- 
d, afterward regtiucd againe, and in the cnd,oucr maſtered all. Folanivs accu- 
er obieRted againfthim, that amongſt other Hs of £4 ( for ſuch 
fellowſhips there were almgh in encry houſe as it had becne Co ) he had re- 
ceived one Coſansa ſtige-player,: 'and-infamous of his body : and that mith his

Tiberius forbare to ſee this ſpeRacle, ir was diuerlly conſtrued : ſome thoughebe- 
cauſc he loathed to be in greataſſemblics : ſome becauſe he was of a melancholy ſad 
diſpoſition : and alſo miſdoubting leſt ſome ſhould fall into cotnpariſon, berwixe 
hit and eLguſti, who was wont wy preſent ar ſuch playes with courtequs and 
milde carriage. I cannot thinke that his meaning was; to/giue his ſoane occaſion th 
| ſhewhis cruclty, and mooue the people to offence ; although ſonighaue ſo. repar- 
ted. *The licentiouſneſle begun in the Theater the laſt yeere, grew naw roa, archer 
outrage : many notonely of. the common people ſlaine , but ſouldiers and-Centhris 
ons, and a Captaine of the guarde, whileſt they went about to bridle the inſokenty 
of the people, - and hinder them from viing lauiſhing ſpeeches againſt magiſtrazes. 
That (edition was debated in Senate ; many being of opinion that it was 'conucni- 
ent , that the Pretor ſhould hauc authority ro whip the Hage-players. Bat Hitters 
ws Agripps Tribune of the people contradicted him': whom A/avius Gala rebu- 
ked nan oration :- Tiberius -halding his peace, ſuffering the Senate to*vſe .thar 
ſhadow'of. liberty, Yet Hatterius preuayled , becauſe Auguſffue had. once; decayed 
the ſtage-players to be free from ſtripes - and therefore not lawtull for. 7Somrimy; ro 
infringeit. Many orders were;layd downe touching the, moderation and eharges 
bcſtowed vpon playcs ,and againſt. the.inſglgnt behauiour of their faugurers; whet» 
of the chicfeſt arerheſe, Thatno Senator ſhould enter-intoea. playerg houſe ;; that 
/ the gentlemen of Rome fhould nataccompany them inpublike places :: thatit was 
not lawfull to ſee their playes, but 'or che Theater. And that the,Pretor. ſhould 
haue authority to baniſh ſuch, lodkers on, as-behaued themſclucs, diſorderly, The 
Spaniards had licencegranted them, at their requeſt, to.cre&_a_ Temple in ner 
of Auguiftus, in the freerowne of Tarracon ; which was aÞreſident for all the other 
prouinces to follow. The people making wg rn » Qt they might be vnbur- 
dencd of theimpoſirion of one in the hundred of all things bought and ſold, which 
began after the wars were begun : Tiberius anſwePEd by an edi that it was the one- 
ly tay of ſouldicrs wages : and thatthe ſtate would bee ouercharged-if the olde 
ſoul ers ſhould not be diſmiſſed after wenty yeeres ſeruice : and oy ——_ the 
order wrung out to appeaſe the ſouldiers, thar rhe ſouldiers ſhould be diſmifſed af- 
ter ſixteene yeeres ſeruice, was abrogated. After this it was propounded in Senate 
by Aruntize and THteins, whether for the repreſiing of the inundations of Tiber,it 
were conucnient to diuert the courſe of the riuers and lakes, which were cauſe of his 
riſing. Vpon this occaſion, the Embaſſadours of other freetownes and colonies 
were heard : and eſpecially the deputies from the city of Florence ; requeſting that 
Clanis might not be turned our of hs ownechannellinto Arne, as a matter greatly 
to their hurt. The like ſpeech the Interamnates vſcd, ſhewing that the fernileſt tra& 
of [taly ſhould be loſt, if ( as it was intended) the riuer Nar ſhould be cut intomany - 
be z and ſball becomea ſtanding poole, ifthe new channels were not capab 
of ſo much water.The Reatins did not in this caſe hold their peace;no way yeeldin 
that the mouth of the lake Velinus ſhold be dammed vp, whereir diſchargerh ieſelt 
into Nar : for ſo it would ouerflow all about it. And thatnature had well [rrp 
for the neceſſity of mans vie: hauing giuen all rivers their courſe and mouth, and as 
well their bounds, as beginnings. Thar the religion of their allics was to bee cone 
crea, 
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dered who conſectared -vnto the riucrs of their countrey, woods and altars.” Yea 
chat Tiber would not be depriued of his neighbour-riuers , and ſorunhe his courſe 
with leſſer glory. In the endeicher through the intreaty of the Colanies,or difficul- 
tic of the worke,or ſuperſtition, Pi/oe5 opinion was approoacd, which was,thar there 
ſhould be nothing changed. ' Poppens Sabinus was continued in the goucrnment of \ 
fie, and Achaia and Macedonia added to his charge. For it: was Tiberius man- 
ner, to continue men in their office and charge , either of warre; or iuriſdiion, 
ſometimes during their life , whereof there were divers reaſons given. Some ſayde 
. hedidit, toguoyd the tedious care of often prouiding z and thar hee would have 
that to continue which he had thought once well done: ſome did interpret it-ro bee 
done of cnuie, becauſe many ſhould notenioy them : ſome, that as he was of gſub- 
till-wig ,” ſo of no reſolyge 1ndgement 3 as not chooſing men of excellent vertue : 
and'on the other ſide, hating vices. Hee feared leſt the beſt would attempt ſome- 
whavagainſt him, and the worſt diſhonour the ſtate. Which doubefulncs brought 
hime6 thar paſſe at laft, that gaue-rthe gouernment of prouinces to ſome, which 
he would nor ſuffer ro depart the Ciry. Concerning the elefion of Conſuls, which 
was firſt obſcrued vnder rhis Prince,and afterward by others, I dare aſſure norhing: 
notonlyehe authors, butthe Prince himſelfe doth ſo much differin his orations. For 
ſonictimesnor naming the ſuters,he deſcribed eucry mans beginning, life, an whae 
pay he had reeciued; that a man might eaſily gefle whothey were. At anothet time 
notwnchingany ofthoſe particulars, he perſwaded the ſurers, notro diſturbe the: 
| belving and » promiſing tharhimſelfe would be a meane for 
thein. ; Andoftentimes he ſayd, there were no more which pretended to bee ſuters, 
but ſuch onedly'; whoſenames he had prefented vnto the fuls : and thatothers 
might bringintheir names likewiſe; if they would truſt eirher to their merit or fa- 
wor; Butall was but faire words, and in deed deceitfull and withour cffe& : and by 
how much the more they were masked with a colour of liberty , by ſomuchthe 
Heauier and grecuouſcr aſernitude they were like to bring afterthem.

Nor | 
long after the Parthian grew tobe aſhamed, thar he had ſomuch degenerated, as 
to demand a Prince from atiother countrey ; trained vp in the ſleights of their ene- 
mies, Thatnow the royall ſear of the Arſacides was ginen avd accoutited'among” 
the Romane proninces.: Where is the glory of thoſe which murdered Crafiav, an 
chaſed away Antonit 3 if Cefars bondllaue aftet fo thany yeeres ſeruinide thoukf 
commaund and rule ouer the Parthians ? He himlelfe kindled their diſdainfulf 
minds, by (warning from his predecefſors manner of life ; as going ſeldotne a hun- 
ringz being careleſſe of horſes; carried in a chatiotin the ſtreeresz and loathing 
cheir countrey fare : his Grecian followers were ſcorned, and himſelfe laughed-ar, 
for keeping vnder liis ſeale&-his baſeſt veenſiles, But the free acceſſe vnto Him, his 
courteſie towards all men $j vnknowne vertues to the Parthians; were accounted 
new vices: and becauſe they were not vied of their anceſtors, was odions alike 
to the, good and bad.

A - Midſt theſe things, one ofthe enemies campe, skilfull in the Latine tongue, ri-

**lands,&@ hundred *ſcſterces a day,as long as the war continued, if any would 
flee from theRomans,and cometo his'fide.Thar branado did greatly exaſperatethe 
kgions, withing among themſclues : O that the day were come, that wee might

of Cornelius Tacitus, 


once come to ioyne battell with them, ſaying, thatthey would take poſſeffion of the 
Germanes lands,, and bring away thar wines by force. They accepred of their 
words as a preſage,and vowed they would haue their wiues and rwoney for a boo- 
tie. Abour che third watch the enemy aſſailed the campe,bur threw no dart:becauſe 
he percciued many in readineſſe to defend their forts: and no man remiſſe in his 
charge The ſame night Germanicws in a pleaſant dreame, thought he had beene 
offering of ſacritice, and that his prerext or robes of his infancie, had beene ſprink- 
led with holy blood , and that hee receiued another ar che hands of «Auguſts his 
randmother. Emboldened with that dreame , and the Augures foretelling luckie 
x ccell}.concurtiog with it: he called the ſouldiers to an aſſembly; and declared vn- 
to them what things by wiſedome hee had foreſecne : and what he thought expedi- 
ent forthe eminenr danger of the bartell. Thar nor only the open fields were com- «< 
modious for the Romans to fightin, butthe woods alſo and foreſts; if they procee- «: 
ded by diſcretion. Neither were the barbarous huge Targets , and long Pikes ſo « 
handſome, among trees and low ſhrubs; as darrs an Aron and armour cloſe to « 
the body. They ſhould therefore lay on thicke load ; and ſtrike at their faces with «« 
their ſwords. That the Germanes had neither coat of fence nor helmet : and their «< 
bucklelers were not ribbed with iron, or finewes, but with ofiers, or painted thinne « 
boord. Their firſt rancke was in ſome ſort appointed with Pikes : bur the reſt had «c 
but ſhort weapons burnt atche point. And although they were grim in counte- «<c 
nance, and of ſome courage for a ſhort fit : yet,being once wounded they would flee «« 
and be gone "ng of diſcredit,or care of their Captaine : in aduerſity faint « 


hearred and timergys : bur in proſperitie , vamindfull borh of diuine and humane « 
lawes. If they defir&@gn cnd of their weariſome iournies, &ſeazin this barrell they « 
might caſe thegpſclues. 'Albis was now neerer then Rhene; Neither was there « 
any further war to be made, if in that place treading the ſteps of his farher,& vncle, «c 
they would make him Conquerour. The heart of the ſouldier being inflamed with «+ 
this ſpeech of the captaine, the {igne of batrell was giuen. Neither did Arminim nor 
the reſt of the Germane nobilitie omit to ncourage theirs on the other ſide, ſaying: 
Theſe are the Romanes which fled from Farms campe: who for feare of ioyning bat- «« 
tcl, had raiſed a rebellion. Whereof ſome their backes loaden with wounds;and o- «<< 
thers their ſides tired and broken with waues and tempeſts of the ſea;once more of- << 
fered them(ſclues torhe enemy full of ire, without hope of good ; thegods being a- «5 
ainſt them, They tooke ſea, and choſe our the by-wayes of the Ocean ; leaſt they « 
Thould hauc bin encountred as they came,or purſued after they were repulſed. Bur «< 
when = ſhall come to handiſtrokes , they thall find ſinall refuge inthe winde and «<< 
oates. That now they ſhould call rominde their couctouſnes, crueltic , and pride: << 
was there any thingels ro be done , than ro maintaine their liberty ; or die rather «« 
than be brought eotlralemde 'Thus encouraged, and demaunding batrell,they were 
—_ into a place called Idiſtauiſum , betwixe Viſurgis andthe hilles : nor of one 
breadth,but now wide, now ſtraight, as the river orjurting out ofthe hils did ſuffer. 
Behind them was a wood bf hiph trees : and berweene thoſe trees a plaine and cucn 
ground; which the Barbariatishad ed with theentrance'of the wood : the 
Cheruſci putthemſclues onthe'top of the hils, to fall furiouſly vponche Romans in 
ththear ofthe fight. Theorderof vurbartell was this: The aides of Gallia,and the 
Germans were placed in the front: followed with the foot archers: after chem foure 
tegionsz and Ceſar himſelfe with two Pretorian cohorts : and a choiſe troupe of 
horſemen. Afterthemſo'many legions more,with light horſemen, and bowmen on 
horſebacke : and the reft of the confederares;all of chem moſt careful to keepe _ 
h "= oo order 
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"order and aray. Germanicws perceiuing the Cheruſcians troupes to come fiercely to- 
ward themzcommanded the ableſt horſemen,to charge them on the flankezand Ster- 
tin with the other ſquadrons of horſmen, to enuiron him,and ſet on him behind, 
promiſing to be himſclfeat hand if need required. In the meane ſeaſon, eight Eagles 
(avery luckic ſigne) were ſeene to flee towards the entrance of the van Which 
the —_—_ ercciuingy crycd that they ſhould march on, and follow the Roman 
birds;t ;ar gods of the legions. Whereupon the footmen brake in, and the 
horſemen ſent before charged them on the flanke and on the backe. And which is 
ſtrangeto report,two companics of the cenemie rooke a contrary flight:thoſe which 
keptthe wood,ran to the plaine : and thoſe which helde the plaine, haſtencd to the 
wood. The Cheruſci being betweene both, were. thruſt downe from the hilles : a- 
mongſt whom with great valour, Armini« maintained the bateelt, with his hands; 
voiceand wounds. All his might he bentagainſt the archers, ro haue burſt out thar 
way,if the cohorts of Gallia,of Rzrtia,and the Vindelicians, had not oppoſed them- 
felues with their enſignes. Neuertheleſle, by ſtrength of body, and courage of his 
horſc,heeſcaped; having firſt dicd his face with blood , leſt hee ſhould be knowne. 
Some reportthat he mnokatieive to the Cheruſci, which were among the auxiliaric 
bands ofthe;Romans,and letpaſſe by them. The fame either valour or guile , gaue 
Ingiiomerms meanes to eſcape; the reſt were {laine on cuery fide. And moſt of them 
endeuouringto ſwim ouer Viſurgis, were either with the darts throwne after them, 
or force of theriuer, or waight of ſuch as leapt after, or with the bankes which fell, 
killed or ouerwhelmed. Some cowardly fleeing away , = clamber the tops 
ke, 


of trees, and there m_y themſclues in the boughes, were ſhgſthrough by the ar- 
chers ina mockcric : and others bruiſed bythe ouerturning gfe trees. The vito- 
riewas great, and vnto vs not bloodice, From fiue of the util nighe, the 
ctiemies wete flaine, which filled ren miles of ground with dead caxcaſſes, and ar- 
mour. Somechaines were found among their ſpoiles; brought priſon the Ro- 
mans,as not doubting a proſperous ſucceſſe, The fouldicrs ſaluted Tiberius by the 
nameof Emperour, in the ſame place where theHatrell was fought : and creed 
a mount of carth, as a token of vitorie : and pur'Sn it the armour of the enemic : 
and vnderneath the names of the nations which they. had conquered.

He wounds which the Germans receiued , and their ouexthrow, did ;not fo 

much frctand gricuc them as' this ſpe&ablo t.in ſo much-that:chofe which 

> were onthe pointto abandontheir dwellings,and make preparationto paſle 

the river Albis; catch vp their weapons,and demand hattell. The common ſart,the 

chiefe Gentlemen, young and old, aſſaile and; endangerthe Romans. Arlaſt the 

choſe a place ; enuironed with woods arid a river, - which had-a.narrow ord 
plainewithin ir. The woods were inuironed likewily with adecpe marſh : ſauingon, 

one ſide, wherethe Angriuarians had raiſed vp'ia broad cavſcys by-which rheig, reri- 

tories were ſeparatcd from: the Cheruſdi,,;! The footmen Rayeg, there :-rhg horſe- 

men hid themſclues in the woods adioyning ; rchatwhen the le ions ſhould, enmr 

the wood, they might charge them on'the backe- Gear: was informed-of;all;their 

plots : he knew their deſignernents;their places, their 0pen-and ſecret devices, and 

turnedthe enemies fraud to his owne deſtruction. The-charge of the horſemen and 
the plainc hee commirted to Seim Tabers Licutenant;/part of the foormen marched 
(? in 
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:norder of battell to the wood : and pu went about to win the cauſey;rhe hardeſt 
he vndertooke himſelfe; and the relt he commitred to the Lieutenants; ,They-vnro 
whom the plaine fell,did eaſily enterit: butchoſe which were co aſſault the cauſey 
weredare gaulded,& pur back, with blowes from aboucas if they had ſcaled a wall. 
The Captaine percciuing that the enemy had the — by fighting ſoneere, 
cauſed the legions to retire a little,; and commaunded the {ling-caſters.and ſtone» 
caſters to let Nedly atthem, and driue them from their fence. Many! darts and 
ſpeares were {hot outof engines; and the morethe enemies were in aght ,/ the more 
wounds they receiued. The cauſey being raken,Ceſsr himfelfe with his guard,cou- 
ragiouſly entred the woods, and-fought with the enemy hand to hand'; who had 
behinde, him a marſh, and the Romanesa river or mountaines : the place broughr 
a neceſſity of fighting to both parts: their hope conſiſted in«their manhood : and 
their ſafery in the victory. * The Germanes wereno lefſe couragious: but they were 
ouercome by the aduantage of wexpons,and maner of fight,. For being a greatmul- 
titude, and the place narrow , "oy could neither thruſt out, nor draw backe thoſe 
long pikes; nor vſe any nimbleneſle of bodyinrunning in, and ſtepping backe : bur 
were farced to fight, and not mooue a-toor: -QContrarily the Romane fouldier » his 
ſhicld cloſe to h s breſt;zhis ſwordin his hand : gored the widelided,and open faced 
Barbarian : and by their ſlaughter opened a way through them. _orminix being 
now courageleſſe,by reaſon of continuall danger , or frelh, bleeding wound lately 
receiued : but 1nguzomerus flew vp and downe the army,wanted rather forcune than 
courage, And Germaricws to be: the better knowne , vnlaced his helmet , and be- 
ſought them to contigue the (laughter : capriues there was'no need of : onely the 
gcnerall burchery of ation, would makean end of the warre. And1n the eue- 
ning he drawerhygout one legron from the army; to make ready the campes : the reſt 
filled themſelues yarill night wich the blood of the enemy. And forthe horſemen, 
it is hard to gheſle ichhad the better. Then Ceſar hauing praiſed the valour of the 
Conquerours in an aſſembly , made a great heape of armour with his proude title. 
The people betwixt Rhene and Albis being vanquiſhed , Tiberi: Ceſars army doth 
dedicate thoſe monuments to Mears, Jupiter, and eAuguftus. Of hirgſelfe hee added 
no word for fearc of enuie , or becauſe the memorie of the fat was ſufficient reſti- 
mony for him. Immediatly after hee commanded Stertiniw to make warre againſt 
the Angriuarians , vnleſſe they would preſently yeeld : who humby intreating and 
ycelding ro all that was demaunded, receiued generall pardon. But che Summer be- 
ing now farre ſpent, ſome of the legions were ſent backe to the ſtanding camps;and 
Germanicu embarking many, conueyed them to the Ocean , by the rtuer Amilia. 
Ar the firſt they had a quiet and calme ſea: no.noiſe heard,but the noiſe of the oares 
ofa thouſand veſſels; which ſometimes likewiſe weredriuen with failes; by and by 
haile powring downe out of blacke and thicke clouds, and ſundry (tormes and rem- 
peſts, ariſing from all parts; and vncertaine raging ſurges depriued them of all fore- \ 
{ight,and skillin gouerning their ſhipping. And the ſouldier fearefull & vnacquain- 
d with the dangerous aduentures,by ſea, whileſt he troubled the mariners, or vn- 
caſonably gocth about to helpe z hindered the office of the more skilfull. In the 
end the heauen, and all the ſea gave place tothe ſouthwind : which more and more 
preuailing, through the mountaines of Germanie,deepe riuers,and hage clouds;and 
growing more violent and boiſterous through the cold of the north, necre which ic 
is : toſſed and ſcattered the ſhipping into the wilde Ocean, or rockie Tlands,or dan- 
gerous and vnknowenquickſands. VVhich being a little, but with much adoe eſct- 
ped, by the changing of the ſea, they went whither the wind droue them. Tay

 couldneithier caſt anchor;nor pumpe out the water which came in on them. Horfes 
of ſeruice and cariage; bagge and-bagage; yeatheir armour, they threw'into he ſeaz 
that the ſhips might be lightened, which leaked art the ſides; the billowes ſwelling 
more and more. By how-muchthe Ocean is more violent, then any other ſex; and 
Germanyiatteedetother countries in roughnes and ſharpenes of aire: by ſomuch 
© that tmisf6rtune exceeded others , in trangeneſſe and greatneſſe : happening at the 
ſhores ofthe enemies land,or in ſo deepe and wide a ſea; thatithath beenebeleeued 
to be the laſt, and beyond which there is no land. Some of their ſhips were drow- 
ned; many caſt vpon4lands far off: the ſouldiers,the countrey being vnhabired, pe- 
riſhed by famine, vnleſle it were ſuchas relectied themmſelues with the horſes as were 
caſt a land. Germanic gallic onely atriued arthe Chauceans countrey : who ſeeing 
himſelfe all thoſe daies and nights vpon rocks,and points; crying,that he onely was 
guiltic of the caſting away of ſo many perſons: could hardly be kept and ſtayed by 
Wis fiends, from caſting himſelfe into the ſame, Sea. Arletigth the Sea growing 
lower, and the winde more fauourable; the lame and vntackled ſhippes, with a few 
oares, or their garments ſpread iti-ſtead of failes., or drawen at the taile of ſtronger, 
returned. 'VVhich Germanicms menting in haſte, ſenr ro ſearch the lands: by which 
care many of the fonldicts were gatheredrtogether and recoucred. The Angriuari- 
ans lately receiucd into proteQion ,.deliuered. ſome, which they had redeemed , of 
ſuch as dwelt furtherinthe land : ſome were caſt into Briranic,and ſent backe by the 
pertic Kings. As cueryman retutned from far countries, he reported ſtrange won- 
ders; tempeſtuous ſtormes z birdes'neuer before heard of; ſea-monſters; doubt- 
Full ſhapes, whether of men or beaſts: which they had eithegſcene, or imagined 
through feare. I'Fih 7 


VI. Germanicus bezng returned, waiteth the countrey of the 
Chattt : and recouereth an enſizne, lo 
with Varus. 


"F Y anew war: ſo didit giue Germanicus ſtomacke to curbe them. Whereupon he 
BE commanded Cc. Sitwsro goc againſt the Chatti, with thirty thouſand footmen, 
and three thouſand horfemen; and himſelfe inuadedthe Marti with ſtronger forces. + 
"Their Captaine called Malouendws ; whonotlong before had yeclded himſelfe, gaue 
notice how, that notfarre off, an enſigne of Yarms legion was buried, and kept but 
-with aſlenderguard. A band of men was ſent thither out of hand : with dire&ion, 
that ſome ſhould toll them out, and'affaile themin the front; and others by inuiro- 
ning them behind, to open the catthand rake out the enſigne : fortune ſhewing her- 
ſelf: fauourable to both the companies. This made Ceſar more forward , and ente- 
#eth further intothe land : waſterh, forrageth, rifleth the countrey z the enemie not 
daring tocncounter them:or ifat any time he did refiſt;he was ſtraightdriuen backe: 
neuer(as they vnderſtood by certaine capriues)fearing morein their liues. For they - 
gaue our, that the Romans wereinuiticible, and notto be daunted with any misfor- 
Tune; ſeeing that hauing loſt their nauie, and armour; and after that the ſhores were 
couered, with the carcaſſes of their men and horſes ; they inuaded them afreſh, 
with the ſame courage,and like fiercenes : yea as if they had increaſed their number. 
From thence the ſouldiers were brought backe to their winter-ſtanding camps:glad 
thatthey had recompenſed their mlrinns by ſea, with ſo proſperous a viforie. 
C#ſar vicd great largenes, recompenſing euery man, tothe value of the loſſe he had 
0 fl E | ſuſtained. 


B Vtthe fame of the nauie loſt; as it did put the Germans ”_” hope of beginning 
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ſultdined: Little doubt, but the enemy grew fainthearted , and began to conſule 
how he might intreata peace : and tharif the next ſummer the wars ſhould haye 
beene continued, there ſhould be an end of all. But Germanicus was ſolicited by 
often letters from Tiberius, to returne and receiue the triumph which was orda- 
ned for him : thathe had paſſed chrough many chances and accidents : thar he had 
had proſperous ſucceſle in many battels : tharhe ſhould remember whar gricuous 
and cruell loſſes he had ſuſtained, nor by any oucrſight of the Capraine, bur by the 
winds and waues of the ſea : that he had beene ſent nine times into Germanic by 
Auguſtus of famous memory : where he had atchicued more noble exploits by coun- 
fellthen force. So hehad recciued the ſubmiſſion of the Sigambri : ſothe Sucuians 
and the King of the Maroboduans were inforced to make peace : that the Cheruſci 
and otaer rebellious nations, ſeeing the Romans had hada ſufficient reuenge on 
them, might be lefrto war one againſt another. But Germanic intreating for one 
yearelonger, to finiſh the enterpriſes he had begun ; Tiberiws aſſaulted his mode- 
ity moreearneſtly; offering him the conſulſhip once more: which he ſhould exe- 
cute in perſon. He added further, thatifthere were any more wars to be enterpriſed; 
he ſhould reſerne that ſubie&, for the glory of his brother Dr#ſ&: who no other 
enemy being left, could not but by warring againſt the Germans, getthe title of 
Emperour, or win the crowne of laurell. Germanicus made no longer ſtay ; alrhough 
he knew well thatthoſe were but colours, ſoughr chrough cauy,. to draw him from 
the glory he had atready purchaſed. 


VII. 'Libo accuſed of treaſon, killeth himſelfe. 


Bout the ſame time LiboDruſus, one of the Scribonian family, was accuſed 
for pratizing againſt the ſtate. The beginning, the order, and the end of thar 
bulines, I will ſer downe: becauſe thoſe things came then firſt to light, which 
for ſo many ycares had conſumed and eaten the common-wealth. Firmine Cato 
Senator, and one of Liboes inward friends, induced this vncircumſpetyoung ho 
and eaſily led ro vanities, to giuecreditto the Chaldeans promiſes, Magicians cere- 


monies, and interpreters of dreames : vainely and — himin mind, 


that Pompey was his great grandfather z Scribonie, who had been Aaguſtus wife, his 
Aunt the Ce/ars his coſen germans : and that his houſe was fall of images and mo- 
numents of his predeceſſors. He incited him further to licentious riot : to take vp 
and borrow money, making him a companion of his wanton luſts and familia- 
rities, the better to wrap and conuince him with many cuidences. When he had 
found witneſſes ſufficient, and ſuch alſoof his ſeruants which were priuy to the 
whole marter, he defired he might be admitted to the ſpeech of the Prince: and by 
meanes of Fl1c:us Yeſcularizs , a Gentlemart of Rome, and one of Tiberius fami 

ars, diſcouered the matter, and the man. Ceſar was content with the accuſation, yer 
denied conference with Firmize the accuſer : ſaying, that by the ſame meſſenger 
Flactws, their ſpeech might paſſe from one to anorher. In the meane ſeaſon he ho« 
noureth Zbo with the Pretorſhip, inuiteth him to his table, neuer changed his conn- 
renance towards him, nothing paſhonate in words iſo skilfull he was ni concealing 


; Hisanger) andalthough hecould have pretended both his words and enterpriſes; 


yet he deſired rather to know the manner of his proceedings : vntill one 7ulims ſolli- 
cited ts conuince and raiſe infernall ſpirits by inchantmients, vttered the matter to 
Fulcinus Trio, one amongſt the promoters, eompred quicke and ready witted , and 
careleſſe of diſcredit, This Tr#o, accuſed immediatly the party : went to the- _ 
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fuls: and required that the Senators would heare the matter. The Senators were 
allembled , and giuen ro vnderſtand that they were to dcliberate of an important 
- and waighty affaire. Z/bs1n rhe meane time changing his attire, went with certaine 
noble women from one houle to another, intreared his coſens , and craueth their 
good.word in his extremity : but all of them refuſed ; ſome pretending one excule, 
ſomeanother ;. fearing leſt they ſhould be thought partakers of the. ſame crime. 
| Theday come that the Senate fate; being through feare, or as ſome report, faining 
himſelfc ſicke, weake and weary, was brought to the court gates in a chariot, leaning 
o8 his brother, and holding vp his hands, craucd pardon ot Tiberms; who receiued 
him, neuer once changingcountenance. Then Czſar read the libels aloud, and their 
authors ; ſo moderating himſelfe, that he was nor thought either ro mirtigate,or ag- 
grauate-any way the crimes. Belides Trio and Cams, there ſtepped foorth two other 
acculſers , Fonteru Agrippa, and C. Linins, ſtriving which had beſt righe to plead 
againſt him ; vntill Zz#iws (becauſe they would nor yeeld the one to the other , and 
' Zabocame without any aduocate) promiſed that he himfelfe would ſer downe ſeue- 
rally cucry crime by him commitred. Then he produced ſuch ſortiſh declarations. 
that among other things, they contained, how Zibo had conſulred with the Magi- 
cians, whether he ſhould cuer haue money enough, to be able to couer the Appian 
way,from Rome to Brunduſium ; with many ſuch ſimple and friuolous matters,and 
more mildly ro terme them, pitrifull. Yer the accuſer enforcedone thing more: 
that in one writing of LZiboes owne hand, there were added certaine dangerous and 
vnknowne charaQters, to the names of the Ceſars and Senators. And the party ar- 
raigned denying it ; it was thought good, that his bondmen which knew his hand, 
ſhould be examined vpon the racke. And becauſe that by an ancient decrce of Se- 
nate, it was not lawfull totorture a bondman againſtthe hte of his Lord : Tiberizs a 
ſubtile deuiſer of new lawes, commanderh them all to be ſold to a publicke Afor, 
thar' without preiudice of the decree, they might be tortured, as not being Lziboes 
bondmen. VWhereupon Zzbo deſired that the matter might be deferred ro the nexr 
ay.-And being at his houſe, intreatcd his neere kinſman P. 24irinivs, to make the 

t interceſſionfor him tothe Prince : who had, anſwere giuen him that he ſhould 
intreat thi Lords of the Senate. In the meane ſeaſon his houſe was beſet with a 

uard of ſquldiers, who in the entry made ſuch a noiſe,that they mighrealſily be both 
Feard and fcene. VWhen as Zzbs loathing the very (ight of the dainties miniſtred for 


his laſt comfort: began to call for ſome one to murder him : and taking his bond- 
mensxight hands, and putringa ſword in them ; whileſt they trembling with feare, 


and refuſing to doe it, ran from one place toanother : oucrthrew the light on the 
table: in that morrall and deadly darkneſſe, he thruſt himſelfe rwiſe in the guts, At 
_ the grone when hefell, his freed men came running about him : but the ſouldicrs 
ſceing the murder, ſtood aloofe. Notwithſtanding, the accuſation was proſecuted 
with like aſſeueration, and Tiberius ſwore, that if he had not voluntarily haſtened 
his owne death, he would haue begged his life, although he had been guilty. His 
goods were diſtributed among the accuſers, and Pretors roumes were extraordina- : 
rily giuento ſuch as were of the Senate. Then Corta Maſſalinus , gaue his opinion, 
thar Zzboes funerals ſhould not be carried the funerals of his poſterity. C. Lextulus, 
thar. none of the Scribonian familic ſhould take vpon him the ſurname of Dr«ſus. 
By the aduice of Pompey Flacews, gertainedaics of generall procefſhon were ordained. 
L,P.and Gallus Aſinins, and Papins Mutilas, and L. Apronims, were of opinion, that 
ifts ſhould be offered to !wpiter, Mars, and the goddeſſe of Concord ; and that the 
Ties of September when Zzbo killed himſelfe ſhould be kept holy day. The _— 
an 


of Cornelius Tacitus, 
and flatteries of theſe men, Thaue thought good to regiſtef, thatit might be knowne 
chat that was alwaies an old diſeaſcin the common-wealth. 


VIII. An expulſion of Mathematicians. A reformas 
tion of abuſes. 


Ecrees of Senate were ordained, for the expulling of Aſtrologers, and Ma- 74 -m% 
D gicians out of Italic : among whom L. P:tuanius was throwne headlong 

trom the Tarpcian rocke : and the Conſuls puniſhed P. 2arti withourthe 
Eſquilin gate, with the ſound of trumpets, according to the auncient cuſtome. At - 
the next meeting of the Senate, L flac once Conſull , and Octauine' Fronto, 
who had beene Pretor, ſpake mueh againſt che ſuperfluous exceſſe of the citie. 
Where it was decreed, thatthey ſhould not ſernie at their tables veſſels of beaten 
gold, nor men weare ſilke abque their degree. Froxto went further, and demanded 
that there mightbe an order ſet downe — their plate, houſhold ſtnffe, and 
number of ſeruants: forit was a thingin vſe, for the Senators to lay downe that 
for a decree, which they thought expedient for the common-wealth. Gallms A/inins c< 
ſpaketo the contrary, laying: thar with che grearnefle of the Empire, priuate mens « 
wealth was in creaſed : which was no new marter,bur of old times recciued likewiſe? .« 
that the wealth in Fabricius time differed from thatin Scipioes z and yet all referred << 
to the common-wealth : which being bur in meane eſtate, the citizens houſes were «« 
thereafter. But now thar it is growne to that magnificence : the eſtate of particu- «« 
lar menis betteralſo. Neither is there any thing too much or too little, eirher in « 
plate. number of ſeruants, or other furniture of houſhold, bur in reſpeR of the qua- «c 
lity of the owner. The reuenews of a Senator were diſtinguiſhed from a gentle- «« 
mans : not becauſe they differed in nature z bur as they were preferred. in place, «. 
degrees, and dignities, the one before the other. Theſethings are procured for the << 
recreation of the mind, or health of body. Vnleſſe peraduenture they would'that c«.. 
themoſt noble, ſhauld take moſt cares vpon them, and hazard their perſons in moſt © 
dangers; and yet want thoſe pleaſures and comforts, which beſt ſcrucd to lenifie «« 
and make them more ealie. The acknowledging of vices vader honeſt termes,” and © 
thelikenefle of affetions in the hearers minds, cauſed Gallus to haue an cafe afſent. 
Tiberius added,that that was no time forreformarion:and if there were any difſoluti- 
on in manners, there ſhould not want one to redrefſe it. Among thele things, Z. Piſo 
reprehending the ambition vſed in places of iudgement, corruption of iuſtice, cruel» 
ty of aduocates,the threats of accuſers;proteſted he would be gone & forſake the ci- 
ry,and lead hislife farre off in ſome retired and ſolicary place in the countrey: andin 
ſo ſaying wentout of the Senate houſe. Tiberius was mooued at this;and did whathe 
could to pacihie him with faire words : and withall was earneſt with his necreſt kinſs" 
men to ſtay him, cither by intreaty or authority. Notlong after the ſame ?;/ogaue ' 
no lefſe free teſtimony of hisgricte, by ſummoning Y7gu/aniato appeare in iudge- 
ment; whom the fauour of Augu/a had rs aboue the courſc of lawes: Bur 
' V;zulania diſobeying the ſummonce being conucied into Czſars houſe, made ſmall | 
reckoning of P#ſo : yet he deliſted not, alrhough Augs#a complained her creditwas 
touched therein, and her calling embaſed. T#he-i#s making it a part of curteliey, ſo _ 
farre to yceld vnto his mothers requeſt, as ro promiſe he would goe to the Pretors © 
Tribunall to defend Yreulania: went ourof the Palace, the ſouldicrs being 'com-* + 
manded to follow a far off. The people which methim in the face,marked with whar 
a ſerled countenance he went forward, protraRing the time and the way, with diuers

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diſcourſes, vntillthat (Pi/oes friends: labouring in vaine to diſſwade him from the 
ſuite) Auguſte had commaunded the money which was demaunded to be brought 


tothe Tribunall. That matter was ſo ended , not without ſome glory ro Piſs , and 
greater fame to Caeſar. But Y7gulanias credit and authority was fo ouergreat in the 


ore the Lords of the Senate. And thcreforethe Pretor was ſent ro examine her 

in her houſe: when as the auncientcuſtome was, that cuen the Veſtall virgins were 
examined as witneſſes, in the common place of pleading and iudgement. I would 
not recite the matters propoundedthat yeere , but thar the duuerſitie of opinions; 

» batwixt. Gy. Piſs, and A/mius Gallas in that point is worthy the knowing. For Piſo 
was of opinion, that although Ceſar had promiſed he would be preſent, that fo 
much the tather he would proſecute his cauſe againſt Vrgulania: and that in the 
abſence of rhe Prince, the Senators and Gentlemen might cxecute their charge , 
as thing well beſceming the dignity of the common-wealth. Gallus, becauſe Piſs 
had firſt taken vpon him the colour of liberty, held that there was nothing done 
with maieſty, and anſwerable tothe dignity of the people of Rome ; but what was 

. . donein Ce/ars preſence : and therefore, the aſſemblies of Italic , and mectings of 
* Provinces were to be reſerued vntill he would bepreſent. Theſe things were de- 
bared very hotly on borh ſides, Trberiws giuing them the hearing, and holding his 
ceand inthe cnd they were deferred. There aroſe another controuerſie betwixt 
Gallus and Ceſar. For Gallus was of opinion, that the aſſemblies for creation of Ma» 
 giſtrates, ſhould be from fiue to five yeeres + and that the Lieutenant of the Legi- 
ons, who had executed thar charge beforethey had beene Pretors, ſhould then be 
choſen Pretors ele&: and that the Prince ſhould cuery yeere nominate rwelue. 

. Linledoubtbut this aduice went deepe, and reached to a FA 
? uertheleſſe, as though his authority ould thereby be made greater, ſayd, that ic 
®? ſtood not with his modeſty to chooſe ſomany, and deferre fo many. And if the e- 
”. le&ion ſhould be euery yeecre, hardly could ir be choſen, but ſome would be offen- 
” ded, although ſuch as had the repulſe, might be comforted with hope to be choſen

An earth-quake in Aſia. 


O T long after, Dr»ſus was ſent to Illyrinm to be trained vpin feats of war, 
Aantco wine the ſouldiers hearts. And Tiberiz thought it better , that the 
ong man luftlic giuen, by the wanton laciuiouſheſle of the citie, ſhould bee 
bettarfilhioned inthe campe, and himſcdife in more ſecurity , both his ſonnes being 
commanders ouerthe legions. But the colour was, that the Sweuians did crauc 
aide __ the Cherulci : for being rid of the Romans,: and voide of forrenfeare, 
emulation of glory, 4 thing» vſuall in chat. countrey, they turned their 

armes againſt rhemſclues. Oddes there was none intheſtrength of the nations, or 
valour of Captaines,, burtthat-the name of a King; which 2tarobodaw tooke ypon 
him, was odious tothe common people: and eLminizs fauoured becauſe he faughe 
for libertic. And therefore nor onely the Cheruſci'; and their confederates : (_4m1;- 
#ius olde ſouldiers tooke armes : but the Sweuian nations alſo of Aliroboduus 
kingdome. The Semnones and the Longobards tooke part : and joining with Arms- 
meas had preuailed;; if /»guiomerns with a ſtrong company of his » had not 
fled to Aferoboduns for no other caule; _o_—_ being oldeand vnkle to 4rmini- 
#5; diſdained to obey him being bur yong and his begthers ſonne. They pitcher

Then Arminius 
cc Lanes his armic on 2.7 vaunted to all he met, frag libertic was reco-

 « andarmour which by force they hadtaken from the Romans. Contrarily he called 
ce Marobodans a runnagate , vnskilfull-in; warres; that hee had ſaucd himſelte in the. 
« Jurking holes of Hercywia: and then by gifts and cmbathes, entreatedan agreement: 
« thathe wasa traitour to his countrie, and one of Cefars followers : therefore that 
« they ſhould thruſt him our, with no-lefſe hatred then they had flaine Fares © nintti- 
- fixs:thattheyſhould now call to minde ſomany battels ; by ſucceſe of which , ha- 
uing in the endedriuen ontthe Romans, itis cafily ſcene who ſhould hauc the vp- 
per Neither did Afar#bodwns on his ſide forger to vaunt himſclfe, or inutigh 
_— encmicz but _ hold of 1zewiomerss, told them thatall the honours 
ofthe Cheruſci.conſiſted in that body + and that all that fell our lackilic, was archic- 

« ucd by his counſell. That Armwaiusa for, vnexprrein marter of warre, attributed 
« others glory to himſclfe : becauſe he had entrapped by guile, three vafurniſhed le- 
«c gions with their Captaine, nothing mifdovbring their-fraud ; to the great loſſe of 
 « Germanic,and his own ignominic,ſecingthiswife,& his ſon do yet endure ſervitude. : 
« Batas for him, he had maintained thehononr of Germany vnitained,being aſſailed 
« by —_—_— » vnder the conduR of Tiberius ; andin the end parted with rea- 
« ſonablc: tions. Neitherdid icrepent him that it was yet in their choiſe3either 
«take war againſt the Romans, or accepr of peace without bloudſhed. Both parts 
« being incenſed with theſe ſpeeches ; yer orher peculiar cauſes did more inflame 
them. Conſideringthatthe Cheruſci, and the Longobardi, did fight fer their aun- 
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cienthonours, or freſh libertie : and contrarily the others to inlarge their dotaini- 
ons. A fiercer encounter than this there was ncuer ſeent: nar: 4 more doubefull 
iſſue ; the right wings on both ſides beingſlaine. And a new fight was hoped for, if 
HMarobodums (an cuident token of a faint heart)had not retired to the hils : and being 
fomewhat weakned,by the backeſliding of traitors, withdrew himfſelfe to the Mar- 
comans,and ſent Ambaſſadors to Therizs to craue aide. | Vnto-whom it was anſwe- 
red, that he had no reaſon tocraue the Romans aide againſt the Cheruſci; ſeing he 
aided the Romans _— atall, when they fought a__ the ſame cnemy. :Yeras 
we haue ſaid, Draſus was ſent tro make a peace. The ſame yeere twelue famous cities 
of Aſia were debongny ancarthquakein the night: acalamiry ſo much the grea- 
ter, by how much thelefſe looked for. The vſuall meanes of ſauing themſcluesin 
like caſes , by ficcing to the open fields, doing them no good arall; becauſe they 
were ſwallowed vp by the opening ofthecarth. It is reported thathnge mountajnes 
werelaid flat, and plaines raiſed vp into high hils : and fire flaſhed. ouramong thoſe 
ruines. Andrthe diſaſtre being more gricuous among the Sardians, chan elſewhere; 
greater compaſſion was had on them : for Ceſar promiſed them * an hundreth hun- j=5* 744% 
dred thouſand ſeſterces : and releaſed them for 5.yeres ſpace of all: thar they wereeo 

ay tothe common Treaſurie. Next vnto them endomaged andreleined , werethe 
M ctians, ncere vnto Sipylus. It was thought cxpedicnt for the ſame (Pace, ro 
dif -i4 of all tributes, the Temnians, Philadelphians, Acgerians,Ap ienſes, 
and ſuch as are called Moſcenians, or Macedonians, of Hyrcama, and Hieroczſa- 
rea, Myrina, Cymen, Tmolum, and to ſend ſome of the Senators,to view and relieue 
their preſenreſtate. This chatge was committed ro Af. Alerws once Pretorleſdif one 
who had beene once Conſultoucr Aſia, ſhould haue beene depured; there might 
ſome emulation haue riſen betweene equals;and therby rhe buſines hindered. Ca/ar 
did with no leſſe gratefull bountie, ſhew his liberalitie when he beftowed the goods 
of LAemilis Muſa, arich woman, fallen tothe fiſque 3 vpon Aemzilias Zepidas , of 
whoſe houſe ſhe ſeemed rohaue bin. And the like when he gaue the inheritance of 
Patuleins,a rich gentleman of Rome(albeit he was inſtituted heirein part) to Af.Ser+ 
vilizs, whom he found to haue bin written in the firſt nor ſuſpeed reſtament : ha- 
uing declared before, that borh their nobilities were to be with m b 
Neither did he at any time take any inheritance, vnlefle he had deferied itby friend» 
ſhip. He did reiec all ſuch, as being vnknowne to him; and for hatred vnto others; 
declared the Prince to be their heires. And as he did relicue the honeſt ponertic of 
the innocent : fo the prodigall and needy through their owne behaniour, he pur - 
from the Senate,or ganelicence to depart : as to Yibidius Yarro, Marine Nepos Appine 
CApianus, Cornelius Sulls, 9. V-telfins. + At the ſame time, the Temples of thegods, 
begunne by eAve»ſfus, and fallen to ruine by age or fire : he dedicated to Bacrhav, Y 
Proſerpina, and (eres, nccre to the great Circus z which 7 Poithamine had vowed. = 
And inthe ſame place the Temple of Flora, built by Lucime and Marcus , Pablicins, - : 
Aediles: And alſo 1anus Temple, which C.Duillizs had built neere the hearbemarkery 
who firſt of all others, had a proſperous fightby Sca for the Romanes : and deſer- 
ueda triumph by Sea ouer thoſe of Carthage. The Temple of hope, which inthe 
ſame warre Atilus had vowed, was dedicated by Germanicus. : 
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dni50 Sri : altdd offs ©2 1555 5c: 
''Nihe meaneſeaſon, the law againſt treaſon uw ſtrong : and a pickthanke ac- 
- cuſed eApuleiaVarilia,/Auguius liſters necce; that ſhe had reprochfully ſcoffed at 
- oLaguftus,Tibtrius, andhis mother : and that nothing regarding that ſhe was by 
marriage allied roCefr, ſhe had abuſed her body. Bur as for the adultery there was 
ſufficient order taken by the law 7u/ia: yet C2ſar,requeſted that the treaſon might be 
diſtinguiſtied from rheorher crime ; and thar ſhe might be puniſhed , if ſhee had 
ſpoken irreligiouſly againſt Augu/izs.. As for that which ſhee had ſpoken! againſt 
himſelf, hee would nor haucit broughtipto examination. And being asked by a 
Confalt, what he thought of thoſe things ſhee was accuſed of, againſt his mother; 
he held his pcace.-- But the nextrimie the Senate met, hee intreated in his mothers 
name, that ſuch words as ſhe had vttered againſt her , might not be conſtrued for a 
' fault..: Oftreaſon alſo heacquainted her:and intreated that the puniſhmenr of adul- 
ecrie, might:notbe ſcucrely enforced againſt her : perſwading her friends , that ac-+ 
cording toirheexample of their anceſtours,, they would remoue her from her kin- 
dred aBoue two hundred miles : and MHazlzus the adulterer was baniſhed Italy and 
Afﬀrike. When Yipſanius Gallus was dead, there aroſe a ſtrife in ſubrogating a Pretor 
in'hisroome: Germenicw and Druſusboththen being.at Rome, fauouring Haterius 
us wr kinſman to Germaricss : and ſome labpuring to the contrary, deſired 
thataccording tothe lawes, among ſuters*ſuch ſhould-preuaile as had the greateſt 
numberofchildren : Tiberi«s reioycing, that the Scnate,debated the matter betwixc 
his.childrenand the lawes. . Without doubt the law wag oucrcome : but neither by 
5\nor witha few ſuffrages.; but after the ſamematiner, as when the lawes 
wereth greateſt force. The ſame y=-_ the warre began in Aﬀricke , Tacfarinas be- 
ingthe:captaine ofthe enemies. This Tacferinas was a;Numidian borne; and being 
anaite ſouldier,receiued pay vnder the Romanes :then aforſaker of them gathe- 
red together cettaine wandring companions, inured-to robberies , thefts, and pil- 
Jage :» whom hemarſhalledinto companies, and divided into enſignes, according to 
the-mancriof feruice : and arlaſt was reckoned a leader nor of a diſorderly multi- 
tudd, -but:Caprtaine of the Muſulanians: which being a ſtrong nation neere vnro 
thedefertof Aﬀeicke, hauing nodwelling in townes, rooke armes,and drew their 
- net the Moores withthem,vnder their captaine Mazsppa. - Their army was 
ſogjuided, that Tarfarines./hould encampe himſclfe with choſen men , armedfter 
the Roman mancr, and;:traine them vp.in' diſcipline and obedience. Mazippa with 
nebempany armed ſhould rouc vp and downe, burne,ſlay,and terrifie. They 
had: alſo perſwaded the Cinithians, a nation not to bee deſpiſed ; to the like. 
' When as Faris /Camillus Proconſul of Aﬀericke , having gathered a legion, and 
the confederates which were wnder cnſignes (a ſmallipower if you reſpe& rhe mul- 
itide of Moorcs and Numidians), indie them againſt the cnemie : and doubting 
nothing more than leaſt they ſhould ſhift off the battell for feare, with a hope of vi-' 
Rory tolled chem on,and in.their hope ouerthrew them. Fariss placed. a legion in 
the middle, the cohorts lightly appointed, and two companies of horſemen in the 
wings. Tacfarina refuſed not to ioyne battell: but the Numidians were vanqui- 
ſhed ka6the Furian name;after ſo many yceres recouered the reputation of warti- 
ours : For euer ſince that Faris, which recouercd the citie from the Ga/,and his ſon 
Camillus; the glory of being Caprfines hath remaincd in other families. And this 
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waight to Ca/ar and ©Agrippina; and light ones to P;ſoand thereſt : He'was heardto 
ſay,thar that banker was made to the ſon ofa Roman Prince,and notto the ſon of a 
king of Parthia: and withall threw away his crowne, vttering many ſpeeches againſt 
the ſuperfluity of the banker: which alchough Germanicus could hard digeſt, yet in- 
dured all patiently. Whileſt theſe things were a doing, Embaſſadours came from 
Artabanys,king of the Parthians,calling to minde their friendſhip and alliance with 
the Romans,and deſiring that they might renew righthands : and thatin honour of 
Germanicus,he would come to the bancke of Euphrates. And requeſted inthe meane 
time, that Yoyones mightnot remaine in Syria , leſt heg ſhould by meſſengers draw 
the noble men of the countrey round about to ciuill difſenfions. Touching the alli= 
ance, Germanicus anſwered magnificently : but concerning the kings comming, and 
the honour done to himſelfe, hee anſwered ciuilly., and with great modeſtie. Yore» 
es was remooucd to Pompeiopolis, a ſea towne in Ciliciaz nor ſo much as at H2a- 
banu requeſt, as to ſpite P;ſo; vatowhom hee was molt acceptable, for many bene- 
firs and gifts beſtowed vpon Planeine. 


XV. ' Germanicus voiage to Aegypt and Thebes, Maroboduus- 
and Catualda , bothexpellea, flee rathe 
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Her 2. Silanus, and IL. Norbanus were Conſuls , Germanicas went to 

Acgyprtto ſcethe antiquities of the countrey,burpretendeda care of the | 

prouince : where hee opened their ſtorchouſes , and brought downe the » 
price of corne : and did other things to winne the fauour of the people: as to.goe | 
withour ſouldiers;weare open ſhooes : apparell himſelfe like the Grecians : imita- 
ting P. _— whom we haue heard to haue done the like in Sicily , when the warre 
was hotteſt againſt the Aﬀricans. Tiberiwe hauing lightly —— him for his beha+ 
uiour and apparell , did moſt ſharpely rebuke him , that contrary to 
order, and withourthe Princes licence, he had entered Alexandria. For _unguitns 
amongſt other ſecrets of ſtate, had reſerued Acgypt z and forbidden all Senators; 
Noblemen, and Gentlemen, to enter into it, bur with permiſſion, leſt Italy ſhould be 
oppreſſed with famine : whoſoener ſhould be maſter of that prouince: being the key 
of the ſea and land : andealily defended with a ſmall power, againſt a ſtrong hoſe. 
But Germazicus, not knowing thar his voyage was miſliked, went vp Nilus , begin- 
ning at the towne Canopus, which the Lacedemonians built : becauſe Canpac the 
Gouecrnour of their ſhip was buried there , when <Menelaws going backe to Greece, 
was carryed to a contrary ſea, and land of Libya. The next mouth of the riuer from 
thence, is dedicated to Hercules; the firſt of which name was borne there, as the in+- 
habitants doe report; and of whom all which come after him, oflike valour and ver- 
rue, tooke their ſurname. After that, he viſited the grear monuments of auncient ' 
| Thebes : where yet wereto be ſcene Acgyprian letters in old buildings, which con» # 

tained their ancient wealth. And one of their auncienteſt Prieſts, being com- F/ 

maunded to interpret thoſe letters in the countrey language; relay thatin times * 
paſt there had dweltin that citie, ſeuen hundred thouſand perſon age ae to beare._ I 
armes: and that with thatarmie king Rhamſes had conquered. Logs » Actitioplt, - #8 
Mcdia, and Perſia, BaQtria, and Scythia, and the countreys which the $ nee: 
the Armenians, and the Cappadocians , their next neighbours intbited* and thar 
their dominion reached from the Bithynian to the Lycian Sea.” There were al- 
ſo read the tributes impoſed ouer nations , the weight of ſilucr and gold, the _ $ 
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ber and furniture of horſes and armour : the gifts giuen to the Temples, the Tuory, 
ſweet ſauours : and wharplentic of corne ; what vrenſiles every nation was char- 
ged tofurniſh ; which were no leſſe magnificall, then are now commaunded , by 
* the forces of the Parthi : or power of the Romans. But Germanicus was yet ryed to 
other miracles: whereof the chicfeſt was , the image of Aemnron made of ſtone; 
whenit was ſtroken with the ſun-beames yeelding a ſound like a mans voice : and 
the Pyramides as greatas mountaines , on the not paſſeable ſands ; built a vie by 
Kings in times es ſhew their riches : and the ditches wrought by handie worke 
to recciue the overflowing of Nilusy ſo narrow in ſome places , and ſo deepe in 
others, that the bottome cannot be found by any ſearch. From thence hee came to 
Elephantines,and Syenes, intimes paſt the bounds of the Romane Empire, which 
now openethto thered ſea. Whileſt Germaxicws ſpent thar ſummer, in viſiting ma- 
ny Prouinces, Dr»ſ#s gateno {i.iall honour , by ſowing ſedition in Germanic: and 
incenſing them to purſue Mfaroboduw already weakened, euen to his veer ruine. 
' Among the Gotones, there was anoble young man called Catua/ds, who through 
Marobodaxs violence hauing before fled his countrey z things ſtanding now in 
doubrfull cermes; ventured a reuenge. And with a ſtrong power , entered the fron- 
tiers of the Marcomans : and hauing corrupted the chiefe noble men to his confede- 
racie, forceth the kings palacc,and a caſtle hard by. Where he found the old ſpoiles 
of the Sucuians and the baſe raſcals of our Prouince : and cerraine Marchants; 
whom intercourſe of Marchandize, and a deſire of increaſing their wealth ; or 
haſt of all a forgetfulneſſe of their countrey;had drawen from their owne dwellings 
to the encmics countrey. Meroboduw being forſaken of all hands : had no other re- 
= TT 19 ofthe Romances. And hauing paſſed the river of Danub, 
ircoaſteth the Prouince of Noricaz wrote vnto Tiberiss, not as a fugitiue and 
fuppliant, but putting him in minde of his former fortune and cſtate : alleadging 
that when i nations inuited him to their alliance, being ſometimes arcnow- 
ned king, he theamitic-of the Romanes before them all. Ceſar anſwered 
him,that he ſhould hauca ſure and honourable dwelling in Italy, if hee liſted to re- 
maine there : but if any thing of greater aduancement ſhould happen vnto him,thar 
he ſhould depart with the ſame ſafe conduQhe came thither. Afterward hee decla- 
red in Senate,thatthe Athenians had no ſuch cauſe ro feare Philip: nor the people of 
Rome, Perrhas, and Antiochme,as this man. An oration of his is yet extant j where- 
in he excolleth his power; the ſtrength of the nations he had vnder him ; Jad how 
neere an enemy he was to Italy ; and what plots hee had deuiſed to roote\him our. 
Marobodau was receiued at Rauennazthar if at any time the Sucnian ſhould waxein- 
folent; he was in ſight as it were alwayes ready to returne. But hedeparted not Ita- 
lie the ſpace of cighecene yeres, and grew old with loſſe of reputation,through ouer 
defire of liuing. The like hope had Carue/ds, and no other refuge : for not 
ong after being driven out by the Herrunduri, vnder the condut of Y7biliae , hee 
was rectiued and ſent to Forum Iulij, a Colonie of Gallia Narbonenſis. The bar- 
barous people which followed both theſe;leſt being mingled among others , ſhould 
diſturbe the quiet prouinces : were placed mn, Danubium berwixt the rivers 
Marus,and Cuſus;and a King giucn them of the Quadian nation. 

Rheſcupo- | 
ris s ſent to Rome. . 


Ewes being come that _£24xi«s , was by Germenicus made King of Arme- 
N nia: the Lords of the Senate ordained that Germanicus and Druſus ſhould 

enter into the citie quant, or with a ſmall trumph z and that arches ſhould 
be creed about the (ides ofthe Temple of Aars the Reuenger,with the images of 
the two Ceſars.: Tiberins being more glad that he had cſtablilhed a peace by wiſe- 
dome; thenif he ſhould hauc ended the war by a maine battell. Now heedetermi- 
ned by ſome ſubriltie to ſer ___ Rþeſcuporis King of Thrace. That countrey once 
hauing becne vnder Rhemeralces : after his dearh , Avguiin> gauc part of ir to his 
brother &heſcuporis,and part to his ſonne Corys. In that partition,the arable grounds, 
the cities and places adioining to Greece fell tro Cotys ſhare. That which nha- 
bircd, wilde,and lying necre the enemie,to Rheſcuporis. The diſpoſitions alſo &Fthoſe 
Kings were ſuch, thatthe one was tratable and of a milde condition; this ſtout, co- 
uctous , and impatient of a companion : and both ar thefirſt living in cunning and 
diſſembled concord. Then #heſcuporss began to exceed his bounds z and draw thar 
to himſclfe which was giuen (ys, and vie violence if hetefiſted : but nor ſo hocly 
in Avg»#us time z whom he feared being the author of both kingdomes, would re- 
uenge if he were deſpiſed. Bur vnderftanding of a change of the Prince, he ſentin 
troupes of thecues , beat downe his caſtles, and _ occaſionsof war, Nothi 
did more trouble Tiberias, then that thoſe things which were-once ſetled , ſhoul 
now bediſturbed : andtherefore ws a7 of a Centurion diſpatcheth him a- 
way to fignifie to the Kings, that they ſhould not in any caſe enter 1nto armes : and 
thereupon Corys diſmiſſed preſentlie the aide he had prepared. Rheſcupori with a fai- 
ned modefſtic , requeſteth a place of meeting, to end their controucrfic by confe- 
rence : neither did they long doubr of the time, place, and conditions z the one yeel- 
ding toall with afacilitie of nature ; the other accepting all with a fraudulent mea- 
ning. Kheſeuporss as he pretended toconcludethis agreement z maketh a banquer: and 
when the night was farre ſpent with great mirth, much cating and quaffing of wine: 
hc loaded vncircumſpet y,ve with Ss 


aines : who perceiuing the treaſon, beſought 
him by the ſacred ceremonies of the kingdom, the gods of the ſame family, & by the 
entertainment of his table, he would vſe no ſuch violence. Hauing thus made himſelf 
maſter of all Thrace, he wrote to Tiberius, that there were conſpiracies wrought a- 
inſt him, and the contriuer ofthem preuented. And withall, pretending warre a- 

gainſt the Baſtarnians, and the Scythians , maketh himſclfe ſtrong with a new 
power of footemen and horſemen. Tiberius wrote to him coldly ages , thar if 
there were nofraudin his. doing, hee might truſt to his innocencic : but neicher he 
nor the Senatecould diſcerne the right from wrong,vnleſſechey knew the cauſe:and 
therefore that he ſhould deliuer vp Cotys, and come tothem , and purge himſelfe of 
the enuic of thecrime. Thoſeletters Latinius Pandas Propretor of Mceſia ſent with 
the ſouldiers, voto whom Corys ſhould be deliuered. But ahgfops balancing be» 
eweene anger and feare , and deſirous to beeguilty rather of the fat commirced, 
then only attempted ; commander Corys to be ſlaine : and vntruely you! it out, that 
he had killed himſelfe. Yer for all this, Ceſar alecred not his intended courſe, bur af- 
ter Pandus deceaſe, whom Rheſcuporis accuſed to haue beene his backefriend, made 
Pomponins Flacews an old ſouldicr , and with whomthe King was very inward, and . 
therefore amore fit inſtrument to deceiue, for the ſame cauſe eſpecially _— 
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of Mceſia, Flatews being gone to Thrace, by way of great promiſes,perſwaded him, 
although doubrfull, and calling to minde his ewne-wickedneſle : to enter into the 
Romane garriſon , where hee was guarded withaſtrong companic , vnder colour 
of honor. He had Tribunes and Centurions at hand to counſell and perſwade him : 
andthe further hee went , the greater guard : 'and at laſt knowing in what termes of 
neceſfitic hee ſtood; they brought him tothe citic : where being accuſed in Senate 
Cotys wife, he was condemned to be kept farre from his countrie, Thrace was af- 
terward divided betwixt Rhematalces his ſonne, who was knowen to bee an enemic 
- tohis fathers proceedings, and Corys children : whichnot being of full age , Trebel- 
lienusRafws, who had beene Pretor in the meane ſeaſon, was made gouernour of the 
kingdome: following the example of our predeceſſours, who ſent 24. Lepidis into 
Egypt to be guardian to Prolomens children. Rheſeuporis was carried to Alexandria, 
- and there going abour ro eſcape, - or becauſeit was ſo fathered on hum , was killed. 
Artthe ame time Yanones, who (as we haue ſaide) was confined in Cilicia, hauing 
corrupMq his keepers, vnder colour of going a hunting, attempted all meanes to 
cſcapero'the Armentans ; from thenceto the Albanians, and Heniochians, and to 
his Coſen the kingof Scythia. And forſaking the ſeacoaſtes, got into by-waies and 
forreſts,and by the ſwiftnes of his horſc,poſted with all ſpeed tothe river Pyramus. 
Theborderers vnderſtanding the kings eſcape, hauing broken down the bridges, & 
he notable topaſlcatany foord, was taken by the riuers ſide, and bound by Yibius 
Fronts, captaine of the horſemen. Anon after Remmivs Ewocatus; vnto whole charge 
che King was firſt committed, as it had beene in an anger, thruſt him through with 
his ſword, VVhercupon it was the caſlier belecucd thar he had ſo ſlaine Yonones, as 
one guiltic and conſenting to his eſcape, and thercfore fearing hee ſhould bee be- 
wraicd andaccuſed... I |

LY V T Germaricas returning from Egypt : and perceiving that all which he had 
B commaunded, citherin the legions or rownes, left vpdvone, or changed cleane 
= contraric ; began to vic greeuous and contumelious ſpeech, againſt Pyo : and 
he to requite Ceſar with no lefſe dangerous attempts. V Vhereupon Po determi- 
ned to:depart Syria : bur ſtaying atime by reaſon of Germanricas licknes, when hee 
heardof his amendment, and thatthe vawes were accomplithed for his health : 
heedrouec away by his fergeants the beaſt brought ro the 4ltar , and dittrubed the 
preparation made forthe ſacrifice, and the ſolemne meeting of the people of An- 
tioch. Thenhe went to Seleucia, expeing the eucnt of his ſicknes which he fell 
againe into : the ragethereof ſo much the more. gricuous, through an opinion- 

hat Piſe had poiſoned him: for there were found pulled out of the ground;and 
wals, charmes, verſes, and enchantments :. and Germanicus name engrauen in ſheetes 
of lead : aſhes halfe burned, and tempered with corrupt blood, and other ſorceries, 
by whichir is thought, that ſoules are dedicated to the infernall powers. Some alſo 
were accuſcd to-have bin ſent from Piſo,to eſpie in what ſtare he was in. Thar droue 
Germanieus both into _ and feare , conſidering with himſeife': if his houſe 
ſhould be beſieged : if he ſhould loſe his life inthe ſightof'his enemies : what ſhould 
happenAafter to his wofull wife, and his yongchildren? he faw that the poyſon ſee- 
med ſlow in working: but Po haſtencd, that he might alone haue the gouernment 
ofthe legions and the prouince. But Germanicus was not ſo deſtitute of _—_

His friends taking him by theright hand, ſwore they 
wouldrarher. looſetheir life, then omit feiienge.* Then turning to! his wife, in- 
treated hir by the tnetioricof him , and by the children common berweene them, 
that ſhee ould lay: aſide all hauj titineſſe, and fubmirhercour rage to raging for- 
tune leſt returning to the citie , thee ſtirred not with emulation of greatneſſe more: 
powerablerhen her ſelfe againkt her. Thus much he vrtered © penly.and ather ch things 
in ſecrets whereby it was conieQtired he ſtood iti feare of Ther ; Not long-at 
he yeeldedvprheghoſt, with greatlamencation of the Province arid countries as 
bour:; forrennations and Kings latnented alſo ; ſo great was his'courreſie ro his 
allies, "me&mildeneſſe to his enetnies. He was no leſſe venerable to thoſ& which ſawe 
him, then thoſe which heard of him; and did ſo well temper F_ catneſſe of high 
eftate —— ;that he auoided borthenyicandarr unerats Short 
he had neither images nor pompe : yer by the commendation and memory, of -his 
vertues;! were honoured of all ten; Some thite were which compared his four, 
his age, and mannerof death, by reaſon of the vicinitie ofrhe places whereinthey 
dicd, vo eMlexander the Great. For being both of a comelie ſtature,noble =—4 
rage, norinuch above thirtic yeeres of age :they diedin Rtrange counties, by 
treacherie of their owne people: Bi ; Bit this man was courtrous towards his friends, 
moderatein p leafares,and hu his children certaine,begotten in _ by one woman. 
Neitherwas heto hecounred'a lefſe warriour then the other, although hice were nor. 
raſh, and hindered toreduce vniderthe yoke of ber apes, daunted with 
ſo manie victories. And if healone wth had the ſupreme managing of affaires, and 
power,and a name of King;ſo mich the ſoonet he would have caried away thepriſe - 
and renowne of warfare, by how much he did excel him in clemen cy,temperancy,G | 
other good vertues. His bodice before it ſhould be burned, was laid ket the mat-' -* 
ket place of Antioch, which was the place appointedfor his buriall. YOOury -- 
ewe 
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ing forward en6ugh of himſelfe ro haughty atteniprs, was with ſmall ad6edrawn to 
this opinion. And ſending letters'to Tiberzwaccuſcth Germanicw' df riot and pride? 
and thar himſelfe was driven our of the prouince , becaufe' there might be a way 
made open to innouation : that he had againe taken tharge of the'armie , with--the 
ſamefideliry,as he had already gouernedit.” VWithallhecommarided Domitics with 
a galley to ſaile into Syria, and auoiding the coaſting of the ſhoate, and lerring pale 
the Ilands, take wide and open ſea. Then marſhalling and arming runnagates, and 
raſcall baſe companions,and failing over to the continent, heinterceptedan enſigne 
of yongand raw ſouldiers, which were going to Sytia. And writerh alſo to the 
Lords of Cilicia, to ſend him ayde : the yong man Po being nothing ſlacke in the 
ſeruice, although he was againſt the vndertaking of the warre. Wherefore path 
by the coaſt of Lycia, and Pamphylia,mceting with the ſhippes which had co 
cd Aaron ro Rome,cach fide hating one another; made themſelties ready ro fighs: 
yetborhides fearing the one the other, they proceeded no further then to hard 
words. Marſus Vibins ſurnmoned Pifo ro come to Rome to anſwere for himſelfetwho 
ſcoffinglicanſwered him againe, that hewould come and appeare;'whenthePte- 
ror which was to inquire of poyſonings, would appoint a day aſwell for the plan« 
tife, as defendant. In the meane time Domrizes bing arriued at Laodicea,atity'in 
Syria,and going to the ſtandingcampe of thelixr legian,as molt firfor new enterpri- 
ſes, was preuented by the Lieurenant Pacunius. Sentires openeth that bylerters to Po, 
warning him not to goc about totempr the army with corrupters, nor raiſe arty gar 
in the Prouince, And ſuch as he knew to haue Germanicia.inminde; or wereaduer- 
faries to the enemies, he aſſembled rogether-: putting them'ofreti' in” minde of the 
greatnes ofthe Emperor,and how the common-wealth was aſſailed; and therenpon 
eathereth a ſtronger power ready to fight. Yer neither A EN_— ph his 
enterpriſes fell our otherwiſe, then he expeftcd ; did letflip that which was'of molt 
ſafetic for the preſent; bur putteth himſeife 1n a very ſtrong caſtle in Cilicia, called 
Celenderis.. For by ſorting and medling _— the ritinagates, the new and raw 
vaes ſlaves; atid the aydeswhich'the Lords

of Cilicia ſent, he marſhalled them in forme of a legion. And then affirmed thathe ...

{ide: if by arms, hewanred nor ſtrengrth.Then he diſplaied his companies in order of ” 
| barrel}, before the'caſtle on a ſteep craggic hils ſide: the teſt being inuironed with ſea! 2? 
On the contrary ſide the old ſoldiers, with their ſupplies were mar{halledintoranks. 
On this fide was the ftrength of ſouldiers:- on thar of place. Tri conrage and ho 
there'was great oddes alfo : and on theirfide no weapons, but rude 'and clownilh; 
peepares for a preſent ſhift. "And when they came to handie ſtrokes, there was-no 
onger doubt who ſhould hauethe vpper hand,bur til the Roman cohorts could win 
the plain ground: which done, the Cilicians ſhewed their backes, & ſhut theraſclues 
in their fort. In the meane ſpace Pio went about, but in vaine, to affaile the 'navie 
which waited not farreoff, Then' returned to the caſtle againe', now tormenting 
himſclfe = the walles ; now calling tocuerie ſoldier b fi name, and offringr 


wards : aſſaiedto raiſe a mutinie; and did fo much prevaile, that the ſtandard beater 
of the ſixt legion, went with his enſigne to his ſide. Then Sentiwvs commannded 
the cornets and trumpers to ſound ; gaue an aſſault tothe rampiers; cauſed Lidders 
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to be put vp 3 and the ableſtmen:to follow z andthe others out of engines to ſhoote 
dartes,ſtoncs, and fircbrandes. In the end Piſocs obſtinacic being oucrcome., en- 
catcth chat bauing yeclded vphis weapons, hee might remaine inthe caſtle, vnrill 
Ceſar,were conſulted, who ſhould be goucrnour of Syria. The conditions were not 
ccepted, nor anything granted him : but oncly , that hee ſhould haue ſhipping 
and lafe condut rothecitic. |

TI» V T when Germanic lickenefle was noiſed at Rome, and as in newes it falleth 
TJ 9ve2 che farcher irgocth , augmented co che worler : all men burſt our imo 
= anger, gricfe, and complaints : ſaying , that therefore hee was ſent ro forren 
countries ; that was the reaſon why Piſs bad the prouince committed to him : this 
wasthe <ffc& of Aduguſtzes ſecret conference with Placing : that the ancient men 
ſaid moſttruclic of Draſuc , that the courteous and modeſt diſpoſition of children 
wecFigg ſuchas raignc. Neither were they made away for any other reaſon,bur 
, libertie reſtored ; theyhad a meaning to reduce the people of Rome to a 
certaine <qualitie. Theſe ſpeeches of the common people,rhe newes of his death did 
aguch kindle, that before any cdi& of Magiſtrates, before any decree of Senate 
was made, vacation being taken of themſclues, the places of iudgement were aban- 
doned j houſes ſhut vp 3 filenceand mourning euery where : nothing of all this 
counterfeired or done for oftentation. Andalthough they did nor abſtaine from 
outward tokens of mourning,yctin their hearts they mourned much more.Certaine 
chants returning by chance outof Syria, Germaxioxs yet liuing , bringing ioy- 
full cidings of his 1 , were preſently belecucd,, and ſpred abroad, and as they 
met one another: ( although they had ſcarſe heard therale tothe end) yet they re- 
arhpmng, "kg and they againceto others, ſtill making it more, and increaſin 
theirioy. y ran vp and downethe citic , went aboutro wreſt openthegatcs 0 
: the gemples : the night furthered their credulouſheſſe, and in the darke cueric man 
- moreready to afirme. Neither did Tiberiwgaineſay theſe falſe reports,butlet them 
-- Vanilh away with time. Butthen the people, as though he had beene a ſecond time 
- taken from them, gricucdmorebitterly. Such was his funerall pompe done in me- 
-- moric of him, as cicher mens loue, or pregnancie of conceit could inuent : as that 
his name ſhould be ſung ina Salarian verſe, which Acars Prieſts were wont to ſing : 
thatin the roomes of the Auguftall Prieſts, chaires of eſtate ſhould be placed, with 
garlands of oake ; that his image graucn in Iuoric, ſhould be carricd before the Cir- 
cenſian plaics : and that none ſhould bee created Flamen or Agur in Germanicus | 
place, ynleſſe hee were of the Tulian family. Ar Romeand ar the banke of Rhene, * 
and on the hill Amanus in Syria, were creed arches; with an inſcription ofhis cx- ® 
loits: and that he died for the common' wealth : a ſepulchre at Antioch where 


$ bodic was burnt : a Tribunall at Epidaphna, where he ended his life. t would be 7 


hard to number the images and places in which he was honoured, And when ſome | 
- thoughtitconucniene that he ſhould haue a ſhield of exquiſite gold and greatneſſe, | 
dedicated him among the authors of Eloquence : Tiberius ſaid hee ſhould hane | 
notic but ſuch as was vſuall, and equall to the reſt ; for neither was cloquenceto be |} 
iudged of by fortune: and thatit was a afkcient honor for him,ifhe were put in the # 
numberof ancicat writers. That which beforc was called the band of yong men, | 
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the Gentlemen called Germanicusrancum, or appointed battell : and: ordained that 
the ſquadrons of horſemen ſhould follow his1mage the Ides of July. Many of theſe 
ccremonies yet remainez ſome were preſently lett offz' and ſome; 'time wore our. 
But whileſt this griefe was yet freſh in euery mans memory; Livis Germanic fi- 
ſter;, and Dr#ſae wife , was atonce delivered of two ſonnes : which being a thi 
rare, and welcome, cucn to meane families, did fo retoyce the Prince, that he'could 
not containe ( for eucn caſual! things hee attributed to- his- glory ) but muſt 
needes bragge before the Lords of the Senate, that no'other of the Romanes 
of his greatneſſe , had cuer before had two male children at birth. Butin ſuch 
a time cuen that alſo broughr griefe vnto the people; as though that Dr»ſas in- 
creaſe of children , would the rather deprefle G:rmanicus houſe. The ſame yeere 
womens laſcinious life , was puniſhed by ſeuere degrees of Senate and oidvined 
that none ſhould pur their bodies to ſale, whoſe | aernr , father, or huſband 
had beene a Gentleman of Rome. For Yeſtilza deſcended of a Pretorian family, had 
made her looſe licentious life knowen to the Acdiles, according to a recciued cu- 
ſtome among the ancients; who thought it a ſufficient puniſhment for vnchaſte wo- 
men, if publikely they confeſſed their lewdneſſe. And Titidius Labeo , Viſtileas hal- 
band, was called into queſtion, becauſe hee had inflifted the puniſhmenr of the 
Iaw, on his wife manifeſtly raken in the offence. But he for his excuſe, alleadged that 
the threeſcore daycs giuen todeliberate, were not yet paſt ; and therefore thinkin 
itenough to punith 7/744 ; ſhe was confined inthe Iland Seriphon. Ir was hind 
in Senate touchingthe rooting out of the Acgyptian and Tudaicall ceremonies:and a 
decree made for foure thouſand libertines of competent age, infeted with that ſu- 
perſtition, ſhould be conueiedinto the Tland Sardinia, to ſuppreſle robberies com- 
mitted there : andif they ſhould dic through the vnwholeſomeneſle of the aire, the 
loſſe were but vile and ſmall: and that the reſt ſhould depart Italy,ifbefore acertaine 
day they would not forſake thoſe prophane rites. When thoſe things were done, 
Ceſar propounded , that another Virgin ſhould be received in the roome of Oceia; 
who with very greatintegrity, ſcuen and fiftie yeeres , had beene gouernefle of rhe 
ceremonies of the Veſtall virgins : and gaue thankes to Fonteizs _Agrippe, and Do- 
mitius Pollio , who offering their daughters, ſtroue indutic to the common wealth. 
But Po{t:os daughter was preferred for no other reaſon , but becauſe her mother had 
continued wife to her firſt huſband : Agr/pps having diminiſhed the reputation of 
his houſe with diuorcement. Yet C ſar 1n regard the other was preferred, did com- 
fort her with * tenne hundred thouſand ſeſterces for her dowrie. The people com- *.4a«r 53129 
plaining of adearth of corne, he put downea price for the buier; promiſing to pay "oi 
of his owne in euery buſhel * rwo nummos. Yet for all this he would nor take vp- + nm yan 4 
on him, the title of Father of his countrey, before offered him : bur did ſharpelyre- Þ C.. 
buke them, who had called his affaires diuine , and him Lord. And than Vn» 
der a Prince which fearcd libertic , and hated flatterie; all ſpeeches ought to bee 
briefez and yet cannot hardly eſcape captious conſtruſtion. I find in ancient writers 
= ofthatrime, that Adzandreſtzus Prince ofthe Chartri, letters were were read in Senar, 
3 promiſing Armz#n:as death, ifpoyſon were ſent him tocommit the deed. And that 
= it wasan(wered him, thatthe people of Rome vſcd nor to reuenge on their y_ 
= by treachery and priuie meanes; but openly and armed. Vherein Tzberius equal- 
| Icdhimiſelfetorhe old Roman Captaines, which did forbid king Pyrrhus to be poy- 
ſoned, but diſcloſed itvnto him. Now Arminius, the Romans being departed , and 
M aroboduus expulſed, earneſtly coueting the kingdome, had the people as defending 
their libertie againſt bim : and being aſlailed , _ fighting with doubtfull fortune, 
Was 
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was ſlaine by the fraude of his owne necreſt familiars. Doubtles the deliuerer of 
Germanicz and who prouoked, not as other Kings and Caprtaincs had done,, the 


firſt ſpringing vp ofthe people of Rome; but when they flouriſhed moſt in rule and 
Empire. Ta bis Lanels, be had doubtfull fortune, ſometimes luckiez ſometimes vn- 


luckic; but neucr was oucrcome in war. Heliucd full ſcuen and thirtie yecres, and 
was Prince twclue, To this-day hee is famous amongſt barbarous nations; bur in 
the Annales of the Greekes , which admire nothing bur their owne doings vn- 
knowae; and not greatly ſpoken of among the Romances. Vho whileſt wee extoll 
ancient things, arc careleſſe of our owne time.

.T. Agrippina cometh to Rome : Germa- ro 
nicus funerals. ww 
Grippina although it were winter, yet ſtill continuing her yo1- 
age by ſea,arriuedatlaſt at the Iland Corcyra,ouer againſt the 
coaſt of Calabria : where as one without meane in mourning, 
and vnable roendure, ſhe reſted a few daies to ſettle her mind. 
Inthe meane time,her arriuall known,her deereſt friends,and 
eſ] _ ſouldiers which had ſerued vnder Germanicuss and 
manyalſo which ſhe knew not, fromthe rownes round about: 
Gao ai | ſome thinking itto be their duety towards their Prince z and 
many following them flocked to Brunduſium, being the neereſt and ſafeſt place of 
landing. And as ſooneas her ſhips were diſcerned a far off; not onlythe haven and 
'places,neere the ſea ſide ; butthe walles and houſe rops,& other places, from whence 
a man might fartheſt ken ; were filled with a mourning and heauy multitude of peo- 
ple: asking (as not knowing what was fitteſt for thetime)one another,whether the 
thould receiue her with life, or acclamation, when ſhe came out of her ſhip. Bur 
when by little and little the ſhips drew neere, they ſaw nocheecrefull rowing, asthe 
manner was wont to be: butall of them nach > to ſadneſſe, But being come to 
land with her two children ; holding the funerall pot with her huſbands afhes in her | 
hand, and her cies fixed on the ground : all men began to bewaile and lamenrtalike : 
Neither couldeft thou haue Sfcerned the lamentation of kinſfolks from the ſtran- 
ger; northe women fromthe men : ſauing, thatthe freſhgriefe of ſuchas wentto 
meet her, exceeded the lamentation of her traine, already wearied with long con- 
tinuance of ſorrow, Ce/ar had ſent two companics of his guard to meet them : 
and gaue further charge, that the Magiſtrates of Calabria, the Apuleians and Cam- 
panians, ſhould ſolemnize the laſt obſequies in memory of his ſonne. The aſhes 
were carried on the Tribunes and Centurions ſhoulders; the enſignes vatrimmed 3 
and the faſces or knitch of rods, turned downwards, went before : and when they 
paſſed by any colonies, the common peoplein mourning weede, and Gentlemen in 
. their artire called Trabea, according to the wealth of the place, burnt garments, 
ſweet odours, with other accuſtomed funerall ſolemnities, Yea ſuch whoſe townes 
werefarre off, yet met them ; ere&ed altars ; offered ſacrifice to theinfernall gods, 
witnelling their dolour with tcares and cries. Druſus went to Terracina with his 
brother Claudius and Germuicus children, which had remained inthe city. The Con- 
ſuls 22. Y/eri:5 and M. Avreline(who began then to enter into office) the Senat arid a 
great part of the people filled vp the way, ſcattered hither and thither, weeping, as 
eucry mans affection was. Flattery there was none: all men. knowing thar the death 
of Germanicus,joytull to Tiberis 3 could badly be diſſembled, howſocuer he counter- 
fcited the contragy. Tzberizs and eAvguſta, abſtained from mourning in publike : 
judging it a thing vnder their maicſty, if they ſhould be ſcene openly to lament 
or leſt rhe eyes of all men obſeruing x 4am. Sno » ſhould eſpie r Hh did bur 


counterteit. I find not inany authour, or diurnall regiſter, that his mother _— | 
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did any thing worthy memory in that ſolemnity ; when as beſides Agrippina, 


' Druſus, and (laudius, the reſt of his bloud, are by name written of: cither hindred 


by {ickneſſe, or in mind ouercome with ſorrow , could not endure the ſight of ſo ' 
heauy a gricfe. I ſhould caſlier haue beleeued, thar Tiberizs and Auguſte, which 
kept within doores, made her doe thelike : that the griefe might be iudged equal! : 
and that the grandmother and vncle, ſhould ſeeme to haue kept in, by the example 
of the mother. The day that rhe aſhes were put in Augu/{s tombe, was ſometimes 
with ſilence deſolate and ſtill ; and on the ſudden vnquiet with weeping : all paſſages 
of the city were full ; Campus Marrtius thined with burning torches. There the ſoul- 
dicr with his weapons : the magiſtrates without the markes of their dignity and cal- 
ling ; and the people gathered into tribes and companies cried : that the common- 
wealth was fallen to ground ; and no hope left : and that ſo openly, and boldly, thar 
thou wouldeſt haue | 15m they did not remember by whom they were gvuer- 
ned, Yet nothing went ſo neere Tiberius heart, as the ardent affetion men bare 
Agrippina: calling her the honour of their countrey ; the only bloud of eAuguſtus ; 
the patrerne of antiquity : and turning towards the acauen, and the gods, prayed 
thar her iſſue might long continue, and ouerliue the wicked. Some delired ar the 
funcrals mighe be celebrated with publike pompe : comparing the magnificence 
and honours that Auguſtus had vicd for Draſus, Germanicws farther. And that he in 
the hardeſt time of winter, went as farre as Ticinum: and how neuer once de- 
parting from the body, accompanied tothe city. That about the coffin were the 
images of the Claudians and Julians : that he was bewailed in the place of publike 
aſſemblies : praiſed with an oration before the people : and all honours done him, 
which either our aunceſtors or latter times could inuent. But Germanicws had not ſo 
much as the vſuall ſolemnities done for him ; his body through diſtance of place, 
was in ſome ſort burnt, in ſtrange lands : bur by ſo much the more, honours ſhould 
now hauec beene beſtowed vpon him, becauſe fortune had denied him the firſt. His 
brother went to meet him but one dayes iourney : his vncle not ſo farre as to the 

ate, Where are the auncient cuſtomes become? why was not his 1mage put be- 

orethe Beere; and verſes ſung in memory ofhis vertues ? why was he not praiſed, 
and beyailed, with the vſuall repreſentation of mourning ? All this was well known 
to Tiberius ; and to ſuppreſle & ſpecch of the commen people, he admoniſhed 


- themby cdi&. That rem 6 many notable Romans had died for the common- 
, wealth : yet none hadeuer 


ene bewailed with ſuch an ardent affetion. Which 
was to him and vnto others alſo honourable,ſo as there were a meane vſed. For the 


. felfe ſame things are not ſecmly for noble men,the Emperour and the common peo- 
4 _ It was conuenient that ſmall houſes, or Cities ſhould mourne and lament, in 


relbgriefe ; and after their griefe take comfort againe : but now it was time ro con- 


, firme the mind, as 7ulwws Ceſar, having loſt his only daughter ; and Auguſtus his

IT. Pifo commeth to Rome , where he us accuſed : 
and killeth himſclfe. 


He vacation ended, cuery man returned to his buſines : and Dru went to 
| the armic of Illyricum : the people bent todemaunda reucnge of Piſo; com- 
plained that he in the meane time now here,now therein the pleaſant coun- 
ercy of Aſia and Aﬀricke, with a proud and ſubrilldelay , did ſhift off the proofes 
broughtagainſt his lewdneſfſe. For it was commonly rumored, that Martans as I 
haue before ſaid, a woman infamous for poiſoning , was ſent to Rome by C. Sentius 
and being ſuddenly dead at Brundiſium, had no token vpon her that ſhee had taken 
her owne bane; and that the poiſon was found hidden in aknarle of her haire. Bur 
Piſo having ſent his ſonne before him to the citie, with leſſons how to; pacific the 
Prince,went toward Dr»ſus , not hoping to find him cruell in his bebalte, for the 
death of his brother, but rather fauourable,as being rid of ſuch a concurrent. Tibe- 
rins to make a ſhew of vpright _— hauing entertained the young man courte- 
ouſly, vſed the like liberality rowards him as he was accuſtomed to doe to the noble 
"mens children of ſuch as he was familiar with, Dr#ſi anſwered him , that if the ac- 
cuſations laid againſt him were true, the ys icfe ſhonld bee his : and for his 
owne part he could wiſh they ſhould be falſe and vaine z and that Germenicus death 
' migh be preiudiciall ro none. Theſe words were _ vttered, and not in ſecret; 
neither was it doubrfull ar all, but that Tiberius had before hand tFight him his le(- 
ſonz when as being plaine, ſimple, and young, yerſhewcd the cunning of the olde 
man. Piſs hauing paſt ouer the Dalmarian fea, and left his ſhips at Ancona, went by 
Picenum,and after by the Flaminianway, oucrtooke the legion which was broughr 
from Pannony to Rome, tolye in Garriſon in Afﬀricke: beingcommon'in cucry 
mans mouth , how in the campe and in the way hee did often ſhew himſelfe ro the 
ſouldiers. From Narnia (whether it were to auoide ſuſpition, or becauſe ſuch as 
ſtand in feare are irreſolute in their determinations) being conueyed by Nare, and: 
anon after by Tiber, he increaſed the cuill will of the people towards "rw becauſe 
hee landed neere the Cſars tombe : on a day when he 7 wan was full of people: 
many followers after him : and Plarcinaaccompanicd witha traine of women, both 
leaſant and cheerefull in countenance. Among other cauſes of enuic and heart- 
urning, Piſoes houſe was one, looking on the market place, trimmed to feaſt, and 
banker in, where nothing could be hidden. The next day Fulcinize Trio accuſed 
Piſo betore the Conſuls. Yitellius and Yiranine, and the reſt which had followed Ger- 
manic , aileadged that that was their office, and that 77:0 had no part therein; 
and thar as witneſſes and openers of the cauſe, and not as accuſers, they were to 
report that which Germenzeus had giuen them in charge, Tr: relinquiſhing the accu- 
farion, obtained licence to accuſe his formerlife : and the Prince intreated to receiue 
the hearing of the cauſe to himſelfe : which the defendantrefuſed nor,as miſdoubr- 
ing the Senators, and peoples good will : and contrary; being well aflured that 7+ 
berins regarded not rumors , but would leanc to his mothers conſcience : and thar. 
the truth ; or things belecucd and wreſted to the worſt , might calily be diſcerned 
by one Iudge : whereas hatred and enuie beare the ſway where there are many. T7i- 
berius was not ignorant, how waightic a cauſe hee vndertooke, and how diuerſly 
he was cenſured: and therefore calling ſome of his familiar friends about him, hea- 
ring the menaces of the accuſers; then the requeſt of the partic arraigned, refer- 
red the whole cauſe ro the Senate. In the meane feaſon , Dreſs returning from 
Wyrium , although the Senators had _ that for recciuing of — 
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and exploits done the ſommer paſt, hee ſhould enter the citic, ouant, or with a 
ſmall triumph : yerdeferring that honour for the time, hee entered privately. After 
that Piſo had demaunded T.eLjruntins, Fulcinius, Aſiniu Gallus, Acſernius, Marcel- 
lin Sext.Pomprims for his aduocates;and all of them alleadging divers excuſes, 2.Le- 
pidas,L, Piſo,and Linentins Regulus wndertooke his defence : the whole citie being at- 
rentiue to know how Germeniess friends would ſticke vnto him 3 what hope the par- 
tic arraigned had;whether Tiberius were able to maſter his afteRions,orwould ſhew 
himſelfe. All theſe things were greedily expeedvf the people: neuer thewing 
themſclues more attentiuc, nor-at any time-licencing themſelues a more ſecret 
ſpeech of the Prince,or ſuſpiciousſilence. The day that the Senat met,Ceſar made 
« -4 premedirare oration,tempered in this ſort, ſaying : That Piſo had beene his fa- 
« thers Lieutenant and friend, and ginen by him to Germaricws as a coadintor , by the 
« authoritic of the Senate, in the adminiſtration of the affaires of the Eaſt : but whe- 
« ther he had there exaſperated the yong Prince , through dilobedience and contenti- 
« oN': and whether hee had ſhewed himſelfe glad' of his death : or villanouſly had 
«< made him away; that they ſhould iudge of that with vpright conſciences.-For if be-: 
« ing Licutcnant, he had gone beyond the bounds of his office : and ſhaken off his 
« duticto his Lord generall:and reioyced in his death;and my griefe : I will hate him, 
« and eftrangehim trom my houſe, and revenge not the Princes,but priuate grudges. 
« If any villanous deed be deteedin him worthy ofreuenge , cuen the death of any * 
« priuate perſon, aFoord your ſclues, and Germanicas children, and vs, his father, rea- 
#<< fonable and iuſt comfort. And examine alſo whether ſeditiouſly and muti- 
« nouſly P;ſo hath ſtirred vp the armie : whether by ambition hee hath ſought to win 
« the fauour of the ſonldiers : whether hee returned into the prouince by force of 
z« armes : or whether rtheſethings be falſe; and madegreaterthan they are, by the ac- 
« cuſers : with whoſe ouergreart affetion I hauc juſt cauſe to be offended. For to 
« what purpoſe ſhould his bodic be ſhewen naked, be handled of the common 
«« people z and bruted abroad among ſtrangers, as though he had beene cmpoiſoned; 
« if theſe things be yet vncerraine, and are to be enquired of? I lament truely, and- 
«« am gricued, for my ſonne, and alwayes ſhall. Bur I hinder not the defendant, to 
« alleadge all he can,for the purgation of his innocency: or if Germanicus had any fault 
« worthyof reprehenſion. And I beſcech you , notto take the crimes as alreadie 
« proqued , becauſe the cauſeis ioyned with my ſorrow. If either his neereneſle in 
c« blood, or his owne faithfulneſſe , hath yeelded him any to defend his cauſe ; helpe 
« him,as much as in you herh cither by your cloquence or carc,in this his cxtremiry. 
«« Tothe ſame labour and conſtancie, Iexhort the accuſers. Germanicus this onely 
« priuiledge wee will affoord aboue the lawes: that his death ſhall be rather inquired 
«« of inthe Curia, then in the Forum:before the Senat, then other Iudges. Let all the 
« reſt be debated with like modeſtic , nothin regarding Druſus teares : or my griefe: 
« orifany landers be forged againſt me. rthat the accuſers had two dayes giuen 
- them to bring in their accuſations; and after ſixe'dayes were paſt, the defendant had 
three more to iuſtific himſelfe, Then Felcinizs began with ſtale and frivolous mar- 
ters ; asthat hee gouerned Spaine ambitiouſly, and couctouſly, Whereof being 
conuidted,he could not be intereſſed; ifhe could purge himſelfe of the latter crimes: 
' nor ifhe could defend himſelfe from that accuſation; yet was hee not acquitted, if 
greater matters were laid to hischarge; After him Sersevs and Yeranius and Vitellins 
with like affe&tion ; but Vire{ivs with: greater ny obieted that Po, for 
hatred to Cermanicws and delire of innouation , had ſo farre corrupted the com- 
mon ſouldier with licentiouſnes and iniuries towards the confederates : that w_ 
Ef lewdelſt 
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lewdeſt ſort, he was called the father of the legions. Further, that he had vſed cruel- 
ic againſt cuery good man, and eſpecially againſt Gezmanicus followers and friends: 
in the end, that he had killed him with poyſon and enchantments. Then, that he and 
Plancina vied wicked ceremonies and ſacrifices : that he had borne armes againſt the 
common-wealth : that he would neuer haue appeared-in judgement, had-hee not 
beene ouercome in batrell; In many things his defence was weake : for. hee could 
not denic but that he had woone the ſouldier by ambition : or that he had not expo- 
ſed the prouince as a Preys ro the lewdeſt fort : nor the injurious ſpeeches againſt 
the generall. Onely he ſcemed ro haue purged himſelfe of the empoyſoning:which 
indeed the accuſers did not{ufficiently proouc : acculing Tacgens 2x. empgpyſoned 
Germanicus meat with his hand, which'was infe&ed, as hee fateabouc him ara ban- 
quer. Forit ſcemcd abſurd, rhat hee ſhould dare ſo bold an atrempe, amongſt other 
mens .ſeruants,inthe light of ſo many ſtanders by,and in Germanieus.owne preſence. 
And thercupon he offered his familie, and was very earneſt that his ſeruitors might- 
be examined vpon the racke. But the Iudges were implacable for diuers reſpets; * 
Geſar becauſe he had made warre againſt the prouince, rhe Senatours, becauſe they 
could ncuer belecue but that Germwanicus died by treacherie, and thatthey had expo= 
ſtulated the matter by letters the one to the other. Which 7zberias did no lefſe denie 
than Pi/e. Withall, & outcrie of the people was heard before the Senate houſe, thar 
they,would not temper their hands, if heeeſcaped by ſentenceof the Senate. And 
they had drawne Pi/oes images to the Gemonies; and broken them in peeces,if they 
had not becne ſaucd, and pur in their places againe, by the princes commandement. 
Piſo was carried backein achariot, by a Tribune of the Pretorian band, diuerſly ru- 
mored : whether he followed himas a garde for his ſafety, or executioner of his 
' death. The like hatred was toward Plancina, but.greater fauour, and therefore it was 
doubted, how far Ceſars authority would reachin her behalfe. As long as there was 
any hopeleft for Po, {hee promiſed totake part of wharſocuer fortune with him, 
andif it ſo fell out, to be his companionin death. Bur ſhe was no ſooner pardaned 
through Adugu#aes ſecret intreaty, but ſhe began by lirtle and little, to ſeparate her 
ſelfe from her husband, and bring her defences apart. The which when ?//o percei- 
ucd, toaboad his vtter deſtruction, doubting whether hee ſhould make any turther 
rriall in iudgement : his ſonnes perſwading him he hardeneth himſelfe , and goerh 
once againe to the Senate. Vhere his accuſation being renewed, and the Senators 
voices againſt him ; and hauingenduxcd all tHings aducrſe andcrucll, he was amazed 
at nothing more,than that he - Tiberius without pity, without anger, reſolute,and 
not ſwayed with any afte&ion. Being broughthome from thence, as though hee 
had premeditated ſome iuſtificarion for the next day ; he writeth, ſcaleth, and deli- 
uereth ſome few lines vntoa freedman. Thiagdone, he gaue himſelfe to the accuſto- 
med care of his body. Then the night being farre ſpent, his wife going out of the 
chamber, he commandeth the doores to be ſhut, and the next morning carly,he was 
found with his throat cut, the ſword lying on the ground. I remember I hauc heard 
of auncient men, that P;ſo was often ſecne to haue alittle booke in his hands which 
he publiſhed nor : but as his friends ſayd, it contained Tiberiss letters,and Commil- 
ſion againſt Germenicus 3 and thathe had purpoſed to diſcloſe it to the Lords ofthe 
Senate, and accuſe the Prince, had he not beeene delifided by Sezanxs vaine promiles, 
and that hee killed not himſelfe, bur that ſome one was ſent to murder him. Bur I 
will not aſſure either of aps yen I oughtnot to conceal it to haue 
vttered by thoſe, which lived vntullI came to mans eſtate. |

AEſar hauing changed his countenance into ſadnefſe , perſwading himſclfe 
(fm , that death of Po would breed him enuic ; TR of in Senate 

J how Piſohad bchaucd himfelfe, theday before he died ; and how he had paſ- 

ſed the laſt night. And he anſwering moſt things wiſely, and ſome inconſideratcly; 

<« reciteth the contents of the writing made by P/o almoſt as followerh. Being opprelſ- 
<« ſed by thy conſpiracies of my'encmics , and cnme of a falſe crime ; ſo far,that there 
. «< js no place lefttro my innocencic and tructh : I call the immortall gods to witneſſe, 0 
<« Ceſar, that I hauc lived with all loyaltic towards thee ; and no lefſe ducry rowards 
<« thy mother, And I beſecech you, that you would bean aydeand ſtay vntomy chil- 
«< dren. Among which C». P:;o1s puileleſ e of my fortune wharſocuer it be : ſeeing he 
« hath lined all this whilein the ciry. 24 Pifo did alwayes diſſwade mee from retur- 
<« ningto Syria. And I would toGod, I had rather yeelded to the counſell of my 
<< yoong ſonne, then heto his olde Father. And therefore I beſeech you moſt car- 
« neſtly , that being innocent, hee ſuffer not the puniſhment of my demerir. By , 
«« the {cruice of five and forty yeeres, by the fellowthip of the Conſulſhip which we 
« bore together, once liked of Avgui#w the farher, and a friend to thee ; I recommend 
x6 ynto thee as my laſtrequeſt, my vnfortunate ſonnes life. Of P/axcine hee added no- 
= word. After this, Tiberiws excuſed the yong man of the ciuill warres, becauſe the 
ſonne could nor diſobey the fathers commandement : withall , hee had compaſſion 
on the noblenefle of his houſe,and his owne heauie fortune, howſocuer he had deſer- 
ucd. 'Of Plancins hee ſpake with ſhame and diſcredit: pretending his mothers in- 
ercatic : againſt whom cucry =m man was incenſcd, and ſecretly complayned 

« ſaying : Is itlawfullthen for the grandmother to looke vpon the murdereſſe of her 
cc nephew, talke with her , and take her out of the hands of the Senate, rhar iultice 
«. might not be executed 2 Shall notthathaue place in Germanicws, which the law doth 
it all other citizens? Ceſar was bewayled by Yirtellizs and Yeranine : Plancinasde- 
ded by the Emperour and e-t#guſ/s : that now hee _ conuert her $kill and 
ſons which ſhe had fo happilic experimented , again Aerippina and her chil- 
the blood of a moſt miſerable 


«c dren,and fatiat the good grandmorher and vnkle wi 
houſe. Two daycs were ſpent vnder colour of cxamining the cauſe : Tiberixs vrgir 
” Pjſoeschuldren , to defend their mother : and when the accuſers and winatfs, be 
' ſpokenavic againſt her, and no mananſwered for her, pitic encreaſed morethan 
enuic againſt her. Awrelias Cotta _ firſt demaunded his opinion ( for Ceſar 
propounding the caſe , the magiſtrates ſpake firſt ) gaue his cenſure that the me- 
mory of P;ſo ſhould be blotted out of the Chronicles : thar part of his goods ſhould 
be confiſcated; and part beſtowed vpon Gy. Pio his ſonne, with condition that hee 
ſhould change his name : that 2. P;ſo being depoſed from his dignity, and recci- 
uing * fiftic hundred thouſand ſeſterces, ſhould beexiled for ten yeeres : and Plar- 


 cinaeslife pardoned ar the ſuite of Avgwfs. Diuers points of that ſentence were mi- . | 


tigated by the Prince, as that Pi/oz-name ſhould nor be wiped out of the Faſti : ſee- 
ing that Af..4»r0n:u5, who had made warre againſt his countrey ; and 1ulivs Anto- 
mis: name, who had violated _—_— houſe, remained : and 4g. Piſs he deliuered 
frominfamie , and graunted him his Fathers goods , neuer as I haue often ſayde, 
greedy of money : and at that time more caſilier pleaſed , for ſhame that Plexcing 
was quit. And when /a/crias Meſfialines propounded , that there ſhould an _— 
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of gold be ſet vp in Mars their reuengers temple: and Cecina Severus a altar ere- 
Aed to reuenge. He hindred both, alleaging that thoſe things wereto be dedicated 
and offered for forren vi&ories, and thar domeſticall aduerlities ought to be buried 
in ſorrow. Meſfal:nus added, that thanks ſhould be giuen to Tiberius and Auguſte, 
to Antonie and Agrippina, and to Druſms for Germanicus reuenge, not once mentio= 
ning Cludiue. And L. Aſprenus asking Meſjalinus betore the Senate, whether he 
had willingly omitted him ? Claudizs name was thenfirſt added. The more I me- 
ditate with my ſelfe of things done both in oldand latter times 3 the more the vn- 
certainties and vanities of tortune in morrtall affaires come to my remembrance ;' 
for in fame, hope, eſtimation, all men were rather deſtined to the ſoucraignty, then 
he, whom fortune had kept hidden forthe future monarch. A few dayes after Cfar 
perſwaded the Lords of the Senate to beſtow the Ggnity of Prieſthood vpon Yzet- 
lius, Varanins, and Serueus : and hauing promiſed his voyce Fulcinizs for the ob- 
raining of any dignity, aduiſed him not to ouerthrow his eloquence with raſhes, 
And that was the end of reuenging Germanicns death : many things diuerſly re- 
ported ; not only among ſuch as then lued, but in times conſequent. So doubtful 
are all waighty matters 3 whileſt ſome take all as certaine, howſocuer they heare it : 
others report atrueth otherwiſe then it is : poſterity adding to both.

the flying of birds; entererh in againe , with a ſmall triumph, Anda few 

dayes after, Vip/ania his mother died, only of all Agrippas children, ofa natu- 
rall death: becauſe it was certainely beleeued, that ſome died by the ſword ; others 
by poyſon or famine. The ſame yeere Tacfarinas, whoas I haue ſaid was the laſt 
ſummer driuen out by Camillus, renueth the warre in Africke : at the firſt by ro- 
uing pillagesz vnreuenged by reaſon of his ſudden comming, then by waſting of vil 
lages; _ carrying away great booties ; and laft of all not far from the riuer Pagyda 
he beſieged a Romane cohort. One Decrius was Capraine of the fort, a luſty man, 
and of good skill in matters of warre : who taking that beſieging as a diſgrace to 
himſelte; encourageth his ſouldiers to fight in open field ; and marſhalled' his 
army in order of bartell before the fortreſſe. The cohort being beaten backe atthe 
firſt brunt : herunneth in among the weapons of ſuch as fled; rebuking rhe ſtandard 
bearers,that a Roman ſonldier ſhould ſhew his back, to a few vntrained raw traitors. 
And hauing receiued wounds;and an eye ſtroken out; yer put himſelfein the face of 
the enemy , neuer leauing off fighting, vntill he was forſaken of his company and 
flaine in the place. Which when L. Apronius (who ſucceeded Camillus) vnderitood : 
being more perplexed with the ſhame of his owne people; then glory ofthe enemy : 
he draweth out by lot ( a rare matter in thoſe dayes though in old times praiſed) 
euery tenth perſon of the diſhonorable band, & Lemuch him with cudgels ro death. 
Which ſeuerity wrought ſo greatgood, thar an enſigne of old ſouldicrs, in nuniber 
not aboue fiuc hundred, defeares Tacfarinas army, going abour to affaulc a fortcal-

led Thala. In which batrell Rufus Helvius , a common ſouldicr gor the credit of 
ns a Citizens life , on whom L. _Aproniue beſtowed chaines and a ſpeare. Cz/ar 
adde 


a Cluicall crowne to them 3 finding fault rather then offended, that _Apronas 


had 
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not giuen it by his proconſulary authority. But Tacfarinas perceiuing the Nu- 
midians to bedantcd, and refuſing to belicge any longer, ſcattered his war, giuin 
ground when he was purſued : and following a freſh whentheir backs were "—.-_ 
Which maner of fight vicd by the Barbarian, moleſted and kept the Roman play 
to no purpoſe. Bur after that greedy of prey, he drew to the ſea coaſts, and there 
encamped : CA4proniue Ceſianwm being ſent thither by his fathers appointment, with 
a troupe of horſcmen and aid cohorts ; adding vnto them the readieſt of the legions 3 
had a proſperous fight, and drouc the Numidian to thedeſerts. Zepzdz, who be- 
ſides the honour of the Acmilian family, from which ſhe was deſcended ; had L. 
Sulaand Cr. Pompeius for her great grand-fathers, was accuſed at Rome, for fai- 
ning her ſelfe to haue had a child, by P. Quirinize, arich man and without children; 
and alſo of adulteries and empoiſonings: and that ſhe had conſulted with the 
Chaldeans againſt the houſe of Czar : bh brother Manizs Lepidus defending her 
cauſe. 9uirimius being offended, and ſeparated from her; yerhad commilſeration 
on her, although ſhe were both infamous and faulty. Inthe hearing of that cauſe, ir 
was hard to geſie the Princeſle mind © he did ſoturne and wind himfelfe, and inter- 
lace tokens of anger with Clemencic: hauing firſt of all requeſted thatmartrers of 
treaſon ſhould not be debated at that time. Then he drew 4. Seruilizs, once Con- 
Hull, andother witneſſes co broach ſuch matter, which he would ſeeme to haue ſup- 
preſſed : and fentto the Conſuls Lepidaes feruants, whom he had garded before with 
a company of {ouldicrs, & would not ſuffer them to anſwer by torture,to ſuchinter- 
rogatories as did appertaine to his houſe. Neither that Dr#{s Conſull ele& ſhould 
firſt yeeld his opinion: which ſomeconſtrued to bea pointof ciuility : that others 
ſhould not be Beced to doe the like: others did wreſtit to cruelty : and that he 
ſhould neuer haue giuen place, but ro condernne the party called in queſtion, Le- 
pida the day of hearing, Fling out whenthe playes were to be ſhewne; entring 
the Theater with a company of noble women : calling on her anceſtours with a 


 dolefull lamentation z and Pompey himſclfe, whoſe monuments and images were 


there in a view : moued ſuch great compaſhon, that the people guſhing out in teares, 

an to curſe 2uirmm : withing him all cruelty and misfortune : vpon whom be- 
ing old and without children, and of baſe parentage, ſhe was beſtowed, who had 
once beene deſtined a wife for Z. Ceſar, and daughter in law to Avgaſtus. Notlong 
aftcr her lewd behauiour was diſcouered ; by torturing her fſlaues : and all of them 
condeſcended vnto Rybeliizs Blandus opinion, which was that ſhe ſhould be bani- 
ſheds: Druſu: yeelded vnto his opinion, although others were milder bent. Then 
Scaurws, who bad had a daughter by her,obtaincd that her goods ſhould not be con- 
fiſcate. Atlaſt Tiberizs declared, that he was aſſured alſo by P. 2airinizs (laues that 
ſhe ſought to poylon him, as being an enemy alwayes tonoble houſes. And ſo in a 
ſhort compaſle of time, the Calphurnians loſt P;o : and the Aemilians Zepids. Bur 
D. Silanus being reſtored tothe Tunian family,was a comfort vnto it: whoſe fortunes

A S fortune was fauourable to Huguſtusin goucrnment of ſtate, ſoin houſe- 
hold matters vnlucky and improſperous : his daughter and Neecce which 
=> hebaniſhed thecity, being both of incontinentlite: and the adulterers pu- 
niſhed with death or cxile. For perceiying the offence to be common in the 


| mouth bothof man and woman ; and termingir by a rigorous name, of religion 


£1 violated ; 
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violated, or treaſon z hee paſſed the bounds of his auhceſtours clemencie; and his 
owne lawes. But I will lay. downe the ends of othiers, ang what hath happened 
in that age : if hauing finiſhed this which I haue begun I ſhall haue longer life, 
to vndertake further matter. Decius Silanw, who was accuſed to haue- c it- 
ted; adulterie with eAvugu##w Neece, although there was no ſeuere (puniſh- 
ment decreed againſt him, then that hee ſhould bee depriucd of Ce/ars friend- 
ſhip; yer interpreting that to bea baniſhment, durſt neucr intreat pardon ofthe _ 
Senate and the Prince , vntill Tiberzws came to be Emperour ; and that by his bro- 
ther M. Silanus credit and authority , for his great nobility and eloquence highlie 
eſteemed. Bur Silanus thanking Tiberins, hee anſwered before the Lords of the Sc- 
nate, that he was glad of his brothers returne from a long peregrination: and that 
he mightlawfully ſo doe, becauſe he was not expulſed by decree of Senate or law : 
et thar the offence commirted againſt his father , was ennre: and that by Silavus 
terurne, thoſe things were not made fruſtrate which Avguf#s had decreed. - Hee re- 
mained after thisin the citie , buras a priuate man without office,” After this; the 
debated the matter concerning the moderation of the law Papia-poppza, whi 
Auguitus ſtroken in yeeres , had ordayned after the Tulian lawes-, foraugmenti 
the puniſhment of ſingle life, and — che publicke treaſure.. Neither for all 
that, were mariages and education of children the more frequented: :. rhe-fip 
life hauing taken firong root : whereby rhe multitude of the endangered by-rhe 
law, growing greater , moſt houſes wereſubuerted by the interpretations afenfor- 
mers: and as heeretofore through lewdneſſe of life: 40: now by lawes the eſtate of 
many was ouerthrowne. This giueth mee occaſion to ſpeake more ar largeof the 
beginning of lawes 3 and by what meanes wearecome to ſuchan infinite multitude 
and variety ofthem. In moſt ancient times no diſordinate deſire raigned : eyery 
man liued withour reprochand vice ; and therefore withour puniſhment and re- 
ſtraint of lawes ; neither was there any need of reward , when as cuery man deſired 
honeſt things of his owne will : and where nothing was demanded againſt cuſtome, 
nothing was forbidden by feare. But after chat equality was baniſhed, and that 
ambition and violence creptin, in ſtead of modeſtic and ſhame , rule and domini- 
on rooke footing, and continued for cuer among many nations. Some preſently,or - 
after they were wearie of Kings, deſired rather lawes : which. at the firſt were 
ſimple, mens mindes being yer rude. Andaboue the reſt, fame commended+h6ſe of 
the Cretenſians which 24:zes gaue : and thoſe of the Sparteans ,/ which Lyawgus: 
andnotlong after Seloz preſcribed more, and more-<xquile, to the people-ot A+ 
thens. Romulus ruled vs as pleaſed himſelfe : then Nawa bound the people with 
ceremonies and divine lawes : ſome were found out by Twius and Ances: butthe 
chicfeſt law-maker was Seraius Tulinrs , which kings themſclues were bound to:05 
bey. Tarquizins being driuen out , the people madeimany againſt» rhe! fattions-of 
the Senatours, to defend their libertic and eſtabliſh concord. Then ten menwere 
choſen, to colle& all the bet lawes of other countries; out of which theycompolſed 
twelue tables, the end of law and cquity, As for the Jawes, which followed; al- 
though they were ſometimes made againſt malefaRours for their-miſdemeanourss 
yet notwithſtanding for the moſt part,they were brought in through the dilſencion 
of the communalty and noble men : for getting of vnlawfull dignitics ; or driping 
out of noble men ; or other diſorders. By this occaſion, the Gracchi, and the Satur- 
zini were diſturbers of the people : and Druſus no leſſe prodigall-vnder pretence of 
the Senators name;corrupted his companions with hope;or mocked them-by ſun-; 
dric oppoſitions againſt them. Neither did they omirinhe warre of Iralie,,, nor = 
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' theciuill warre, to make many'lawes : vntill Z. Sa{«the DiQator , the former lawes 
eitheraboliſhed or changed: after he had added many vnto them ; forbare ſomtime 
for making any more, —_ long by reaſon of Lypids turbulent demaundes : 
and becauſe thar nor = after, licence was ycelded the Tribunes to manage the 
; as themſelues luſted. And now not in generall ,' but againſt particular men 
wes were ordcined: and thereby in a common wealth moſt corrupt ; lawes vpon 
lawes were multiplied. Then Cr. Pompeius being athird time Conſull, and choſen 
for reformation of manners z being more ſeuerc in W_ then the offence de- 
ſerued; was the author and ouerthrower of his owne lawes: and loſt thoſe things by 
armes, which he had defended by armes. From thattime forward there was conti- 
nuall difcord twenty yeeres together : no.cuſtome, nolaw obſerued : the moſt lew- 
deft enterpriſes cſcaped vnpuniſhed : and many vndone for well doing. At length 
##a4 Ceſar being the ſixe time Conſull., and ſetled in the ſtate aboliſhed thoſe 
things, which being Triumuir himſelfe had commanded :and gaue new lawes to be 
abſcruedin time of peaceandvndera Prince: Straighter lawes were made by him, 
and (pics appointed to watch rhe tranſgreſſours: and many induced through recom- 
pencesgranted by the law Papia POPp#2 ; thatif anyforbeare from the priuiledges 
of parents, ceaſt from mariage, and had nochildren :that then the people who was 
the common father of all , ſhould inherittheir goods. But the pickrhanks went far- 
ther;and informed againft many, nor only in the city,bur alſo through all Iraly,and 
whereſoeuer elſe the citizens were : and ouerrhrew many menseſtatcs , and droue a 
ecrrour into all :if T:berias in-providing aremedy had not choſen by lot, fiue ſuch as 
had beene Conſuls, five as had beene Pretors, and ſo many ofthe reſt of the Sena- 
tors, which ſoluing many intricate quirks ofthis law, were ſome caſe for the preſent 
time.” 2

*.& *'Bourthe ſame time, he recommended Neroone of Germanicus children, now 
'entred intothis yourh', rothe Lords of the Senate : and requeſted thar he 
-S*mightbedifpcnſed with for the office of Vigintiuirart : and (which to all men 
feerge&rigiculous)be lawfull for him ro demaund rhe Queſtorſhip, fiuc yecres ſoo- 
ner then'the lawes did permit + pfetending char the ſame was graunted him and hfs 
brother ardaugh#wr requeſt. Bur I doubtnot, bur ar thar time, ſome ſecretly laughed 
at thiatdemaund. Yer theſe were the firſt beginnings of Cefars riſing ; and the aun- 
cientcuſtome more in cueryimans cyes : anda lighter band of alliance, held to bee 
berwikt the fathcr in law, and his wives children z then the grandfather and his ne- 
hew::”The Pontificall dignitic was likewiſe beſtowed vpon him : and the firſt rime 
ecnred the place of commion aſſemblies 3 hee gaue the people a donatiue -: very 
joyfultrs ſec pt ofspting now of full age. Their ioy was augmented by 
Xeroerwnarrying of 1#4ie, Druſus daughter. And as theſe things were pratefull to the 
proj went it againſt their ſtomackes, that Sezanas ſhould bee deſtined father in 
toCl/audius fon;asa diſparagementtotheir nobility : & that attheir own motion 
they exalted $cianw,who conceiued ouer-great hopes in his mind. In the end of that 
yecte died L, Yolatime and Sal.Criſpmytwo noble perſonages.. Yoluſlus was deſcended 
of an ancient ſtocke ; bur never higher then a Pretors roome : himſelfe obtained a 
Conſils roome, & was made Cenſor forthe chuſing of bands of horſemen; and _ 
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firſt gathcrer of riches, whereby that houſe roſe to that greatnes. Criſþus was a gen-. 
ceman borne,and ſocalled and adopted by that excellent writer of the jRoman Hi- 
ſtorie C.SM{ufiue, becauſe he was his ſiſters nephew. Buthe, alchough hee had a rea- 
die entrance for obtaining of dignities ; yet following the example of Meceras ne- 
. yer once being Senator, had greater authoritic and power, than many which had 
triumphed and beene Conſuls. Yer differed from his anceſtors in maner of life ; as 
being neat, fine, and bountifull,very necre roiotouſneſle ; and was of ajgreat capaci- 
tic,and in courage able to performe great matters : and ſo much the more lively ; by 
how much in vtter ſhew hee ſeemed drouſie and heauiemerled. Therefore whilels 
Mecanas lined, next vnto him his credit was beſt : and after his death, truſted with 
greateſt ſecrers of ſtatez and priuie tro the murdering of Poithuwmus Agrippas ; 
and growne into yeeres, held rather a ſhadow of the Princes friendſhippe, then the 
ſubſtance. Euen ſo fell it out with Mecene : cither ſo by the courſe of the hea- 
uens decrecd , that Princes fauour is ſeldome cucrlaſting ; or becauſe both haue 
their fill : thoſe when they haue giuen all they can; theſe when there is nothing left 
to defire. Now followeth the fourth time Tiberizsz and the ſecond that Druſws 
was made Conſull: a thing worthy of remembrance,thar the farherand the ſonne 
' were fellow officers : for two yeeres before , Germanicus had the ſame dignitic with 
Tiberias : but that was no ioy to the vncle; neither hee ſoneere in blood vnro him. 
In the beginning of that yeere Tiberius went to Campania , vnder colour of gerti 
his health; yerindeed by little and little to abſent himſelfe ; or els thar the father 
being away , Druſus might alone manage the whole Conſulſhip. Ir fell our by 
meere chance, that a matter of ſmall moment growing to waightic contention, 
brought the young man to.great credit. Domitixs Corbulo , who had beene Pretor, 
complained before the Lords of the Senate on L, Sulaa noble yong man, that hee 
gaue him not theplace at a play of fencers. For Corbalo, made his age; the cuſtome 
of the countrey; and the fauour of the auncient men : onthe other {ide , Mamercus 
Scaurus and L. _Arwtins, and other of hyFkinred, ftucke vnto'Sullx. Orations were ' 
made on borh ſides : and examples of old times brought, ſharpely rebuking their- 
reuerence of youth : vntill Dy#ſus quallified the matter witha fit diſcourſe 3 and Cor- 
bulo ſatisfied by Mamercas the molt excellent Oratour of his time,and vncle,and fa- 
ther in law to Su{z. The ſame Corbulo exclaiming that many high wayes of Italy 
were broken, and not paſſable; by reaſon of the fraude of the vudertakers of the 
worke,and negligence'of the Magiſtrates in great; accepterh willingly rhe finiſhing 
of that bulines. Which did not ſo much turne to apublike benehit, as the deſtruRi- 
on of many: whoſewealth and fame hetyranniſed by condemning them,and (erring 
' their goods to ſale. 


VII. whether Captaines and Gouernours of Proginces ſhould 
haxe their wines with them. | 


Otlong after, Tiberizs ſent letters to the Senate; aduertiſing them that by 
| Tacfarinas incurſions, Aﬀricke was againe in armes : and that with the aduile' 

of the Lords it were needfull, that a Procomſull were choſen, skilfull in mar- 
ters of warre; of an able bodie,and a ſufficient man for this warre, Which entrance: 
Sexti Pompeis having gotten , of vttering his malice againſt AL. Zepides 3 accuſed 
him to be acoward, beggerly, and a diſhonour to his aunceſtors z and therefore nor 
to be admitted to lor, for the gouernement of Aſia. The Senators were on his 
fide 3 who thought Zepidw rather meete then a coward ; and the ſmall —_— 
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left him by his father z and his nobilitic paſt without reproch, rather they iudged a 
credit, then an ignominie.. And therefore he was ſent into Aſia. And touching. 
Africa, it was decreed that Ceſar ſhould chuſe one himſelfe for that charge. Whi- 
leſt thefe things werea doing , Seuerms Cecina was of opinion., that no Magiſtrate 
vnto. whom ſhould fall che goucrnment of a Prouince, ſhould haue his wife follow |. 

| him © having firſt often repeated ,.the good agreement berwixt him and his wife : 
that he had 1ixe children by her : and that hee propounded nothing publikely robe 
exccuted,which he had nor obſerued at home : not ſuffering his to goe our of Italy, 
| « although he had had commanderic in wars fourtie yeeres in many Prouinces. Ir 
« was not in vaine,ſaid he, ordained intimes paſt, thar women ſhould not be drawen 
« toconfederates and forreine nations. For 1t was incident where women followed, 
« thatinpeacethey were a hinderance by riot and ſumptuoſneſle: in war by feare;zand 
« made the Romane armie, like the Barbarians going to warre. That ſexe was nov 
« ogely weake and vnable to take paine; burifit gotthe bridle, cruell, ambitious and 
« preedicof rule. To march among the ſouldiers, to haue the Centurions at com- 
« mand; we haue ſcene a woman of late : and to ouerſee the cohorts exerciſe, and the 
« legions horſe-races. That they ſhould conſider, that as oft as any were accuſed of 
« extortion and polling , more was obie&ed againſt their wiucs , then themſclues. 
« That the lewdeſt _ of the preuinces, did by and by cleaue vnto them. Th 
« would intermeddle and conclude of all affaires : by this meanes two were Gd 
« and two iudgement ſcats. VVomen being wilfull, commaund proudly; and brideled 
« by the Oppianand other lawes; now — the reines in their hands , rule 
* houſes,places of itidgements,and armies.” This was heard bur with the good liking 
of a few : many interrupting him,and ſaying,that that was not the matter propoun- 
« ded,nor Cecinaa fir cenſurerto ſway a matret of ſo great importance. Valerius Meſ- 
&« ſa/linus, ſonne vnto 2eſſalle, in whom appeared the image of his fathers eloquence, 
<« anſwered immediatly as followeth. Many hard and irkeſome cuſtomes of our Pre-+ 
« deceſſors, hauc becne changed into the b&ggr and pleaſanter. Neither was the citie 
« belicgedasin times paſt : or the Prouinces at defiance with vs, and ſome few things 
« are graunted to womens neceſhties : which are ſo farre from ouercharging the con- 
« federates; thatthey arenor burdenſome to their huſbands houſes. Other things 
«were common as well to the huſband as the wife; and no hinderance at all therein to 
« peace. Truc itis, that warres areto be vndertaken by armed men: but vnto ſuch as 
«-returne after theirlabours, what more honeſter ſolace than a mans wife ? But ſome 
« hauec fallen into ambition and couctouſneſſe. What? of Magiſtrates them- 
<c: ſelues, are notmany of them ſubic& vnto ſundry affeQions ? yetit cannot bee, thar 
«« none ſhould beſenr into the Prouince. Bur oftentimes the huſbands haue beene cor-* 
« rupted by the naughtineſle of their wines, arc therefore all ſingle men vncorrupr ? 
«c The Oppian lawcs were once in vic, the ſtate of the common wealth ſo requiring; 
« butafterward ſomewhat of their rigour was remitred and mitigated, ra it was 
« thenexpedient. Ir wasin vaine to couer our cowardlineſſe with. new names; for it 
«was the huſbands fault, if the woman exceeded the meane. In fine, it were not well 
& done for the weakeneſle of one ortwo,, to take from huſbands their companion in 
«. proſperous and aduerſe fortune 8 and withall, a ſexe weake and fraile by narnre, to | 
« bo left alone, and expoſed by her owne licentiouſnes , to theluſt of hen. Martri- 
« monic could hardly be kept vndefiled , their huſbands being preſent: what would 
_ - become of them, if the hould be forgotten for many yeeres,'as it were by diuorce- 
ment? therefore they ſhould fo preuent faults commirted abroad , that they forget 
not thediſhonours of the citie, Dru added ſomewhat of his owne nor, 
an

and that Princes moſt often viſit the remoreſt parts of their Empire. How oft had 
Auguſtus of famous memorie gone to the Eaſt and Weſt, accompanied with Zia ? 
That himſelfe, had goneto Illyrium; andifir were expedient, was readie to goe in- 
to other countries: bur yet not alwayes willingly, if hee ſhould be drawne from his 
moſtdeare wife, and mother of"ſo many children , common berweene them both. 
And ſoC:cimas ſentence tooke no eftett. | : 


VIII. What abuſes were committed by running i the Princes 
. mages. Warres in Thrace. | 
/ ; ' He next day that the Senat met , Tikerius hauing covertly rebuked the Lords 
of the Senate by letters; becauſe they did caſtall the cares on the Princes 
necke, nominated M. Lepidus, and 1uniws Bleſs, one of them to be choſen 
Proconfull of Aﬀrike. And both of them being heard, L-pid very carneſtly excu- 
ſed himſelfe; pretending the feeblenes of his body;his childrens age;anda daughter 
mariageable : reſpefing alſo (though thereof he made no mention) that X/e/#s was 
Seiamws vncle, and therefore ſure to carry it away. Bleſus anſwered as though hee 
would haue refuſed,bur not with the like afſeuerationas the other z yet had a fauou- 
rable hearing of flatterers. Then many ſecret complaints were made knowne : for 
euery lewd companion, if he could catch hold on Cſars image , might treely., and 
without puniſhment,iniury honeſt men withour opprobrious ſpeeches,ande raiſceen- 
uieagainſt them : yea, freed men and bond(lauesallſo, were feared, threatning with 
vert and fiſts their patrons and maſters. Whereupon C. Ce##ius a Senator vttered 
theſe ſpeeches : That indeed Princes were like vnto gods : but yertthe gods heard 5 
no ſupplications buriuſt : neither had any refuge to the Capitol, or other temples 
of the citic, thatthey ſhould vſe that as a defence againſt all miſdemeanour. Thar 
the lawes were aboliſhed and vtterly ouerthrowne : ſeeing that _1nnia Rufils 
whom hee had condemned of fraud before the Iudge, did threaten , and vſe re- © 
pn ſpeeches againſt him, in the place of aſſemblies arid before the Curiaz ” 
ec not daring to try the law with her , becauſe ſhee had Cſars image ouer a- ** 
gainſt her. Others muttered the like, or bitterer ſpeeches than theſe : and be: © 
ſought Dy»ſus that hee would ſhew exemplary puniſhment vpon her: and being ©: 
called and conuifted, was condemned to priſon. Likewiſe Conſidius eArquus, 
and Czlius Curſor , Gentlemen of Rome , were by commandement of the Prince, 
and order of the Senate puniſhed, for forging crimes of Treaſon againſt the Pretor 
Magius Cacilians.' Both turned to Dreſus commendation, becauſe rhat by himi who 
conuerſed in thecitic with all companies, in familiar communication;' the fecretde- 
ſignements of his father were qualified. Neither did the young mans riot greatly 
| diſlike them; reputing it a lefſer fault, ro employ the day in buildings, and the nighr 
in nn ; than giuen to no pleaſures, alone heauily to paſſe the day inlewde 
praftiſes and deuiſes. For Tib:rius and the accuſers werenot yet wearied. But An- 
| charius Priſcus accuſed (eſius Cordus, ProconMll of Creete, of powling-the countrey: 
| and added Treaſon, which was a ſupply when all other accuſations tailed. When 
| Cefar perceiued that eAntiſtius Yetus, one of the chicfe noble men of Macedonia,was 
| acquitted of adulterie laid to his charge : hauing rebuked the Iudges ,'drew him'in 
againe, to purge himſelfe of Treaſon : as being ſeditious and a confederate with 
Rheſcuporisin his counſels, when as hauing (laine his brother Corys; hee intended war 
againſt vs. VVhereupon he was baniſhed into an Iland ; neither commodiousf6r 
Macedonia, nor Thrace. For Thrace,the kingdome being diuided berwixt Rhame- 
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talces and Cotys children; vnto whom by reaſonof their infancie , Trebelienus Rafus 
was made Tutor; through the ſtrangeneſſe of our manners, fell to rebell afreſh: no 
leſſe blaming Rhemetacles then Trebellienns, becauſe they ſuffered the iniuries done to 
' the people toeſtape vnpuniſhed. The Ceelalerz,and the Odruſerz , all ſtrong Na- 
tions; tooke armes ynder diuers Captaines, for baſeneſſe of birth not vnlike : and 
therefore could not Srow to any cruel! bartell. For ſome troubled the preſent ſtare; 
ſome paſſed the hill Hzmus, to draw ſuch to them as dwelt a far off : moſt of them, 
and thoſe of better gouernment, belieged the King and the citie Philippopolis, built 
by Philip King of Macedon. Which when P. Yelcins vnderſtood , who was Cap- 
taine of the next armic » hce ſent acertaine company of horſemen, and a band of 
footmen lightly appointed, againſt thoſe which romed abousfor pillage; or to ſecke 
more ſuccour : himſelfe brought his ſtrength of footmen to raiſe the ſiege ; all en- 
ding proſperouſly ; the forragers ſlaine , and a diſſcntion growing amongſt the be- 
fiegers : the King allied out againſt theſe, the legions arriued in ſeaſonable time. 
This deſerued not the name of any armie or battell : in which a ew vafurnithed 
ſtraglers were ſlaine without any blood-ſhed on our fide. 


IX. The Galli unable to pay their taxationsrebell: Tulius Florus 
| and Julius Sacrouir being their Captaines. 


JF ' He ſame yere the cities of Gallia,by reaſon they were greatly indebted,began 
a rebcllion: the chiefeſt heme among the Treueri being 7ul;us Florus, 
and with the Acdui 7elizs Sacrouir : both nobly deſcended, and whoſe aunce- 
tors had atchicued valiant a&ts ; and therefore made citizens of Rome : then a rare 
- thing, andaguerdon onely of vertue. They by ſecret conferences, hauing drawen 
tothem the moſt audacious; or ſuch whoſe pouecrtic or feare of puniſhnients for 
their miſdeedes, were readic to plunge heinilues into any enterpriſc:reſolued that 
Florws ſhould ſtir vp the Belgi, and Sacreuir the French necrer at hand. Intheir'con- 
-* uenticles therefore and meetings, they began ro caſt out ſeditious ſpeeches of their 
continuall tributes, the greatnes of ow the cruelty and arrogancy of gouernours; 
' and that the -ſonldiers fell together by the cares when they heard of Germanicus 
death. Thatthart was a notable time offered, of recouering their libertic : if now in 
* their flouriſhing cſtate they would weigh, how poore Italy was; how weake the city 
ſouldicr,and no ſtrength in the armies, but what was in ſtrangers. There was almoſt 
no city which was not infe&ed with the ſeeds of that commotion. The Andeca- 
uians , and the Turonians-were the firſt which burſt out : of which the Andeca- 
uians were ſubdued, by the Lieutenant Acilizs Autola, with a band of men 
which lay in garriſon at Lugdunum. The Turonians were ouerthrowne by the le- 
gonary ouldicr; which 7i/e/{zas Yarro, Lieutenant of lower Germanie, ſent vnder 
e lame Capraine Aviola: and certaine of the chicfe gentlemen of Gallia , which 
brought hith aide; the better thereby1o cloake their reuolt, and when occaſion ſer- 
ued , rebell with more aſſurance. Sacrdvir was ſeenc to demaund battell of the Ro- 
mans bare-hcaded,as he ſaid to ſhew his valour : but the captaines ſaid hee did it ro | 
make himſelfe che better knowne; thereby to be ſpared from their darts. Tiberius | 
being conſulted vpon that point, made no reckoning of the diſcloſing of it; but | 
nouriſhed-the warre by doubting. Florws in the meane time held on his purpoſe; | 
enticed a wing ofhorſemen,cnrowled at Treuers, and trained vp in our ſeruice and | 
diſcipline;that hauing ſlainethe Roman Merchants, which there vſed trafficke ; hee | 
mighrbegin the warre : few of the horſemen were corrupted; butmoſt continued in | 
their alleageance. Other rude indebted perſons,or followers, tooke armes ; and | 


went 


Viſcllims,and C. Silius, had ſent to crofſe them, droue them backe. Inl:ws Indus beins, 


of the ſame citic; and an enemy to Floras ( and therefore more forward to ſhew © 


his valour) being ſent before with a choiſe power; ſcattered and defeated that diſor- 
dered multitude. Flor eſcaped the conquerours hands, by vncertaine lurking 
holes; and at laſt percciuing the ſouldiers to ſeton his places of refuge , ſlew him- 


ſelfe with his own hands. And that was the end of the rebellion of thoſe of Treueri, . *_ 
Ic was a matter of greatdifficultie to ſuppreſle the Aedui ; by reaſon theitcity was | 


more wealthie ; and theaide which ſhould haue' ſubdued them farther off. Sacrowir 
had with certajne armed cohorts, gotten poſſeſſion of Auguſtodunum , the chicte 
- of the coutitrey; and taken the nobleſt mens children of all Gallia, which there 


followed their ſtudies; as a pledge to winand binde theit parents and kindred ; and 


withall, ſecretly diſtributed weapons which himſelfe had cauſed ro be made , to all 
the youth. They were in number fortie thouſand; the fift part armed as the legions 
were : the others with hunting ſtaues, hangers, and ſuch other weapons, as hunters 
vſe. To theſe were added certaine ſlauith tencers, couered according to the coun- 
trey faſhion, from top to toe,in armour of iron , vnapt and vnealie to ſtrike : but ro 
withſtand impenetrable,whom ws. call Crupelary. Thele forces were augmented, 
though not by any open conſent of cities adioyning; yet with cuery mans particular 
good will : the Roman caprtaine ſtriuing and doubting who ſhould haue the condu- 
Qing of the warre,both deſiring it. But Yarro being old and feeble, þ wantr, to Silixa, 
who was in his prime. It was currantin Rome, thatnot onely the Treucri, and the 


Acdui,buralſo thar thyceſcore and fourecities'of Gallia had reuolted , and rhe Gere | 


mans ioyned with them : that Spaine was waucring, and all (as the nature of a re- 
portis) beleeucd,'more ther it was. Frery good man with the care of the com- 
mon-wealth-was greatly greened : many diſliking the preſent ſtate, and deſirous of 
alteration, reioyced cuen 1a their owne harmes: and blamed Tiberius that info great 
a hurliburly , how would ſtill ſpend his labour in hearing accuſers libels, What 
( ſaid they) ſhall 7a/iws Sacrouir bee condemned of treaſon in Senate ? at laſt 
ſome were found, which with armes would ſuppreſſe theſe bloodie. libels of 
accuſers : that a miſerable peace was well changed for warre. Tiberius ſo much the 
morecompoled to a careleſle ſecuritie, chan - neither place nor countenance, pal- 
ſed ouer thoſe dayes after his accuſtomed woont, cither through haughrineſſe 
of courage : ot becauſe he knew the matter to be lighter then the report. In the 
meane time $S/:4 marching on with two legions, hauing ſent a power of allies 
before, waſtcth,the villages of the Sequans, which were borderers and confede- 
rates with the Aeduans. Anon after hee marcheth ſpeedily with his armic towards 
Auguſtodunum : the ſtandard-bearers ſtriving who ſhould make moſt haſt: and 
the common ſouldier fretting, and chafing likewiſe, leſt he ſhould reſt ihe ng 
as hee was woont : encly that they-may ſee the enemy , and bee ſcene, thar

would bee cnough for the victory, Twelue miles off, Sacrewir appearcd in the 
champian countrey. In the front he had placed his men eouered withiron ; his co- 


horts on the wings : and thoſe which were halfe armed in the rereward ; himſclfe- 


'mounted on a goodly courſer,amongſt the chiefeſt of the citie; went to the ſouldi- 
ers and put them.in minde of the ancient glory of the Galli ; aid how oft chey had 
defeated the Romanes. How honourableathing libertic was to the Conquefouts* 
and how intolerable ſcruitMie would be,. if they ſhould be vanquiſhed againe, This 

exhortation was not long nor pleaſing : for the legions drew neere in battelf artay : 

the towneſmen wanting diſcipline, and ignorant of ſeruice , did nather _ nor

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heare what was beſt forthem. $i; oh the contrary ſide, although his hope had 
&« taken away all occaſions of encouraging them, yetcrycd z That it was a ſhame for 

« them being conquerours over the Germanes , to be brought againſt the Galli, as a- 
« gainſt exemies : and that of late one cohort had vanquiſhed the rebellious Turoni- 

« ans; one wing the Treueri : a few troupes of horſemen of this ſame armie , had put 
« to flight the Sequans. By how much the richer the Acdui are in money, and aboun- 

_ « ding in pleaſures, the leſſer courage they had. Breake then in vpon them, and binde 
« them, andflee to thoſe which runne away. At thar all of them giuing an outcry,the 

= horſemen compaſlſed them in : the foormen ſer on the point ;-and the wings made 
ſmall refiſance. Thoſe in complete yron harneſſe, ftucke ſomewhat to it; their 
lates reſiſting, and beating backe the darts and ſwords : bur the ſorf{dier ſnatching 

Fi hatchets and axes , as Dough hee were to breake through a wall, hewed their 
couering andcarcaſſes, Some with poles or forkes ouerthrew this ſlyuggiſhlumpe: 
leauing them for halfe dead lying on the ground, not once going about to riſe. $S«- 


Fo next village, with a few of his truſtieſt friends; where he ſlew himſelfe with his own 
hands, and the reſt one another : and the village being ſer on fire ouer them , they 
 wereall burnt rogether. Then at laſt Tiberizs wrote to the Senate , that the warre 
was begunne and ended, neither adding nor taking away from the trueth.. And that 
the Lientenants had behaued themſclues faithfully —_ valorouſly ; and himſelfc 
dirctcd them with counſell. And withall yeelded the reaſons, why neither he nor 
Druſas wenit to the warre; magnifying the greatneſſe of the Empire, and that it was 
not meet that Princes, if ſome one or other towne rebell, ſhould forſake Rome; 
from whence all other gouernment was deriued. Now becauſe there was no cauſe of 
feare , h& would goe ſee and fettle the preſent eſtate of gs The Lords of the 
Senate'decreed vowes and procefſions for his returne , with other conuenient cere- 
monies. ” Dolabella Cornelixs onely whilſt he went about to exceede others, falling in- 
ro abſurd flatrerie, thoughtit meet that he ſhould from Campania enter into the ci 
ric ouant.” Whereupon Ceſar wrote, that he was notſo hitedy of renowne, that ha- 
uing vanquiſhed moſt ſtout and proud nations; and recciucd or refuſed in his yourh 
_ To many triumphes ; he would in his old age hunt after avaine reward of a voyage 
neere the citie. 


X. Lepidus maketh an Oration in defence of C. Lutorius, _ 
| . accaſed of Treaſon, * * 


"- - Bout the ſame time, he made requeſt vnto the Senate that Su/pitius Quirinius 
_=— A de, might be ſolemnized with publike funerals. 27rinins was nor of the 
& E: ancient patritian familic of the S/pitians; bur borne at Lanuvium a free 
towne , a valiant warriour, and forwards in all his charges, was Conſull vnder Au- 
£»ſ of famous memory. Then hauing woone by aſſault the fortreſle of the Ho- 
 monadenfſians in Cilicia; the markes of triumph were awarded him; thengiuen as a 
guide to C.Ceſarin the regiment of Armenia, and when Tibrrius was at Rhodes, 


- Priſewsa Gentleman of Rome; who had compoſed notable funerall verſes vpon 
40 : . Germa- 


 croxir goeth firſt to Auguſtodunum; then for feare leaſt it ſhould be yeelded , rothe - 


ſhewed himall duggies of Toue ; which 77ber1w did open in Senate, praiſing his duti-. | 
fulnes towards him; andaccuſed M.Zollixs, to haue perſwaded C. Ceſar to ſeditions *% 
and lewdneſle. But vnto the reft,thememory of ©#inius was nothing plealing, by Þ 
reaſon, as I haveſaid,ofthe danger he brought Zepiaaiggo , and miſcrable niggiſh- # 
ncs,and powerable old age. In the end of the yere a carric-tale -accuſed C. Zatorius' | 
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of C ornelius Tacitus, T9 | 


Germanicus death ,- and recciued money of Ceſar for them : obic&ingthathee had 

| made them in honour of Druſ#s being licke : to the end thatif hee had died, they 
ſhould haue beene publiſhed for greater reward. Thoſe verſes Lutorize, vpon vaine 
glorie had readin P. Petronizs houſe, iy the preſence of itehia, his mother in lawe, 
and many other noble women. As ſoone as the pickthanke had ſhewed himſelfe ; 
the reſt Breed by feareto giue witneſle onely rirelia ſtood to it, that ſhee had heard 
nothing. But more creditbeing giuen to ſuch as teſtified ro his ouerthrow.: ſen» 
rence of death was pronounced againſt him, by H:terius eAgrippe Conſull ele&. 
Againſt whom 2. Lepida began to ſpeakein this manner. Je conſider, Lords > _ 
ofthe Senate, with whata wicked tongue Zutorius Priſcus hai polluted his rainde, ”? 
and mens cares : neither priſon, nor halter, tior any ſeruiletorments, could ſuffice ro *” 
puniſh him. Butif lewd and heynous fa&tsbee without micane: yer the moderation ?” 
of a Prince ; your owne and your aunceſtors example doe mollific the puniſhments ?? 
and remedies of then : vaine things doe differ from wicked ; and words from villa- 
nousdeeds. And therefore iudgement may be giuen ; by which neither this mats ®? 
offence go {cot-free; and we nor repent vs,cither of our rnticle or ſcuerity.I haue * 
often heard our Prince complaine, if any by killing himſelfe hath prenented his'de- ” 
'mency ; Lutorius life is yetin ſafery : who being kept aliue,will neither breed = 
tothe common wealth, nor putto death, ſerue for example to others. As his ſhi ” 
were full of follic and without ſenſe, ſo they ate likewiſe vaine,and quickly atan end. *? 
Neitheris there any cauſc'to feare any grearor ſcrious matter in himi 3 who be--? 
wraying his owne imperfe&ions, doth creepe not into mens, but womens breaſts. 
Yerlet him be expulſcd the city. Which Hindge to be all one as if he had beene'ctm* oh 
vid of treaſon: Among all the Conſuls onely Rebelins Blandus agreed with Le *? 
pidus , the reſt following Agrippaes opinion * Priſews was led to priſon , and imme- ”? 
diatcly depriucd ofhis lifes The fa&t Tiberius with his accuſtomed ambiguitic of 
words, blamed in Senate : cxtolling the zealous affeion of ſeucre puniſhments of 
princes iviuries , though ſmall : yerintreated them that they would not ſo raſbly 
puniſh words: prayſcd Lepidus, and rebuked not Agrippe. Wheretipon a Decree 
of Senate was made, thar their orders ſhould norbe carried to the treafury before - © | 
ten dayes were expired : and that ſo long the condemneds life ſhould be prolonged. 
Bur the Senatours had no licence torepent, andreuoketheir ſengence ; and Tiberius 
not to be pacified by tra&t of crime. | .

were cloaked , by diſſembling their prices : but glutrony and belli-cheere, enery 
man commonly ſpeaking of, put them in feare , Teal the prince ſhould rigorouſly 
proceed according to the ancient prouident frugality. .For C. Bibu/as beginning, the : 
; other Acdilesſhewcdallo, that the law concerning exceſle of expences, was ndught | 
| ſerby;andthe ſumptuouſnes of moueables which was forbidden,daily increaſed : 
. thatit could not bee redreſſed by any reaſonable megnes. And the Lords of the 
{ Senate beingdemanded their aduice, referred the whole matter to the prince. But 
Tiberias often pondered with himſclfe , whether ſuch exorbitant luſts could Bee _ 
bridcled or not z whether the bridcling of them woulg not bring more —— is 
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Git to the common-wealth : how vaſcemely and diſhonourable it would be,to vn. 
= that which could notbe effefed ; orif it could, with the ignominie or in- 

farnic of noble men : and ih the end he ſent letters ro the Senate to this purpoſe. 
<« ft would be peraduenture conucnicnt, Lords of the Senate, that in other matters, I 
< ſhould be demaunded by opinion in your preſence: and ſpeake what I thought ro 
* bebchoueful for the CE aakls butin this relation it was better to withdraw 
« maine eyes; leſt that you noting the countenance,and the feare ofeuerie one of ſuch, 
« which ſhould be deprehended of this ſhameful lauiſhing 3 I {þould alſo ſce them, 
« and takethem asit were in the fault. If the Acdiles vigilant and carefull men, had 
« before hand asked mPaduice ; I know not whether I ſhould rather haue perſwaded 
« them, to let paſſe ſtrong and rooted vices, than go ſo farre, thar it ſhould be known 
« how.vnable we be to redreſſe ſome kinde of abuſes. But they truelic haue done their 


& in menand women ? and thoſe things which are proper vnto women, as prerious 
« tones, for which our money is tranſported to forren nations,or enemies ? I am not 
« ignorant thatcheſe things are blamed in bankers arid mectings, and a meane wiſhed 
«4 for. . Bur ifany would make a law,or lay downe a puniſhment for them; thoſe them- 
« ſelues which complaine, will cxclaime thar the citie is ogerthrowne ; that the ruine 
« ofthe nobilitic is ſought for : and that there is none free from this crime. But we ſec 
« thar old inuetcrate diſcaſes of the body cannot be cured, butby ſharpe and rough re- 
« medies : the corruptor andthe corrupted : the weake and burninig deſire, is to bee 
« quenched with no lighter remedies , then the diſordinare appetites were , which 
kiadled the minde. So many lawes inuented by our aunceltors ; fo many made b 
« Aveuftur;thoſeby obliuion, theſe (whichis a greater offence) aboliſhed by con- 
« tempt, haue cauſcd all ſuperfluities to be more. bold and pracifed. For if thou 
*- wouldeſt doc that which is nor yet forbidden, feare leaſt thou be forbidden it. Burif 
© thou haſt without puniſhment tranſgreſſed things forbidden , there is neither fur- 
- © ther ſhame nor fearelefr. Why then in times paſt was prouident ſparing viced ? be- 
© cauſccucricman did moderate himſclfe: becauſe we were citizens of one citie: and | 
< our.dominions notreaching out of Italic , we had riot the ſame propocations : by 
< victories had againſt irangers, we haue learned toconſume other mens goods; by 
© cigill warres our owne, How ſmall a matter is that whereof the Acdilesdoe admo- 
« nilhvs ? how little to be reckoned of, if we regardother things ? Buttruely no man 
© Jath-putvsin.minde, thar Italic doth wantthe aide of forren nations ; that the hte 
" 0 cople of Rome, is toſſed withthe incertaintic of ſea and tempeſt : and if the 
T ofthe prouinces ſhould not aide and ſaccourthe Lords, ſlanes, and poſle(- 
«© ons: our woods forſooth, and our farmes,would they maintaine vs? This burden, 
© Lords ofthe Scnatc,the Prigce doth ſuſtaint : which being omitred, the common- 
* wealth ſhould fall tothe ground. Inother things , cuery man muſt give himſelfe a 
* law zlct {ſhame amend vs; necefhity the poore ; Relery therich. Oriftherebe any 
I ofrhe magiſtrates, which doth promiſe vs ſo much induftric, and ſeucrity , that he 
Wy | can 
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can preuent and redreſle theſe things : I do both praiſe him, and confeſle that I ſhall «« 
be vnburdenedin parrof m , laboe. Bur ifthey will accuſe faults, and having gotten ©«* 
glory therebyyraiſe priuie atred, and leaueir on me : belecue me, Lords of the Se- © 
nate, I am not deſirous of diſpleaſures : which although I runneinto, and thar very © 
greatly, and for the mo part vniuſtly, for the common-wealth : yet by good rea- © 
ſon, | refuſe them, and intreat that thoſe be nor thruſt on me, which will be neither <c 
profitable for me, nor you. ec 
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XII, Examples doe more then lawes ip reformation of abuſes : 
s the Flamines are hindered for being gouernonrs 
of Prouinces. 
AEfars letters being heard , the Aediles were diſcharged of thatcare : and 
( the (i awvalinll of their tables, which from the end of the war at Atium, 
— yntill the warres in which S. Gab got the ſoueraignty for an hundred yectes, 
lauiſhinglie vied, began by little and little to be lefr off. The cauſes of this change it 
ſhall not be amiſſero ſeeke out. In times paſt, rich and gicat houſes of noble men 
fell ro decay through their magnificence ; being then lawfull to winne the fauour 
of the people, of confederates, and Kings, tocourr and bee courted. And as cuery 
man was moſt ſumptuous in his, houſe, turniture, and prouiſion: ſo he was accoun- 
tcd moſt honourable , and Dllowed with a greater.traine. But after they began to 
murder one another, for priuate quarrels, proceeding of this pompe ; and thartheir 
greatneſſe was their ruine ; the reſt rookea wiſer courſe. And withall, new men. 
which were often taken out of free townes, colonies, and rar, or - choſen ro 
be Senatours, brought in with them the frugalitie , whic they had vſed beforein 
thcir owne houſes. Andalbeit, many of them either by fortune, or their owne in- 
. duſtrie, grew to wealthin their age : yet m_—_— the ſame minde and cuſtome they - 
brought with them. But YeſÞa/ian was the chiefeſt author of this tri kinde of life 5 
himſelfe obſcruing the auncient manner of liuing.: for then a deſire of pleaſing and 
imircating the Prince, wrought more, they cither puniſhment of lawes or feare. Vn- 
leſſe peraduenture, weethinke that there is in all things acertaine change : and as 
thereis aft intercourſe and chanke of time, ſo alſo an alteration of cuſtomes and 
manners. Neither were all things in auncient times better then. ours ; but our 
hath left vnto poſteritic many things worthy of praiſe and imitation. But let ſuch 
honeſt contentions betweene vs and our predeceſſors; ſtill continue amongſt vs, T:- 
berius having gotten the fame of moderation, by reprefing the accuſers : ſent let- 
ters to the Senate, requeſting the Tribuniciall authoritie for Druſ#s. That terme of 
higheſt dignitic A#guſtus inuentcd, to anoid the name of King or DiQator : and yet ' 
vnder another title {ignified a ſoueraignty aboue other magiſtrates. ' After this hee 
choſe 24. Agrippa, as an aſſociate of that dignity : and after his death Tiberius Ne- 
70, leſt the ſucceſſor ſhould be vnknowne : thinking thereby to cut off others vnlaw- 
full hopes : truſting to Nerors modeſty, and his owne greatnes. By which example, 
Tiberius did then afſure the ſoucraigntie- ro Druſus, when as whileſt Germaniess 
lived, he held his iudgement indifferent betweerf them both, not preferring the one 
before the other. Butinthe beginning of his letters , hauing humblie prayed vnto 
the gods, that they would proſper his counſels to the good of the common-weylth ; 
he ſpake ſome few words, and thoſe truely of the young mans behauiour;as that he 
had a wife andthree children ; and was of the age that hee himſelfe was called by 
Auzuſtus of famous memory to vndertake the ſame charge. Neither ould yr 
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” \fayd that haſtilily, but after eight yeerestriall ; hauing  4rer ſeditions, and ſet- 
"TY l6Jthe warres, and triumphed, and beene twiſe Conlull ; he was taken to be an afſo- 
"* - ciat of a knowen labour. The Lords of the Senat conceiued the drift of his oration; 
" »whereby their flatrery toward him was the more artificiall. Yer.notwithſtanding 
-* -therewas nothing newly inuenred : bur ordained only, thar the images of the Prin- | 
*' ces, thealtars of the gods, Temples, and arches, and ſuchvſuall honours ſhould 
' becreced for him. Sauing that Az. Sz/anms demaunded and opined that in publicke 
and priuate monuments,the Conſuls names ſhould not be prefixed z but theirs who 
had Tribuniciall authority : a thing greatly diſhonouring and debaſing the Conſu- 
larydignity. 2. Haterius,who had counſelled thatthe decrees made that ay in Se- 
nate, ſhould bee written in letters of gold, was mocked for his labour : that an old 
man ſhould vſe to his infamie ſuch filchic flatteric. Vhileſt theſe things were a do- 
ing, the goucrnment gf Aﬀrica was continued in [unius Bleſus. Seruinus Malagineſis 
a Flamen Dial, or Iupiters Prieft; ſucd that hee might draw lots for the gouernmenr 
« of Aſia: faying, That it was vainely ſpred abroad, thatit was not lawfull for upiters . 
«c Prieſts to goc out of Italy. And thatthey had no other law then the Prieſts of Atars 
_ | « and 2arinu. Andiftheſe had gouerned the Provinces, why was it vnlawfull for 
' « the Diales? that there was no law of the people, touching that matter, found in the 
«« bookes of ceremonies. The high Prieſt had often celebrated 7apzters ſacrifices : if 
« theFlamen had beene hindered by ickeneſle or publicke affaires. Seuenty and two 
 «« yeeres, after that Cornelins Nerula was murdered , no Man was put to ſupplie the 
« Placc zand yetthe ceremonies neuer ceaſed. And if his creation could be omitted 
« for ſomany'yecres, withour any hinderance to the ſacrifices : how much caſlicr 
« mighta man be abſent, with the Proconſulary dignitie for a- yeere ? In times paſt 
« they were forbidden to goe out of the Prouinces,through the priuate grudges of the 
«c high Prieſt : now through the fauour of the gods,the high Prieſt was the ſoucraigne 
« aboucall men : not ſubie@ vnro emulation , malice, or priuate affeftion. Againſt , 
- which when Zental/as the Augur, and others had diuerſlie ſpoken ; in the end they 
reſolued to expe the cenſure of the high Prieſt. Tiberius hauing deferred the hea- 
ring oftheFlamins right, moderatcd the ceremonies, which were decreed in honour 
of Dr#ſas Tribuniciall dignity : rebuking by name the inſolency of that ſentence, 
which-would hauc had the decree written in ſetters df gold, againſt the cfiſtome of 
« the countrey. Druſus letters were alſo read : which alcthoughthey ſeemed to tend to 
© modeſty, yet were reputed moſt proud. They complained that things were growen 
«-ro that paſſe 3 thatthe yoong man hauing receiued fo great honour, yet vouchſafed 
_ «-nottovilit the gods of the Citie : nor ſhew himſelfe in Senate ; or begin at leaſt his 
<« authority in his ownecountric. But forſoorh, heeis letby warre , or hindered in 
« ſome ſtrange countrie ; when indeed he ſohaceth himſelfe ar his pleaſure, in the 
&ſhoresandlakes of Campania. This lefſan had the ruler of the world taught himz 
«this did-hee firſt learne of his fathers Counſels. Although the olde Emperour 
««-ſhoulddifgaine, ro come and ſhew himſelfe to- the citizens : and pretend his 
« yeeres, and trauell for an excuſe: yet what impediment hath Dreſs, but only his

XIII. ef reformation of Santtuaries. 


) VT Tiberius ſtrengthening in hiniſelfe the ſoueraigntie : lefr the Lords of the 

{| Y Senate aſhadow of their ancicnt eſtate, by ſending the requeſts of rhe pro- 
uinces to their examination. The licence and impunity of ordaining SanQu- 
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aries”, and priuiledged places increaſed throughout the cities 'of Greece. The 
temples were filled with moſt lewd bondflaues : inthe ſame refuges , were recciued 
debtors againſt their creditors; and ſuſpeted of capitall crimes. Neither was there 
any authority able to bridle the ſedition of the people; proteQting all villanies, no 
lefſe then the ceremonies of the gods. Whereupon it was concluded, that the 
cities ſhould ſend rheir Embaſſadors with their priuiledges, which ſome left off of 
their owne accord as fallly vſurped : many truſted to olde ſuperſtitions or pleaſures 
* doneto the people of Rome. The pompe of that day was greatin ſhew: in which 
the Senators conſidered of the prerogatiues of their pxedeceſiprs;the agreements of 
confederates; the decrees of Kings,which had beene before the Romans had gotten 
ſuch great power and authoritie: and the religions of the gods themſclues, being yet 
in the diſpoſition of the Senate, co confirme or alter all z as in times paſt they could 
haue done. The firſt which ſhewed themſclues in Senate, were the Epheſians; de- 
claring that Diana and pop, were not borne in the Iland Delos, as the common 
ple did beleeue : and there was in their countrey a riuercalled Cenchrius : and 
a wood called Ortegia, where Latons being great with child; and leaning againſt an 
Oliue tree which is yet in the place, brought foorth theſe two gods : and thae 
by the commandement of the gods that wood was made ſacred. *And that Apollo 
himſelfedid in that place flee from 7upzters anger , after hee had ſlaine the Cyclopi- 
ans. Afﬀeer that Bacchws the conquerour in warre, pardoned the Amazones,whuch * 
humbling themſclues there, caught hold on the Altar. And that the ceremonie of 
chat temple increaſed by Hercales permiſhon, when hee enioyed Lydia : which was 
not diminiſhed when the Perſians had dominion ouerit. After thatthe Macedoni- 
ans ; then wee had maintained the ſame priuiledges. Next vnto thoſe came in the 
Magnefians, building their treaſons on L. Scjp:0, and L. Swaes conſtitutions:the one 
driuing out Antzochus ;, and the other Aſithridates : and extolled the loyaltic.and 
vertue of the Magneſians;z and commaunded that Diana Leueophrynes priviledges 
ſhould not be violated. Then followed the Aphrodilienſes, & Stratonicenſes,allead- 
ing an order made by Ceſar the Di&ator ; and another latter decree of AuguiZus of 
| 1 memory; for the pleaſures done them, in takihg part with their ſide, during 
the time of their faftion, prailing them that they had ſuſtained the aſſaults of the 
Parthians ; nothing at all changing their conſtancy towards the people of Rome. 
But the Aphrodiſienſes maintained the priuiledges of Yeww temple : and the Strato- 
nicenſes Iupiter and Tizutas ceremonies. The Hieroceſarients fercht their mat- 
ter from a farder beginning, inducing their Diana per/ica, and a temple dedica- 
ted by king (rw; and told a tale of Perperna, of 1/auricum, and many othet Empe- 
rours; whi Late that holineſſe not only to the temple, but ro two miles com- 
paſſe, Then followed the Cyprians, declaring that they had three temples: wherof 
the moſt auncient was buildad by CAerizs, and conſecrated to Yenus Paphia, the ſe- 
cond by his ſonne: eAmathus , and dedicated to Yerus Amathuſia : the third to 
Iupiter Salaminixe', built by Teacer, when he fled from his father Telamon. The . 
Embaſſadours of other citics were heard likewiſe ; with whoſe multitude the Lords 
of the Senate being wearied,, ſome fauouring one ſide, ſome another, and be- 
cauſe they contended which had merited moſt, they geferred rhe marter to-the 
Conſuls; that looking, into the right of the cauſe, if they contained any ſe-. 
cret abuſe, they ſhould bring the whole cauſe againe tothe Senate. The Conſuls 
belides thoſe cities, which I haue aboue named, ſpake of another priuiledged place 
for malefaQors,dedicared to Arſculapime at Pergamum : affirming that the reſt were - 
grounded vpon obſcure beginungs,inreſpett of their antiquitic. The Smyraz - 
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alleaged an oracle of 4polo, by which they were commanded to dedicate a temple 
ro Venus $tratonitis ; the Tenians averſc of the ſame Apollo, commanding them' to 
offer an image and Temple to Neptune. The Sardians brought in matters of latter 
memory z that to be A/exandey the conquerers gift : and the Mileſians did the like, 
viing king Darizs name for their franchuſe ; but both of theſe did worſhip Diana and 
polo. The Cretenſians made requeſt that the image of AugaF#us might haue ſome 
priuiledge ; and decrees of Senate were made, by which with great honour, yer mo- 
deration was preſcribed vnto all ; and commandement giuen in thoſe very tem ples 
 tocredt altars for a ſacred memory: yet ſo,that vnder colour of religion,they ſhould 
not fall into ambition.

I. the Prince ( perfe& amity being yer berwixtthe morher and the ſonne, or 
'D- el{e ſecret hatred) to haſten his returne to Rome. For not long before, when 
Talia had dedicated an image to AvguiFus of famous memory, not farre from AMar- 
cellas theatre, ſhe had ſet Tiberius name vnder her own: which he(as it was thought) 
taking as an vnder-valuing of the maicſtic of a Prince, ſmothered vp with a grear, 
buta ſecret hartburning againſt her. But then the Senate had decreed, that there 
ſhould be poceflions made to the gods, and the plaies called Magni , exhibited by 
the chiefe Prieſts, the Augurs, the hfteene together with the ſeuen, and thoſe of the 
fellowſhip of Au#g»F#us , called Auguſtales. Z. Apronins was of opinion, that the 
Heraulds ſhould be oucrſers ofthoſe playes : which Ce/ar ſpake againſt , making 
4 difference in the rights ofthe Prieſts, alleadging examples fie it. | rk Fecialcs 
or Heraulds neuer had ſuch high authority ; and that therefore the Auguſtales 
were put tothem, becauſe it was a peculiar Priefthood of that houſe, for which the 
voweyg were made. My meaning is not tolay downe any other opinions ; but ſuch 
as are either notable for their honeſtic , or ſhamefull for their infamic : which I 
ſuppoſe, to bee the chiefeſt point belonging to Hiſtories; that verrucs bee not ſlight- 
lie paſſed oner with filence ; and that men haue a fearc of bad ſpeaking and doing, 
they become infamous with poſterity. But thoſe times were ſo corrupted wit 
filehy flattery: that not only the chicfeſt of the city were forced in that ſeruile maner 
tokeepe their reputation ; but all ſuch as had beene Conſuls ; the greateſt part of 
fuchas had bin Pretors:&alſo'many pederay Senators roſe vp & ſtrouc,who ſhould 
p__ ound things moſt baſe and abic&.

Pretor z by Brutidius Nzger Acdile : all of them laying to his charge , that hee had 
violated Avgwſtusdininity,and ſer nought by Tiberius maicſty. Adamercys alleaged. 
oldexamples, how L. Gert had beene accuſed by Scipio Africanus : $. Galba by Cato 
the Cenſor : and P: Rutilins by MH. Scaurus, A rhatter very vnlikely, that Sc5pro and 
Cato ſhould vſe any ſuch reuenge : or Scaxrws great grandfather to this Mumerens, 
the diſhonour and _— of his aunceſtors, by ſo diſhonourable and infamous a 
trade.

He committed the wholematter ro Bleſas, Paonere thar he ſhould induce the 
reſt,tolay downe their armies;with warrant thar they ſhould ſuſtain no hurt; yer thag 
he ſhould lay hold on the Capraine by all meanes poſſible. ;. through which pardon 
many came in. Notlong after they vſcd the ſametnanner of fight againit Tarfarinas, 
as he had vſcd againſtothers: for becauſe he, inferior ro the Romans in«ſtrength., 
though better in theeuerie.; mademany inroadesz by ſcattered-company decei- 
ued his enemy : and laid many traines to intrap him. Their companies were there- 
foreſctin na ix and marched againſt him : of which the Lieutenant Cornelius Scipre 
was the chiefe : who lay in waite in that coaſt where Tacfarinas did waſte and 
rroublethe Lepzins, and the Garamantes, places of refuge: On another ſide Bleſus 
ſonne lead his owne power z leſt the Cirtenſian villages ſhould be entiſed to take. 
part with Tacferinas. In the middle, placing fortreſſes and Riroog Ne, in conuve- 
nicnt places wigh choice ſouldiers : the Caprtaine himſelfe broughtthe enemy to a 
narrow ſtraight, and diſaduantage : becauſe that which way ſocuer he ſhould Long ; 
ſome of che Roca ſouldiers were in his face; ſome in his ſide; andoften ſomein 
his backe, and ſo, many ſlaine and intrapped. Then diuideth the three armics,againe 
into many other companics; with Centurions of knowne valour ouer them, Net 
» did heas the cuſtome was, retire his forcesin the end @f ſummer ; or put chem in 
ſtanding campes of the old prouince: butas1it had been-inthe beginning of warre; 
his fortreſſes well manned, by light hor{men, and skilfullin thoſe deſerts ;:he; 
Tackainas often changing his cabbins ſmall reſt : vnrillhis brother beingraken , 
retired in the end with more ſpecd, then was for theallies profit : ſuch bcing lefr be- 
hind by whom the warre might riſe againe. . But Tiberius raking this to bg.an, end 
of this warre, gaue #/eſws that honour, that he hould be (alures 
legions : being anold cuſtome rowards fach Captaines, as had 
the common-wealth, withioy and acelamarions tobe ſalured by chat name by rhe 
conquering armies. There were many, Emperoyys at one time ; but none aboue 
another. eAuguſius had graunted that name to ſome ; and Tiberize at that time to 
Bleſus. That yeere died two notable men, Aanins Salonirs, nephew to Ad. Henp- 
pa; and Polio A/inius, and brother to Druſ#s:,and deſtined to be Ceſars neeces Huſ- 
band; and Capits Ateins of whom we haue ſpoken before ; by the ſtudies of che ciuill 
 lawes riſen to the highelt dignity in the city; but his grandfather Sau was but 
a Centurion, and his father Pretor. Anza haſtened the Conſulſhip vpon him 
that by the dignity of that office , he might be preferred before Labeo drnlic

75> Ajinies, and C. Antiftius being Conſuls; Tiberius had nine yeeres 
a, managed the affaires; and aduaticed his houſe to a flouri- 
75) ſhing eſtate : ( for the death of Germanicus hee reckoned a- 
; mong(t his proſperities )' when 2s forrune beganne on a ſudden 
7 to worke alteration: inhim waxing cruell; or $iuing authoritic 
& ro luchas were. The beginning proceeded from 4Elims Sera- 
| 2/8 4s Captiine of the guarde ; of whoſe power and authoritie I 
haue before ſpoken. -I will now lay downe his beginning , and qualities : and by 
whar ſiniſter meanes he went about to clime go the Soueraigntie. Hee was borneat 
vulſinium , ſonne of Sei Strabo, Gentleman of Rome; and in his firſt yourh 
followed C. Ceſar, AuguFus nephew : not withour arumour , that for money he 
had ſuffered his bodie to be abuſed'by-_2piciws, a rich man anda prodigall. Then 
by many flights he had ſo wrought Tiberizs, that being cloſe and ſecret towards o- 
thers : yetto himſelfc had made him open and vncircumſpet. Not ſo much by his 
cunning and fraud (for ſuch deuiſes were his owne ouerthrow ) as by the anger of 
the gods againſt the ſtate of Rome; by whoſe ruine and riſing it fell alike, Hee was 
of bodie able to endure labour; of mind bolde ; in his owne ations ſecret; an infor- 
mer againſt orhers; as proud as flattering; in ſhow modeſt; but inwardly greedie of 
aſpiring : for which cauſe he vied ſometime largeſle and lauiſhirg ; but more oftner 
induſtric and diligence; meanes dangerous alike , when they are diſſemblingly vfed 
to winnea kingdome. His forces, which atthe firſt were ſmall, he augmented by re- 
ducing the cohorts into one camp, which before were ſcattered abroad in the citiez 
that they might receive their charge rogether, and by their number and ſtrength, 
and ſeeing one another, breed-a confidence to themſelues; and a feare toorhers.: He 
prerended that the ſquldiers living ſcattered , grew riotous : and if any ſudden at- 
tempt ſhould beenterpriſed, their ſtrength would be greater vnired, then ſeparated, 
. and that they would liue more ſeverely if their gary were lodged farre from the 
wantan allurements of the citie; As ſoone as his w were finithed , hee began 
tocreepe into the ſouldiers mindes by going vnto them, and calling them by. cheir 
names;withall made choiſe himſelfe $7 Centurions and the Tribunes. Neither did 
heabſtaine from ambitionſly courting the-Senators z aduancing his followers with 
honours, and rule of Proninces ; 77b2rixs being ſo facile and-prone to allow of 
hisdooings , thatnot onely in private ſpeeches; burin Senatealſo and before the 
people, extolled him as an aſſociate of his labours: and ſuffered his image tobee ſer 
inthe Theatres, and publike places of aſleblies , and enſignes of the legions.' Bux 
C2farshouſe being full ; a young ſonnez nephewes of full age; hindered his plots : 
And becauſeit was not ſafe'making awity of ſo-many at once by violence ; his rrea- | 
chery required time to accompliſh his wickedneſſe.” He reſolued them to vſe the co- 
uerteſt way; .andbegin with Druſws ;' agaitiſt whomithrough freſh quarrels heewis' 
greatly incenſed, For Dru/is being impatient of a concurrent , and therefore a 
FO H 3 mooued: 
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mooued : a cantentionrifing by chance betweene them, ben his fiſt to ſtrike Sezanw; 
andheis to ſauchi 3 Dr#ſa: daſht him on themouch. Hereupon leauing no- 
thing vhtricd , hee thoughtitthe readicſt way toaddreſſe himſelfe tro Linia Druſis 
' wife. She was Germezicss fiſter , in her youth of a hard fauour , but afterward ex- 
celledin beautie. Her Seiawws,counterfeiting an ardent and burning loue, enticed to 
adulterie : and after hee had obtained the firſt breach of honeſtic ( for a woman he- 
uing once loſt her chaſtitic, what will ſhe refuſe to doc?) put her in hope of mariage, 
and fellowſhip in the Empire; and perſwadeth her to kill her huſband. Thus ſhee, 
who was Augs# neccc, and Tiberims daughter in law; and had children by Dreſs; 
defiled her ſelfe, her anceſtors, and poſteritic with adulteric by a meane man ; lea- 
uing an honeſt and preſent eſtate for the hope of a wicked and vgcertaine. Eude- 
mw a friend and Phyſitian of Liz7, was made priuic to theſe plots ; who vnder co- 
lour of his arte was often vſcdin ſecret conferences. Hee putteth away eApicats his 
wife, by whom he had three children, leſt his lemmon ſhould haye her in tcalouſie. 
But the greatneſſe of the enterpriſe droue them intoa feare; bred prolongings ; and 
ſometimes diuers ſorts of counſels. In the meane ſpace in the beginning of the 
* yeere, Druſis one of Germanicus children was come to mans eſtate; and thoſe things 
renewed vpon him,which the Senate had ordained for Nero his brother. Tiberius 
made an Oration tending to the great commendation of his ſonne; becauſe he ten- 
dered his brothers children witha farherly affetion. For Druſ#s (although ir bee a 
hard mattcr forrule and concord to dwell rogether ) ſhewed himſclfe indifferent ro 
the yong men; or at the leaſt, was not an cnemy to them.

luntarily follow the warres. Withall, he tooke a ſhort view of the legions,and what 
Prouinces they defended: which giueth me occaſion to declare , what ſtrength the 
Romans had then inarmes; what kings their confederates; and how much leſſe the 
Empire then was. Italic had in both Seas two nauies; the one at Miſenum, and the 
other at Rauenna, and cerraiggyGallics called roſtrarz to defend the coaſt adioyning 
to Gallia : which «Aagoſtas ken inthe viRoricat Afium, and ſent to Forojuli- 
enſe, well appointed with ſea men. Burtthe principall ſtrength conſiſted of eight 
pon: neere vnto Rhene; a ſtay as well to the Germanes , as Galli. Spaine newly 
ſubdued had three legions. King /#bs had the'Mauritanians, as agift giuen him by 
the people of Rome: the reſt of Aﬀerike had two legions : and Acgypt the like num- 
ber. Then all from the beginning of Suria m—o0.the riucr Euphrates which contai- 
ncth a great countrey , recciueth -foure legions : Hybero, and A/benxs, and other 
Kings being borderers, which by ourgreatnes areproreRed againſt forraine Kings. 
Thrace was vnder the gouernment of Rhirmeracles,apd Cotys children : and the banke 
of Danubium,two legions gardedin Pannoniazand two in Mzſia, The like number 
was in Dalmatia,which by the ſituation of the countrey lye behind them: thatif on 
the ſudden Italy ſhould nccd aide, they-were ﬆ hand. Albeit the citic had her pro- - 
per ſouldiers z three citic cohorts , and nine Pretorian; almoſt all ae = of 
| truria, 
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Etrunia, Vrabria, olde Latium, andold Romans, ſentrhither todwell: The gallcics - 
of confederates lay in the moſtcommodious places of the Prouinces;z the compa- 
nics ofhorſemen, and aydes of cohorts, not muchinferiour in ftrength, though nor * 
calily layd downe , through their vncerraine flicting hicher and thither ; ſome- 
times moe, ſomerimes leſle, as time and neceffity required. I thinke it alſo expedi- 
ent to deſcribe the other parts of the common wealth, and how they had beene 
ouerned vntiil that day :' being the yeere, in which the ftate beganne to de- 
cline, by Tiberiw growing woorſe and woorſe. In the beginning, publicke 
and priuate affaires of greateſt importance , were handled before the Lords of 
. the Senate : and the chiefeſt licenced to opine and debate matters. Tiberivs him- 
ſelfe rebuking them if they fell ro flatrerie. In beftowing of offices hee had regard 
ro their aunceſtors meritin ſeruice abroad, or lawdable a&ts at home : ſuch onely 
preferred ; due authority referued vnto the Conſuls and to the Pretor : the mea- 
ner officers, cach one cxercilifig his owne fun&ion : and the lawes , { matter of 
treaſon excepted) ducly executed. Bur for prouifion of corne, and leuying oftxj= 
butes, and other publicke commodities ; certaine ſocieties of gentlemen. of Roaie 
had chargeof. Ceſsr committed his owne affaires to honeſt and tried perſons: and 
ro ſome vnknowne, if they were well ſpoken of : and ſuch as were once choſen; 
continued ſtill, and grew old in the ſame charge. The people were diſtreſſed with 
a great dearth of corne ; yetno fault thereof in the Prince : but with as great care 
and diligence as he could, remedicth the fterility of the ground , and —_ pal- 
ſages of the ſea : and gaue order that rhe prouinces ſhould not bee oppreſled with 
new taxations; and the old be borne , without couctouſneſle and _—_ of magi- 
ſtrates. Ceſar had ſmall poſſcſhons jn Iralie ; and a reaſonable number of ſeruirors z 


and in his houſe a few freed men; and if he had a ſuite againſt _—_—_— perſon, + 


he tried it by law inthe place of indgement : all which he maintained, not withan 
courteous and mild courſe, bur ſternely and fearcd, vnill by the death of Drs/#: al 
was turned vpſide downe. For whilett hee lined there was no alteration ; becauſe 
Seianus beginning to riſe , ſought titeancs to winne credit, and feared leaſt Doſes 
would reuenge,who neuer diſlembled his hartburning,burt often complained : 

his ſonne being aliue, he had another coadittorin the Empire : and what wanteth ,, 


that he is not his companion ? That thefirſt ſteps to ſoneraignety are hard, butonce ,,

ſome caſuall diſeaſe : which was giuen Drsſus by Lygdus an Eunuch , as cight yeeres

« inghimſelfec in Senate, in ſo freſh agriete:: when the communication of deereſt 
« friends and kinsfolks was ſcarſc ſeene,nor hardly the day,by many which lamented 
« and mourned. Neither were they to be condemned of weakneſſe, yer he for his part 
« had ſotghr for ſtronger comforts, out of theboſome of the common-wealth. And 
* having compaſhon on the Empreſle old age, and tender yeeres of her nephewes, 
and ot his owne decaying age, intreated that Germanic children , rhe ow 1 com- 
fort of preſent miſeries,might be brought before them. The'Conſuls went out, and 
emboldening the yoong men in that which they ſhould fay , brought them before 
&* 7:b2ri:4, who taking hold ofthem, ſayd, Lords of the Senare, [ delivered theſe fa- 
<< therlefſechildren rotheir vnkle; and beſought him , alchough hee had iſſue of his 
&« gwne; that he would bring rhem vp and cheriſh-them, -as if they were his owne 
«« blo6d: and make them worthy for himſelfe and poſterity. Druſ# being taken from 
« afnong vs, I turne my prayers to you, and beſecch yourn preſence of tlic gods,and 
<< ourcountrey , thar you would receiuc,, and gouerne ©Aguſime nephewes ſonne:, 
« deſcended of woorthy progenitours ; and accompliſh therein my duty and your 
« owne. Theſe Neroand Draſ# , ſhall bein ſtead of fathers vnto you. You are ſo

weeping were theſe words heard, and prayers mace that the yong men might proſ- 
N37 ifbe had then ended his.oration, he had filled the hearts of the hearers with 
conſpaſſion towards himſelfe, and glory..

| ſe ivhad beene ofcen laughed ar, ot yeelding vp the gouernment's and thatthe

againft him, that hath obieRed any (ach matter. The cauſe why I laid downeand

Cornelius Cethegws, and Uiſcllins Uarro being Conſuls, when the Pontifes, and follo- 


wing cheir cxample, the other-Prieſts, made certaine voryes for thehealth of the 
Prince, they commended Ner#and Druſus to the ſame goddes : not ſo much for 
loue of the yong men, as for flattery, which in corrupt times is dangerous alikes 
either not atall, or too much.

calily bee perceiued if ſome others were appzached alſo : for himſelfe could noe” 
raiſe the death of the Prince, and an innouation with one onely companion 
Then the accuſer named Gy. Lentulus, and Seims Twbero: Caeſar himſelte being aſha- 
- med toheare the chiefe of the citic,and his deareſt friends, Zentulws ve and 
Tu«beroof a weake bodie,accuſed of raiſing a rebellion, and diſturbing che common» 
wealth : and therefore both were incontinently acquitted. The farhers bondmen 
were put to the racke,which made againſt the accuſer : who through the wickednes 
of his fat,growing halfe frantick,and terrified with the ſpeech of the people, which 
threatned cither to caſt him headlong from the Robur *, ordraw himin peeces.z, or *4zi<# te 
uniſh him as a parricide,departed the citic: but brought backe from Reuenna; was Cnr mat. 
forced ro end his accuſation; Tiberius nothing atall diſſembling the olde gradge hee tnatong repur.? 
bare Seren the baniſhed. For after L:bos condemnation , by letters hee vpbraided 
Ceſar, that his ſcruice onely was recompenſed ; * ſome other things , more pe- 
remptorily, then ſafely, to proudcares, and readlT to take offence. Eight yeeres 
after, C eſar caſt this in his diſh,many wayes carping his ations in the meane ſpace: 
although contrary to his expe&arion, through the conſtancie of his bondmen, the 
racke could exrorg nothing againſt him. When all had giuen ſentence that Serenus 
ſhould be puniſhed, according to the ancientcuſtome; T:berius to bleare their eyes, 
and diſſemble his grudge , would not allow of the ſentence. Gallus eAſfinius was of 
opinion , thathe hould be confined in Gyarum or Donuſa;' which he miſliked alſo, 
ſaying thar both thoſe 1lands wanted water : ahd that to whom life was graunted, 
things neceſlary for life oughtto be granted : whereupon Serenus was carried backe 
to Amorgum : And becauſe Cornutws had flaine himſelfe, it was propoundedin Se- 
nate whether the informers ſhould looſe qheir rewards; if any arraigned anely of 
treaſon and not condemned ſlew himſelfe. Which they had all followed,if Cefar had 
not ſharpely and openly, contrary to his accuſtomed manner, complained in de- 
fence of the informers, ſaying : that by that meanes the lawes would be brought co 
nothing, and the common-wealth runne to ruine,and thatir were more tolerable to 
aboliſh the lawesthemſelues , rhen rake away the keepers of them. By this meanes 
the promooters, a race of men found out for a common ouerrhrow and deſtru&ion, 
and neuer ducly puniſhed, were allured with rewards. Theſe continuall cauſes of 
ſorrow , were ſauced with ſome ſmall contentment : for C. Cominius a Gentleman 
of Rome, conuidted of ſcandalous verſes againſt Tiberius, was pardoned at the in- 
treatic of his brother a Senator. A ſtrange'caſe, that knowing what was beſt ( for 
ſortiſh or ſenceles he was not) and what fame followed.clemency; yet he deſired ra- 
ther cauſe of heauines and ſorrow. Neither is it a matter of deepe inlight to know - 
the peoples aftetion, when they extoll Princes ations from the heart; and when 
from the teeth outward. And T:b:ri« himſelfe at other times, cunningly premedi- 
rating his words, and with ſtaggering and ſtanimering delivering his minde: yet 
when he meaneth good indeed vnto any, findeth his tongue readic and looſe. Bur 
when P.Suzlizs ſometimes rent gatherer to Germanicus,was conuidt for taking of mo- 
ney for giuing iudgmenr,& therfore expulſed Italy : his opinion was that he ſhould 
be baniſhed into ſome lland, and thar with ſuch vehemency, that hee bound it with 
an oath to be profirab'e for thecommon-wealth. Whith for the preſent time was, 
taken for a rigorous ſeence ; bur after Szil/zxs returne , turned to his commenda- 
tion ; whom ſubſequent times ſaw mightie, but aſlaue tomoney 3 a long tithe as he 
luſted, bur ncuer as hee ought vſing Prince Claudixs friendſhip. The ſame punilh- 
ment was ordained againſt Cat#s Firmius a Senator , as falſely acculing his liſte

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treaſon; | Catw as T have already ſaid, hadinucighled Libs, them betrayed him and 
broughthim ro deſtruQtion. ich ſcruice Tberius not forgetting, though pre- 
tending other cauſes , intreated that he mightnor be baniſhed; bur that hee ſhould 
be depoſed from the Senate, he hindred nor. I am not ignorant that many of thoſe 
thitigs which Thauc rehearſed; and which I ſhall rehearſe hereafter , will ſeeme of + 
ſmall moment, and not worthy the writing. Bur I wiſh nor that any ſhould com- 
pare our Annales withthe writings of the auncient Hiſtoriographers of the people 
of Rome : for they reported with a free diſcourſe, of mightie great warres, winning 
of townes, of Kings raken and ſſaine : or ifrhey come to domeſticall affaires , they 
recorded the diſcords berwixt the Conſuls and the Tribunes ; lawes concerning 
difffiburion of lands among the common people; and iarres betweene the commu- 
. naltic and nobilirie. _ But the ſcope of our diſcourſe is ſtreight, and our labour in- 
glorious : therimes I write of becing peaccable and quiet, or no greater warres: 
the ſtate of the Ciric dolcfull ; ggnd the Prince careleſle in dilating the Empire. 
Yet'it ſhall nor bee loſt labourto looke into thoſe things which ar the firſt ſeeme 
light; oft yeclding inſtru&ion of great matters. For all nations and Cities are go- 
uerned by the people;or Pecres; or alone. Aforme of common-wealth conſtituted 
of one of theſe, may better be praiſed, then found : or ifit chance to be found,it can- 
. notlong continue. Therefore as in times paſt the people bearing ſway,or the Lords 
of the Senate ; the humour of the communaltic was to bee knowne : and the 
meanes how with greateſt diſcretion they were to be dealt withall : and they iudged 
moſt wiſe and experienced 3 who had drepclieſt entered into the diſpoſition of 
the Scnators and Nobilitic : ſo the ſtate being now changed; and the regiment 
conſiſting in one alone ; it ſhall be conuentent to note thoſe things, which vn- 
to that forme of goucrnment doth beſt agpertaine. For there are but few , which 
by wiſcdome diſtinguiſh honeſt things from diſhoneſt;and profitable from hurrtull: 
but moſt men are taught by others cuents. And my writings bring more pro- 
fite then delight ; for ſituation of countryes; varietic of batrelles; the death of fa- 


*  ſnons Capraines doe feede and recreate the readers mindes. But we heape vp bloo- 


die commandements; continuall accuſations; deceitfull friendſhips; the overthrow 
of innocent perſons; and cauſes bringing the like end; matters tedious for want of 
varictie. The old writers had alſo this aduantage , that they had no detractors of 
their writing,or few: not being materiall ro any; whether hce had praiſed Aﬀerican 
or Roman armies. But many are yet aliue, whoſe predeceſſors ſuffered puniſhment 
or infamic vnder Tiberizs gouernment?: And although their family bee extin- 
' guilſhed; yet thou ſhalt find many, which for conformiticof manners, thinke that 
others miſdeedes are obic&ed againſt themſelues. Glory and vertue haue enemies 
likewiſe, according to the diſpoſition of every mans minde ; framing reaſons con- 
to that which his owne inclination is neercſt vnto. But I will returne to 


my firſt purpoſe. :

Catoto the heauens ; what did Ceſar the Diator,butanſwere himinan oratiertas if »» 
he had beene before the iudges ? Autemesepiltles, Brutws oration, have, I-confeſſe, »s 
many vntrue and bitter ſpeeches again Augu#us. -Men read Biberh/as and Catmibes ws 
 verſes,. which are ſtuffed with reproches againſt the Cefars, Bur.yet 7ol/iusand;wats» >» 
evfus of famous memory winked thereat, whether: with greater moderatiohi or »» 
wiſgdome, I know not : tor things of thatquality negleRed vaniſh of therpſelucs z »» 
butrepined andgrieucd at, argue a guilry conſcience. The Grecians',: whaſe:nor »» 
onely liberty, but vnreſtrained licence eſcaped vnpunilhed, I ſpeake not qtxcorif ,» 
any felt himſclfe grieucd, he reuenged words with other words, Ithath bin'alwaies 
a matter of free liberty, and leaſt ſubie& vnto derrattion, to ſpeake of thoſe whom ,, 
death had &empred from hatred and fauqur:Do I incenſe the people by orations:to ,s 
ciuill warre, with Caius and Brutus _ in armes, and maſters of the Philippian ,, 
fields ? Do not they (whoended their lines abouc — agone) as they are ,; 
knowne by their images which the Conquerer himſelft hath not pulled downe; {o »» 
retaine ſome remembrance of them by writings ? Poſterity doth render vntacuery ,, 
man the commendation he hath deſerued. Neither will there want ſome if I be:con+ ,, 
demned, which will make mention, not onely of Caſas and Brutus, but of me -alſo. ,, 
Hauing thus ſaid, he went out of the Senat,and ended his lifeby abſtinence; Qrder ,, 
was giuen by the Senators z that the Aediles ſhould burne his boakes, which not- 
withſtanding were ſtill extant; ſome ſecretly ; ſome publikely : which makethme 
the willinglicr ro laugh at the witleſſe vncircumſpeRion of ſuch as thinke with the 
pawer and authority they haucin their owne time, they can alſo extinguiſh the me- 
mory of future times. Bur it falleth out contrary,that when good wits are pynilhed, 
their credit groweth greater, neither hauc forren Kings, or ſuch as haue vſed; the 
like cruelty purchaſed any other thing, then diſcredit ro themſclues, and to ſuch 
wits, glory. This yeerc accuſations were ſo hotly purſued, that cuen on the feſtiuall 
daics of the Lartines, Calphurnius Saluianus went to accuſe. Marius before Druſus, 
Pronoſt of the city ; as he was entering into the Tribunall to begin his charge : for 
which cauſe Salv/anus being publikely blamed by Tiberias, was ſent into. bayiſh- 
ment. Great —_—_— was openly laidto the Cyrzicenians charge, in not ſqgjerg- 
niling Auguſtus (acrifices ; and that they had vſed violence againſt the citizens of 
Rome. For which cauſe they loſt the freedome which they had gotteninthe warre 
when they were beſieged by Mithridates, chaſing away the King, no lefle by their 
owne manhood, then Laca/lus aide. But Fonteius Capito who: had becne Procon- © 
ſull of Aſia, was quit of the accuſation falſly forged againſt him by Vibius Seremue. 
And yet S:renus val vnpuniſhed, being odious generally to all, and thereforein 
greater ſafery, For the more bitter an accuſer he was, the lefſe rouched, and as'ir-

many things of her beginning pleaſing vnto Tiberius eares, which mooued him to 
vndertake willingly the charge, as being of her blood. After that the Maſfiliens re- 
queſts were heard, and the example of P. Ratilixs allowed,who, hauing by law been 
expulſed Rome , the Smyrnzans recciued and made a citizen in their city. By 
which right alſo, the Mathlicns recciued Uulcatins Moſehus a baniſhed man, who 
lcttall his goods ro their common-wealth, as ro his countrey. Two noble men Gr. 
Lentulms and L.Domitias died the ſame yeere. It was to Lentalu a greathonour, 
oucr and beſides thathe was a Conſull,and triumphed over the Getuli,thart he endu- - 
red his pouerrtie patiently ; then that hauing gotten grear riches without iniuryi 
of any, he vſcd them temperately. Domitizs credit grew by his father, who woe 
of the ſea in the ciuill wars ; vntill he thruſt himſelf into Antones fation, and after 
chatinto Ceſars. His grandfather was ſlaine in the Pharſalian barrell, raking part 
with the nobilitie 7 and himſelfe choſen to marry Antonia , Offauius yongelt daugh- 4 
ter. After that he paſſed ouer the riuer Albis with his hoſt, andentered farther into 
Germany, than any other before him ; for which cauſe he obtained the honour of 
triumphe. L. «Ltonius of great,burt vnfortunate nobility died likewiſe ; for his fa- 
ther #15 Antonius being put to death for, committing adultery with 7u/ie: Auguffus 
ſent him being very yoong, and his ſiſters nephew, to Marſilles, where hee cloaked 
the name of baniſhment with the pretence of ſtudy. Notwithſtanding he had great 
honor done bim at his funerals , and his bones buried in the tombe of the ORaui- 
ans by decree of thqggenate. The ſame men being Conſuls, a bloody fat was com- 
mitted in hither Spathe by a peſant of Temerſtine, who affailing vpon the way L. 

PiſoPretor of the Province, at vnawaresand vnprouided, as being careleſſe by rea- 
ſon of peace, killed him with one ſtroke ; then fledin poſt to the woods, and forſa- 
king his horſe, ſtealing by dangerous by-wayes, beguiled his followers,though not 

long: forhis horſe being raken and bronghero the next villages, it was knowen = 

whoſe he was. And being found and pur to the racke to bewray his complices , cri- 

ed alowd in his cormnterltngie c, that that was a vaine queſtion to aske him; and 

that his companions might boldly come,and behold him on the torture; fornotor- 

ment or griete ſhould be able to draw the trueth from him. And being the _nexe 

day brought againe to the torture , by violent force breaking from his keepers , ſo 

da(ht his head againſt a ſtone, that immediately hee yeelded vp the ghoſt. Some 

were of opinion thar Piſo was ſlaine by the treachery of the Termeſtines, by reaſon 

he exated more of thoſe barbarous people, then they were able to beare. 


XI. Poppzus Sabinus defeateth the Thracians : and 
their obitinacie. | 

Entulus Getulicus and C. C:l1iſfus being Conſuls, triumphall ornaments = 

awarded Poypeus Sabinus for defeating certaine Thracians,which wildly liucd 

in high mountaines; & therfore more ſauage & fierce. The cauſe of their rebel- ,. 
lion, beliges their naturall diſpoſitions, was,becauſe they would notrhar any muſter 
ſhould be made of their ſtrongeſt and ableſt men for ſeruice : neuer accuſtomed to 
obey their Kings farther then themſclues liſted ; orif they did ſend any ayde, they 
appointed the conduRor of them ; and would make no warre but againſt the borde- 
rers. There was alſo a rumor then ſpred, that they ſhould be diſperſed and brought : 
into other nations and mingled with them. Bur before they began to bearearmes, 3 
they ſent Ambaſſadors to S1binvs declaring their amitie and obedience ro the peg- NY 
Plc of Rome ; and that they would ſo continue if they were nor oppreſſed with F 
| new 
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new taxations : bur if like apgnes menthey ſhould liuein ſeruityde, they had 
both weapons and youth, and a reſolute courage either to die or liuc in libertie. 
And therewithall, ſhewed their fortreſſes built on rockes, whither they had conuei- 
ed their parents and wiues, and threatned an ingricate, hard and bloody warre. But 
Sabinws giving milde anſweres, . vntill hee had gathered his forces together ; and 
when Pomponius Lebeo was come with a legion out of Mceſia, king Rhemetalces 
with the ayde of his countrimen, which continued flillin their allegeance ; with the 
forces he had at hand, he marched toward the encmic poſſeſſed of the ſtreighrs of 
the woods ; ſome of the forwardeſt ſhewing themſclues in open place; which, the 
Romanecaptaine hauing ſtole vpon, were cafily put to flight, with ſmall bloudſhed 
of the barbarians, by reaſon of their refuges at hand. Then fortifying in the ſame 

' place, ſcaſeth onthe mountaine, which was narrow and cuen ridged vntothe next 
fort: garded with great, but vnorderly and confuſe ſtrength ; and immcdiatcly ſen- 
deth before of his choiſe archers againſt the fierceſt of them before the wack, as 
the manner of the countrey is,ſinging dirties and verſes. They wounded many with 
ſhor afarre off, and drawing neere, by a ſudden irruption of the enemie had beene 
driuen tothe worſt, ifthe Sugambrien cohort which lay not far off, in dangers ven- 
turous,and no lefle fierce & dreadfullin noiſe of ſongs & clattering ofarms, had not 
recciued them ata pinch. After this, Sabizus encamped neerer the enemy, leauing | 
the Thracians, which ( as I hauc already ſaid) came to our fide at the firſt fort, with 
warrant to waſte,burne,carry away booties,ſoas they took ng nger time then the 
day, and returne at night to ſer a ſure watch and a vigilant ouerMe camp. Which at 
.the firſt was obſcrued, but afterward through riot, wantonneſſe, and delire of riches, 
negle&ing their wardes , hunting after bellie cheere, and overtaken with wine, fell 
| heauilyall to ſlcepe. Theenemy vnderſtanding their retchlefſe negligence , diuided 
his men-into two ſquadrons; the onerto ſet on the forragers, and the otherto aſlaile 
che Romane camp not with hope of any ſurpriſe, but by their clamors,and claſhing 
of weapons , eucry man intentiue to his ownedanger, they ſhould not heare the 
noiſe ofthe other skirmiſh: chooſing the night withall ro make the fearethe greater. 
But thoſe whichaſlaicd the trench of the legion were caſily repulſed : the aid of the 
Thraciansin the other forrt terrified with a ſudden afſaulrt ; part of them lying a- 
fleepe within the trenches ; and part ſeeking prouiſion and ſtouer abroad, were ſo 
much the more cruelly ſlaine, becauſe they were reckoned to bee as fugitiues and 
traitours, which barc armes to bring themſclues and their countrey into ſeruitude. 
The next day Sabinus ſheweth himſelfe in a place without aduantage to cither ſide 
to ſee whether the barbarians, glad of the nights ſucceſle, durſt venter a battell. Bur 
ſecing they went not out of their fortreſſes or hils adioyning, hee began to lay ſiege 
rothem with a ſtrong companie,caſting a trench, and a parapet fourc miles compaſſe 
abour them : after chat by lictle and little, ro barrethem of water and forrage, 
ftreightned hisencloſure, the firſt enuironingthe laſt ; and rayſing vp a bulwarke ſo 
, neere the encmic, that from thence they might throw ſtones, darts, and fires into 
thecnemies ny . But nothing annoyed the enemie more then thirſt, a huge mul- 
titude of raw fighting ſouldicrs, hauing but one fountaine lefr them for their vſe : 
withall, their cattell ( as the cuſtome is among barbarous people) ſhur vp with 
them, died for want of ſtouer : dead carcaſſes of men lay along, aſwell with wounds 
asthirſt, allcorruptcd with putrefa&tion, ſtench, and infetion. And to make their 
troubledeſtate more miſcrable, they fell at diſcord among themſelues : of all cala- 
mities, the full meaſure: ſome ready to yeeld, ſome to dic, ſome to ſtrike and kill one 
another : ſome perſwading couragioully toſallic out , and not periſh withour rc-

Tureſs with his company'ex- 
nw gr our Capraine nor being ignorant thereof, and thereupon reenfor- 
zry ths watch. The night being ſtormicand' rempeſtions theenemic bet 
a fierceourcrie, and on the ſudden viinga marvellous filence;; poems 
into yncertainties 5 when as S:bimus went about from one place 'to another 
ting them nortolay chance open to ſuch as by their doubrfull clamonrs; and fined 
filence,hid traines iinteap' em; bur thar cuery man ſhould keepe his 
an rake heed he threw no dart in vaine. Inthe meane fpace the barbarians duſtes 
together by troops, now threw handſtones againſt the rampiere, ianclins burne 
art ecnd, and troncheons of oake, now filled yp the ditches with ſhrubs, hurdles, 
and dead carcaſſes: Some of them hauing before made bridges, and-ladders; plan- 
ted them before the bulwarkes,catched hold of them; laboured ro pull down' As de- 
Fence; grapled, fought hand rohand with ſuch as reliſted : contrarily the 'Rothane 
ſouldier beate them downe withſpeares, thruſt chem backe with the' pikes of their 
bucklers; lanced darts; arid rowled heapes of ſtones from the will vpon thetn,” The 
hope of vittory ry already gorre, and that if they ſhould now faine and | be onercome, 
ſhamic and reproack pur life and courage into fu in hem deſperate ho of life 3 
many having their mothers and wiucs ayling : enting” about chem.

* night animated ſomie to boldnelle, drove ſome in liofears] blowes flew on all Hades 
wounds giuen and taken vnlooked for; no man khowing his fellow from the enemy, 
and the ſound ofthe voices asifit were an cccho rebounding behinde them in 
turningand winding ofthe mountaine, brought ſuch, a confuli6hs that the Romans 
abandoned their tandings and holds, as though they had beene battered and-bro- 
ken downe: howbeit, a ſmall number of the enemics eſcaped aliue ; the reſidue, 
(the moſt couragious eicher ſlaine, or wounded) atthe opening of the day, _ 
chaſcd torheir fortreſſes, and ar length forced to yeeld ; "willing ro atcept _ 
conditions the winter would offer : tothe reſt, a cruell and zirhe 7 wins 
ſon G the hill Hemus was a ſafcgatd; that they could neither be ods wo 
nor ſiege.

ſome doubt was rjade of the Halicarnaſh; becauſe cthatfor theſ] pact of a thouſand 
and two hundred Fees , their cities had neuer beene ſhaken with anyearchquake; 
and that the foundation of their Temple was built vpon lively ftrong ſtone. The 
Pergamini were anſwered that they had receiued honour enough, in thatthey had 
Augsſtis Termple amongſt them ; ſeeing that thereon they grounded theirreaſon: 
Ic ſcemeth thar'the Epheſians and Mileſigns had their cities occupied, the one in 
the ceremonies of Apols, and the other of Diane: In ſo much thar all the contenti- 

ons reſted berwixt the Sardinians and Smyrn#ans: The Sardinians recited a'decree 
of the Errurians; as being of their blood : for Tyrrhenus and Lydus King Atyes ſons; 
divided the land betwixt them,by reaſon of the increaſe of the people. And Lydis 
remained in his countrey , and Tyrrhenns went to ſeeke new countries to inhabitez 
which werecalled by the names of their Capraines : they in Aſia,and theſe in Italy: 
andin progreſle oftime the Lydians growing to farther wealth, ſear people into 
Greece, which were afterward called Peloponeſtans. They told vs alfo of lertexs ſent 
them by our Caprtaines, of treatiſe made with vs in thewarre of Macedon of the 
number of riuers; theremperature of their countrey; and whara tichrerritorie they 
had round about them, But the Smyrnzans fetching their antiquitie a farre off; c1- 
ther that Tantalus from whence they came, was deſcended from Zpiter P or from 
Theſews, iſſued alſo from the ſtocke of the gods; orelſe that ſome one of the Amia- 
zons had founded them : alleaged further the ſeruice i done to the people 'of 
Rome z in which they moſt of all relyed, and that they had giuen them ſuccour by 
ſca;nor only againſt forrcine wars;bur alfo the wars of Ttaly. And that they firſt of 
all had dedicated a Templcin honour of Rome, a4.Portixs being Conſull. The peo- 
ple of Rome indeede then flouriſhing 3 bur yet norlifted vp to the-heighr of their 
greatnes: the Citie of Carthage yet ſtanding,and many ſtrong Kings liuingin Aſia, 
They brought in L. Sul for a witneſſe, whoſe armic-being fallerrtnto great danger 
through the roughnes of the winter,and want of apparell when newes was brought 
thereof to the Smyrnzans as they were aſſembled vpon occaſion 3 all which:were 
preſent ſentrhe apparell from their owne þackes vnto our legions. | Thereupon' the 
Lords of the Senats opinion being demanded, they preferred the Smyrnzans.-And 
Vibins Marſas counſelled farther , that oner and aboue his charge, M. Lepidue;/vrito 
whom the gouernement of that Prouince fell, ſhoutd have a ron pp to 
take care of thar Temple. And becauſe Lepiaws throngh modeſty refuled to accept 
it, Yalerizs Naſowho had beene Pretor, was by lor choſen and ſent. - 099972

'* colour of dedicating a Temple to 7apiter: at Capua', a 3 anodes ro 
Auguſta at Nola: but.indecde refolued to leade his life farre fromthe Citie.” The 
occaſion of his departure, although following ſome authors, I have attributed ynro 
Sezanus wiles , yet becauſe thar afrer Sciayw death hee continued Hixe yeeres in the 
like fetired life, I am often induced to donbt, whethorthe cauſe bEmore trudlytobe 
referred to himſelfe,as goingabout tocloake by the place, his eryeltic and lopthe 
hauiour, Some were of opinion,rhar being through'age, ſlender,rall, and cr6bked, 
bald headed, andhis face ſpe& with laters a d ointments , was thereſdie"aſha- 
med to ſhew himſelfe in publicke. And at Rhodes hee was wont © ſbur ey 
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live ſecretly, and hide his laſciuious diſſolute life. Some gaue out that his mothers 
inſupportable inſolencie droue himaway , whom as acompanion in ſtate hee could 
notindure;nor yet berid of her, becauſe the ſoueraignty it ſelfe was hergift, For 
Auguitus was determined toleaue the Empire to Germanicws his ſiſters nephew, who 
had a good report of all men : but being ouercome by his wines importunate in- 
treatie, he adopted Tiberius; and Tiberius, Germanieus ; which Auguſte did vpbraide 
vnto him, and demanded the Empire againe which ſhe had beſtowed vpon him. He 
departed with a ſmall traine with him : one Senator who had beene Conſull, which 
was Cocceins Nerua , $kilfullin the lawes ; one gentleman of Rome beſides Seianus; 
and of noblemen onely Curtizs Atticus. The reſt were men indued with liberall ſci- 
ences,moſt ofthem Grecians, with whoſe conference he purpofed to paſle the time. 
Some Aſtrologers gaue out that 7iberi#s departed Rome vnaer ſucha conſtellation, 
that hee ſhould returne no more ; which was cauſe of manies ouerthrow , which 
conieAured and diuulged that he had not long to liue: for they cayld not foreſee ſo 
incredible a matter, as that he ſhould want his countrey willingly cleuen yceres to- 
ther, VWhercin did appeare not long after how neere coſins their arte and falſe- 
oodarc; and how tructhis diſguiſed and hidden vnder obſcuritic: For it was not 
ſpoken aws venture that hee ſhould not returne againe , although they were igno- 
rant of other things which ſhould happen vnto him : or whether he ſhould quickly 
dic, or not, which was nor ſignified by thoſe words of theirs; becauſe hee ended his 
latter yeeres in ſome village not farre off, or on the Sca-ſhore, or necre vnto the 
walles of the citic. Atthat time a doubtfull and dangerous perill, which by meere 
chance Ceſar fell into, ——__ the vaine rumour already ſowne; and gaue him 
occaſion to put more truſt in Sezavur friendſhip and conſtancie, thencuer hee had 
done before.. For asthey werecating in a countrey houſe called Speluncazbetweene 
the ſea Amuclanum , and the hilles of Fundani, in a naturall grot or caue ,certaine 
ſtones falling ſuddenly from the mouth of it, ſlew ſome of his ſeruitorgg-which ſo 
affrighted the reſt , that they fled all away. Bur Sezanus with his knees, his face and 
| handslcaning and hanging ouer Ceſar , ſet himſelfe againſt the other Rones which 
werefalling, and in that plight was found by the ſouldiers which came to ſuccour 
them. This made him greater then hee was: and although hee ſhould haue giuen 
moſt pernicious .counſell, yer ſhould hauc had fauourable audience, as one nothing 
_ caring for ought which might happen to himſclfe. Herooke vpon him the office of 
aiudge againlt Cermanicus ifſuc , + cad ſome to play the parts of acculers, and 
_— clpecially againſt Nero next in ſucceſſion ; # = An a modeſt young man, 
, yet oftentimes forgetfull of that which was requiſite for the preſent time , pricked 
forward by his freed men and followers, which thoughtirlong till he were Empe- 
rour , to ſhew himſelfe bould and ſtout of courage : perſwading him that the peo- 
ple of Rome defired, the armie coucted , and that Sezanusdurſt doc nothing tothe 
contrary ; though now hee inſulted alike ouer the patience of the oldeman , and 
flouth and cowardlincfſe of the young. Nero hearing theſe or the like ſpecches, 
yet dreampt of no bad praftiſe : although ſome wilfull and vaconſiderate ſpec- 
ches ſlipt now and then from him : which when the ſpies ſet ouer him had augmen- 
tedand carried to Ceſar , and Neronot ſuffered to purge himſelfe 3 droue many in- 
to fundry doubts. Some ſhunned to meet him ; ſome hauing ſaluted him , tur- 
ned preſcntly from him ; many brake off abruptly their talke. Seianus fauourers 
on the other fide laughed in their f{lecucs ro ſee it. Tiberius, whether the 
young man ſpake vnto him , or helde his tongue, caſt a malicious eye, or ſmiled 
dillemplingly vpon him : and whether he ſpake or held his tongue,it was alwayes a |

7 Hen 44, Licinine,and L.Calphurnixs were Conſuls,aſudden andvnlogked, 
/N/ for miſchance as ſooneended as beguy, might hauc bene, compareda0 I 
| thecalamity ofmighty,wars.. For an Amphycheatre begun at Fidena,one, 
Atilizaa:freed man to ſer faorthaplay of fencers 3. as one hauing neither abundance, 
of wealth,nor ambitious in winning thuour of the people burby.niggar y ſparing, 
to make a baſe gaine imthe workmens hire; did nertheg lay-a ſound. oandation, nor, 
faſten:the timber frame creed vpon the ſame. Thither flocked many, very delirqus 
of ſuch ſhewes, bothmen and women of allages.; partlyby reaſon; it-was ſo.neera 
vnto them ; and partly becauſe thar, during Tiberius Empire, they, were. barred from 
ſuch paſtims ; whereby the miſchiefe was the greater. For the pile being great, and 
filled full with a throng of people, then falling a ſunder, whether.it fellinwards, or 
ſpred outwards, it carried downe headlong, and ouerwhelmeda huge multitude of 
people, intentiue on the ſhew within, or gazing roundabout. Thoſe which ar. the 
beginning were cruſht todeath by that hap, eſcaped languiſhing torment. They 
molt of all wereto be pittied, which being bruſed and/broken, yetliued, and.inthe 
day knew their wiues and children by ſight,and in the-night by lamentable howling 
and crying, Thoſe which were abſent moued with this report,one lamented his bro- 
ther; another his neere kinſman, another his parents : yeathey.wereaftaid if their 
friends and coſens were our of the way, although for other occaſion ; doubting ſtill 
they had beene there ; and becauſe it was not certainely knowne whom that violent - 
ruine had beaten downe, the vncertainty. ſpread the feare the farther. As ſoone. as 
they began'to remoue the frarac, they fciteg about the dead badjes, ſame kiſſing, - 


ſome imbracing them ; and fell often ar debate; inmiſtaking one for another , by 
reaſon they were diffigured, through ſome reſemblance of countenance, and like- 
nefle of yecres. Fifty thouſand perſons were flaine or maimed by that miſchance : 
and a decree laid downe by the Senate, that from thence forward no man ſhould *-41:16 
exhibite the play of Fencers, who was lcfle worth then * fourc hundred the _ 
ſeſterces : nor that any Amphitheatre _ be built but in a firme and ſound 
. 2 7 place : 
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plate: and «tis was baniſhed. After that freſh calamity, the houſes of the: 
chiefe Gentlemen were open ; medicines and Phyſicians appointed for the bruſed 
. and mangled : andthe Citizens, although heauy and fad, yerthen were like- their 
aunceſtors, which aftergrear battels, did relicue and comfortthe wounded with all 
carcand liberaliry. That miſforrune was ſcarſe paſt, bur the rage and violenceof a 
fireconſumed the City more then eucr, and burnt the hill Czlius. That was repor- 
tcd-to' be an vnlucky yeere , and: thar-the Princes abſence was begun ina gdifmall 
houres as the manner of the people is, to draw caſuall miſhaps to blame, if Ceſar 
had not preuented them, by beſtowing of money to cuery man according' to his 
l6ffe. For which liberaliry,rhanks in Senate were giuen him by the noble men: and 
the people gauc him a good report, becauſe thar without ambition or intreaty of 
friends, he had ofhis own motion helped and called ſtrangers vnto him. And divers 
wereof opinion, that the mount Czlius ſhould after that be called mount Avgaitw: 
« becanfe that when all was waſted with fire round about; onely the image of Ti- 
« berjut which was in «iu 2 Senators houſe, remained vntouched. The ſame 
« happened in times paſt to C/audis 2uintia;; and therefore her image twice eſca- 
<« ping violent rage of fires, our aunceſtors did conſecrate in the Temple to the 
« mother of thepods "an argument, thatche Claudians are accounted ſacred, and 
<« recciued among the number of the gods : and therefore the ceremony ought to 
« beaugmentcd intheplace, where the gods haue ſhewne ſo great fauour towards 
"* ſo mighty a Prince. Irſhall notbe amiſſe to ſhew, how that hill was in old time 
called Querquerulan, becauſe it was ferrill and abundant with oakes : then Celims of 
Exile Vibenna, 'who being Capraine of the Etrurian nation, and (uccoured the Ro- 
matis; obtained that ſeat of TarquinimPriſew, or of ſome other King z for in thar 
point writers doe'vary. As for the reſt, it is without controuerſie, that thoſe great 
companies of ſouldiers did inhabit alſo the plaines, and places adioyning to the 
place of aſſemblies : and thereupon that was called the Thuſcian ftreer, of the name 
of the- ſtrangers which came thither roinhabir. But as the beneuolence of noble 
men; and largefſe of the Prince, was a great comfort to their aduerlity ; ſ@ the credit 
and authority of informers more and more increafing, wrought the oucrthrow of 
many. Domitins Afer acculed Yarro Dhinilim, a wealthy man and ncere kinne to 
Ceſar, having before condemned Claadia Palcher his mother : no man maruciling 
that being long a ncedy companion,and hauing waſtfully conſumed his late recom- 
pence, ſhouldarme himſelfe to farther miſchicte.

Yer the Lords of 
the Senat woule not thereto, but thought it conuenient to expe&rhe Empe- 
rours comming : which for the time was the onely ſhift againſt imminent miſ- 
Chicfes. But Ceſar having dedicated his _—_ in Campania, albeit he had giuen 
warning by edi&,thatno man ſhould diſturb hisquietnesz& hindered the concourſe 
of rownſimen by placing of ſouldiersin the way : yer being aweary of townes & c0- 
lonies, and all places ſituated inthe continent, withdrew himſelfe ro the Iland Ca- 
preas,three miles diſtant by ſea from the fartheſt part ofthe promontory of Surren- 
tum] caſily belecue that chat Iland did fir his humor,hauing neither hauen norcom- 
moditics, & thoſe conneied in very little veſſels :no man landing but the watch was 
preſently I__ withit. The temperature of the aire is in winter milde,by rea- 
_ fonithar a hill oppoſite vnto it,beateth backe the force ofthe winds. Inthe ſummer 
ſeaſon'itis open to the Weſternwind', and hath very pleaſantly the ſea on euery 
fide, anda goodly proſpeR towards the hull Veſuuiys , varill by fire the face of the

place waschanged. The reportgoeth thatthe Greckes did poſleſſe that place, and 
chat che Thelcboians inhabited the Iland Capreas. Bur at that time Tiberinxs occu- 
picd the place, and ſeated himſelfe in twelue countrey houſes of pleaſure : and how 
much more in former times he was earneſtly bent vpon'the publike good, ſo much 
che more, now ſecretly hee abandoned himſelfe to looſe life gnd naughtie idleneſle. 
He was ncuer more ſuſpitious and credulous then now : a qualitie which Seianzs 
whileſt by: was _—_— in the m_ —_— on 4 and which did now more theneuer 
diſquiet him : and no longer vling ſecret treacherie to intrap Agrippine and Aero, 
ws chen ſouldiers as it were to record in Chronicles wha mel: x Pos 4 
ceiucd : who reſorted ro them, what they did cither ſecretly or openly. Farther 
there were others ſubborned to.counſell them, to flieto the armie of Germaniez or 
when the place of aſſemblies was beſt repteniſhed with people catch hold of fage- 
fas image,and cry for ſuccour of the people and Senate. Afid albeit, they no 
ne. deulcs; yetthey were laid to their charge, as though they had imen- 


ded them. 


XV. A treacherous prattiſe of three Senators to intrap Sabinus a Gentleman of hs 
Rome, and Agrippacs friend: the death of Talia, Auguſtus zeeve, 
* 


Viius Siluanus,and Silins Neraa being Conſuls, the yeere had a foule beginning 

I by reaſon T it;us Sabin an honourable gentleman of Rome was drawne topre> 
ſon,only becauſche was a friend to Germenicus:neuer omitring to ſhelv all rakenis 
ofduety to his wife and his children; and of all Germazicwfollowers the onely man 
whichyifited them ar her houſe, and accompanicd them abroad : and therforecom+ 
mended by the good, and diſliked by the bad. Againſt him Zatinins Letiorie; Porcius 
Cato, Petitiss Rufus, and IH, Opfixs, who had beene ſometimes Conſuls,. bent their 
malice, through a grecdines ofthe Conſulſhip 3; which = could not obcaine-bur 
by Scianss meancs; and Seiavus liking could not be purchaſed , but by ſome notable 
peece of villanie.. They had ſo complorted betweene them, that Zatiaris, who was 
ſomewhat allicd to Sabi#%s, ſhould lay the ſnare,and thereſt p—_—_ as witneſſes; 
andthen beginne the accuſation. Hereupon Zariaris, atthe ſirſt beganne tocatious. 
ſpeeches-at randon ; then to extoll his conſtancie , that hee did not as others did, 
To in proſpcritic, and ſhrinke froma houſcin aduerſitiez with other honourable 
ſpeech of Germaenicus,and bewailing and pittying Agrippinaeseſtate. And ſeeing Se- 
binus (as mens mindes are ſoftand tenderin calamitic) to powre downe teares and 
complaints; Latieris began more boldly to touch Sezanas crueltie,pride,and the hope 
He gaped after : not forbearing vnreuerent ſpeeches againſt Tiberi#s. Theſe ſpee- 
chesas though they had beene ſanced with ſomewhat which durſt not bee auou- 
ched, tnade [hew of ſtreight friendſhip berweene them: ſo farre thar Sebinus often 
times ſought our Latiari; frequented his houſe; vitered his griefes vnto him, asto a 
moſt eruſtic and faithfull friend. Thoſe whom [ ſpake of before, conſulted of ſome 
meanes how theſe ſpeeches might be heard of many; for the place of their two mec- 
ing muſt be priuate : andifthey ſhould ſtand behinde the doore, they were afraide 
of being ſec; » or of a noiſe; or leſt ſome ſuſpicion ſhould = by ſome 
chance. Betwcene the roofe and the ſccling, the three Senators (the place nolefle 
vnſcemely then the treaſon deteſtable) hid themſclues, and laide their cares cloſeto 

ad chinkes to liſten what was ſaid. In the mcane ſpace Zatiers haui 
found Sabin in the market place,as ifhe had ſome new marrer to tell him,drawe 

him home,and into his chamber;beginnerh , rip vp things paſt and preſent, which

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yeclded ſtore of matter,and inforceth new;bccaſions offeare. Sabinwe doth as much; 
and mare at large : the nature of griefes being ſuch ; that when wee once enter into 
 themhardlycanwefind anebd;, This done, they began immediatly their accuſati- 
on,and ſent letters vnto Cefar,declaring the order of their owne lewde pratiſc, and. 
ſhamefiill a&. The ys was:neucrin greater perplexitic and feare,then at that time: 
eucry.maneſtranging himſclfe-cuenfrom his necreſt kindred andacquaintance:they | 
auoydedallmectngs, confetences, c{chuing as well knowen friends, as ſtrangers : 
yeathcy haueancye to mute and ſenceleſſe things, and ſearched the roofes and wals 
of itheix houſes. But Tiberius requeſting by wrinng that the ſolemnitics of the-new 
yedremight be cclebrated-in the Kalends of: Tanuarie 3 turned his ralke to Sabine, 

ing him that hee had 9c we ſomeof his-freed men , to attempt ſomewhar 
agaialthis periſan; and therefore boldly demaundetha reuenge, which without de- 
hy-was graunted; and being condemned, hee was:drawne. and: haled with. his 

« garment, turned ouer his head, andalmaſt throtled,crycdalowd; Is this the begin- 
« ning of the new yeere ? be theſethe ſacrifices which are ſlaine in Seianme. honour ? 
« which way ſocucr he did caſt his eyes, or vnto whomſocuer he direed his ſpeech, 
« theyrall fled :the-place of aſſemblies and the ſtreetes were empricz ſomecame backe 
« and ſhewed. themſclucs againe, afeardfor thatthey were ſccne to be afcard. For 
« whatday Was paſt fice from executions; if betwixt the ſacrifices and the vowes , at 
« Whattimethe.cuſtome wasto abſtaine from prophane ſpeeches , fecters and -cordes 
T ken of ?. And it was faid that Tiberzus could not through ignorance incurre 
«c thiohaired ;but contrary, that hee ſoughtto hauc it knowne, that withoutany ler, 
« Bew Magiſtrates-might as well open thepriſons, as Temples and Altars. After that 
- hefencletrers ofrhankſgiuing,thar they had puniſhedan enemy to the State;adding 
with all, that he ftood in-feare of his life, and was icalous of his enemies pradtiſes, 
rs te puns fione : yetnoman doubted but he aimed at X-ro and dgrippine. If 
Hadinot purpoſed to declare the occurrents of the yeeres as they fell our ,; [could 
willinglyinthis place haue ſerdowne before his time, what cnds Latinius , and Op- 
Ja#,and cheothercontrivers of that lewd praftiſe had comevnto z. not onely after 
thatC\.Ceſer was come to the Empire, but whileſt Tiberius was yetaliue : who,as he 
wwouldnotſufferthe miniſters ofhis wickedneſle co be puniſhed by others; ſooften- 
&meshauing had'of their ſeruice his fill, and freſh offered to continue the trade; hee 
F6ught allmeanes to extinguiſh the old,as perſons odious vnto him. Bur what pu- 
nilkment theſe, and others of the like conditions endured , ſhall bee declared in his 

; placeand time. Then 4/imius Gallus whoſe children Agrippina was aunt vnto,thoughr 
ttcorntenient that Tiberizs ſhould vtter vnto the Senators of whom he ſtoad in feare, 
id ſuffered them to be remooued. Bur as it was thought Tiberius of all his vertues 
wasford ofnone ſo much as of his diflimularion; and therefore diſliked much chat 
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of Corneliut T acit us, 5 .

© þ | HE ſame yeere the Frifians beyond Rhene forſooke their obedience; rather 
| + rhrough oor couetouſneſſe, then impatiency of living vader our ſubie&tion. 
 . Druſmin regard of their ſmall abiljtie,- had1mpoſed a ſmall tribute onhem 
which was a certaine of oxe hides for the warre,no man reſpeRing what ſtrength or 
largeneſlc they were of: vntill Olcxnins a Capraine of -a principall: enligne andigo- 
nernour of the Friſians, madechoice of the skins ofthe beaſt called:Y rus, and:of thar 
bignes. As thathad beene a heauy burdenfor other nations; ſo the Germans could 
leatt ofall others endureit: whoſe woods although full ofhuge ſauage beaſts; yetar 
their houſes haue bur ſmall heards ; firſt therefore they deliucred:theſe oxen '; then 
thcirpoſſeſhons ; and laſtly the bodies of their wines and'children into: bondage. 
From hence grew their griefe and complaints : and ſeeing that: no 'marrelieued 
them, they ſoughtaredrefſe by warre ; layd hands on ſuch ſouldiers asreceigedithe 
tribute,and hangedthem vp. Ofernzus eſcaped the fury of the enemy by flying to a 
Caſtle called Fleuus, ſtrengthened with no ſmall power of citizens and confederatesz 
which held the coaſts of the Ocean in ſubieftion. Which when L. 4pronius Propre- 
tor of low Germany vnderſtood, he ſent for the chiefeſt enſignes of the legions of 
higher Germany,and aids aſwell of the horſmen as footmen,& brought both the ar- 
_ mies ouer Rhene,ſnto the Friſian land : the rebels forſaking rhe ficge ofthe Caltlero 
defend their own. Then Apronins maketh cauſeies and banks, & ſtrong bridges ouer 
the next arme of the ſea,for the huge armic to paſſe ouer. And in the mean time ha- 
uing found ſome foords,commandeth the wing of the Caninefares,& ſuch foormen 
as Erued vndervs, to hemin the enemy behinde. VWhoranged into battle aray to 
fight,droue backe the confederates,- and legionary horſmen ſent as an aide. Aﬀer 
that were ſent three cohorts wy armed ; then two more: and alittle after a ſtrong 
company of horſemen. Strength ſuffcient, if they had charged couragiouſly to- ' 
gether ; bur comming ſome after ſome, and dropping in by companies z they nei- 
ther gaue courage to the fearefull, butcarried away themſclues with like feare, ran 
all away for company. The reſidue of the aydes he commirted vnto Cethegus Labes, 
Lieutenant of the fift legion : who perceiuing things to go doubrfull on his ſide, ſenr 
to demand more ayd of the legions. The fitt legion couragiouſlic iſſuing firſt our 
with a hot Skirmiſh, put the enemy to flight ; receiued intothem the wounded and 
wearied cohorts. The Romane Capraine ſought neither to reuenge, nor bury the 
dead bodies ; although there had beeneflaine many Tribunes, Prete&s , and divers 
Centurions of marke and fame. It was after knowne by the fugitiues, that the fighe 
helde on vntill the next day, and that there werenine hundred Romans ſlaine in 2 
woode called Baduhenna : and that another power of fowre hundred which had ta- 
ken the village of Cruptorix, (which ſometime had receiued pay of the Romans) 
fearing treaſon, ſlew one another. This got the Friſians great renowne among the 
Germans : Tiberius diſſemblitig his loſles , leſt hee ſhould commit the charge to 
ſome other : and the Senare, being poſſeſſed with domeſticall feare , regarded not 
much whether the remote part of the Empire went diſhonourablie to wracke or 
not : butſtroken (as I have ſayd) into a feare, ſoughtaremedy by flatteric. And 
albeit they had propounded many matters to deliberate on, yet they decreed, 
that all layde aſide, therg'{hould bee two Altars creted, one vnto Clemencje, 
and another vnto FrienMhip :. and that C #ſars and Seiavus images ſhould _—_—

huſbands child, brought her grear as ſhe was to his own houle.After that ſhe had nos 
iſue,bur being vnited to Auguſt bloud, by the marriage of Germanicwand Agrippi- 
za, they had nephewes children common to them both. Her behauiour was, accor- 
ding to the carriage of ancienttimes z yet more courteous then wonicn of former 
es could well allow ; an-vntolerable mother, a tratable wife, wichthe ſubtlety of 
her huſband,and diſſimulation of her ſon,well medled and compoſed. Her funcrals 
were not ſumptuous, her teſtament long voide.She was praiſed in a funcrall oration 
beforethe Roſtra by C. Ceſar hernephewes ſonne, who notlong after ſucceededin 
foucraignty. But Tiberius omitting no part of his pleaſures, excuſed by. letters his 
abſence from his mothers obſequies, as though he had been hindred by itmportant 
affaires ; and vnder colour of modeſty, cut off many honorable ceremonies, which 
the Lords of the Senate had decreed ſhould be done in memory ofher z and eſpeci- 
ally that no divine ceremony ſhould be ordained for her, becauſe (ſaid he) ſuch was * 
her will. And in partof the ſame letters he found fault with ſuch as went aboutro 
win womens fauour & good will: therein couertly carping the Conſull Faſjw,a man 
highly in A«gu#w grace, & his crafts-maſter in winning of womens fauour,a ieſting 
mare,& oft accuſtomed bitterly to [coffe at Tiberius z iy. which great potentates 
kept long in memory. But now Tiberius began to grow work and worſe,and hisrule 
tyranous : for whileſt his mother liued, there was ſome refuge left, becauſe he had 
a long time accuſtomed to ſhew himſelfe durifull vnto her ; and Sezarw durit not 
 croſſe her : but then having asit were the bridle in their own hands,they brakelooſe 
at once, and letters were ſent againſt TYgrippinaand Nero z which the common 
ple iudged to haue beene ſent before, but kept backe by eLuguſia : fornot long af+ 
ter her death they were read in Senate, containing bitter an words ; yetne- 
ucr obieed thar he had borne armes, or ſtirred any rebellion againſt him, butonly 
vnnaturall loues to young men, and incontinent if. But againſt his daughter ir 
law hedurſt not obie& ſomuch, but onely her arrogant and proud ſpeeches, and 
obſtinate minde.

One faineth himſclfe to be Druſtis 
| Germanicus ſonre. 


DF Y Hether itbe a more lamentable caſe to beaccuſed for breach of friend- 
/ ſhip, ortoaccule his friend, I catinotwell judge : * no mans cruelty or 
clemencie will I try : * but free and bearing my ſelfe on my owne con- 
« ſence, I will prevent danger. I beſeech you, that you would not haue me in te- 
« membrarice rather in mourning and ſad then ioyfull manner and cheerefull, recko- 
« ning tein thenwnber of thoſe which hauc eſcaped publike calamities by an ho- 
<< norable end. Then talking now with one,now another,as by chance they were neer 
<«-ynto him, he ſpent agrear part of the day either in entertaining, or raking leaue of 
« then. And hating many about hin, which noted how reſolute and aſſured hewasin 
&« countenance, to man dreaming any ſuchmarter,with a ſword which he had hidden 
« yndet his garments, flew himſelfe ; and after he was dead, Ceſar vicd no —_— 
| pro 
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rockfull and injurious ſpeeches, nor obieed any. ſuch heingus matter againſt 
| fm 25 he did againſt Blefis, After this, P. Carli, and Pomoni 5 das caulc. 
was heard. Vitellius they accuſed, that he had offered the coffers'of the publicke 

treaſury whereof he hd charge, and the money which wasin chem for uldicrs | 
pay, to ſtirrers vp of new broiles. The other Con/idews, who had bene once Pretor, 
accuſed for hauing had grear friendſhip and amitie with Yelius Gallus, who after” 
that Seianus was punilhed, fled ro Pomponius gardens , as to a place of ſafe refuge : 
both ofthemiin their diſtreiſe hauing no other comfort lefr but rhe conſtancy of 
their brothers ; who became baile for their life. Shortly after , Yite/lius through 
many delayes betwixr gs and feare wearicd our, vndercolour of vſingitin his ſtu- 
dic , asking for a penknife, lightly prickta veine, and ended his life with griefe and 
anguiſh of minde. But Pomporigs being a Gentleman of a gallant carriage and ex- 
cellent wit, Cams cow. fortune patiently , ouerliued Tiberius. Then was there 
order taken though the peoples anger were mitigated , and many others pacified 
withthe former puniſhment, thatthe reſt of Seianes children ſhould bee puniſhed; 
Whercupon they were caried to priſon, the ſon haning ſome feeling of the danger 
which hung oner his head ; bur the daughter was ſoſimple , that ſhee often asked, 
whither they woul& lead her, and for what? that ſhee would doc no more fo z and 
that it was ſufficient to chaſtice her with the rodde like a childe. The Writers of 
thattime affirme, that becauſe it was neuer heard of before , that a virgin ſhould ' 
be put to death according tothe cuſtome of the Triumuiri : that ſhee was deflowred 
by the exccittioner immediately before the haltar was put about her necke: and both 
ſtrangled. The bodics of theſe yong and tender children were caſt into the Gemo- 
nies, a place where condemned perſons were throwne downe headlong. About 
the ſametime, Aliaand Achaia were put intoa very great fright, though it con- 
tinued not long, with a rumour that Draſus, Germanicus ſonne, had beene ſeene firſt 
in the Ilands Cyclades, and aftcrwardin the continent. But it was a yoong man of 
like age, whom ſome of Ceſars freed men by a ſubtile praQiſe followed, bea- 
ring men in hand, they knew it be him. Suchas knew him not, were drawne by 
the fame af his name, and the Greckes eſpecially , prone to all new and ſtrange 
wonders.1t was reported he had _ out of priſon and fled to his fathers army, 
ſome both fayningand belecuing wirhall that hee would inuade Acgypt or Syna. - 
Youth flocked already to him very cheerefully ; many fignes of loue publikely 
ſhewen him, feeding themſeclues with the preſent vaine Lon of what might hap- 
pen. When as Popper Sabinws had tidings thereof , who was then occupied mt 
the affaires of Macedonia, had charge alſo oucr Achaia': he therefore, wete 
report true or falſe, ro preuent all things , haſtening oucr the Toronzan 2nd 

hermean cut, and pafling by Eubcea, an Hand of the Aegean ſea, and Pi 2 
coaſt of Attique, the Corinthian ſhore, and the ſtreights of Iſthmum ; by er 
ſea came to Nicopolis, a colonie of the Romaines : and there after a ca 
examination vnderſtandeth who he ſhould bee. He ſayd hee was 24. S:lanus ſonne, 
and that many of his followers hauing forſaken him, hee embarked himſelfe, as 
though hee meant to traucll into Italy. Theſe things hee ſignified to Tiberius by 
writing: neither hauc we found any thing more of the beg_ or end of this mat- 
tr, Towards the end of the yeere a quarrell ofcertaine Conſuls burſt forth, which 
had beene a long time a breeding. For T0 little regarding what enemies heepro- 
cured, and well prattiſed at the barre, vnderhand carped Regulus, as being c 
In opprefling Sezanus miniſters. Regulus, vnleſle greatly prouoked , of a tem

he wallowed in, thaf, as the manner of the kings was, hee defiled and abuſed'nobie - 
mens ſonnes vnder age; and not only the welfauoured and: comflieſt, but therjodet' 
and well nurtured , and whoſe modeſt behauiour ſhewed'the Rtocke from whenee 
they grew,ſerucd him for prouocatis of filth, Then firſt ofall werethoſe vaknowen + 
words of Scllarics and Spintries found our of the filthines of the place, and ſundry 
| ſorts of ſufferance of abuſe. Some of his'ſfayes had charge to ſeeke themout, and 
bring them ro him ; alluring ſuch by gifts as ſhewed themſelges willing and readiey- 
and threatning ſuch as refuſed : and if either their neere friends or-parents wenta«- 
bout to detaine them, and vſcd violence, and carried them away perforce z ard <x-/ 
erciſcd their wils on them as if they had beene captiues. Butar Rqne inthe begin 
ning of the yere ſeuerc iudgements were giuen againſt Lisie, and againſt her ima-" 
ges, and other memories conſectated in her honour; as if her lewdnes had then firs 
come to light,and had nor beene alteady puniſhed. © The Scpives gaue their 0j 
that S:5anus goods ſhould be taken from the publike treaſurie, and putin the Princes 
priuate cofers. The Silanians and Caſhans were ofthe ſame opinion , and vrgediie+ 
with the ſame termes, or not greatly changed : when on the ſuddenatd vnlooketd# 
for, Togonins Gallus among thoſe Noblemen, chruſting himſelfe forward, being but 
of baſe and low calling,had thic hearing giuen him,asa matter to laugh at? for he de- 
ſired the Prince to chooſe rwentie by lor. out of a certaine number of Setia« 
tors, to garde and defend his perſon with weapon, as oft as hee went to the Senate;

Tiberius neuertheleſſe accuſtomed ſometimes to interlace ſerious matters with- 
Skoffes , thanked thie Lords for their good will : yet demaunded'whom' hee mighe , 
omit? or whom he migtir chooſe ? wherher alwayes the ſame, or ſometimes ” 
intheir ſtead ? ſuchas had borne office , or young men : priuate perſons or Magi- ” 
firates? what a goodly ſight ir would be to ſee them rake a [word in hand at theens 2?

Trives ruite deferred. Haterius was ſo much the more odious , becauſe thar wi- 
ed and vnluſtic with ſleepe , or laſciuious watchings , and through his dull 
fic diſpoſition, nothing fearing the Prince, though cruell, euen in his brothel 
houſes, and looſelt laſciuiouſnes,dreampr of nothing bur how to ſubuert the nobi- 
lic. After that, Cotta Heſſalinus, the authour of cucry cruell fentence,and hated of 
oldi, as: ſgoncas occaſion was offercd , was accuſed to haue vttered certaine things 
' againſt Ce/ar; and among others, that he was in his ſecret parts both man and wo- 
man, andaftera bankerquthe birth day of Azguitaamong the Prieſts, hee tearmed 
thata Nouendingll ſupper, or belonging to a mortuary : and that repining at AY. Le- 
dws,and L. efruntius power and authoritic:, hauinig a ſuite depending againſt them 
'4 money mattcr,he ſhould ſay, that them the Senate would defend, but mee my | 
little Tabereus will ſupport. Thechicfe of the citie conuited him withour any delay, 
and purſuing him cagerly, he appealed to the Emperour. And not long after letters 
were brought from T:beriws,in which in manner of a defence , calling ro minde rhe 
beginning of friendihip berweene him and Co#r4, and his many good curnes and ſer- 
uices, requeſted that words might not be hardly wrefted, ethe ſimplicitie of 
tableralke mightnotbeimpured to him as a crime. The beginning of theſe letters 
« off afars was worth the fioting, which was this: VhartT ſhall write vatoyou Lords 
« ofthe Senat,or how I ſhal write, & whar I ſhall nor write at all, atthis time the gods | 
« and the goddefles confound mee worſe then I feele and know my felfe daily to pe- 
« tifh,if 1 know. So far his villanous demeanor turned to his own ſcourge and puniſh- 


mene. 
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ment. - And therefore that moſt deepe wiſe man did not ſay without cauſe, that if 
Tyrants mindes were laid open, a man ſhould fee them corne and rentinſunder:for 
as the body is rent with ſtripes; ſo the mindeis tormented with cruclty, wanton af- 
feions, andeuillcounſels. Forneither his great fortune, nor ſolitary places could 
defend Tiberius, burrhar himſelfe confellſed rhe tormientsand puniſhment which lay 
hidden in hisbreaſt. Then the Senators hauing receined aurhoricie to determine 
of Gecilianus according to their willes , who had vetered many things againſt Cotts > 
theiriudgement was thar he ſhould receiue theſame puniſhment, that Areſciue and 


Sauquinius had, who were £. _rruntive actulers. mthe which-nothing ever - 
hapned more honourable to Corrs: who being indeed of noble bigth,-buc through - 
riot needy, and infamous for his vices, 'in honourable puniſhment is made cquallto - 


Arruntius, a man of fincere and honeſt life.. .- 


II. Terentius defences, why he ſbould not be puniſhed like unto 
other of Scianus friends. 


A Yintus Sernexs after this , and Minutins Thermas were broughtin. Servius 
(+ beene Pretor, and Germanicus companion: . Minutine a Gentleman, and 
ho in Seiazws friendihip had carried himſelfe modeſtly;and therefore botki 
the more pitied. But Tiberius contrariwiſe blaming chem as principall agencs, com+ 
maunded C.Ce/tiss an old Senator, to reporr vnto the Senators whathee had'wrics 
ten vnto him : whereupon Czſti#s vndertoake the accuſation : a'miſcrable cala- 
mitie of thoſe times thatrhe chicfeſt of the Senators, ſome gpenly, ſome ſecretly, 
layed the partof baſe promooters : and further, no man able to know the ſtranger 
From the kinſeman; nor friends from ſuch as he neuer ſaw before z nor things lately 
committed from ſuch as through continuance of time were almoſt forgotten, They 
were accuſed of all they had ſpoken whereſocuer , either in the place of aſſemblies, 
or at their table; eucry man making haſte to preuent, and be another in/car- 
rying of tales; ſome of them to ſaue themſelues; otherſome infected as it were with 
a diſeaſe gotten by corfuerling with others. But MMmmniins and Seruiat were condems 
ned, and their goods giuen the accuſers. J1uliss Africans borne at Santon a towne 
_ in Gallia, and Seius 9uadrarus were drawen into the like miſhap; bur the occafion 
why, I haue not found. | am not ignorant that the dangers and puniſbment of 
many haue beene omitted by writers being ouer-wearicd with multitude ; or fea+ 
ring leaſt thoſe things ſhould be tcelious ro the Readers, which ſeemed ſuperfluous 
and lamentable ro themſclues in rehearſing. : There haue come things to our 
eares worthie the knowledge : alrhough other haue nor oncer them. For art 
the felfe-ſame time that the reſt colourably ſeemed to ſhake off the amiric 
had with Scranss, 24. Terentius a Gentleman of Rome, although arraigned for his 
labour, durſt auouch it, beginning his ſpeech for his defence before the Lords of the 
Senate in this mannes. It would be peraduencure leſſe behooucfull for my eftatero ,; 
acknowledge, then deny the crime I am c with : but hap what hap may,[ will ,, 
confeſſe that I haue beene Seiames friend , and that I defired ſoro be yz and thar after ,, 
I had obtained his friendſhip I was glad of it. I had fecne him ioynt Officer with ,, 
my father in the gouermentof the Prztorian Cohort, and not long after in niana- ,, 
ing of citie affaires and marters of war. His kinſmen and allies were aduanced to ,, 
: as cuery man was inward with Seianas,ſo was he graced by Ceſar. Andcon- ,, 
trariwife, fuch as were notinhis fauour , lined in feare and diſtreſſed with pouertie. ,, 
Neither doe I alleage 4 ET Os example of this : all of vs who were not priuy ,, 
to his laſt attempts, with the danger of my onely cftare I will defend. © Nor.

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« austhe Vulſinienſis; buta part of the Claudian and Tulian ngenvich by alliance 
« he had entered intogtby ſonne in law Cſar, thy companion in the-Conſulthip , and

« reucrenceand honour. Itis not our parts to iudge: ' him whom thou doft exalt a 
«« boxc the reſt, nor for whar conſiderations. To thee the higheſt iudgment of things 
« the gods haue giuen; and vnto vs the glory of obedience is left. Wee looke vnto 
« thoſe things which wee ſee before our eyes 3 whom thou doeſt inrich ; whom thou 
« docſt aduance to honours; who hauc greateſt power of hurtingor helping; which

A Feer that Tiberius ſent letters againſt Sext. YefFilzus ſometime Pretor, and 
A welbeloued of Dreſi his brother,and choſen to be one of his gard. The cauſe 
= = of diſpleaſure againſt Yei/ias; was cither becauſe he had compoſed certaine 

| writings againſt Ceſarsvncleanc life, or falſly farhered vpon Kim, gaue credite to the 

reporters : & thereupon being baniſhed the Princes court & familiarity, hauing firſt 
ne about with his owne old feeble hand to flay himſclfe bound vp his veines: and 

1h the meane ſpace hauing intreated the Princes fauour, and recciucd a rigorous 
anſwere, did arlaſt open + Ja Thenat once were accuſed of treaſon, Annins Pol- 
lio, Appins Silanus, Scaures Mamercas, Sabinas ( alaiſqus, and Vienianus alſo brought 
in with his father for company, allof them well deſtended and ſome in authority. 
The Lords of the Senate quaked for feare 3 for how many was there which was not 
either allied, or a friend of one of thoſe noble men? But Ce/{us Tribune of the city 
cohort, and then an informer deliuered _2ppins and Caluifaus from danger. Ceſar de- 
ferred Pollioes, Vicinianus and Scaurus cauſe, that himſelfe might haue the hearing of 
it with the Senators :-hauing given outalready tokens of heauy diſpleaſure againſt 
Scaurus, Not ſo muchas women bur were partakers of danger : and if not attain- 
tcd for attempting to aſpire to the Empire ; yet broughrin queſtion for their teares : 
and/itisan old woman Fuſs Geminus mother was put to death, becauſe ſhe bewai- 
led the death of her ſonne. Theſe things were donein Senate. And where the Prince 
was;the like was praQtiſed : Yeſceularius Atticus , and Twins Marinus two of his moſt 
familiar friends , which accompanied him to Rhodes , and at Capreas neuer depar- 
red from him, were putto death. Ueſcw/arue was the meſſenger to and fro when the 
_ treacherie was wrought againſt Zibo. Marinss was of Seienss counſel when hee put 
Cartins Atticus to.death 3 moſt men being glad to ſee them taken in the ſnare ;" y 
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laidfor others, Aboutthe ſametime Z. P;/o high Prieſt died anaturall death,which 
was arare matter in thoſe times in a may of ſo great nobility ; Heneuex of hitnſelfe 
propounded any marter which ſmelled of flattery or baſe mindes;andif hewere for- 
cedrhereto, he vſcd great modetatignin doing it. His facher,as I haue already faid, 
had beene Cenſor; he liued to the age of foureſcore; ning is; Ficace deſerucd the 
triumphall ornaments. Bur his great credit roſe in that, that being newly created 
Prouoſt of the Citic, he did gouerne exceeding moderately all che time of his conti- 
nuallrule : irkeſome through vawontednefle of obedience. For in times paſt when 
che Kings or Conſuls went out of the Ciric, leſt ſhe ſhould be left without gouerne- 
ment, c was.one choſen for atimeable to giue cuery man right, ws panacy 
for all ſudden accidents. And it is ſaid that Dentres Ronwhue, had the ſame charge + 
giuen him by Rowulw ; after that Numa Adarcims by Tull Hoſtilins, and Spuriue Lu- 

cretws by Terquinius Superbus. Then that the Conluls had the charge of commigei 
this - 4 z and a ſhadow of itcontinucth vnto this day; as oft as the Latine feaſtes 
are ſolemniſed,, one is appointed ouer the reſt to cxerciſethe ropme of a Conſull, 
But Avgu/tus in the time of ciuill warres, made Cilnizs Mecenas a Gentleman , Pro- 
uoſt ouer Rome and all Italy, Then being Lord and maſter of the Empire by reaſon 
of the greatnes of the aha and ſlow aide which the Lawes afforded;he choſe our 
one , of ſuch- as had beene Conſuls , to bridle the bond-menand ſuch Citizensas 
through audaciguſneſſe would grow troubleſome, vakeſle they fhoodinawe..,, The 
firſt that receiued that authoritie; but kept it but a while, was MHefadls Coruine , as 
vnable to diſcharge it. Then T aur Statilias , although hee were very aged, went 
through it with great commendation. After that P;ſa was well liked for the ſpace of 
twenty nas by order of the Senate hon with publike funcrals.[t was af- 
terward propounded before the Lords ofthe Senat by Qain#ilianm Tribune of the 
people, concerning the Sibyls booke , which Caninixe Galle one of the fifteene,,. re- 
queſted might be receiued among other books of the ſame prophiteſle; and deman- 
ded it might be (o eſtabliſhed by decree of Senate : which being giuen by common 
conſent, Ceſar ſent letters ſomewhat reprehending the Tribune, as ignorancof the 
old cuſtome by reaſon of his youth; and vpbraided Gals that being old and prati- 
ſd in the ſcience and ceremonies; neuertheleſſe had demaunded the opinion of the 
Senators not fully aſſembled ; the author being vacertaine and before the Colledge 
had yeelded their iudgement; neither as the cuftome was , the verſes hauing beene 
read and waighed by the Maſters. Withall he aduertiſed them, becauſe that many 
vaine things were publiſhed vader the name of famous men , that Augu/fue had vn- 
der penaltic ſer downe a day, within which ſuch bookes ſhould be brought to the ci- 
ty-Pretor; and. that it was not lawfull for any to hane themin their priuace poſleſh- 
on. The like decree was eſtabliſhed by our Predeceſlors alſo; and atter that the Ca- 
pitoll was burntin the ciuill war, their yerſes were ſought in Samum, in Ilium, Ery- 
thrum; through Afeicke allo, Sicily, and the Colonies of Italy,whether they were 
one or many : the buſineſſe being committed tothe. Prieſts to diſtinguiſh rhe true 
Prophecies from the falſe, as necre as might be by the iudgement of man. And then 
allo the booke was referred to the examination of the fiftcene. VVhen the ſame men 
were Conſuls, through a dearth of corne and other proviſions, they grew almoſt to 
acommotion : and many things for many dayes together were in the Theatre more 
licenciouſly demanded with greater cagerneſle, then the manner had beene to de- 


mand things of the Emperours. Whereat being mooued, he blamed the Magſtrates 
and Senators that they had not b pe pun. rey brideled the inf of the 


people : and added wichall, how tar greater quantity of cornehee had cauſed to be

brought then Hugs, and out of whar Prouinces. - Whereupon'adecree of Se- 
nate was enaQted/,-to reſtraine the people, according to the a denericls , the 
Conſuls being no lefſe forward ro publiſh ir : his owne ſilence in'the cauſe was nor 
conſtrued to a paine of ciulitic as he looked i ſhould be, bur was impured ro his 
pride. Intheend of that yere,GemininsCelſus, Pompeius, Gentlemen of Rome, were 

etodeath for conſpiracies; among whicf, Geminime through prodigalitie and 
fooſeneflc of life, and a friend ro Sriamme, was a manof nothing. And Jul Cel. 
ſus a Tribune, looſing the chaine he was bound with ar largez then winding it abou 
and forcing himſelfe a contrary way,brake his owne necke. Bat &ubrius Fabatus de- 
ſpairing of the Romane affaires, and fleeting to the Parthians , and broyghr- backe 
Bike fromthe iraights of Sicily by a Centurion, had keepers appointed him, nor a- 
ble to alleadge any probable cauſes of his long voiages; yet he eſcaped vopuniſhed, 
rather through forgetfulneſſe then clemency. o |

CN Er.Galbs , and L. Sulls being Conſuls, Tiberius hauing a langtime bethoughr 
— * himſelfe what huſbands he ſhould prouide his Neeces , whole-age now came 

— on, made choiſe of L. Cafzus, and M-Vinicins. Vintins kindred came out of a 
ſmall rowne , himſelfe borne at .Calles : bur his father and grandfather were Con- 
ſuls: chereſt of his kindred were Gentlemen : he was 6f a milde diſpoſition, and ve- 
ry doquent, L. Cefus was deſtended of one of the comman people at Rome, bur 
ancient and noble; and brought vp vnder the ſcucre' diſcipline of his father 3 and oft- 
ner commended forhis courteſie then induſtrie. To him he giuerh Druſilla; to Yins- 


RIES Germanicas children: and writeth to the Senate touching that mar- 
"wir 


ref , alight commendation of the young men. - Then hauing yeelded ſome 
cauſes of his abſence , but very exrrauagant;- came to matters of greater moment, 
and thediſpleaſures and diſlikes he had incurred for the Common-wealth : and re- 
queſted rhat Macro the Prouoſt , and ſome few of the Tribunes and Centurions, 
might as oft as he came ro the Senate, enter into the Curia with him. And albeir 
the Senate made a decree very generall, without preſcribing any number, or quali- 
| ticof perſons, hee was o ine from comming to any priuate Counſell, that hee 
neuer came ſo much as to the Citie; coafting about it, and for the moſt part in by- 
wayes,and ſtill auoiding his Countrey as much as hecould. In the meane ſeaſon, a 
great rabble of informers roſe vp againſt ſuch Vſurers as tooke more for cenſidera- 
tion of their money, then they might by the law made by Ceſar the DiQaror con- 
cerning the manner of lending, and holding poſſeſſion within Italy y long negleted 
heretofore, becauſe the publike good' is leſſe ſer by,then priuate commoditie. Vſu- 
rie in very deede hath beene an olde diſeaſe in-the Citie, and often a cauſe of 
ſedirtions and diſcords; and for that cauſe harh bin reſtrained in- ancient and lefle 
corrapt times. For firſt it was ordained by the law of the twelue tables,that no man 
ſhould take abouec one in the hundred ; when as before that time , it was as plea- 
ſed the moneid men. Afﬀer that, by a Tribunitian law it was brought vnto halfe 
one inthe hundred; and in the end Vſury was wholly forbidden : and many lawcs 
made bythe people to cur off all fraude; which often repreſſed, reuiued againe by 
| ftrange (lights and deuiſes. Butrhen Gyacbus being Pretor;, vnro whom the cxami- 

ning of that queſtion fell, conſtrained by the multitude of ſuch as were indan- 
gered thereby ; propounded rhe- matter-before the: Lords of the Senate : who

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- daunted chereat ( for there was notone of them free from that fault) craued refpi 
of the; Prince : hee:granted them a yeerc and fixe monerhs : withinwhich time, 'e- 
very man according tothe preſcriprof law ſhould fertle his eftate; "and make vp 
his domeſticall accompts. Heereupon cuery man calling in his'debts, on a'fiidden 
enſueda great want and ſcarcity of money; andbyreafon ſoimany were condtm- 
ned, and their goods fold, all the money ready coyned wenteither to the Princes; 
or publike treaſurie. Belides this, the Senate ordayned thartwoparts of the. V/ſary 
money ſhould be beſtowed vpon lands jnlralic : burrhe creditpurs diſtikedirhar, 
and vrged the payment of the whole, as a'marter impayring the creditiof the patrics 
conuented, to goe from their word. Soatrhe firſt was grear running hicher 
and.thither,and enrreaties:then they flocked about the Prerors tribunall : and thoſe 
chings which were found for a remedy, as ſelling and buying of fuch mens goods; 
curned to a contrary effe, becauſe rhe Vſurers had hoorded vpall their money ro 
buy land. And becauſe the multitude of ſellers, was cauſe that the value of lands 
was ratcd at a very, low and vile price : how much the more a man was indebred, 
the loather he was to ſell. And many werethruſt our of all they had : and the-de- 
cay of their wealth carried their credit and fame headlong after ;-vnnill Tiberius re- © 
lecued them, by*purring a * hundred million ſefterces in banke, andlent irforthres , | _ 
yeeres ſpace without conſideration or intereſt, if the debtor could giue ſecurity'to 58:20. yur. 

By rhatmeanesrheir cre- 
dit was. reſtored,and other particular creditors by litgeand little found : neirher 
was the buying of lands pra&tifed according to the forme of the decree of Scare, 
hotly atthe beginning purſued, as almoſt all ſuch rhings arc; but in the end careteſly

Fter that, the olde feares returne againe, Con/idius Protulus being aceuſet"of 
A\ wenn : who celebrating his birth day not doubting any thing, was drawn 
ro the Curia, and atrhe ſame time condemned ahd put to dearhy and his 
ſiſter Sancia baniſhed, &. Pomponius being accuſer ; who being of anvaquicrandbu- 
fie diſpoſition, pretended he had done this and thart,and all to currie fauour with the 
Prince, thereby to ſteed his brother Ponponins Secundus , who was then in danger. 
Baniſhmentis likewiſe decreed againſt Pompeia HMarriva, whoſe husband & farther 
in law, the one of Argos,and the other of Lacedztmon ; men ofmarkand reputation 
among the Achzans, Ceſar had already afflited and brought to tuine. Her father 
likewiſe, a famous gentleman of Rome, and her brother;who had beene Preror,ſee- 
ing that their condemnation was at hand, flew themſelues. It was'imputed vnto 
them for a fault, thatGs. Magus madereckoning as of a ſpeciall friend of Theophas 
pes Mytileneus their great grandfather :* and that the Grecian flacteric after his 
death, had giuen him diuine honour. After theſe Sext. Marius the richeſt man of 
all Spaine, was accuſed to haue committed inceſt with his daughter, 'and was caft 
headlo from the Tarpcian rocke. And little doubt but his exceeding wealth was 
his pms. eos foralchough his gold mines wereconfiſcated, yet Tiberius reſerned = 
them for himſelfe ; & by much blood ſheddinggrowing more bloody; comimanded 
© allthoſeto beexecuted which werein priſon, and accuſcd of confederacie with Sez4- ' 
zus. The butchery'was greatinall ſexcs, andall ages,'noblemen, common people, 
{catered heereand there, or gathered imoheapes, Neither was it lawfull —_ | 
men 
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kinſmen and friehds v9" to bewaile their caſe; nor yet tocome oft to ſee 
them ; but there were and ſpies on cuery ſide, intentiue topric what Jamen- 
ration eucry min made ; which followed rhe purrified bodies, vntill they were thro- 
Carine the riucrof Tiber::Andif any of them were found floting on the water, 
ordriuen'to the bankes, no man durſt burne them nor touch them : all familiar ſo- 
cietie arid intercourſe of humanitic was loſt through feare and violence ; and how 
muchcruelty increaſed ;.fo farre pitie was baniſhed. Abour the ſame time C, C/e 
bearing his grandfather company from Capreas , tooke to wife Claudia daughter of 
Af. Silenas, cloaking his cruell and bloody diſpoſition with aconnterfeirm ; 
notoncevttering fo muchas aword of the condemning of his mother; the bani 
ingof his brathers : but whatſocucr minde Tiberins had pur on, of the like habire 
hee ſhewed himfelfe ; and nor much differing from him in words: Whereupon a 
witty ſaying of the Orator Pſricnus was commonly applyed ro him : Thar there 
was neuer better ſeruant then he, nor worſer maſter. I will not omit Tiberius pro- 
[90m of Sergius Gelbs then Conſull : who hauing ſent for him, and ſounded him of 
et purpoſe with diners ſpeeches ;at laſt in Greeke vtrered vnto him this ſentence : 
And thou Gaibs at ſometime ſhalt rafſte of the Empire. Signifying that his rule 
ſhould belong a comming, and dure bur a ſhort time 3 as karning that skill of the 
Chaldzans Art; for attaining of which he hadidle time art es, and Traſwllus 
for his maſter 3 whoſe cunning hee tryed by this meanes. As oft as he would conſult 
with them touching any marter, hee went vp to the higheſt partof the houſe with 
onely one freed man in his company , vnlearned , butof a ſtrong and able bodice; 
whom he cauſed to leade him the way ouer hard and difficult paſſages and btoken 
rockes ( for his houſe did hang ouer the rockes ) whoſe cunning and-Mre'Tiberias 
did purpoſe to tric : thatin returning backe, if any icaloulic of vanitic or treach 
had enteredinto his minde, he would throw him headlong intothe Sea which was 
vnder him, leaſt he ſhould bewray his ſecrets. Th4ſallas being then brought into 
thoſe rocks,and mouing Tiberi»s which moued him many queſtions, and foretellivg 
himvery skilfully future things, and that hee ſhould. bee Emperour ; Tiberias asked 
him farther, whether he had found out the houre of his owne natiuitic ; and whar 
ſhonld happen co himſelfe that yeare, and that ſame day. Who having covſidered 
the aſpe&s of the Starres, a nd meaſured their diſtances, began firſt to doube ; and 
thento feare ; andthe more hee viewed them ; ſomore and more hee was ſurpriſed 
withadmiration and feare ; and at laſt cryed our, that he was ready to fall mro moſt 
doubrfull and imminent danger. Then Tiberius embracing him, reioyced that hee 
had forſeene hisowne dangers, and promiſed hee ſhould cſcape them ; and raking 
choſe things which he had ſaid for Oracles, held him afterward among the number 
of his deercſt friends. Ven I hearc of theſe and the like things, 1 cat 'give no 
 certaine iudgement, wherher the affaircs of morrall men are gouerned by fate and 
immutable neceſſitiez or haue their courſe and change by chanceand fortune. For 
chou ſhalt finde , thatas well thoſe which were accounted wiſein ancient times, as 
ſuchas were imitators of their ſe&, doevaric and diſagree therein : ſome doe reſo- 
lutely belccue that the gods have no care of mans beginning or ending z no, not of 
man arall. VWherecof it proceedeth that the vertuousare toſſed and afflited with 
ſo. many miſferies; and the vitious and bad triumph with ſo great proſperities.Con- 
trarily others arc of opinion, thar fate and deſtiny may well ſtand with the courſe of 
ourations,yet nothing at all depend of the Planers and Starres, bur proceed from a 
connexion of naturall cauſcs as from: their beginning. ' And theſe grant withall, 
that we hauc free choiſe and cleftion what courſe of life to follow : which being

they <ſteeme thoſe things to bee good or bgd which the vulgar ſorrdoe (o call-3-for 
andy which ſceme to be op reſled with miſcrie, are happiehe endure theirad- 


nerſitic with conſtancie : and many which flow in wealth ; 


if they vſe their proſperity vnaduiſedly, And yer of ſome it may be ſayd,that their 


deſtinicsarc known ar their birth : & if they fall our otherwiſe then hath beene fore- 


told, it proceedeth of the ignorance of the decceitfull reporter 3 and ſotheart is diſ-- 
credited, whoſe cleere and evident proofes , former and preſenttimes haue tried :- 


for bythe ſonne of the ſame Traſallw, Neroes Empire was foretold; as in conucnient 
time it ſhall be declared, becauſe will not now digrefſe from my purpoſe.

ellius Blandus; 


TT He ſame men being Conſuls, 4/iniss Gallus died ; and no man doubting , but 
for want oftaking ſuſtenance; bur wherher willingly or of neceflity, that is 
vncertaine.And Ceſar being asked,wherher he would ſuffer him to be buried, 

was not aſhamed to permitirt z and further to accuſechance and fortune, that had: 
taken away the criminall perſon before he had beene openly conuinced ; as though 
thatin three yeeres ſpace there wanted time of proceeding to indgement againſt an 
old Conull, and father of ſo many Conſuls. After that,Druſus was made away,ha- 
uing ſuſtained himſclfe the ſpace of nitie daies with a miſerable foode, by cating the 
flockeg of his bed. Some haue written, that Afecro had order ſent him,thar if Sejanss 
ſhould attempt to take armes, the yoong man ſhould be fetcht out of priſon (for hee 
was kept in hs Palace) and made Capraine ouer the people: bur becauſe it was in- 
- continently rumored that Ceſar would be reconciled to his daughter in law, and ne- 
phew, he ſhewed that he deſired rather cruelty, then be ſorry for that hehad done: 
ca and having innaighed againſt him after he was dead, obiced, hee was looſe of 
ife, hurtfull and dangerous tohis, and cuilly affeed toward the Common. wealth: 
and withall commanded all that to be recited , which hee had cauſed day by day to 
be putin writing,both of his words and deeds : a thing ſo cruell that nothing more, 
chat he ſhould ſo many yeercs haucappointed ſpies to obſerue his countenance, his 
lamentation, 'yea priuate murmurings : and ſcarce credible , that the grandfather 
could endure to Nova it, read it, and publiſhit, were it not that thelettersof 
Atins the Centurion, and Didymus his Freed-men did declare the: names of ſuch 
bondſlaucs, which had cither ftroken Druſ#s, or put him ina fright, as hee went our 
of his chamber. Yea the Centurion added his owne words, full of cruelty againſt 
Druſas, as a matter worthy praiſe z and Draſ«s anſwer againe as he fainted and drew. 
towards his end : in which feywing as though he had bene diſtratedof his wits, wi- 
ſhed Tiberiws all ill lucke and misfortune : and: then ſecing himlelfe paſt all hope of 
life, curſed him moſt deadly, praying the gods, thatas he had flaine his daughter 
in law,his brothers ſon,and his nephews, and filled all his houſe with bloud;(Þ, = 
would reuenge and puniſh him for an cxample to his name, his ſtocke, predecet- 
ſours, and poſterity, The Lords of the Scnate were troubled with theſe ſpecches,

making ſhew of deteſting them, but they were ſtricken into a feare and admirati- * 


on; that he, who had beene ſocunning and crafty heeretoforeincloaking his lewd- 
neſſe, ſboild now become ſo confident, that. (as though the walles were throwne 


downe) he durſtſhew that his nephew bcaten by his'Centurion and ſtroken = his 
aucs,

choſen, we are guided after, by a cerraine arder of cauſes vnto our ttid; Neithet dd:

ſlaucs ſhould aske for meat in vaine to ſaue his life. This griefe was-ſcarce gone, but 
the nextnewes were of Lerippine, whom 1 thinke lince Sean death vnull now 
lived with hope; and ſec rcruelty was ho whit: remitred , willingly ended her 
life -; vnleſſe that famiſhed for want of ſuſtenance, it was falſely giuen out the dicd 
tha death of her ſelfe, Far Tiberius layd grieuous ctimesto hercharge, acculing her 
ofvncleannes of life and that 4/7775 Galw was the adulterer ;; and that ſeeing him 
dead, ſhe loathed any longerto liue. Butin very deed 4gripprne notcontented with: 
. reaſon, and y of rule,taking vpon her cares fitrather for menthen women,had 
ſhaken off all vices incidentto her owne (exe. Shedied thedelte-ſame day that ewo 
yeeres before Sezanu died ; which C/ar thought worthy of record zand vantcd that 
ſhe had neither beene ſtrangled , nor throwne hEWlang from the Gemonies. For 
this he hadthankes ginen him by the Senate; and order taken that the fifteene Ka- 
lends of Nouember, which was the day they both died; ſome gift ſhould be offcred 
vp to /upiter. Not long after Cocceiu Nerus , who was continually at the Princes 
elbow ; a man very expert in diuine and humane lawes , being in perfe& diſpoſition 
of body, teſolied with him ſelfe to dic : which when Tiberizs vaderſtood, he went 
tovilit him, ſare by him, and inquired the cauſes of his intention, and intreated 
him z confeffingarlaſtthatit would be a burden to his conſcience, and a giſcredir, if 
the chicfeſt of his fricnds ſhould withour cauſe of death ſhew himſelfe weary of 
life. But Nersadiſliking his-fpeech, would rake no more ſuſtenance. Thoſe which 
beſt knew his meaning, gauc out, that deepely fecing into what calamaties the com- 
mon-wealth was like ro fall into, maued with anger and feare, whileſt his credit was 
vntouched, and his perſon vnattempted, would cnd his life with that honeſt death. 
Agrippinaes ruine driuen withit (which is ſcarce credible) Plancinees deſtruttion. She 
had beene once wife vnto Gz. Pifo, and reioyced openly at Germanicas death 3 and 
when Psfo was {laine, ſhe was faucdnoefſe by eAzgaitees prayers, then ill will ſhee 
bare ——_— As ſoone as hatred and fauour failed, right tooke place ; and being 
accuſed of knowne crimes, with her owne hand recciued rather late then vndeſerued 
| wars Among other gricfes in adolcfull and fad citic, this was one ; that 7#- 

» daughter vnto Draſus, once Neroes wife, married againe into Rubeliras Blandas fa- 
milie, whoſe grandfather 7:burtes a gentleman of Rome moſt men knew. In the 
end of this yeexe, the death of Aclixs Lamis was celebrated with funerals proper toa 
Cenſor, whoatlaſt being diſcharged of the gouernmene of Syria which he had in 
ſhew oncly, was made goucrnour ofthe city. He was deſcended of a noble ftocke, 
and'was a ſtrong lively old man, and the gouernment of the prouince denied him, 
d his worth. Then Flaccas Pomponins Propretor of Syria being dead, Ca- 
ſs letters were recited, in which hee complayned,, that if there were any notable 
man, and fitrorulcan armie, hee refuſed the : and therefore hee was forced 
anortioty tontreat fuch as had beenc Conſuls, to take vpon them the 
rule ofche prouinces ; forgetting that 4rrentius had becnc hindercd ten yeeres from 
going into Spaine. The ſame yeere dicd A. Zepidus, of whoſe moderation and wiſc« 
dome [ haueſpoken ſufficiently in other bookeszand his nobility necdeth no farther 
: forthe 4emelian family harh brought foarth many good citizens ; and al- 
— ſome ofthem hane becne of corrupt.manners, yerliued in good and honou- 
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'W7 Hen Paulus Fabiug, and £.itelis were Cornſuls, after many: ; were” 
-paſt, the birde Phoenix came into FSyPr> and miniſtred rey. ae ; 
© moſtleatned of the countrey, and alſo Greekes,of diſputing many things 

concerning that miracle. Of which it ſcemerh good vnto rmeeto.lay downe fach

chings as they agree of, and many which reſt doubrfull, yer norwithitanding wot-" 
thiethe knowledge. Thar that birgeis conſecrated rg the) ſunne, and thar ir diffe-" 

reth in the beake,and vatierh of feathers from orher birds; all do accord whichhane 
deſcribed her ſhape and forme ; but ofrhenamber of her yeeres there are diners re- 
ports.” The common yur is, that ſhe liucth fiuehundred yeeres 5 ſome affirme 
that ſheeliverh a thouſand foure hundred rhireeſtore ail one yeere, And the. firſt 
of theſe kindes of birds flew to the city called Heliopolis; prod great multitude of 
other-birds with her, wondering ar her new ſhape in” Se/oftr rime', after that 
in Amaſis and, Prolemews Paigne , which of the Macedonians was the third king of 
Egypt. BurMriquity is darke and obſcure.” Berwixt Pralemens raigne'and Tiberins, 
there were ſcarce rwo hundred and fifry yeercs. Whereupon ſome*thoughr that 

this was nortue Phoenix,norcomefrom & land of Arabia, and thatirhad nothing 
of that which antiquity hath arcribured and confirmed to bein that kind. For when 
they hane ended the number of their yceres, and that their end ro wink afar 


build their neſt in their countrey, and in 1t caſt ſeed of generation z of which ayong 
onedoth riſe ; whoſe firſt careis, being growneto ripeneſſe, to bury the olde. *Ai 
that not at all aduentures, but hauing taken vp a certaine weight of the ſtone Mur- 
rha, atid tricd the carrying of it a long tourney: when ſhe perceiueth her ſelfe ablero 
indure and carrie ſuch aburchen, and to accompliſh the VOYage, {hee liftech vp her 
farhers body, arid carrieth irto the Altarof the Sunne , and there doeth burne and 
ſacrifice ir. Theſe things are vncertaine, and fabulouſly augmented. But that. rhat- 
birde is feene ſometimes in Egypt is not doubted. But murders continuing; 
Rome, Pamporius Labeo, whom as I haue ſaid,was gouernor of Meſie, by cutting His 
veines, ler out with his blood his life,and Pax: his wife followed histxam Ie. The 
feare they had of dying by the hand'of the hangman,did cauſe them thus & readily 
to kill themſelnes : becauſe ſuch as were contemned, loſt their good and wanted 
buriall : but heir bodies which ſlew themſeclues were buricd , and their teſtaments 
ſtood good ; which was the gaine and reward of making haſte.. Bur Ceſar ſentler- 
ters vnto the Senate, declaring it to be a cuſtome among the ancients, thar wv 
they interided to breake off friendſhip with any,they forbade them their houſe, and 
thar then the friendſhip ended , which hee had done to/Labeo : who blamed for &- 
uill gouernmentin the prouince, and other marters, coucred his fanlt by accuſing 
others, vainely purting his wifein feare , who was our of dangerthotigh not with- 
out fault; After this" Mamercus Scaurns was accuſed againe, of a noble houſe, and a 
reat Orator ; yet of reprochfull life. His friendſhip had with Sezamas did nothin 
Fon him, bur the hatred which Macro bare him was his ouerthrow , who pradtiſce 
the ſameartes thar Sezanas Had done, bur more couerely. The accuſation was an 
argument of a Tragedic written by Scaurus, contayning verſes which might be wre- 
ſted againſt 7iberms. Bur Seruzhus and Cornelius his accuſers obieted. againſt 
him, thathe had abuſed his body with Ziai«,and offered magicall ſacrifices. Scaurus 
asa thing woBrchy of the auncieat Acmilian familic , preucnteth his condemna-

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10 by killing himſclfe at the iacouragement ofhis wife Sexitis ; who was both an 
ou cranks rraker of his death. . Notwithſtanding if occafionwere giuen he 
:thed che accufers likewiſc * as Scravlims and Cornelius famous by the death of 
Scaurzs becauſe they had taken money of Yarius Liger, to deſiſt from theacculati- 
>n-Were perpetually baniſhed into certaine Ilands.. And Abedins Reſo once Aedile, | 
Fhileft bi wear about to procure danger vnto Lentalus -Geralicus , vnder whom hee 
ad charge of a Legion, becauſe ke had purpoſed to marry his daughter ro Seiawu 
aine , . was cone d without accuſation, and driuenout of the Ciry. Geralicu

- ' feare of Germazicus was faithfull ro the Romans, and iuft towards his ſub- 
ies: butafter C:rmenices death became proud toward vs, and cruell rowardes 
his ſubie&s ; confident by reaſon of proſperous ſucceſle in warres had againſt his 
«es and deſpiſing Tiberius as weake, old, and vnhit for warres , and greedy 
of Armenia; into which after the dcath of King 4r:ax#a, he put his eldeſt ſonne 
4+ſaces as gouernour, iniuringthem with contumclious ſpecches. Then ſentto re- 
emand the treaſury and riches leftin Syria and Cilicia by Yoroper , and withall, 
ine-glorioully bragged and threatned that he would inuade and conquer the an-

| beene d by $ exder. But the principall authour ſwa- 
der of |; ES cliagers to Rome was IE a man both noble and 
wealchy ; and next vnto him Abd an Eunuch : a marrer of no diſgrace among he 
Barbarians, nor barre tocredit and authoriry. Theſe rwo drawing the principall 
noble men of the countrey to them, þecauſe they could hauc none of the, lood of 
the Arſacides to be their King, moſt of them being {laine by Artabaras, or vndecr 
yecres ; demanded Phrabates king Phrehates ſonne which was at Rome : for, ſayde 
they, therenceded no more but the name and conſent of Ceſer, and one of the bloud 
of Arſacis to ſhew himſelfe vpon the bankes of Euphrates. Thar did @Geſar deſire and 


prouided 
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5rouided for him ingly with preparations and necelfaries to ſedt hirh it his 

thers kingdome, holding (till his ſecret drift by encertayning forraine countries by 
fleights and pollicy in warre, to kcepe all quiet at home. Inthe meane ſpace 4rra» 
benus vnderſtanding what was wrought againſt him, ar the firſt was flow, wy 
red for feare; then boyling with deſire of revenge. For barbarous people count 
remporizing and delay, as baſe and feruile z and to goe through preſently their de- 
ſcigaments, a royall point. Yer profit tooke place, and wn 4s ſending for 46- 
xs vnder colour ofamity toa banker, gauc him a lingring poiſon ; and entertained 
Sinnaces with fained friendthipand gifts, and bulied him in otherimploymenes. But 
phrahates arriued in Syria, and ENS the Romans manner of lining, in which 
he had becne ſo many yeeres nourithes, giving himſelfe to rhe Parthian vſageand 
ynable to brooke ir, fell ſicke, and died. Yet Tiberiss held on his dererminarion, 
and choſe Tiridates one of the ſame ftocke, and an enemy to Artebimss ; and ittcis 
ted Mithridates Hibertus to recouer Armenia, and reconciled hit to his brother 
Pharaſmanes,which then poſleſied that Empire3 and makerh £./ireHins geteraltoner 
all this preparation of the Orient. | am not ignorant whar @ finifter report rati of 
him in che ciry, and with whatinfamous matters he was touched : yetin gouerni 
of the Prouinces he demeancd himſelfe according to the vertue of auncicnt titnes. 
But returning from thence, through the feare of Ceſar, & familiarity of Chadiar being 
changedinto a baſe andabic& ſeruility, becamea pours vnto Pye ſhame- 
full fattery 3 and fo his firſt vertues gaue place to his latter vices ; ahd the vertuous 
ads of his youth, his infamousold age defaced. Of theſe perty Kings Arthrida* 
tes firſt induced Pharsſmancs eo further his endeuoursby pollicy and force: and cors 
rupters were found which fot great ſums of gold entifed 4/aces miniſters ro kill him; 
and thorow Hiberius great power they entered Armenia, and tooke the Ciry Attats 
ata. When Ar1«banss vnderſtood of theſe dealings, he furniſhed his forme Oredes 
with things neceſſary to revenge,and giueth him the ſtrengrh of the Parthians ; and 
diſpatcheth others to leuy hired ſouldiers to giue him aide. On the other ſide, Pha 
boy drew the Albanians and Sarmates to his party , whoſe Princes (called 
Sceptruchi) hauing recciued gifts on both lides accordingto the manner of their 
Country, gaue aide to both {ides. But the Hiberi being maſters of the paſlages, 
thruſt ſuddenly the Sarmatian forces on the Armenians by the Cafptan way. Bur 
thoſe which came from the Parthians were cafily drinen backe, becauſe the enemy 
had ſhut vpall che other pallages, one excepted ; which was betwixt the ſea ard rhic 
hils ofthe Albani,which could not feruerheir purpoſe,by reaſon ie was ſurntmer: for 
the Eafterne windes fill vp the ſhallow foordes and the ſhore : the South winter 
wind keepes backe the flood, and leaues the ſhallow ſhore bare and naked. In the 
meanc ſpace Pharsſmanes hauing reentorced his ſirength, challengerh Orodes ro 
fight,being deftitute of allies and vnfurniſhed of micnand ifhe refuſed or ſhifted off, 
he braucd him vnder his noſe ; and hard by his campe waſted his ſtouer ; and often - 
compaſſed him about as if he had beſieged him: till the Parthians not accuſtomed 
to endure ſuch brauadoes,-came about their King, and demanded batrell. Theit 
ſtrength conſiſted in their horſe-men, and Phersſmanecsin foot-men and horſe-tien 
both. For the Hiberi and Albani inhabiting mountanous places, were better accu- 
ſtomed to hardnesand traucll. They ſay they came outof Theſſalia ar ſuch tirties as 
Jaſon, after he had carried away Xedeaand begorren children by her, returned torkie 
empty court of LEers, and vnhabited Colchos : and reporr marry wonders 
name, and the Oracle of Phryxas. Neitherdare any man facrificea Ram , becaufe 
itis thought that Phryxas RETAIL it, this Ram were abcaſt wy ip 
| whic 
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which bare thoſe armes. The bartcll pitched: in'order on both ſides { the Parthian | 
pur-his ſouldicrs.in mind.of. the Em pire of the Eaſt; /and the renowned nobility of 
the Arſacides : and contrariwiſe debated Hiberiws as ignoble, and flying to mercena- - 
ry {ouldicts. . Pharsſmanes on the other fide, declared that he was neuer yer ſubic& 
to the Parthianrule; and thatthegreater their enterpriſe, the greater thcir glory if 
-y werethe:conquerers : orif they turned their backs, the greater diſhonour, in- 
famy and danger : withall he ſhewed him his owne hoſt dreadfull; and che Medians

painted with gold :.0n his ownefide, men ; onthe other, booty. Among the Sar. 
mates the Cappaine only was not heard ;; but every man incouraged cach other 
notzo abide the ſhor, but preuent the enemy ruſhing in couragiouſly to bandy 
' ftroakes. Diuers manners of fights were then ſeene in that bartell: when as the 
Parthian accuſtomed with like skill ro fly and follow,ſcuered his ſquadrons to make 
way for thearrowes to light, The Sarmartes laying aſide their bowes which ſtee- 
4 em but a ſhort time,ran in to the enemy with their ſwofds and launces;ſome- 
- times were inthe front, ſometimes in their Backs, as if they had beenc horſe-men : 
ſomrimes cloſe ranked with their bodies and weapons thruſt backe, and bare down 
the enemy, and were borne downe _ The Albini alſo and Hiberi behaued 
thelclues in like maner;now catching hold of the enemy; now thruſting him down; 
the bartell growing doubtfull on their {ide 3 the horſemen and footmen preflingin 
and giving them many wounds. 'VVhilſt this fight thus continucd , P haraſmranes 
and Oredes,cach incouraging his ſtouteſt, or comforting thoſe which began to ſtag- 
er and wauer, beingin light the one of the other : and thereforeknowing the one 
xeorher, with a great clamour, armourand horſes ranne one againſt another , but 
more fiercely Pharaſmanes : for he wounded his enemy through the head peece: yer 
being carried away with his horſe, was not able to xedoublec his ſtroke ; the ſtou- 
reſt of his followers preſently defending the wounded. Neuertheleſſe,a rumor, fall- 
ly belecucd thar he was ſlaine, appalled the Parthians, and cauſed them to yeeld the 
vittory. £149 .

TJ Or hebelecued, that7alerius e{iaticus who had beene twice Conſallphadin 
F times paſt:committed adultery with Poppes:  withall ,-greedily*gaped: after 
>: choſe Gardens which he bought of ps. and beautified and rrimmedmoſt 
ſtately. Suilius was ſubborned to accuſe them both : Soſibins, Germanicas: bringer 
vp; was toyned with him ; who vnder colour of friend(hip, counſclleth Claudius to 
bewarcof ſuch as were ſtrong and rich, as men dangerous vntorthe ſtate: and'that 
LL/aticus the principall anthor of murdering Ceſar, feared nor.to anouch itin full 
aſſembly of « an people of Rome, and challenge the glory of the fa& vnto himfelfe. 
He was famous 11 the city for it, and a rumour ſpred thorowourt the Prouince; thar 
he prepared a voyage toward Germanicus Army, becauſe that being borne at Vien- 
na, and ſtrengthened with ſtrong and great kindred, he though it an eaſie-matrer 
to ſtirre vp his Country-men. But Claudixs making no farther inquiry, ſent Criſpin 
theCapraine of the Guard with a band of ready ſouldiers, as though irhad 
toſuppreſſe a warre: who finding him at Baias, laid irons vpon him,and drew him 
tothe City, where he was not licenſed to be heard of the Senare,. but in oe 
rours chamber, -inthe preſence of Meſſalins. There Suiliws accuſed him,that be 
corrupted the ſouldicrs,and wonne them by mony and looſe life to all witkedneſſe. 
Thencharged him with adultery with Popp<a, and vnnarurall diſhoneſty of body. 
Ar»that, although he were commaunded to ſilence , he burſt/foorth, and pr

»ſlis warres, to ſhew a gallant and brauc mind : and for Eſernius and Caruntine, ©* 
Fires of rich houſes, to doe; the like. Exainples were as ready for them to ** 
ſhew for whar great rewards P. Claudius, and C.Cario were wont to plead. As for * 
themſelues, they.were bur meanc Senators, which expeRed no gaine of the corh- ** 
mon-wealth,but ſuch as grew.of peace. Themeanceſt of the people endeuoured what © 
he could to-betterhis eſtate ; the reward of ſtudies being ad away, ftudics doe al- ** 
ſo decay,as hauing neither glory nor honour. The Prince thinking that this was not ** 
ſpoken without ground of reaſon, moderated the ſum which they ſhould take vnto

| Bout the ſame time, 24ithradetes, whoas I haue ſhewed goucrned Armenia; 

and was brought toCeſar, rerurnedinto his kingdome at Claudius perſwali- 
on ; truſting to the power of Pharaſmaxes, King of the Hiberi,and 44:thrada- 
tes brother ; who rold him that the Parthians were at variance among themſclucs, 
doubrfull what would become of the kingdome, and marrers of fmallerimportance 
vtterly negleted, For whileſt Gotarzes praftiſed rome crucltics (going about to kill 
his brother «42abanw:; his wife and his ſonne z whereby the reſt were afraide) they 
called in Bardenes, who being a man of ation and able ro goc thorow great cnter- 
priſes, in two daies itiuaded threethouſand *Seadia;andch 

mazed and diſmaied, not once dreaming of his comming : and without any lingring wile 
{caſed on the next gouerntnents, the Seleucians only refuling rv obey him. VWhere- 
upon inflamcd with greater anger-then the preſent occafian miniſtred cauſe, becauſe 
ay had reuolted- from his fathexs, he beficged their. City which was ſtrong, and 
well fortified with a wall, inu;roned:witha riuer and furniſhed with viuals and 
munition.

gainſt her, ſauing only by a new louc,and nextcoſen vnta madnes. For ſhe did fo 
burne in loue with C. Silas the faireſt yourh of all Rome, tharto contetit her taſt,ſhe 
cauſed him to put from him his wife 1unis $ylans, an honourable datnic ; to enidy 
wholly to herſelfe the adulterer, now varied from the bands of Matrimonie. Nei- 
ther was Size ignorant how lewdethe mus was, and what hee might in- 
curre; bur if he refuſed, certaineof his deſtruQign;and hauing tonic hope to bicare 
the eycs ofthe world,andinticed with great rewards, hee tooke it for the moitex- 
pedient , roexpett whar might fall, and enioy the preſerit. Shee notby ſtealth; bue 
with agreat retinue frequented his houſe; was alwaics at his fide; beſtowed wealth 
and honor bountifully vpon him, and ar laſt, as chough fbreune had transferred the 
Empirczſlaucs,freedmen,and all princely ornaments, and preparations wete ſeeneat 
the adulterers houſe. But Claudivs nor knowing what rule was at home, vſurped the 
office of a Cenſor; reprehendeg with ſeuere edits the ouergreat licence the page 
ved inthe Theater; viing opptobrioas ſpeeches _ P. Pomponia, who had bin 
ſometime Conſult(and gaue verſes to the ſtage)and other noble women: Heernade 
a law toreſtraine the cruelty of creditors, forbidding them to lend money tointereſt 
vnto mens ſonnes ſubie& tothe farhers power, to bee paideafter their death, "Hee 
brought water to the citic from the Simbruan hils. Hee added and publiſhed new 
letters and charadters ; being a rhing moſt cerraine thar the manner of the Greekes 
writing was not begin and perfeQtcd aronce. The Acgyprians firlt of all expreſſed 
the conceptions of their mitid by the ſhape of beaſts ;'and the riot aticientmomu« 
ments of mans niemory are ſegnc grauen in ſtones : & they ſay,thar they are rhe firſt 
inuenters of letters. Then the Phcenicians becauſe they were ſtrong by ſea broughe 
them into Greece , and had the glory of inuenting that, which rhey recaied of ©o« 
thers. For there goeth a report,thatCadmu ſailing thirher in a Phoznicean (hip;was 
the inuentor ofthararte among the Greckes, when rhey were yer vnexpert and riide, 
Some recorde that Cecrops the Athenian, or Linkwthe Theban , and' Palawedes the 
Grecian, at the time of the Troian warre, invented 16. charafters ; then othets; and 
Stmonides found out the reſt. But in Italy the Etrucians learned them of Cortirbine - 
Demaratus,and tlie Aborigenes of Euander the Arcadian ; and rhe faſhion of thelx - - 
tine lecters arc like vnto the ofde Greeke letters 3 but wee had but 'a few arrhe be- 
ginning, the reſt were after added. By which cxarple Claudia added three lerers, .

; thy of ſo great a match. But the chiefeſt doubt was betwixt Lola 
Paalliza, daughter to 44.. Paullinas once Conſull, and: 7alra tp Germanices 
daughter : Pa{es fauourcd her , and Calittusthe other... AEtia"Petins of the, houſe 
of the Taberioes was fauoured of Narciſſus. The Emperour himſelfe was cafily car- 
ried, now hictier, now hither, according as he had heard cuery of their per{waſi= 
ons z.and diſagreeing the onefrom the other, callerh chem to a conſultation ;/and 
commandeth cach of them to vtter and yeeld a reaſon of his opinion. Nareifſio be- 
ginneth with his old marriage, and family common'to-them both (for he had had 
Antonia by Petins)) and that he ſhould haue nonew change in his houlc,ithis old 
wifc ſhould returne againcez who would not withthe c1e of a Step morher;;/looke 
vpon Br#f172nicus and Oftawia, the neereſt pledges vnro her owne-children; Ci;

Vt 4grippina,leſt ſhe ſhould be famous only for infarionsafions, got remiſ- 
B ſion of Annes Senccaes baniſhment,and withall obtained him thePrato j 
perſwading her ſelfe it would be gratefully accepted of the communalsy ; 
reaſon of his great fame in _ , and becauſe Dowitixs childhood mighebe rraj- 
ned vp vnder ſuch a maiſter, and vſe his aduiſe and counſel tgattaine to the Em- 
pire which ſhe hoped after. Becauſe it was thought Senecs would be wraftic 6 
grippina,tor the rememberance of this benefit received of her, and ant enemy to Clays 
&u for the griefe of his iniurie. Then thinking it convenient norto delay the mays 
terany longer, Menmins Poltio Conſull ele was induced through great protiiſes to 
ropound, and perſwade C lavdixs to handfaſt Of7auis to Domitine; 2 thing nothing

| /##nae3 accuſation. About the ſame time the Embaſſadonrs of the Parthians Rene, 
as I hauc ſaid before, ro demand Meherdates for their King, entered intorhe Senate, 
and begannero vtter their charge as followeth. They came thither not ignorant of bo 
the league berweene them and the Romans, nor diſloyall tothe family of the Arſa- ;, 
o 
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« cides ;; but to aske for Yonones ſonne, Phrabates nephew 3, againſt Goterzes tyrannic, 
« alike intolerable to the nobilitie and communtaltic. Now that his brothers arc cx- 
« tinguiſhed by murder, his neereſt kinſemen, and ſuch as were fartheſt off;he would 
« doe thelike ro women withchild,and ſmall children; thinking it a meanes being-vn- 
« fortunate'in warres abroad , to couer with that cowardlineſſe his crueltic at home, 
«« That their amitic with vs was ancicnt, and publikely confirmed ; and therefore rea-

= ſtages, -tharif chey grew weary of their domeſticall gouernment, they might hauc 
recourle to the Prince and Lords of the Senate, vnder whoſe manner of liuing the 
ing being brought vp, ſhould be preſumedto be the better. When they had vtered 
hele and the like. ſpeeches , Ceſar began his Oration with the greatneſle of the Ro- 
man Empirc,and Aifulncil: of the Parthians , and maketh himſelfe cquall ro «4u- 
 gulius; Sedaring thataking had beene demaunded of him alſo, not mentioning 77+ 
rrixs atall, notwichſtanding he had fent aide likewife. Hee gaue certaine Precepts 
toc Acherdsrer who was there preſent, aduertifing him that he ſhould not think him- 
ſeifeaLord and maſter tocommaund ouer his ſubie&s as ſlaues z bur a guide ; and 
they Citizens :zandthar he ſhould vſe clemencie and juſtice , vertues ſo much the 
more Rgratefull vnto theſes Barbarigns, by how much the lefſe knowne among 
them. Then turning himſelfe ro the Embaſſadors, he highly commended the —_ 
which had beene brought vpin the Citie, as one, whoſe modeſtic had beene well 
tricd :.that the diſpoſitions of Kings were to be borne withall, becauſe often chan- 
S arc not olieible. Thar the Romane eſtate was growne vnto that height with 
esof glory, thar it deſired peace and quietneſle euen to forrcine nations. Aﬀecr 
he had thus ſaid,he commanded C. Cows goucrnour of Syria, ro condu& the yong 
man to the river-of Euphratcs. Caf7«s at that time did excell the reſt in the know- 
ledge of the lawes. For military skill is vnknowncin time of reſt and quictnes : and 
peace eſteemed alike of the coward and couragious. Neuertheleſſe,as much as thoſe 
quict times gaue him leaue, hee renewed the ancient diſcipline; kept the Legions in 
practiſe with care and forclight, as if the enemy had beene ar hand; thinkingita 
ning worthy of his anceſtors, and Csſ#az familic, renowned among thoſe people. 
Jaung therefore ſent for them, through whoſe conſentmentthe King was deman- 
ded,and planted his campe at Zeugma, where the riuer is moſt paſſable : after that 
-the noble men of Parthia, and the King of the Arabians called 4b3arw was come, 
he ſhewed vnto Meherdaes,that the firſt brunt of the Barbarians was fierce and hot 
Fn. delay andlingring became cold , or turned into treaſon ; and therefore hee 


couragioufly goe through his enterpriſe. But his aduiſe was contemned 
rough Abbarus fraude, who detained him like an vnexperienced young man in the 
towne of Edeſla; as though the higheſt degree of fortune and Princely fejicitic had |} at 
conſiſted in riot and wantonneſſe. And when Carrheres called them in , and aſſured " 
them. that all wasin a good readjneſſe ifthey would make haſte,rhey did notmarch || C 
firaight to Mcſoporamia, but Turned to Armenia in an vnſcaſonable time , becauſe | ra 
the winter was begun. Then wearicd with ſnowes and mountaines, comming neecre || co 
to the plaine, they ioyned with Carrbenes forces.

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- Everthele(ſin paſſing by;'Meherdares rookethe eitie of Nines, the moſtar- 
ficient fear6f A Jyria, and 4 famous Caſtle ; becauſe that inthelaſt batrell be- 
"'rwixt Dari4s and cAexgrder therey the Perſian power was brought rovites 
raine;/ Th'the meantime Gotarzev at a hill called Sambulos, offered vowes ro the 
gods bf the place 5 among which Hercules was chiefly honoured 7” who at 4 cerraine 
timeadmoniſheth his Prieſts in a dreame,thatneere vnro'the Femple ; they thould 
have horſes ready prepared for hunting : the horſes loadett with quiners full 6f ar 
rowes prawnling vp'and downe the woods, returne at nigtir, breathing and panting 
with their quiuers emptie. The god againe declarerh ts-them ifi#dreamie ; white 
woods they hauecourſed vp & downe in; whither they ore find wild beaſtskit= 
ledin many places. But Gofarzes hothauing ſufficiently firetigeliened his tirmiy,oſert 
the riner Corma fot a defence. And although he were ſurifrioned by Giver mt 

gers and hard ſpeeches to battel: yet he ſought delaies;changed plactzafid ſetririſone 
tocorrupt the enemy,& draw them to forſake their obedience. Among which'Ez4- 
tes Adrabenus; and anon after Abbarm King 6f the Arabians; with'tliir armic began 
to ſhrinke through acertainelightnes incident to that narion: and becauſciris tryed 
by experience that the Barbarians hadrathercome ro Rome to demand a King,chen 
when they haue him, keepe him, Now Meherdates ſeeing himſelfe ſtripped of his 
ſtrongeſt ſuccour , and ſuſpeRibg leſt the others would ny him; determifjed 

for his laſt refuge ro commit his matter to chance, and hazard itity cone ta Y 
tell. Gotarzes being very fierce, that his enemies forces were diminiſhed, refuſed 
not to fight. They met with great flaughter and a doubtfulliſſue ; 'vittilll Carrhees 
making cleare way before him, and driuing and purſuing the enemies too farre; was 
compaſſed behinde with a freſh company and ſlaine. | Then all — loſt, ev 
berdates truſting the promiſes of one Parrhacis a follower of his fither, by his falſes 
hood was taken priſoner, and deliuered ro-the Conquerour. Who mereated 
him not like a kinſerwan, or one of the fr/acs ſtocke; but reuiled: him likes ſtran- 
ger anda Roman: and having cut off his eares ; gaue him his life /*as #thew 6f'tys 
demencic; and diſhonour and reproch vnto vs. Notlong after Goterees dyed of 'i_ 
diſeaſes and Yonones then gouernour of the Medes, was called to be King.”

.of the Rocelle. Neuertheleſſe the ſouldier demandtd barrell , crying that there was 
nothing which valour could not oucrcome. The. Prefets and Tribunes viing the 
like ſpeeches, greatly incenſe] the ardour aud courage of thereſt. Then Oforias ha- 
uing viewed what Ho were of hard.paſſage,and which ofcalie, leaderh his army 
boyling with choler, with-fanall difficalry ouer the river. Bur when wee were come 
to the rampire, as long as wee fought with throwing of darts, wee recciued\moſt | 
wounds,and many of our men were ſlaine, bur after wehad made our target fence * *ri4e ayer. is. 
thicke, and broken downe thoſe rude compacted heapes of ſtones; andthar the "757 
fronts of both the armies came cloſe to handie ſtrokes,without ods : the Batbarians 
fled to the hill rops. But thither alſo aſwell the light harneſſed foldiers,as the corſlets . 
brake in : after whom the one galding them with darts and' Iavielins , atid' the 0- 
thers marching thicke and cloſe together, brake the tankes; and'diſordered the Bri- 
taines, hauing neither head-peece, nor coat of fence. If they thowghit to'teſiſt our 
ayd-ſouldters, they were beaten down with ſwords and Iauclins by the legionaries; 
it they turned to make head againſt them, they. were ſlaine with the pikes, and two 
handed ſwords of the auxiliaries. That vitory was famous ; CdretHacus wife and 
daughter were taken,and hfs brothers yeclded them(ſelues. He himfelfe (as'gencerally 
all ſuccor failes in aduerlity)crauing detenceand proteRtion of (i/mendas;Queene 
of the Brigantes was by her taken priſoner and delinered to the conquerours nine 
yeeres afrer the warre was begun in Britannia. Whereupon his fatric being carri- 
ed aur the Ilands, and __ abroad throughout the Prouinces adioyning, was 
alſo renowmedin Italy : and they deſired ro ſee whio hee was!, that ſo many 
' had contemned our forces. Neither was his name meanely eſtectned of ar f Cog 
And whileſt Ceſar extoſled his owne woorth,, hee made the conquered more glori- 
ous. The pcople was aſſembled, as to ſee anotable ſpeacle. The Emperors guard

By their Rtrength they fought with 
args Fog oncither hand, till at length we had the betrer of ir, and the enemy: be- 
tooke him to his hecles with ſmall lofle, becauſe the day began to faile. After that 
time they had diuers skirmiſhes , though for the moſt part in woods and mariſhes, 
according as occaſion was giuen,. in manner of roades, cither by chance , or of 
valour 4 ſometimes by their Captaines commandement, and ſometime without 
warrant : bur principally by the obGinacy of the Siluri , exaſperated with a ſp&ch 
which the Roman Emperour ſhould haue vſcd : which-was, that as the Sugambri

beſt to feede him with ſome other hope and ſer Armenia before his eyes, telliig him 
that he had giuen that kingdome to Aithredates , hating brſd expalied the Parthi- 
ans. Yet that it was not his beft courſe to ſerom it by force z bur-vſe policie: againſt 
Mithridates,and —_y when he leaſt looked forit. Rhademiſtns vndercolour of 
ſome diſcontent with his father, through the inſupportabledealing ofhis ſep-mo- 
ther, gocth to his vncle : where being intreated withall curteſieasif hee had beene 
his owne childe, ſolliciteth the chicte Noble-men of Amenia to. rebellion : Adiehri- 
| dates knowing nothing, bur ſtill entertaining him with all fauour and kindneſſe; Rhs- 
demifiue vnder colour of reconciliation returned vnro his fathet, and declared vnto 
him; to what a forwardneſſc he had brought matters by policy; and that the reſt 
was to be accompliſhed by armes. In the meane tinie Phwaſmenes ſeeketh occaſions 
of warre: and faineth that when hee made warre-againſtthe King of the Albani 
anddemanded ſuccour of the Romanes, his brotherwas againſt him , which iniu- 
riche would reuenge to his vtter ruine and ouerthrow.' And therewithall giueth 
hisſonne a ſtrong power z who — Mithridates with a ſudden irruption 
anddriuen him our of the field, forced him to flee intoaForrcalled:Garneas; ſtrong 
by ſituation, and garded with a Garriſon of ſouldiers : Celias Palo being their ca 
raine , and Cafperins their Centurion. The barbarous- people knew: nothing 
then engines and ſubrile deuiſes in beſicging and affailing- of fortreſſes : and-ro vs 
that part of ſcruice is moſt familiar. And Rhademiifes in vaing'z:yea with his 
lofſe hauing tryed to approch the Fort beginning the ſiege 3 and ſeeing how lictle 
good was to be done that way , tryeth what marchandiſe hee could:make with the 
captaine for money : although Cſþeriws proteſted that a King confederate , or Ar- 
menia the gift of the people of Rome, ought notto be bought and ſold by corrupti- 
on and money. In the end, becauſe Polo pretended the multitude of enemies, and 
Rhadamrtus his fathers commandement z _— hauing agrecd to a ſuſpenſion 
of armes, departed : with intention that if hee could not with-draw Phars/maenes 
from making warre againſt Meuthridates, he would informe T. Vinidius Duadratue 
Preſident of Syria in what eſtate Armenia ſtood. By the departure of the Centu- 
rion,the prefect being as it were deliucred ofa keeper, began to exhort Mithridates 
to make a peace : Shewing him the vnitie that ſhould be betweene brothers , that 
Pharaſmaxes was his elder brother with other reſpes of friendſhip and alliance; as © 
hee had married Phareſmaxes daughter , and hows was Rbadamittu: father inlaw. © 
The Hiberi refuſed notto make a peace,although at that time they were ſtrong,and © 
the perfidiouſnefſe of the Armenian well knowen ; and AMthridates had no other © 
refuge but the Caſtle deſtitute of munition ; and therefore that he ſhould not doube *© 
rather to accept conditions of peace without blood, then try the hazard of warrc: *© 
Mithridates reſ{olued not on the Eidden , luſpefting the Captaines counſels; becauſe ** 
he had lewdly behaucd himſelfe with the Kings Concubines , was amancaſily cor- ** 
rupted with money to all lewdnefſe. Cppecrius in the meane ſpace gocth to Phe 
reſwaxes , and is very inſtant that the Hiberi ſhould depart from the fiege of 
Gorneas. But the Kinggining him openly vncertaine anſweres , and for the moſt 
part gentle and milde 7 by ſecret meſſengers aguertifeth Rhedamiſtue by all poſible 
meanes to haſten the afſaule. The price of the treaſon is augmented, and Polio (e- 
cretly corrupting the ſouldicrs, perſwadeth them earneſtly todemanda peace, and 
threaten that they would abandon the Fortrefſe. Through which neceffity Atrrhri- 
dates taketh a day and place to trear of a peace , and goeth out of the Fortreſle. 
Rhadamiſive ranning immediatly to imbrace him ; faineth great obedience z cal- 
lech him father in law , and father ; and ſwcareth hee would viſe no violenee _ 
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when they make any atonement,to ioyne their righ 
rio $0: Yes fre hard with a knor z then when the bloods run to the our. 
ward parts, withafmall pricke lerjrour,& then licke the one the ochers:that attone- 
ment is counted ſecret, as it were hallowed with their mutuall blood. Bur he which 
ſhould hue ryed their thumbes together, faining asif he had fallen, catcheth holde 
himvin chaines nds ferrers , and - _ him away $ _ x nadees reputea 
: diſhonour. common people whom rigorou - 
cnet; Jann $ him,and offered to ſtrike him. Buc contrariwiſe ar Gow 
whichhad compaſſion of (o greara change of Forrunc : and his wife following with 
her lirecle*children' filled all wich lamenrationz who were all thruſt inco ſundry 
couered wagons,  vntill Pharaſiwencs pleaſure was knowen. Bur the Kingdome 
wasdearer vaeo him , then his brocher and daughter ; and therefore his minde was 
ready betic ro all wickedneſle : onely he tooke order that they ſhould not be murde- 
rediqhis fight; And Rbadamiftns as it were mindfall of his oath, vſed neither word 
nor poiſon againſt his ſiſter and vncle; but laying them on the ground couereth and 
th them with aheauy burden of clothes. And Arthridates children were flaine 
likewife becauſe they wept and bewailed rhe murdering of their parents. But 9u« 
dratasvnderſtanding that Aithridetes was betrayed, and that the murderers inioyed 
the Ki z callerh a councell,and declarerh the matter, and conſulteth whether 
- hefi __ nor. Few had care of the publikecreditz moſt were of opinion 
that they imbracerhe fureſt way. That they ſhould be glad of all wicked- 
nefſe committed among forraine Nations : yea that they ſhould caſt feedes of ſedi- 
cion-and hatred ws asoft the Roman Princes had beſtowed the ſame Ar- 


menia vnder colour o lirie, now to one, now to another, as an occalion to put 
choſe Barbarians cogether by the cares. That Khadamsy _ inioy.hisill gorten 
Ki , ſons withall he be odious and infamous : ſeeing that it was better ſo for 


che Romans, thanifhe had it with credit. They all condeſcended vnro this 
"* aduiſe; And yerleſt they ſhould ſeeme to approucthat wicked fad, and ſt C/s 
| ſhould command the contrary, meſſengers were ſent ro Phiraſmanes, aduiling him 
ro depart Armenia, and withdraw his ſonne away likewiſe. Ac thatrime 194ws Pe- 
lignes adaſtardly coward, and no lefle deſpicablea ieſting tocke for miſhap and de- 
formiticofbody, was Procurator of Cappadocia; bur of inward familiariry with 
Cafar 5 which:bcing a priuaterman in times paſt, in his company hee ſpent his idk 
time-with delight and contencation. This Peligzus hauing gathered togerher che 
forces of the Prouinces, as if hee would recouer Armenia, but waſting and ſpoiling 
theallies more thenthe enemies; his owne reuolting from him, and the Uri; 
making incurſions; being without ſuccour came to Rhadamiſtus , who with gifts iy 
wonne him, that of his owne'morion heeexhorrted him .to crowne himſelfe King, 
and aſſiſted him as the Author and approouecr ofthe'a&tion.” VVhich Uiſhoneſt fl 
| beingbrutedabroad, leſtthecredir of the reſt ſhould be meaſured according to rhis 
fat of Pelignus; Helnidins Priſess , Lieutenaht was ſent with 2 Legioni'to redrdlſe 
thoſe ſturres as the preſenroccaſion required, Who hauing wittr'all conuenienc 
ſpecd paſſed ouer the hill Taurus, and ſetting the affaires there rather with mo 
deration; then force; wascommanded to rerurneto Syrias leſt he ſhould be a begip- 
ning of warre agaioſt che Parthians; For Yologe/e? thinking there' had fell but iuft 


occaſion 
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occaſion of inuading Armenia, which poſſeſſed of his Anceſtors;/a forriine King 
now occupicd by a lewde pradtife, afſembleth his power: and becauſe none of his 
houſe ſhould live without rule-and ſoueraigntie , gocth about roinueſt his brother 
Tiridazetin the kingdome. 'By the commingof the Patthians,the Hiberiwere driuen 
out withour ſtroke ſtriking : and the Cities of the Armenians, Artaxara; and Tigra- 
noccrta, ſubmirred chemſelues ro the yoake; Butthe ſharpe and hard winter, orelſe 
ſcarſity of viftuals and other prouiſion, and the fiekenellh poot ing of bo - 
ſtrained Yologeſes to forſake his pretended enterpriſe : and Rhadamiiime invaderh Ar- 
menia afreſh, having none to reſiſt himz morecruell then before, as againſt rebels, 
ready at allrimes'to rebell if occaſion were offered. In ſomuch that they, thoughac- 
cuſtomed rq — ; yet brake all patience,and befieged the Kings houſe ; Rheds- 
mitus hauing no other retuge, then the ſwmiftneſle of his horſes, ſaucd both himſelfe 
and his wife. 'Bur liis wife being great withchild, endured the firſt flight ſo ſo, for 
feare ofthe enemy and loue of her huſband : afterward by continualthaſt and ouer- 
mach iogging and ſhaking,ſhe began to pray her huſband that withan honeſt death 
ſhe might be delivered from the reproch of capriuitie.. He art the firſt embraced her, * 
tom forted her,encouraged her;then admiring her ſtourneſle; then ficke with griefe, 
leaſt leauing her behind him,any ſhould cnioy her : atlaſt ouercome-with loue;z and 
being no babe inwicked attempts, drawcth his Cymeeter ; and -hauing giuen her a ' 
wound,drew her to the bankes of Araxis and committed her tothe riuer,leſt her bo- 
dy ſhould be carried away: and poſterh himſelfe ro Hyberia his fathers kingdome. 
Inthe meane time the Shepheards eſpicd Zenobia ( for ſo was Rhadamifiue wite cal- 
| ked)drawing breath and aliuc,vpon the quietthore of the riuer : and iudging her by 
the camelincſle of her perſon, of ſome Noble race, bound vp her wound , 'and ap- 
plicd ſuch medicamentrs as thecountrey affoordeth. T hen vnderſtanding her name 
and:chance carried her into the Citic Artaxata : from whence ar the charge of the 
common purſe ſhe was condudted to Tiridates,whoentertained her with ſuch curte- 
fe as. beſeemed a Kings wife, KW 31th

Claudius was incenſed to:much cruelty by 
Agrippinacs praftiſes z who gaping after Sratilime Tawrus Gardens, citcemed 'very 
rich, neuer ccaſcd vntill ſhe had ouerthrowne him, Fars/t44s Priſcus being his'ac- 
cuſer. ' This Priſc#4 had beene Tevrus Lietitenant, when he was Proconſull in Af 
fricke-: and when they returned, obieted thatin ſomethings he had vſed extorſion 
and bribery ; and withall, that he conſulted wit icians.- Bur he notable to cn- 
dure ſuch an indignity by a falſe accuſer, flew himſelfe heforethe' Senators had gi- 
uen ſentence : yetnotwithſtanding all che ſuice e4grppixecquld make, this Targui= 
tixz was expulſed the Curia 4 ſo odious he was to the reſt of the Lords of che Senae.

Yerhe »s 
had recciued ſo, much good at Cs/ars hands, that he eſteemed tore of the Princes 5s 
fafery then his qwne life : Aefſaline and Sitize had beeneconuiated z rhe like ocee+ 55 
fons of accuſations will be offeted againe,/if Nero ſhould raigne. If Briranaicut i» 
ſhould ſucceed, hichad deſerued no fauour of him ; andrhe whote houſe would'be.,,

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, donariucaccordingto the exatnple of his fathers largeſſe , was ſalured Emperour.

his farherscnemics, and reuenge on the murtherers of his morher. Clandias in this 
great hcape of cares was ſtroken with ſickneſſe, and to recover his ſtrength with the

perceiucd not, cither by reaſon of his blockilhneſſe, or over much quifling of 


wine'; and hauing a ſolubleneſſe of body withall, it was — the receipe would 


nor worke his.effet. Whereu eAprippine greatly aſtonied, and fearing her vt- 
ter deſtruction, nothing regarding what enuy ſhe mighe preſently incurre, confer- 
geth with Xeagphon the Phyſitian, whoſe conſcience before-hand ſhe had wrovght 
to ſerue her turne..: He as chongh he would help rhe Prince , endeuouring-to vo- 
mit; was thought to haue-pur downe! his throat afearher dipped ina ſtrong and 
ſpecdy poiſon; knowing well char foule artemprs are begun with danger, and ac- 
compliſhed with reward. In the meanc time the Senate was aſſembled, and the

THE "THIRTEENTH BOOKE 
P OFTHE ANNALES OF" 
CORNELIVS TACITVS. 


I. Silanus s pat to death, and Narciſſus. Nerocs good 
beginning. 


'HE firit whoſe death was contrived in this newe gouernment 
was yn _—_ Proconſull of - ſa, = _ without > priui- 
ol of Nero, by eAerippinaes treachery and malice ; not becauſe 
yu -4 had by he loi demeandar procured his owne ruine : for 
"MM he was ſo heauy and dull ſpirited, and the other Emperours did fo 

k ſmally r im, that C. (ſar was woont to call him a golden 
GEE - But Agrippins hauing wrought the ruine of his brother 
L. Sillanas , feared renenge 3 being a common ſpeech among the people that this 
man deſcruecd to be preferred to the Empire before Nero, yer ſcarſe out ofhis child- 
hoodc, and hauing gotten it by wicked meanes, 'for hee was a man of a ſetled age, 
fincere and iuſt in his dealing, noble of birth, and (which ar that time was greatly 
eſtcemed) deſcended of the Ceſars, being in the fourth degree tro Avgnſtas. This 
was the cauſe of his death , the miniſters being P. Celer, a Gentleman of Rome,and 
Aclins a freed-man, both hauing charge ofthe Princes peculiar reuenewes in Aſia. 
By them the poiſon _— the Proconſull in his meate,and that ſo openly,tharit 
could not be denied. With nolefſe ſpeed Claudius freed-man, Narciſſus ( of whole 
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" tarring with Agrippine I hauc already ſpoken) was brought to his end, by hardim-. 


priſonment, and extreame necefiity , againſt the Princes will z whoſe vicious hu- 
mours yet vaknowne, he did exceedingly well fit in couetouſneſſe and prodigality; 
and badges forward in murders, if us Burrhus, and Anneas Seneca had not 
ſtayed them. Theſe two were the yoong Emperours guides and gouernors z andin 


-equall authority, well agrecing, bare equall troke in diuers faculties. Burrhus in mi 


litary diſcipline and grauiry of manners; Sexeca in precepts of cloquence,and cour- 
tcous carriage z helping one the otherin their charge, the caſterto bridle the youths 
ſlippery age with honeſt and lawfull pleaſures, if he contemned vertue. Their care 
was both alikein keeping vnder Agrippinaes fierce humour, who boyling with all de 


| fircsof wicked rule and dominion, had Palles for her counſeller ; .by whoſe aduice 


Claudius through his inceftuous marriage, and pernicious adoption , wrought his 
owne ruinc. But Neroes diſpoſition was not to be ruled by a ſlauc;and Palas with an 
Ohious ancy exceeding the moderation of a freed-man, bred his owne diſlike. 
N e , all honours were openly heaped vpon eferippine, and the Tribune 
according tothe order of ſeruice asking the watch-word , this giuen him by Ne- 
r8, Of the very good mother. The Senate decreed ſhe ſhould have two ſergeants; and 
Claudins a Colledge of Pricſts called Cleandiars: and withall, that he ſhould haue the 
funcrals of a Cenlor and be after deified and put among the gods. The day of his fir 
nerals, Neromade the oration in his praiſe, and as long as hee ſpake of the antiquity 
of his ſtock, ofthe Conſulſhipsand triumphs ofhis anceſtors, he & thereſt were at 
retitiue: and likewiſe whileſt he ſpake of the loue he bare to liberall ſciences and that 
during the time of his gouernment the common-weaJth was nor moleſted by forren 
power, all men gauc good care: butafter hedeſcended to his prouidence and wiſe- 
dome 
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dome; no man could forbeare laughing z although eheUtiai 
ſhewed the exquiſite skill of that mans pleaſanr vainezf 
of thattime. The old men ( which were at leaſurero eat ; 
preſent ) noted that Ners was the firſt Em | 

quence. For Ceſar the DiQtatour, was equall with the famous Orators : atid Auge- 
Hw hada ready, fluent and cloquene ſpeech, ſuch as well becommed a Prince. 75-- 
brine had great skill in weyghing his words, vitered muckin few words ; but was 
obſcure het purpoſe Yea,C.Cſars troubled mind hindred not his eloquence: nei- 
ther wanted Clendzw clegancy when he had premeditated. Nero in the ng 
of his childiſh yecres benc his liuely ſpirit ro orher marters, as roingraue;to pain, 
ro mannage horſes, and ſometimes in compolſiniga verſe he ſhewed ſome finats 
capt pens When the funcrals were ended, he entered the Curia ; and hu- 


F ſpoken of the authority ofrhe Lords of the Senate; loue arid concord of the 
iers, he reckoned vp certainedeſcignmenes and preſidents hee iritended to fol 

low in the goucrning of rhe Empire, adding: that not hauing beene nuzled vp ini 
ciuill warres, nor domeſticall diſcords, he would bririg with him neither hatred; nor 
grudge, nor delire of reuenge. Then helayd downe a platforme of his furure regi« 
ment, eſpecially auoyding thoſe things, the hate whereof did yer Ly Ts in 
mens hearts; that hee would nor be the iudge of all marters , leſt the accuſers 
defendants being as it were ſhut vp in one houſe,the power of a few might have 
ſway to worke their will : there ſhould nothing be ſer ar ſale in his courr, os | 
toambirion ; his houſe ſhould be diuided from the Common-wealth- ; the Seniate 
ſhould reraine his olde preheminence ; Italy and publike Provinces 7" +} 
their appearance before the Conſuls tribunall, and they giue audience like Lori 
the Senate , and hee himſelfe would looke ro the Army commirtedto his 6 
Neither did he failcin his promiſe. For many things were ordayned by the 
ment of the Senate : As that norman ſhould be boughe for reward or gift co pl 
cauſe. Thar the Quzftor ele&ed ſhould nor be conſtrained to ſer forththe 
Fencers, which was a matter the Senators obtained uacy to Agrippinaer will , 
vnder colour that C/audias afts werethereby infringed, And thereupon ſhe cauſed 
the Senate to be called tothe Pallace , ro the end that Thee mighrſtand in a ſecree 
place, ſeparatcd fromthe Lords by ſome vaile, which might nor hinder the hearing 
of them, and yer notbee ſcene. Yea, when the Embaſſadors of Armenia came to 
plead the cauſc of their Nation before Nero, ſhee was ready to pearch vp to the 
Chaire of audience, and by his {ide to giue anſwet with him, if {tHe reſt furp 

with a great fcare) Sexecs had not aduiſcd him to meere his mother, as ſhee came 5; 


and ſo vnder colour of doing his duty, prevented the diſcredit.

The forces of the Eaſt were ſodiuided, that partot the ayd ſouldiers with two Le- 
gions tould remgine inthe Prouince of Syria, with the Licutenant 9 #4rates Vini 
digs; and thatthe like number of Citizensand Allaies ſhould bee vnder (orbulces 
chazge, wizhorher Cohorts and Coroners of horſe-men, which wintered in Cappe 
docua. The Kings which were confederate withthe Romans were warned to bein 
a readineſle. as occaſion of warre ſhould require. Bur their affeRions were bent 
more vpon Cerbulo, who to purchaſe fame ( which in new caterpriſes is of great 
importance). making away withall ſpeed at Agasa City of Cilicia, met £2u- 
dratas ;, who was.come fo farre, leſt if (rbu/o ſhould haue entered into Syria 
to receiue the forces , all menscyes would haue beene caſt vpon him, being of a 
comely and;tall ſtature, magpiical in words z-and beſides his experience and 
wiledome , in ſhew of vaine hopeand promiſes , woonethe people to what hee 
luſted. In fine, bothof themby meſſengers admoniſhed King Yologeſes to delire 
rather peace then.warre, and pgiuing hoſtages , continuc' the like reuerence to-rhe 
people of Rome as his predeceſſours had done. And Yologeſes to make preparati- 
onsof warre with morc aduantage , and' ſuch as might match the Romans, or to 
remooue thole he ſuſpeRed as concurtents vnder the name of hoſtages , deliuererh 
the nobleſt of the Arſacides family, whom Heſtorins the Centurion ſent before by 
Uinidius for other occaſions recciucd. Corbulo vnderſtanding this , commaundet 
ArissYVarss, Captaine of a company of Foote-men, s goc and receine them : fron 
whence. grew a quarrell betweene rhe Capraine and Centurion (which becauſe 
they would no longer beca icſting ſtocke to the ſtrangers) they referred ro thear- 
*  bitrement ofthe pledges themſelucs , and Licuctenants which conduRted: them : 
' whopreferredCorbato beforethe other , partly through the freſh renowme which 
= was-yctin cucry mans mouth ; and partly througfta certaineinclination which the 
cucmies thaw emſelycs barc him. . Heereupon grew A iarre betweene the Capraines,

Laadius Nero and L. Antiſtias being Confuls , when the magiſtrates eooke aff

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Senate did highly commend in him; to the end , that the yourhly mihde* 
Prince being ttirred vp with the glory of ſmall things, ſhould conritue in that 
+ tersof greater moment. After this followed his leniry towards P lautia? Lattranar, 
who being remooucd from rhe order'of Senators, for adultery corfitnicted with 
eMefſalina, was reliored by him to his rome ; binding himfelfe ro continne this ele- 
mencie, with many orations : which Sexece, to reſtifie in whar honeſt preceprs heiti- 
firuted him, or for a bragge of his owne wir, pres by the voice of the Prince. 
Bue - credit and authority by lirtleardlirtle began ro waine : and Ne## 
eaaſtaliking to afreed woman called 4e : two comely yourhes , Orbo deſcended 
from a Conſulary houſe, and Clasd/as Senecio, ſonne of one of Caſarsfteed men; 
being partakers of his counſels: his mother being ar the firſt a ſtranger ro therfiats 
ter, and in vaine atlaſt firiuingtorthecontrary. So far ſhe had poſſeſſed fiim by dif- 
ſolure behauiour and rior and ſecret conuerfarion, that his greateſt friends and ſeue- 
reſt ſcemed notto knowit ; conſidering that this woman farisfied his Inſts, without 
the offence of any. For Octesi« his wife,a woman of noble birth,& of #pproued good 
life, cicher by ſome ſecret deſtinie, or becauſe things vnlawfull are moſt greedily de- 
| fired, he viterly difliked. And ſome feared alſo thatif he were bridfed of that loue,he 
would luſt aftcr the dcfiting ofnoble women, Bur 4grippina fretred and fittied that 2 
freed woman ſhould beard her, & a bond woman become her danghtertn law; with 
othet ſuch like womaniſhcomplaines ; nor hauing parierice to ſee whether her fori 
would either repenr or be filled : and the more opprobrioufly ſhe vpbrayded hitti 
the niore ſhee enflamed him ; til} ar laft overcome with cherage of loue, hee ſhaked 
off all duty and reverence towards his morher, & committed himfetfewholly c6 Se- 
nongſt his familiars was Amens Sereyas , who faining loueto the farhe ſited 
woman, coucred & cloked with his owne name, the firſt hears of this yoong prince: 
and ſuch things as the prince had beſtowed on her by ſtealth, he openly aduouched 
to be his gifts.

Aayned ſhould be diminiſhed : forif cuſtome were taken away,it would follow tha 
the aboliſhing of tributes would be demanded. Many ſocicries of tributes and ralla- 
ges. were. eſtabliſhed by the Conſuls and Tribuncs of the people, cucn when the 
Communalty had greateſt liberty. Things afterward were ſo proportioned, that the 
receirs and reuenewes ſhould be anſwerable to the laying our. Indeed the couetoul- 

ſc ofthe Farmers was to be moderated, leſt things tolerated ſo many yeers with- 
out.complaint, ſhould rurne to further miſchicfc and hatred , by thcir ſtrange gree- 
dinefſe. The Prince therefore by edit commanded, thar the taxation of cuery cy. 
ſtome which hicherto hath beene concealed, ſhould not be publiſhed : and that the 
Farmers ſhould not after the yecre was expired demand any thing let ſlip or forgat- 
ten duri g that time : that in Rome the Prztor , in the Prouinces thoſe which ſup- 


plicd the places of the Pretors and Confuls, ſhould extraordinarily determine a- 
oſc 


ginſtche Farmers of common.rents: that ſouldiers ſhould keepe their immunity, 
| things excepted whercin they trafficked : and many other 1uſt things;,; which 
obſerued a ſhort time, afterward came to nothing. Neuertheleſſe the aboliſhing of 
onein forty andione infifty continueth, and what other names the Farmers had in 
vented for their vnlawfull exaRions. Thecarriage of Corne to parts beyond the ſeas 
was moderated: and ordayned that Merchants ſhips ſhould not be valued in the ge- 
nerall eſtimate of cheir goods nor tribute payd for them. Ceſar diſcharged Swpti- 
' ##(amerinw, and Pomponius Siluanus, who had beene Proconſulsin Aﬀricke , and 
.- accuſed by the Prouince, obicfting againſt Camerinss, rather cruell dealing again 
a few priuate men , then extortion in generall. A great number of accuſers-c 
- about Si/nanus , and required time to produce witneſles ; but the defendant deſire 
his defences might preſent] be heard : which being rich, childeleſſe, and old;he ob- 

eainced ; and ouerliued thoſe by whoſe ſure he had eſcaped. The eſtate of Germany 
wasquiect vnrill chen , rhrough the induſtric of che Captaines, who ſeeing the ho- 
nouroftriumph common , hoped for greater glory if they could continue peace. 
Panllings Pormpeius and L. Yetas had charge of thearmy ar that time ; yer leſt they 
ſhould keepe the ſouldier in idlenefle, Paulimns finiſhed a banke begunne threeſcore 
ard three yeeres before by Druſas, to keepe in the river of Rhene. UVezus went 
about ro ioyne Moſella and Araris by a ditch caſt betweene them, that the Armies 
conuciz hed! by ſea,then by Rhodanus and Araris by that dirch,anon after by Moſa 
into.Rhene, in the end ould fall into the Occan ; thar all difficulties of x pal- 
ſages takenaway, the Weſt and North ſeas might be navigable from the 9ne to 
the other. 4elins Gracilis Lieutenant of Belgia enttied the worke , dehorting Ue- 
tss, leſt hee ſhould bring the Legions into an others Province, and ſecke to win the 
hearts of the Gallois , affirming it to bee dangerous to the Emperour : a pretext 
which often hindereth honeſt 1ndeuours. Through the continuall reſt of the armies 
a ramour was ſpred, that the Lieutcnants were forbiddento kad rhem againſt the 
enemy. 
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enemy. Vhereupon the Friſians placed their youth in the woods and matiſhes z 
ſent their feeble old men rothe banks of Rhenc, planting them in void 
red out for the vie of ſouldiers; Verritwsand Malorig being the authors 
, who then goucrned the country which the Germans were Lords of,” Now 
they had built houſcs, ſowed the ground, and rilled it, as though it had beene their 
natiue countrey, when Dubine _Auitus or the prouince of Penlinus, 
chreatning to ſend the Roman forces, vnleſle rhe Friſians would returne to their old 
homes, or obtaine a new place of habitation of Ceſar, enforced Yerritus and AMMe- 
lorigis to fall ro intreat. And taking their journey to Rome 'whileſt they attended 
for Nero, bulicd in other matrers, among other things wont to be ſhewne to bar- 
barous people, they went ro. Pompeius Theater ro behold the multitude of people. 
There at their leiſure ( for haing vnskilfullin choſe plaics, rooke no greardelightin 
them) whileſt they inquiredof many things touching the aſferably, skaffolds, diffe- 
rences of degrees, which were gentlemen, where the Senators face, they perceined 
ſomein a ſtrange attire in the Senators roumes : and asking who they were, when 
they vndeſtood thar that honour was done to the Ambaſſadours of thoſe countries 
whuch cxcclledin vertue, and friend{hip with the Romans ; theycricd that There 
were none inthe world more yalliunt and faithful then the Germans; and lo went and 
fate among the Lords of the Scnat, which was courtcouſly taken of the beholders, 
as aforwardnes of their old good nature, anda commeridable emulation of vertue. 
Nero gaue them both the priuileges of a citizen of Rotne, and commanded the Fri- 
fans ro depart: thecountrey-they had poſlefſed : who refuſing, to obey , a troupe+ 
of aid horſemen ſenton: che ſudden forced them toir, and thoſe taken and. {laine 
which moſt obſtinatlyrliſted. The Anſibarians entred the ſametertitory, aſtron- 
nation then the other;- not only by their owne ſtrength , bur by the pitry 
wh neighbours take on them z; becauſe they being driuenourby the Chauci , and 
wanting dwelling places, they-delired they might haue it asa ſure placeof exile. 
They had for their condu&a man of great reputation in that countrey, and vnto 
vs likewiſe truſty, called Bofocal/xs : who declared, how by the commandementof 
Arminius he had beene taken priſoner, when the Cheruſgi rebelled : then how he 
had ſerued the Romans fifty yeeres vnder Tiberius and Germenicus. He ſaid further, 
He would puthis nation vnder our dominion. Wharnced wasthere of ſuch ſpa- ,, 
TY *tious waſte grounds, to putat ſometimes only the ſouldiers herds and carrell co ,, 
feed ? Tharthey might reſerue thoſe grounds they had receiued for their flocks (al- ,, 
beit men dicd with famine) ſo as they deſired nor rather a wildernes then an habira- ,, 
tion of pcople their confederates. In times paſt thoſe fields belonged to the Cha-+,, 
mauorians ; then to the Tubantians ; and in the end ro the Vlipians. As the ,, 
heaven was giuenthe gods; ſo the earth tro mankind; and that which was not poſleſ- ,, 
ſed, as common. Then beholding the ſunne, and calling vpon the reſt of the ſtars, , 
he asked as it were in their preſence, whether they would ſee theland naked ? That ,, 
they would rather ouerwhelmethe takers away of the carth with the ſea. Auitav ,, 
mooued with theſe ſpeeches; anſwered that the commandement of their berters 
was to be obcicd. It was the will ofthe gods whom they called vpon, thatthe arbi- 
trement ſhould bclong to the Romans, what they ſhould giue 3 and what take away; 
neither would they ſuffer any iudges but themſclues. Theſe things he anſwered 
the Anſibarians in publike, to Boioca/ws he would giue grounds in memory of his 
friendſhip. Which as if it had been a reward of treaſon contemning added : We 
may want land toliuein;but to dic in we cannot : and ſothey departed both diſcon- 
tented.

Thither by faire words he 
 brdught his mother ; affirming,thatthe diſpleaſure of parents was to be borne wich, 
and meanes to be ſought ropacifie their anger : which he did to giue our a recon- 
-- lliation berweene them, and ſo receiue gr pine (as women by kind are of 
cilie beliefe) willing enough to ſee the ſport. Then going to meet her on the 
ſhore of Antiurn,/tooke her by the hand and imbraced her, and led her to Baulos, 
which was a countrey houſe berwixrthe Promontory of Miſcnum and the Baian 
Lake, hard by rheſea fide, where a Gally trimmer and the ret was ready prepared, 
as thing among others to honour his mother : for ſhe had beenc accuſtomed to, 
theGally, andtobe carried by force of Rowers. After that, ſhe was inuitcd to * 
a banker, becatife the night might the berrer cloke the device. Bur ſure it was ſome 
one or other had pm wer andeLer/ppins vnderſtanding the pratiſe, and 
dotibrfulf whether (nc ſhould belecucir, cauſcd her-(clfe to be carried to Baias in a 
aring-chaire : there Neroes careſles leflencd her feare, being courteouſly encer- 
tained, andplaced abont him ; entertained her with much communication ; ſome- 
times with a youthfull familiarity , againe as it were: recalling himſelfe , and intcr- 
lacing it with ſerious ralke, made the banket hqlde a long time : and his eyes fixed 
. oenher as ſhe departed, embraced her TRnIO_s accuſtomed ; 
either becauſe he would omit no complement of diffimulation; or elſe becauſe 
the laſt _— of his mother euen ready to periſh, did mollific his heart though fell 
- and-cruefl. A bright _ nighe and quict with a calme ſea, as ic were to 
' manifeſt the wicked pratiſe, the godsthemſclucs did yecld. The Gally not farre 
ie, op mnngouly rwo of her owne perſons with her , the one (repereiae 
Cali, ich ſtood nor farre from the ſterne, and frerozia lying at Agrippi 
fect, withgreatioy diſcourſed of her ſonnes repentance, and the fauour fl had 
recouered. Bur the watch-word being giucn , the coucring of the place muy 
' loaden 
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loaden with ſead;:fell downe vpon Crepercius and preſt him to death immediately; 
4g ipineund eAceronia, the vppermoſt bearing of the coucring, by fortune be- 
ing ſtronger then che reſt though ic ſhrunke with the waight , were ſancd, andthe 
vellcll'not looſed aſunder : all being amazed ; and ſome which were ignorant of 
the praftiſe, hindred others which were priuic toit. Then the Rowers thought beſt 
to-way the Gally on the ſide,and ſo to finke her. Yerthey could not agree vpon ſo 
ſudden an aduiſc z bur ſome ſwaying to the contrary way, cauſed the yellell nor to 
ſinke-on the ſudden ,bur by little and little, Bur Aceronis vnaduiſedly crying that 
ſhee was e4grippine, and that they ſhould helpe rhe Princes mother, with poles and 
oares, and {uch implements in the Gally as came firſt ro hand, was ſlaine. Agr5 
ins not.{peakinga word, therefore not knowen, receiued onely one wound in = 
ſhoulder : then ſwimming towards the banke , was ſuccoured by ſmall Barkes, and 
carried by the Lake Lucrinus to her owne houſe. There caſting in her minde how 
ſhcehad beene ſent for by craft and falſe letrers, entertained with eſpeciall honour ; 
how the veſlell neither rolled by windes,nor carried vpon rockes the vpper part fell 
asit had beene a Land-frame : noting Aceroniaes death, and beholtding her. owne 
wound, thought it che onely remedie againſt the ereachery,to makeas though ſhee 
ceiuc4it not. And thereupon ſent Agerinusa Free man totellher ſonne, how 
= the goodneſſe of the Gods and his good fortune , ſhe hadeſcapeda great dan- 
ger; and prayed him, that alchough hee were affrighted with his mothers danger, 
ct.that he world farbeare a ctime from viſiting her, becauſe that for the preſenx thee 
ad.neced of reſt. And in the meane while making ſhew of ſecuritie;healerh her 
wound,& theariſheth her body. And commanded Aceronjpes teſtamentto be ſought 
for,and hergoods to be ſealed vp, which was the onely thing whercin ſhee ſhewed 
no diſhmulation; But whileſt Nero ex pos meſſengers to certific him that his ploc 
bad raken effe&; tidings came that ſhee had eſcaped lightly wounded, bur paſſed 
through great-danger; the Auchour of it not once doubted. Ners ſtroken dead with 
feare, and crying thee would reuenge out of hand, cither by arming her ſlaues, or - 
ſtirring vp the ſouldiers,or runto the Lords of the Senat or peopleahere complaine 
of the (hip-wracke, her wotind,and the murder of her friends;knew-no ſhift, vnkeſſe 
Burrhus and Sexcca would beſtir them(clues, whom immediately he ſent for,doubt- 
full wherher they had vnderſtood the macter before or nor. They ſtood mure aJoug- 
time,fearing leſt their perſwaſions ſhould rake no effeR; in the end concluded, that 
vnleſſe eAgrippine were prevented, Nero ſhould periſh. Then Seneca hitherto forwar- 
der of the two,looked vpon Burrhus; as though he ſhould have asked, whether the 
ſouldier ſhould bee comnianded to execute the murder ? But he anſwered, that the 
Gaurd being bound to all 7 qa houſe and ſo mindfull of Germanicess,wonld notvn- 
dertake ſo cruell an enterpriſe againſt his progeny, and rhat Aicetss ſhould accom- 
pliſh his promiſe. He nothing ar all ſtaggering, demandeth rhe whole charge of the 
execution. At which ſpeach Nero protelled openly, that that Gay, he Empire was 
beſtowed vpon him, and tharthe Author of ſo greata gift was his freed man,' and 
therefore that hee thould make ſpetde, and rake with him ſuchas were readieſt to 
fulfill his commandement. He hearing that Agerinus, Agrippinaes meſſenger was 
come,maketh acolour of his war Wa in this ſort: Whilelt eAgerines delivered his 
. meſſage, Avicetusler fall a word berweenehis legges,and as it were raking hin in 
the mianer, asthough he had cometo kill the Prince ,commandeth him to be caſt in 
riſan, thathee might make che world belecue, that the mother had pretended 
LOS death, and kifled her ſelfe for ſhame that the plot was diſcouered, In the 
meane ſcaſon eAgrippinaes danger being [pread abroad;as rhough ithad append 
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bychince, cucry man as hee vnderſtoodiit, ran to the ſea ſhore 3 ſome chattmered 
vp the ſea damimes, ſome gate into the nexe boates, fome wadethas far as trop 
into'the ſea , ſome ſtretched ont their hands ro her. '' The coaſt was filled with com-- 
plains, vows atideries, of fich ascither asked divers queſtions;or anſwered dbubr 
. And agreat multitude flocked thither with torches, who vnderſtanditig thar 

ſhe was cſcaped, fet themſelues in a readineſle, as it were ro hane welcomed her, vn- 
flthey were diſperſed by the ſight of a threatning armed cottipaty of ſouldicrs, 

fnicetas beſerteth her honſe with a guard, and having broken the gare, lateth hand 
on ll the ſeraanes he meeterh, vntill hee came to the chamber doores, where rhere 
ſtood but a few, the reſidue terrified with thoſe which burſt in. There was bur lirrle 
lightin the chamber and one mayde only, Agr/ppine more and more perpleted that 
ſhe heard norfiom her forine, no nor of 4zerimes. The face of the ſhoxe was'now al- 
moſt quite changed, euery man gone and on the ſudden a great noiſe, and'tokens of 
extreame danger. Then thar one mayde going away, ſpeaking theſe wordes, ' how 
docff alſo forſke mee, hee eſpieth Anicetwraccompanicd with Hereulew Captmine of 
the Gally, and Ofoarites 2 Centurion of ſea-ſouldiers, vnto whoriſhe ſaye; that if he 
care to viſir her, he ſhould goand ſay that ſhe was well recouered ;' if to'ekechte a- 
ny villany ſhe faſpeRed her ſon no way,and thar the parricide was not by hini com- 
manded. The murderers came abont her bed , and the Caprtaine of the Gally firſt 
grooke her on tte head with a cudgell.For to the Centurion drawing his weapon to 
kilther, thruſting ourher belly ſhe cried, ſtrike my belly, and ſo hauing receiued ma- 
ny wounds, 'ſhewas ſhine. Thus hay m__ with- one conſent. Whether-char 
X09 beheld his mother when the was dead, and prayſed the fearare of her body,” 
ſomethere are which affirm; fome which deny. She was burne the ſame nightin 2 
banketting bed with baſe fancrals ;and whileſt vers raigned,neuer buried. Nor long 
after by the care of het friends, ſhee had a tombe of 'fmall expences neere the Miſe- 
nian wy , and Cefer the Diftators hoitſe , which from a high place-looked vpon 2 
gulph of the ſex vnderneath. -VVhen'the funcrall fire was kindled, A2nefter her freed 
man thruſt hitfelfethorow ; but whether for loue of Agrippena, or feare of dearh, 
doubtfull. Thattrhis ſhould be her end-4grippina many yeers before did belecue,bur 
contemned it,” For conſulting of Neroes fortune, the Caldeans told her that hee 
ſhonld be Emperour, and kill his mother : and ſhee anſwered, lethim kill her, ſoas

"Ve after this vnnaturall fat was committed , Ceſar began'to weigh how hci- 
"tous it was: and thereſt of the night, nowin dambe filence,often rifing'vp as

death. 'Butart Bwrrhas perſwaſion the firſt flartery of the Centurions and Tribuncs 
did animatchini to hope: who taking him by the hand; reioiced that hee had eſcaped 
an ynlooked for danger, and his mothers wicked praftiſes. Then his friends fre- 
ietited the Temples , and the example begun the free townes adioyning'to Cam- 
,; witneſſed rheir ioy with ſacrifices and Embaſſadours. Heecon ing the 
ontrar —_— as it were an enemic to his life; wept and bewailed the death of 
other.” Ye pore a of th is not changed like vnto the counte- 

12 ofppi the grieors of tharſea and ſhore comming oft ro his remem- 
drance -(' me there were' which belecued that there was 2 ſound'of 2 
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crumpetin thoſe high hils adioyning , and lamentations at his mothers tombe) hee ;; 
went to Naples and fenr letters to the Senate ,- with contents as followceth. Thar ,, 
Agerinus one of Agrippinaes deereſt freedmen , was found with a ſword to kill him, ,, 
& that ſhegyith the ſame remorſe of conſcience, had ſuffered the puniſhment, with ,, 
which ſhe ad prepared her lewd cnterpriſe againſt him. Hee addcd farre fer crimes, ,, 
as that ſhee would haue beene equall with him in the Empire, and that his guarde ,, 
ſhould hauc ſworne alleagance to her being but a woman, hoping to haue donethe ,, 
| ſamediſhonour to the Senat ahd people, And that perceiuing theſe deuiſes to want ,, 
effe&, offended with the ſonldiers, the Senators,and the people ; ſhe hindered agift ,, 
which ſhould haue beene giuen the people, and ſought the ruine of many Noble ,, 
men. How greatly leboured he, that ſhe ſhould not ruſh into the Senate, andgiue ,, 
forraine nations their anſwers ? And by a by-glancing at Cleaudzws raigne , caſt vpon 
his mother all the lewd ations of his gouernment, affirming that ſhe was deed fon 
the common good of the cſlate. He declared her ſhipwracke likewiſe; the whichto 
haue happened by chaunce, who was ſo blockiſh as to: beleeue ? or that one man 
alone ſhould be (ea from a woman that had ſuffered ſhipwracke to force a guarde 
and Emperours nauic ? Therefore now that Nero, whoſe cruelty ſurpaſſedall com- 
plaints, but Sexzca was hardly ſpoken of, as one confefhing the fat by that oration. 
Neuertheleſſe proceffions were ordayned with a wonderfull ſtrife of forwardnesin 
cuery Temple, anda bed madein the Temples in honour of their gods ; and alſo 
that the fiue dayes feaſts of 24:neraxcalled Quinquatrus, .in which the treacheries 
were diſcouered, ſhould becelebrated cuery yeere. And that animage of golde of 
Mincrus ſhould be ſerin the Curia and the Princes by ic. And thatthe day of Agrip« 
pines nativity ſhould bec accounted among the difmall dayes. Thraſes Patues with 
filence or ſhort aſſent accuſtomed:/to paſſe ouer others flatteries, went out of the 
Senate, and procured danger to himſelfe, and opened not the way of liberty vnco 
others. Many prodigious ſignes happened likewiſe , batof no cffet, A' woman 
brought forth a ſnake, agg} another com 1panying with her husband, was ſtriken dead 
with lightning. The ſunne was darkned on a ſudden,and fourteen places of the city 
damnified with tempeſt from heauen : which chanced ſo withour the care of the 
gods, that Neromany yeeres aftcr continued the Empire and wickedneſſe. But to 
make his mother more odious, and thew his owne lenity was augmented by her 
death, he recalled from baniſhment two noble women /aniaand Calphurnia, and Ya- 
leriza Capito, and Lirmins Cabolas,who had beene Pretors long before, baniſhed by 
Aerippina. Hee permitted alſo that Loflie Parliinaes aſhes ſhould bee brought 
backe., and a ſepulchre to be built her, and teleaſed the puniſhment of 1:«rins and 
Caluiſius,whom nor long before he himſelfghad baniſhed. As for S:/ans ſhee died in 
comming backe ar Tarantum ; AerippinaesMalice, which was her ouerthrow, either 
pales or her credit beginning to-waine. - VVhileſt hee lingered in the rownes of 
Campania,doubtfullhow he ſhould'cnter intothe city : whether his beſt way were, / 
to ſceke the fauor ofthe Senat,orgaqd will ofthe people; the lewdeſt conditioned, 
whereof there was no'cqagt berter tored, perſwaded himthar the name of Agrip- 
pine was odious , and thWdy herdeattrthe favour of the people was more bent to- 
wards him then cucr-:! therefore that hee ſhould goe boldly, and with his preſence 
tric how he ſhould be reuerenced. And withallche carnellly entreated him to ſer 
forward: and found alf thingsin a greater rexdineſſ then they had. -romiſed ::the 
Tribes came to meete him ; the Lords of the'Senare in their holy: day robes, wiues 
and children placed according totheir age and ſexe : and'all rhe way he ſhould go 
builded with Raircsasin publicke ſhewes or trrumphes, Thereupon puſſed vp withs 
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pride, 252 conquerour of publicke ſcruitude, he went to the Capitoll,and gaue 
thankes to the de letting looſe theraines to all luſts and licenciouſneſle of life 
which before badly reſtrained. yet the reuerence towards his mother ſuch as it was, - 
did in ſome ſort bridle. 7 os P

T was an old praQiſe of his, neuerto be abſent from the race of chariots: and no 
] vnſecmely was that other delight of his, at ſupper to ſing to the Harpe as 
Minſtrels did, which he ſayd to hauc beene a cuſtome of ancient Kings and Cap» 
eaines ; and athing highly commended by Poets and arrributed to the honor-of the | 
gods. For melody is ſure dedicated to «Lolb, and in thatattire hee doth ſtand, nor $ 
only in the citics of Greecc,butalſoin the Temples at Rome : a principall deity and 
«+ knowing things to come. Neither could he now be remoued, ſeeming good alſoto 
Seneca and Burrhw to yeeld him the one, leſt hee ſhould perſiſt in both. And theres 
upona ſpace was incloſedin the valley ofthe Vatican to mannage his horſes , and 
not to be ſecnc indifferently of cucry man : and not long after of his owne accord he 
called the people to ſee it, who highly cxtolled him ; as the manner ofthe people is, 
to be deſirous of paſtimes , and very glad if the Prince draw them to ir. And his 
ſhame publiſhcd abroad, brought him nor, as it was thought it would, any loathi 
therein, buta farther prouocation, thinking that the diſcredit would bee thaken oft, 
if he could diſhonour many with the like. He brought to the skaffold many deſcen- 
ded of noble houſes, boughtfor poucrty , which becauſe they be dead, | will nor 
name,as hauing regard vnto their a9) WI. ew his fault to giue money for | 
ill doing, then leſt they ſhould commit that which is naught. Hee conſtrained alſo 
the chicfGentlemen of Rome with mighty gifts to promile their labour in the The- 
ater : vnleſſe you ſay thata reward giuen by him who may command, bringeth a 
neceffity in obeying. Yet leſt hee d bec — the publicke Theater, 
he inſtituced Playes called Iuucnalia , as ir were for the of youth, ro which 
eucry man willingly gauc his name z notany ones nobility, not his age, or office 
borne, being any hinderance vnto them, but that Greekes and Latincs cxerciſcd the 
Arte of a Stage-player, cuen vnto geſtures, and meaſures vnſeemely for men. Yea 
noble women praRiſed many =—_ and vnſcemely to their calling. And in the 
wood which efugu/tze platted about the lake , where hee repreſented a fea-tight, 
Tauernes and meeting places were built, where all prouocations of wanton luſts 
. wereſolde, where money was you ta-the good to.ſpend ofneceflity,and to the in- 
temperate toglory and brag of. _— ſpratgall lewdnefle and infamy, nc- 
ner at any time (not when there was greM corruption in maners intimes paſt) more 
diſfolute laſciniouſneſſe vſed then at thoſe impure-aſſemblics. Shame is ſcatce re+ 
tained among men of honeſt example ; much lefſe among ſuch which ftriued who 
ſhould hauc moſt vices, canchaſtiry and modeſty, or any good behauiour bee main« 
rayned. Laſtof all, Nero himſelfe enterech onthe Stage,quning and playing on his 
inſtrument with great care; and premeditating whas to MF ; his familiars afliſting 
- him, and beſides them a Cohort of ſouldicrs, Centurions and Tribunes,and Bur- 
rhae, both greeuing, and praying him, Then alſo were firſt inrowled the Gentle- 
men of Rome called _Augyſtini,men for their age and ſtrength of body wighly cltee- 
med : partofthem ſhameleſle and ſaucy in behauiour, and part hop1 eby to 
riſe togreater authority , day and nighe with clapping of hands made all ro ring of 
ehcm, commending the feature, and voyce of the Prince with cearmes attributed to 
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the gods, and were reſpeRted by him as honorable paronages for their vertue. And 
yet leſt the Emperours skill on ſtage only and muſicke ſhould be publiſhed, he deſi- 
tcd to be well accounted of for verſifying, hauing gathered about him ſuch as had 
any cunning therein, much more ſuch as wereexcellent. They fate together, and 
made thoſe verſes —_ rogether which he made there or elſewhere, and ſupplied 
this words howſocuer they were vitered, which the faſhion ir ſelfe of his verſes doth 
declare, not running with one and the ſame vehemency, and vaine of writin 
"He beſtowed alſo ſome time after meat with Philoſophers, taking pleaſure roheare 
how cucry man defended his owne opinion, andouerthrew the contrary, Neither 
wanted there ſome, which with their voycedhd graue countenance delired to be 
thoughc pleaſant with the Emperour,

habitants of Nuceria, and Pompeians at a ſhew of fencers, which Leuemeires 
| Regulus =_ from the Senate as before I haue rehearſed, repreſented to the 
people. For firſt prouoking one another with bitter termes , asir is often ſeene in 
malapert and ſaucy rowneſmen , they came to ſtones, and laſt of all to weapons z 
the Pompeians being the ſtronger, with whom the ſhew was ſer forth. Many of the 
Nucerians were brought lame and wounded to the Towne, and many wept forthe 
death of their children and parents : thedetermining of which the Prince referred 
to the Senate, the Senate to the Conſuls. And the cauſe being againe brought 
to the Senators, the Pompcians were forbidden to aſſemble any ſuch companies for _ 
tenne yeeres, and their corporations ercfted againſt the lawes diſſolued. Linines- 
* and ſuch others as raiſed the ſtirre, were baniſhed. Pedin« Bleſs alſo was put 
from his Senators roume, at information of the Cyrenenſians : who laid to Fs 
charge that he had robb2d thetreaſure of the-god eMeſceulapivs, and muſtered ſoul- 
diers for mony and ſuite. The ſame Cyrenenſtans accuſed eLedlins Strabo ſome. 
time Pretor , and ſent by Cl1dins as arbitrator of certaine lands which once be- 
longing to _ Apio, andleft to the you of Rome with the kingdome, their 
neighbours poſſeſſed and occupied, and by long licence and iniury defended, them 
to be theirs by right and equity. The lands' therefore being giuen from them by 
« ſentence they enuied the Iudges and the Senate anſwered t r/ were ignorant of 
Claadiae plealure; and that they ſhould aske the Princes aduice, The Prince approo- 
uing Srraboes ſentence, wrotencuertheleſſe that he would aide the allies, and giue 
them that which they had vſurped. There died notlong after, Domitius Afer , and 
M. Serviius ewo notable perſonages, which flouriſhed with great honours and clo- 
quence; hein pleading of cauſes, Serwilime famous for long frequenting the Forum, 
 andthen for writing the Roman hiſtories, carriage of himſelfe, and neatnes of life, 
which-madec him more renowned ; as equallto the other in wit, yet different in

-- for buildinga permanent Theatcr. For in timespaſt the playes were wont tobe ſer 
? forth on aſcaffold built for that time, and ſeats to continue no longer then the play 
? laſted. Orif thou wilt looke into more ancient times, the people beheld them ſtan- 
? ding, leſt if rhey ſhould fir, they would cotinuein the Theater whole daics in idle. 
?* nes.. Neither ſhould the ancient faſhion of plaies be obſcrued, when, * as oft as the 
?? Pretors ſhould ſerthem forth; no neceffity was laid vpon any of the citizens to fight 
?? or looke on. Bur the cuſtomes of the country being by little and little aboliſhed, 
? were now vttcrly ouerthrowne by diforders fer from ſtrange countries;that wharſo. 
?* cucr cl{cwhere might corrupt,or was corrupted;was ſeen in the city ; and the youth 
? vnlike to that ithath been, through ſtrange manners, wreſtling naked ; idlenes,and 
? licentious loue, the Prince and the Senate being authors thereof, who hauc not on

” ſtrates waſte their goodsas they hauc dane;or the people haue caule ro be ſo impor- 
. *® runafe with them for the combates according to the Greeks manner , fecing the 
”-Common-wealth did defray the charge. The victories of Orators and Pocts,would

| Hen Cſofius Petus, and Petronins Turpiliauus were Conſuls , there was 
a vcry great oucrthrow receiucd in Britannie : where neither the Lieuete- 

nant Auitss, as I bauc already _ , could do no more bur keepe' that 
which was already gotten ; and his ſucceſſour Yerannivs with ſmall inrodes hqui 
waſted the Siluri *, was hindered by death from making any long warre :. a'man * $46. 
whileſt he liucd, famous for ſcuprity,butin his laſt will ſhewed himſelfe openly; am- 
þitious. For after much flattering of Nero,added, that hee would haue ſubdued the 
Prouince to his obedience, if he had liued the rwo next yecres. At that time Paati» 
mas Sucr0ni4s goucrned BritannieinsKill of ſeruice, & opinion of the people (which 
fufferxerh no man without a concurrenr comparable with Corbels, deiiring to match 
his honour of recouering Armenia by ſubduing the enemy of this countrey. He ma- 
keth all preparacion to inuade the Ile of Mona * ſtrong with inhabitants, and a re- * Angleſty, 
ceptacle of fugitiues ; and buildeth flar bottomed veſlels , becauſe the ſea is ſhaflow, 
and landing vncertaine. So the-footmen hauing paſſed ouer,, the horſemen follo- 
wed by the foord, or by ſwimming, if the waters were high. Againft them the ene- 
miesarmic ſtood onthe ſhore, thicke in aray , well-appointed with men and wea- 
pons, and women running among, in mourning attire, their hayre about theireares 
with fire brands in their hands hke furies of hell : and the Druides round abourx, li 
ting vp their hands to heaucn, and powring out deadly curſes : with the newnes of 
the Gight amazed the ſouldier, and ſtood ſtocke ſtill cloſe rogerher, not once mouing 
a foote, as though they had preſented themſelues to the wounds, Then by the en- 
couragernent of thecaptaine, and animating each the other, that they ſhould nor 
feare a flocke of women, and franticke people, they diſplayed their enſignes and 
marched on z ouerthrew ſuch as encountered them , and thruſtthem among their 
owne fires. Vhich being done, they placed garriſons in their townes;and cut bwn 
their woods; which through their execrable ſuperſtitions among them were recko» 
ned holy. For they accounted it lawfull to offer ſacrifice at their altars with the 
blood of captiues,and aske counſell of their gods by the aſpe&t of mans intralesand 
fibres. Newescanme to Suetowins as he atchicucd this enterpriſe, of a ſudden 'rebel- 
lonofthe Prouince: PreſutagurKing ofthe Icenians *, very famous for his riches 4 *Suffelly,Nue 
long time gotten; made Ceſar with two of his danghcers his heyreby will, thinkitg #Combriggye | 
that by that flattery his kingdome and houſe ——_ baye becne wartanted frori in- Jap Hen 
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iury,which fell out otherwiſe: for his kingdome by Centurions,his houſe by (lanes 
was waſted andſpoylcd as lawfull booties.” And to begin withall, his wife Boudices 
was whipped ;and his daughters defloured. And the chiefeſt of the Icenians, as 
though they had mujucdine whole Nation for a pray, werediſpoſſeſſed of all their 
ancient inheritance, and the Kings kindred repurcd as flaues. By reaſon of which 
contumely and feare of worle, ( after that they werereduced into a forme of a Pro- 
nince) they take armes againe : the * Trinobantes being ſtirred torebellion alſo and 
others not yet broken to the yoke of ſeruitude , by ſecret conſpiracies had vowed to 
recouer their libertic ,' bearing a bitter hatred againſt the old ſouldiers. For thoſe 
which were lately broughrtinto the C olony of * Camalodunum, thruſt outof their 
houſes the ancient inhabicants , tooke their liuings from them calling them capriuey 
and ſlaues: the new ſouldiers fauouring the inſolent fierceneſſe of the old,as well for 
likeneſſe and conformity of life, as hope of like licence. Belidesa Temple ereRedin 
honour of C/aadius of famous memory, was an cyce-ſore, and an Altar of perpertuall 
dominion ouer them : and the Prieſts which were choſen vader colour of religion, 
waſted all the wealth ofthe inhabitants. Neither did it ſeemeany hard matter, to 
extirpatethat colony vndefenced and vnfortified, which was not creumſpeRtly fore- 
ſeenc by our Captaines, whileſt they had a greater care ofpleaſure then good go- 
uernement. Atnongſt theſe things the image of Vitorie ſer vp in Camalodunum 
fell downe without any apparant cauſe why, and turned backe , as thoughir would 
ue place tothe enemie. And the women diſtempered with fury, went ſinging ,that 
E QraQion was athand. And ſtrange noiſes were heard in their court,and the The: 
ater gaue a ſound like to a howling , and a ſtrange apparition in an arme of the ſea 
wasa forectclling of the ſubuerſion of the colony.Further the Ocean bloody in ſhew, 
and dcad mens bodies left after an cbbe,as they brought hope to the Britans,ſo they 
drove the old ſouldiers into a feare ; who becauſe Suezonius was farre off, craued aid 
of Cetws Decianus Procurator. He ſent notabonetwo hundred men,and thoſe badly 
armed,and the number not great which was there beforc, truſted to the franchiſe of 
the Temple. And thoſe hindering which were confederates of the ſecret conſpiracic 
troubled their deſignements': for they neither made trench norditch , nor ſending 
away the old men.and women, and keeping the yong men only, being as ſecure asit 
had beenin a full peace , they were ſurpriſed with amultitude of barbaroug people, 
and all ouerthrowen,and waſted with violence, or conſumed with fire : the Fer! ple 
onely cxcepted,into which the ſouldicrs had fled, which alſo within two dayes was 
beſieged and taken. And the Britan being thus conquerour,and meeting with Petw 
Cerealis Licutcnant of the*ninth legion. which came to ſuccourthem , pur to flight 
the legion, -and ſlew all the footmen. Cereals with the horſemen eſcaped to the 
campe, and defended himſelf in the fortreſſes. Through which oucrthrow ;/ and 
hate of the Province, driuen to take armes through the auariceof-the Romanes, 
Catws the Pracurator being afraid, ſayled into Gallia. But Swetonive with wonderfull 
conſtancie paſhng euen among the enemies, went on to London, not greatly ta- 
mods bythe name of a Colony, bur for concourſe of Merchants , and prouiſion of 
all things neceſſary , of great famcand renowne : and being comethither;, oode 
doubrfull whether he ſhould chooſe that for the ſeate ofwarre ornor : and:conlide- 
ing the ſmall ſtore of ſouldiers he had,and how Periliss had well payed for his raſh- 
nelfe he determitied with the loſſe of one towne to preſerue the rett whole, Neirhet 
was;he wonne by. weeping and teares to gineaide tofach as demanded ie, burgaue 
noo remoouingzand receiucd ſuch as followed as part of his armic. If imbeclity 
ſexe,or wearilomnes of age, or pleaſantnes ofrhe Nheotagh any backe,they —_ 
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like ouerhrow, becauſe the barbarians forſaking their Caſtels and forts, and being 
well manned, ſpoiled the richeſt and farreſt, and carryingir to a ſure place, glad of 
the booty, went on to places more notable. Ir is certaine there were {laine in 
choſe places I haue ſpoken of; ro the number of ſeuenty thouſand citizens ang con- 
federates. Neither did they ſcll or take any one priſoner, or vic any ecntercourſe of 
crafficke of warre, but kill, hang, burne, crucific, as though they would require the 
meaſure they had ſuffered, and asit were in the meane eime to anticipate 


reuenge. 


XI. Suetoniusg vanquiſhed the Brit eine, which Boudices 
conducted : ber Houtnes and death. 


Ow Suctonius having with Him the fourtcemh legion, with the Standerd- 
N bearers of the twentieth, and the aides from places adioyning, which came 
to the number almoſt of ten thouſand armed ten, aliens lay afide all 
delay,and try the chance of a maine barrell. And chooferh a place with anarrow ene» 
trance, andincloſed behind with a wood, being well affured thache had no enc- 
mies but before him z and that the plaine was wide withour feare of ambuſh. The le- 
ionary ſouldier then marſhalled together in thicke atid cloſe ranckes, and the light 
harneſſed cloſely about them, the horſemen made the wings. Butthe Britaines 
forces triumphed abroad in troupes and companies, by ſach multitudes that the 
like had notbecne ſeenc ; and of ſuch fiercenes of courage, that they brought their 
wiues with them, and placed them-in carts in the vemoſt parts of the plaine; as wit» 
neſſes of the victory. Boudicea hauing her daughters by her in a chariot; now going 
to one, now to another : Told them that the Britaines were wontto make warre 
vnder the condut of women. Bur at that time, not as though ſhe had deſcended ©* 
of ſuch noble aunceſtors , ſhe ſought neither for kingdome nor wealth, bur a:re+ © 
venge as one of the common people, of their loſt liberty, of her body beaten with ©* 
ſtripes and the chaſtiry of her daughter violated. That the defireof the Romanes ** 
was growne to that paſle, thatthey left none, of whar age ſocuer,nerany virgih vn» © 
defiled. Neuertheles that the gods fauored iuſt reuenge 3 that the legion which durſt © 
vndertake the batrell was ſlaine; the reſt had cirher hid themſclues intheir camp; or © 
ſought meanes by. flight to ſauethemſclues : that they could nor:indurethe noiſe © 
and cry of ſo many ſouldiers, much leſſe their fury and ſtrengrh. If they would © 
waigh with chenldiues the ſtrength of the ſouldiers, if the cauſe of the war, hey © 
ſhould reſolue cither to vanquiſh in that barrell or die. That, forher ownepartbe- © 
ing a woman , was her reſolution, the men might. liue if chey pleaſed andſeruc. 
Swetontz held not his tongue in ſogreat danger, whoalthough he truſtedin theva- 
lourof his ſouldiers, yet interlaced exhortations and praiers. That hauld ©© 
condemne the loud 'and vaine threats of the barbarians; that there more © 
women ſeenc in: theivarmy then young men; thatbcing vnwarlike and vnarmed, <* 
they would preſently yeeld when they ſhould once cometo feele rhe and «© 
valonr of the conquerors; who had ſooft oucrthrownethem :-yeawhere many le» ©*© 
gions hauc been, a few-haue carried away the glory of the bandll,andir be ©* 
an augmenting to their glory,..if witha ſmall power they could win the praiſeaf a ©* 
wholearmy : that they ſhouldonly continue the {laughter and þnechery cloſesn0- ©* 
gether,by throwing of darts z then with their ſwords and pikes of their bucklers,ngt ©* 
thinking an booty ; for the victory once gotten, all ſhould fal]ro their ſhare. Such **

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a R——_ and followed the captaines wards :the old ſouldier experienced 
in many Ce hetined himſelfe, and ſhewed ſuch-forwardnes in lancing his 
darrs, thar Suc:anzas afſured of rhecucnt, gaue the figne of. bartell. And firſt of all 
che legion nor ftirringa foot, but keeping:within the ſtreighe, as in a place. of de- 
fence 3:after char theenemy was come necrer: and had ſpent his darts to good pur- 
pole, the legion-inthe end falied our in a pointed bartell.

their horſes and beaſts thruſt through, increaſed the heape of bodies. That was a 
day. of great renowne, and comparable to the vifories of old times : for ſome 
there are which report, that there were flaine few lefſe in number then four- 
fcore:thouſand: Britaincs ,-of-our ſouldiers foure hundred ſlaine, and not many 
moe hurt. Bowdices ended her life with poiſon. And Panine Poſthamums , Campe- 
maſter of the ſecond legion, vnderſtadning of the proſperous fucceile of thefour- 
teenthand twenticth Legions, becauſche had defrauded his legion of the like glory 
andcontrary to the order of (eruice, refuſed to obey the Captains commandement, 
ſlew himſclic. After this gathicring the army together, they encamped againe, rea- 
dy 0 cnd thereſiduc of the warre. And Ceſar eng his forces by ſending our 
of Germany two thouſand legionaries, cight cohorts of auxilaries, and a thouſand 
horſe; by whoſe comming the ninth legion was ſupplied.

The reſt after thac 
elding their aſſent, P.etws Thyaſca hauing ſaid ſomewhat in the commendation of _ 
Ceſar, (harply rebuked eLnriftive, and declared : Thatit was nor expedient , that »» 
the extremity of puniſhment ſhould be ved vnder a good Prince, and when the Se- »» 
nat was by no necefſity bound to ordaineit : that there was no vſc now of an execus- »» 
tioner and halter: and that there were penalties ordained by lawes,and puniſhments »» 
inflicted without note of the ſeuerity of the Iudges, and infamy of times. With the »» 
lofſe of his goods he ſhould be confined in ſome Iland, whereby how much the lon: »» 
ger he drew his guilty life, by fo much the more miferableir ſhould beto himſelfe in »» 
articular; and in time to comea notable example of publike clemency. Thraſeas li- 
ty of ſpecch broke the lilence of the reft. And after that the Conſull had permit- 
ted the going aſide ro agree in heir opinions, all of them (a few excepted) condeſ> 
cended to Thraſeas opinion : amongſt whom the forwardeſt in flattery was A. Yitelli« 
#, brauling and£ontending with euery one of rhe better ſort, burncuer replying to 
an anſwere: a certaine note to know a timorous and faint heart. Burthe Con(uls nor 
daring to pur the decree inexecurion, with common conſent wrote to-Ceſer : who 
waucring betwixt{hame and anger, in theend wrote againe : Thar eAwriHivs noin- |; 
jury before offered him, had vied moſt contumelious ſpecches againſt the Prince, 
whereof a reuenge was demaunded of the Senat. And itwas conuenient that a pu- ' 
niſhmentſhouldbe ordained anſwerable to the greatnes.of the offence. As for him- * 
ſelfe as he would haue hindered the ſcuerity of their reſolution, ſo he would not be ** 
inft che moderation of the puniſhment : therefore they might derermine as they - 
ought good, giuing them. powerif they luited to acquite him. Theſe or the like |, 
ſ an. recited, and his diſlike manifeſtly. perceiued : yet forall thar neither did 
> Conſuls alter this relation, or Thraſes ſhrinke from his opinion z or the reſt 
_ goefrom thar which they had onceallowed ; part of them leſt they ſhould ſeeme 
to have expoſed the. Prince tocnuy; many ſhrowding themſelues vnder the number - 
of voices ; Thraſes by his accuſtomed ſtoutnes of courage,and becauſe he would not 
fall from his glory rnd gotten. Fabricias YVeiento was accuſed of the like crime, 
for vttering many ſlanderous ſpecches againſt the Lotds ofthe Senate, and Prieſts, 
inthoſe bookes which he called Codicillos. Talius Geminas his aceuſer added fur- 
ther ofhim, that he had ſold offices and fauours of the Prince, and the right of ob. 
| taining honours : which was the cauſe why Nero vndertooke the hearing of that 
ludgement. VVho after conuiftion baniſhed Yeiento out of Italy ; and — 
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ded his bookes to be burnt, which as long as the reading and getting of them” was 
dangerous, were much ſought for ; then liberty of hauing them granted they were 
forgotten. 


XTIIII. The death of Burrhus : aud who Tigellinus «nd Rufus hu ſucce/- 
ſours were. The decay of Senccacs credit, with an oration 
of his to Nero, with Neroes anſwere. 


- $ publike calamities daily increaſe; ſo rhe remedies againſt them grew 
ſcarſe. And Burrhas ended his life, but whether by ſicknes or poiſon, vncer- 
taine. It was conieAured by ſickneſſe, becauſethat his wind-pipe within 

ſwelling by little and little, and in the end ſtopped, he yeelded vp the ghoſt. Moſt 
menafhrme, that by Neroes commandement, making as though he would haue ap- 
plied a remedy to the palatof his mouth anointed it with poiſon ; and that Bur1hu 
vnderſtanding the praftiſe, when Ceſar came to viſite him turned his face from him: 
andasking him how he did, only anfwered , Iam well. He was much lamented in 
the City for the memory of his vertue: and harmelefle{loth of one of his ſucceſſors, 
andenormous wickednefle, and adultericsof the other. For (ſar had made two 
Capraines of the Guard : Feniws Rufws through the fauour of the people, becauſc he 
dealt in Corne matters without gaine z and Sofoniue Tigellinus, who held on his old 
courſe of vncleane and infamous life, which by cuſtome was another naturein him. 
Tigellinus was more inward with the Prince, choſen as one priuy to his ſecrer plea» 
ſures. Rufis was of oor reputation and fame with the people, and accepred of the 
ſouldiers, which he found by expericnceto breed Neroes millike. The death of Bur- 
rbas weakned Senecaes authority , becauſe his good arts wantcd the ſtrength they 
had : hauing loſt one asit were of their guides : and Neroinclined to the worler ſort. 
2» Which with ſundry forts of calumniations ſetvpon Senece, ſaying: That he conti- 
,» nually heaped vp wealth aboue the calling of a private man, and tought to win the 
3» peoples hearts 3 thatin pleaſant gardens, and ſtatcly building he-didalmoſt exceed 
,z the Prince. They obieCted alſo thar he attribuied ro himſclfe only, the praiſe of c- 
»» loquence and made verſes often, after he ſaw that Nerorooke a. liking to them, For 
»» ſhewing openly a diſlike of the Princes pleaſures ; he detrated from his skill in ti- 
2» ding,and ſcoffcd at his voice when he ſang ; to whatother purpoſe, bur rharnothing 
2» ſhould ſeemeexcellent inthe Common-wealth, which was not thought tobe his 
2» inuention ?. Nero was now out of his child-hood, and in theftrength of his youth; 
3» he ſhould ſhake ofhis maſter,being already inſtrutted with ſufficient reachers,ro wit 
» his anceſtors. ButSenecs knowing of theſe accuſations, by ſome which had a care 
»» Of honeſty; and Ceſar more and moreeftranging himſelfe from his familiarity : des 
2» fireth arime ro-be heard ; and hauing obtaincd it, beginneth thus. Ir is faurtcene 
3» yeeres Ceſar, ſince I hane been putrto thee as a guide ro thy hope; andcight ſince 
,» thou haſt goucrned the Empire. From that time vntill this, thou haſt heaped on me. 
»» ſo many dignities and ſo much wealth, that there /wanteth nothing to my felicity, 
,» but the moderation of them. I will alleage greatexainples ; notof mine owne cab 
z, ling, but of thine. wrthy great grandfarhers father licenſed £34..4gr4 
»» pats with-draw himſelfe co Mitylenum to line a prinate life, and C. Mecenarto abide 
9» inthe Ciry, yefatcaſc as if he had been ina forrainecountry. Whereofthe onea 
,» companion of his warres; the other rofſed and wearied with many trauclsat Roms, 
»» had receiued large rewards, but anſwerablc to theirmanifold: deſerts. As for my 
2a ſelfe, what was therein me forthe requitall of thy munificence; ſaue only my ſtu- 
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as I nay ſay, nouriſhed in the ſhadow ? By which I hane gotten credit and reputa- « 
tion, becauſe I ſeemed ro haucbeene at hand and direted the youth with inſtru: < 
&ions: a great recompence in very deed of my trauell. Butthou haſt done me be- «+ 
fides this, great fauours, and inriched me with infinite wealth; in-ſo much that do « 
oft debate the matter with my ſelfe, ſaying; Am I, being bur a gentleman only, and «< 
borne our of the city, reckoned amongſt the cheifeſt pecres of thecity ? Can it be «<< 
that my new riling can ſhine among noble men honoured with the marks of aunci- <« 
ent antiquity } VV hereis that mind of mine which once was contented with alittle? « 
What,doth he make ſuch goodly gardens;& walkein ſuch manner houſes neerethe «« 
wals of the city: doth he aboundin ſuch ſcope of grounds,and viury in ſo many pla- « 
ces? One defence commeth to mind for all, thatis,thatit was not in my part to ſtriue *£ 
againſt thy gifts, bur both of vs haue filled our meaſure, thou by giuing as much as «« 
a Prince could beſtow vpon a friend, and I in taking as much as a friend could take «« 
of a Prince. That whichis aboue this augmenteth enuy, the which no doubt, as all «< 
morrall things doth lie vnder thy greatnes, but Jic heauily on my ſhoulders; there- « 
fore I need help : and as weary in ſeruice of warre,or on the way,I would crauctac- «© 
cour z ſo inthis _— of mylife, old and vnable to wade through the ſmalleſt «c 
cares, ſecing I cannot ſuſtaine the burden of my riches any longer, 1 crauethy-aid «« 
and helping hand ; command them to be managed by. the procuracors, and be re- «<« 
ceived as thy ownegoods. Neither will I thruſt -_ ſelfe into pouerty, bur giue << 
yp thoſe things, whoſe brightnes dimmedand dazcled me : thattime which bwas << 
wont to beſtow in my gardens and houſes of pleaſure, I willimploy in recreation of «« 
mind. Thou art -in the floure of thy age, and the regiment of thy Empire eſtabli-/<c 
ſhed and ſerled many yeeres, and we thy old friends may berake our ſelues-toreſt..< 
This alſo ſhall redound to thy glory, that thou haſt raiſed fuch rogreat honours as << 
could haue contented themſclues with a meane eſtare. Vnto which, Nero anſwered #6 
almoſt as followerh. Thar I am able extempore to anſwere thy premeditated orari- .«c 
on, I am principally indebted to thee, who hath inftruted me how not only'to ac--<c 
uit and diſcharge my ſelfe of things — butalſo of ſuch as happen on the «« 
fudden.M y greatgreat grandfarhers father Augs//us ſuffered Agrippa and Mecenas af- <c 
ter great labourto take their caſe; bur in ſuch an age,thar his authority might main- «<c 
taine wharſocuer had been beſtowed; yer he neuer rooke thoſe rewards from them << 
he had oncegiuen them. In warre and dangers they had deſerued them, for intheſe «c 
things Auguſtxs youth was imploied: neither would thy weapons and hands haue « 
beene wanting, if I had beenceinarmes. Bur as the why An ſtate of times required, «« 
' thou diddeſt with reaſon,and counlell traine vp firſt my childhood,then my youth: « 
and cherfore the gifts which thou beſtowedſt vpon me, whileſt life laſtech ſhall re. « 
maine with me.

” commended, yet were itnot ſeemly for a wiſe man , from whence he procuret 

” infamy to his fiend, from theneero ſecke glory to himſelfe. To theſe his ſpeeches 
? heioynedimbracements and kiſſes, framed by nature, and praiſed by cuſtome, to 
cloake hatred with falſe flattering ſpeeches. Sexeca (which is the concluſion of all 
ſpeeches had with Princes) gaue him thanks, bur cn—_— che courſe and manyer 
of life which he vſcd in authority, forbidding the multitudes which came to ſalute 
him, and auoiding ſuch as would follow him ; ſhewing himſelfe ſeldome in the city, 


as though hc had kept home,cither through lickneſſe,or buſic ar his tudy. 
Sg credit , in accuſing him of the friendſhip he had with _A4grippina: but Tigel. 
linus credit daily grew greater, and thinking that his lewde praftiſes, wherin 
only he was his crafts-maſter, ſhould be more acceptable, if he could oblicge the 
Prince by a league of naughty dealing z he began diligently to ſearch our all his 
feares , andperceiuing that Plantas and Sylls were ſuſpeted aboue others, Plautm 
being-baniſhed of late into Aſia, and Sys into Gallia Narbonenfis, he entreth 
into; the conſideration of their nobility, and how the one was to neere the army 
3» of the Eaſt, and the other that of Germany. Thathe for his owne part had norin 
» his/head as Burrhw had, contrary hopes to the Emperours, but regarded only his 
2» ſafety, which.in ſome ſort might be ſecured by his preſence from the city praiſes: 
- » butby what mcanes could tumulrs far off be redreſled ? rhe Galli became prechan 
$ atthe nameof a Di&ator, and the people of Alia no lefle to be ſuſpeRed or 
2» the renowne of Druſus, Plautusgrandfather. Syla was poore and needy, and there- 
2» fore bold and venturous, counterfeiting alazines, vnrill he founda fit opportuni- 
2» ty to {hew his raſhneſſe. P/aurws abounding in wealth, did not ſo much as pretend 
» adeſireof aquicrlife, but made open ſhew of imitaringrthe old Romanes : hauing 
,» taken-vpon him the arrogancy and ſe&of the Stoiks, which makcth them buſi 
3» headed, and deſirous tobe ſetaworke. Neither was there any further delay vicd 
bur Sy (thoſe which were to doe the feat arriuing at Marſils the fixt day) before 
fearcor rumour, was laine being ſet at table, and Nero skofted when his head was 
broughthim,as cuilfauoured by vntimely hoarineſle. But it was not ſo ſecretly kept 
that Plautws death was intended, bem many had a care of his fafery, and the b 
ſtance of the iourney and A time between, tad ſpread it abroad; and giuen 
out among the common ſort, that he went about to ſtur vp Corbulo then Lord ge- 
ncrall ouer greatarmies, ſaying, that if noble and innocent perſonages were thus 
murdered, he was moſt likely 
infauour of this yong man, and the ſouldiers ſent toga forward with the enterpri- 
ſes, being neither. ſtrong in number, norin courage ſtout, ſeeing they could not 
rme that which they were enioyned, turned altogether to new hopes. Theſe 
peeches were common inidle perſons mouths.

He added. far- 
ther, that P.<t«s had promiſed by oath before the enlignes,in the preſence of ſuch as 
the King bad ſent to beare witnes, that no Roman ſhould enter into Armenia, vn- 
till.ir appeared by Nyrees letters whether he agreed to the peace or not. Which 
things as they haue bezne inuented to increaſe infamy, ſo the reſt is not vaknowne, 
that 7 e145 went in one day forty miles ; leauing the wounded ſcattered behind hirh : 
which fearc of the fliers away was no leſſe ignominious; then if in fight they had tur. 
ned their backs to the encmy. Corbulo meeting him at the banke of Euphrates with 
his forces, made no ſuch ſhew of his enſignes and armes, that he ſhould ſcemero 
vpbraid him of his cowardlines. For his common ſouldiers ſad, and bewailingthe 
cauſe of their fellowes,could not forbeare weeping. They ſcarce ſaluted the ofreche T 
other for teares. Strife of valour there was none, no ambition of 8lory, the only de- 
fire of men in proſperity. Pitty only bare ſway,and moſt oTall with the meaner ſort. 
The captaines vſed few words, and thoſe complaining that theirtabour was loſt, 
that the warre might haue beene ended with the flight of hisencmy, Petws anfwe- 
red, that all was whole and in good ſtate ro them both, rhat they ſhould rurne their 
enſignes, and ioyntly inuade Armenia, weakened by no abſence. Corbuloan- 
ſwered he had no ſuch contmiffion from the Emperour : that he had gone out of the .. 
Prouince mooued with the danger of the legions ; and ſceingtharthe' Parthians at- , 
tempts were vncertaine, he would returne to Syria. And that he was to pray for ,, 
good fortune, that his footmen wearicd with rrauclling ſo farrea foot , mighr o- + 
nertake the Kings horſemen going before cheerefully, hauing the aduantage of the ,.

But Nero, fayitg that hee necde&nofthe auchortty and fauoitrof the Senate 
in thatreſpe; as able of himſelfe ro make his party 8 d with his concurrents,and 
litledoubring bur thar by the vprightnefſe of the Judges he ſhould obraine his de- 
ſcrued praiſe ; ſang firſt of all a verſe on the Stage ; thenthe people inſtantly crauing - 
that he would publiſhall hisftudics (for thoſe were their words) hee entereth the 
Theater; and obſerueth all the orgers of the Harpers; as that being weary, yer hee 
ſhould not fir downe; that he ſhould not wipe off his ſweat, -but, with the garment 
hee wore ; thatno excremerits ſhould bee ſeene athis mouth or noſe.

I LL Getmanyis diuided from the Galli , the Rhztiang, 
and Pannonians, with two riuers, Rhene & Danubiug; 
| from the Sarmatiansand Dacians by mutual! feare of 
ſ1 one the other, or high hils. The reſt the Occci doth en- 
"M0 uiron,compaſiing broad and wide gulphes, & large and 
ſpacious Ilands; the people and Kings of which hath 
& i} been of late diſcouered by war. The riuer of Rhene ha-

ne radiiſhes.I fray thinkethattheGermans arc home-bred & the natural people of their 
- cotintry;and:net mixed with others,comming from other places; becauſe ſuch as in 
times paſt ſought new habitarions,came by ſea and not by land : and thathuge and 
ſpatious Occan,and as I may termeit, different from the other, is ſeldome traueclled 

by our men:For beſides the danger of the rough & vnknown ſea;who(vnles it were 

his natiuc ſoile) would leaue Afia,or Aﬀricke, or Italy,and plant himſelfe in Germa- 

ny? Being a country of it ſelfe rude, and theaire vnpleafhhgt and rough, to looke on 
ilfauourcd; not manured nor huſbanded. They giue it offs a high point in old ver. 

ſes (whichis the only way they maintaine the memory of things, as their Annales) 

that the god Tuifto, ſonne of the earth, and his ſonne:44avnms, were their firſt foun- 
dersand beginners. To Mann they _ three ſonnes $ whoſe names the Ingz- 
uones tooke, a nation neere the Ocgan : "the [ſtzuoners, and Herminones lying be- 
tweene them both. But ſome through a licence which antiquity doth giue, aff xme 

that the King had moe ſonnes, from'which moe ſonnes tooke their names ; as the 
Marſi, Gambriui, Sucui, Vandali, all truce and ancient names. As for the name Ger- 
many,itis a new name lately coyned : for thoſe which firſt paſſed the river of Rhene 
and droue out the Gallois, were now called Tungri, now Germany : ſo the nameof 

one people, not of the whole nation, growing great by little and little : as they were 

all ar the firſt called for feare, as beſt liked the Conqueror; ſo ar laſt, Germans, being 

a name of their own inucntion. And they recorded that Hercu/escame amongſt them 

of all that ever was the valianteſt perſon. They goe ſinging to the warres. And haue 
certaine verſes,by ſinging of which, callingit Barditus, they incourage their people, 

and by the ſame ſong foretell the fortune of the future battell : for t ey both ſtrike 

a fearc into others, and are themſclues ſtriken with feare, according to the meaſure 

and tune of he bartell : ſeeming rather an harmony of valour then voices ; and do 

affe@ principally accrtaine roughnes of the voice,and a broken confuſe murmur, 

by putting their targets before their mouthes, to the end their voice by the reuerbe- 

| ration might ſound bigger and fuller. Yea ſome are of opinion, that /{p//-s in his 


\ long and fabulous wandring, being broughtto this Ocean, came into _—_ 
an i 
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4nd built the rowne Aſcifhrgium vponthe banke of Rhene , and inhabited at this 
day, which he called <-w=yz», And that an altar conſecrated ro Yiyſes hath beene 
found in the ſame place , with his fathers name Zaz#yres: and there are yer monu- 
ments extant, and certaine rombes inſcribed with Grecke letters, in the confines of 
Germany and Rhzria : which Iintend not to confirme by reaſons , or confute 3 and 
therefore I leaue it to euery mans iudgement to beleeuc or not. For mine owne 
art I hold with them'*, which thinke that the people of Germanie, not changed and 
altered by marrying with other narions , haue continued the true and pure nation 
like vnto none bur themſelues. And therefore you ſee they haue all one feature 
and making , though they bee infinite in number : firicandgray eyes,yellow haire, 
great bodies,and ſtrong ara puſhonely. Trauclland paine —_— endure; nor 
yet thirſt nor heat; burro —_ and cold the ayre and the Countrey hath enured 
them. The ſoile, alchough diftering ſomewhar in kinde, yer generally is wilde with 
woods, or vnpleaſant and il-fauoured with mariſhes : moiſt rowards Gallia + more 
windie \hocden, » Noricum and Pannony : bartull enough ; bur bad for frujt-bearing- 
frees ; catrell plenty , but for the moſt part harlatric runts : their kine and Jabou- 
ring beaſt hach no beauty in him : all cheir ioyis in plenty of chem: and therein 
conſiſteth their wealth, and the wealth they chiefly deſire.' Siluer and gold whether 
the angry or fauourable gods haue denied them, I donbr., Neither will Lafficme thar 
there is no veine in Germany which yeeldeth (iluer & gold; for who hath ſought it? 
the poſſeſſion of theſe metrals or vie,they doe notgreatly affe&. Yct vellels af plate 
'Ou may ſce among them preſented totheir Embatladours and Princes; butas ſal- 
Jitcon nted of,as if they were of carth : alchough the borderers for commoditie of 
rrafficke,like gold and filuer well ; and do acknowledge and chooſe ſome coine,bea- 
ting our images. Thoſe which dwell further inthe land,goe more fimple to worke, 
"as; accordingto the old manner, haueno baying and ſelling, but by exchange of 
tommodities. The older the money and longeſt knowen , the betterliked', as that 
which is toothed abour like a (awe : or hath the p{ure of. a chariot drawen with 
two horſes. They deſire rather ſiluer than go!d : not for any. liking vntoirz bur be- 
cauſe that, being in ſmaller money , itis caſhier put away in buying and ſelling of 
ſmall wares. Iron they haue lictle among them,asby their weapons it may be garhe- 
red. Few of them vic ſwords or great lances : but carry Iauelines , oras they terme 
them Frameas, with a narrow _ ſhortiron, but ſo ſharpe and handſome, that as 
occaſion ſcrueth, with the ſame weapon they can tighr both at hand, and a farre off: 
and the horſeman is contented with a ſhield and Framea. The footmen vic weapons, 
tothrow one man agreat many , and that a great way off : naked,or conered with 
a light caſſocke. Handſomnes and neatnes in attirethey do nor brag of,bur trim and 
diſtinguiſh their ſhields onely with varictie of colours. Brigantine or coat of fence 
few have. Salet or headpiece ſcarce any one vſcth. Their horſes are neither beau- 
tifullto the eye, nor ſwift, nor managedto thecarriere according to our faſhion ; 
but to goe on ſtraight, or turne on the right hand ſocloſe and tound ,that nor one 
drags behinde another. All things well conſidered, their greateſt ſtrength conGſterh 
of fooremen : and therefore in their fight they mingle the one: with the other ; 
the footmien which are achoſen number out of;;the youth, ahd placed before the 
bactell; neither going too haſtily before the horſemen , nor drailing after , bur mar- 
chingin proportionable meaſure with them. . There is a certaine number ſer downe, 
thitis, of every towneſhip or borough an. hundred, for ſo they terme themſelues : 
andthac which was but a number at the firſt,is now a name and an honor. Their bar- 
we bec pointed : to giue ground, ſo as they charge luſtily after , they thinke rather

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a point of good policie then cowardlitics: The bodies @ their ſouldiers they cary 
_ away, eucn in doubrfull battcls : to abandon his ſhicld is the chicteſt diſgrace and 
offence : an ignominious perſon is batted from their ſacrifices,and fromtheir aſſem. 
blies; and many which hauc fled from barrels, haye for ſhame hanged themſclues, 
T heir Kings they chooſe by noblenes of birth, and their Captains by valour. The 
Kings poweris reſtrained, and nottado what he liſterh ; and their Caprains if they 
be forwardin fight, and inthe pointof the battell, are admired and reuerencedra- 
ther for their example, then commandery. Power to puniſh, to impriſon or bear, 
none haue bur Prieſts : yet not that as a puniſhment, orar the Capraines comman- 
 dement; buths itwere by the commandement of God, whom they belecue doth 
alliſt warriotsin battels ; and carry before them certaine images, and monuments 
taken out of the woods. And which is the chiefeſt encouragement of all , they 
make notrheir pointed bartell at hap hazard,of all perſons as they come; but oftheix 
family and friends, and kinsfolcke, with their children not farre off ; from whencg 
they may heare the howling of their wines, and crying of their children : whichare 
roall, ſacred witneſſes of their valour, and beſt commenders, They goe when they 


arc hurt to their mothers and wines; which are not afeard to number or ſucke thar 


wounds; andcarry the ſouldiers meat, and incourage them to ſtand to it. Itig 
reported that ſome bartels, euen ready asit. were to be loſt, and.diſcomficed, hayg 
beene by the womens earneſt prayers, expoſing their bodies tothe danger, and by 
'* . ſhewing how neere at hand their captiuity was, recoucred againe : whichin regard 

oftheir wiucs is a greater griefe and heart-breake vnto them ; inſomuch thar Foſs 
cities are more ſtraightly bound, which amongſt other hoſtages haue deliucred alſo 
rioble mens daughters: for they-dreame that they have in them I know nor whathoy 
linefſe and foreſight of things 3 which maketh them regard their counſell, and giue 
credit to their oracle.

Without all doubt the banke of 
Bens is inhabired with the people of Germany, the Vangiones, Treboci, Nemets 
e Vbij, albeit they haue deſerued to be a Roman colonie : and deſire to be called 
rpther Aariggiolens by the name of their foundrefle, though not aſhamed of their 
inning, hecretofore paſt ouer z and forgood proote of their fidelity , have 
xene planted vponthe banke of Rhene, to keepe off others, and not for any ſafety 
bf thar owne. Of all theſe Nations, the chicfet in valour-are the Batauiang, 
which cnioy ſmall part of che banke of Rhene , but inhabite an Ilande of the Ri. 
uer of Rhene in times paſta people of the Catri, and went by reaſon of ciuill 
dition into thoſe countries to beea part of the Roman Empire. The hogour and 
markes of ancient alliance.doc yet continue, for they are neither contemned by pay- 
ing tributcs,nor oppreſſed by LBamer of publike reucnewes. They arc exempted 
from s and contributions, as reſerued for vic of warre, as it were armes and 
weapons. The Marttiaci doe the like e: for the greatneſle of the people of 
Rome hath becne inlarged further hen the old bounds of the Empire did extend, 
and beyond the Rhene. Therefore in regard of their habitation and bounds, they 
inhabirc the banke, butin heart and minde dwell with vs : in other things like the 
Batauians 3 ſauing that by reaſon of their ſoyle and ayes they are more forward and 
; I will notaccounethem among the pouye of Germany, albcit they are play 
i beyond Rhene, and the Danube, of whoſe land the tenthis rayſed. The lewd 
of all the Gallois,and whom need hath driuen to venture, haue poſſeſſed that coun 
trey asdoubtfully holden, Not long after, hauing enlarged their bounds,and place 
fortreſſes farther, they are within the compaſſe of the Empire,and are a part of the 
Prouince. Beyond theſe, the Cattians begin from the Hercynian forreſt, but have 


| nar fo wide and mariſh a countrey, as the other cities in which Germany doth open 


and {pread it felfe: for the hils are one by another, and continue acertaine ſpace, 
and hen by little and little waxe thinner : and the Hercynian forreſt doth containe 
the Catri, andis the bounds of their territory, . They are a people hardened tolt 
bour, well ſer, ſterne countenanced, and of greater courage. As Germans goe, they 
atefenſibly wiſe ten, and conſiderate : they preferre choiſemen, hearken to thet 
leaders, knowtheir rankes, know where aduantages are, bridle their heate , diſpok 
of the day to their benefit, intrenchin the night, hold fortunc among things doubt 
full, and cſtecme of valouras of certainty : and which is moſt rare, and vnderfiood 
one by diſcipline, they repoſe more afſurance in their leader, then in the _ 
All hel ſtrength conſiſterh in footemen , whom beſides their armes they 
wich.yron.cooles and prouifion. Thou maicſt ſec others goe to $kirtiſh : burche 
Cartj march towarre. They ſcldome skirmiſh, or fight at aduenture.. Their horſe 
menarc of this property, that they cither quickely win the vitory, or yecld. Sud- 
deancsis neere vino feare ; lingring draweth neeret conſtancic. And that ores is

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ſeldome vied among other people of Germanie, through their boldnes, aid hardi-

There is not one of thertythathath a Houle, orlieingp, or 
care of any thing. As they come to tuery mans houſe they ate tnainrairied + Þrodi- 
gall of other mens; and contemners of their owne''vatill ehrough feeble ofde age,

ans for horſemen. So did their predeceffors ordaitie it, arid fucteffors follow it. 
Theſe are the childrens paſtimes z this the emulation —_— ng mens and ode 
men continue the ſame ; and horſes are'delivered-, as rights of infienitanice itfion 
the family : and the ſonnes receiue thery , though not the eldeſt, bathe whim 
couragious, and likelieſt tormake # marſhall man. Hard by the Tendtert , Irv tirnts 
paſtrhe BruReri did inhabit; but now itis reported thit the Cantavians, ant An- 
tuarians , arccntercd into that counttey , and whiolly rooted obt and cHifted the 
Prcterians , by agreement of nations adioyning : tithet 45 hating theni for th&t 
once for fweernes of pray,or ſome fauour of the g0d3 towards vs;as not dehyitg 
the ſpeacke of the barrel], wherein there were flaitte thibefeore thoufarid, not by 
theRomans armes and weapons : but, which is more glorious , ro'ſhew vs piſtiniie, 
md pleaſe oureyc.. I withrharifrhoſe peopke cannot Jue vs,that'thty would hate 
one another, ſaeingechar the ſtare of the Empire fatafſydeelining, fortune can doevs 
migreatcr fawour; then ſoweſedition ithorig the etettifes. The Angrivariais und 
Chamauiansy- hate behinde them the 'Dulgtbini afd Chaſuari, and orher nations 
norgreatly ſpokcirof ; and before them the Friſians: The Friſtans are called great of 
ſmall, according to their ſtrength : the Rhene bordering both vnto the Ocean, and 
beſides that, doe comprehend huge and ſpacious lakes, which the Roman nauy hath 
nk yea and the Ocean itſelfe we haweetredints, and tried on that ſide. Andthe 
th, that Hercules pillars are there yetto be ſcene ; cither becauſe. Hercules 
marſ>fane, or elſe becaufeby common conferir af tharis any where magtiticell, 
warxcibated ro-his-renowne: Droſis CoMaditws wanted: not courage's but the

of all rhe peopk of the Chauceans,alchough they beginat the Friſians, and poſleſſe 
part of theſhorc, coalt all choſe nations 1 have made mention of, vntill they wine 
:nto the Catti, and ſoſpaciousand huge countrey the Chauci do not only hold, bu 
fill likewiſe: of all the German nation the nobleſt ; and deſirous to-maintaine their 
greatneſſe by iuſtice : without couctouſnefle or vnbridled laſt, quierand retired ; flir 
vp no wars, neucr waſte, ſpoile, nor robbe. And whichis a ſpeciall marke of their 
valour and ſtrength, they got- not their ſuperiority ouer others by any wrongs of. 
fered. Yetthey are allready for warre, and if occaſion require to miake an ar- 
mic, wanting ncither horſe normen : and-although they lic quiet, yer their re- 
utation is neucr the lefſer. On the {ide of the Chauci and Carti , the Cheruſci 
f rm: nouriſhed long, being neucr prouoked , an idle and lazie peace , which 
was more ſwcet then ſafe vnto them, becauſe there is no ſure peace berweene fiir- 
Tring and ſtrong people, For when the matter is come to hand-ſtrokes , modeſiic 
pood dealing be termes which belong to ſuperiours. So the Cheruſgzin rimes 
paſt good andiult, are now called cowards and fooles: and the fortune of the Car- 
ri being fauorable,is cauſe that they are counted wiſe. The Foli, a people bordering 
v p. Cheruſci, are touchcd with their ruine, companions in their aduerſitic, 
h in proſperity they were inferiour vatothem. Neere vnto the ſame coaſt of 
the Ocean, the Cimbrians inhabite ; now a ſmall people, but highly renowned : hs 
uing yet remayning certainemarkes of their old glory ; to wit, on Cock the bankes, 
genchss and lodges : by the circuit of which,thou maieſt yer meaſure the greatneſſe 
and ſtrength of thar Nation, and bclceuc the number of fo greatartarmie. It ws 
. fixehundred and forty yeeres afterthe foundation of our Ciry , before the Cimbre 
ans armes were heard of, when {cilius Metelims, and Pepirivs Carbo were Conſuls, 


From that rime vnto the ſecond'time thatthe Emperour Tr6:@u was Conſul, by iſt 


account, arc two hundred and ten yeeres : and ſo many yeers we were a canquering 
Germanie. In the middle time,there-were many loſſes on both parts. Nor the Sam- 
nites;nor.the Carthagineans,nor the Spaniards,nor the Gallois; nonor the Parthian 
haue ſooften troubled vs-: the liberty of the Germans being more earneſt, then the 
kingdom of the Arſacides. For what can the Eaſt obic& againſt vs, ſauing the death 
of Craſſus, when hee had defeated Pacorus, before troden downe by Yentidine ? But 
the Germans, hauing cither {lainc or taken Carbo and Cain, and Scenrus Avrelin, 
and Cersilius Cepio,and M. Hfaniixe, hauc defearcd alſo fine Conſulary armies , and 
Varus withthree legions in Ceſars time : neither haue C-AHwimein Italy, or Iulie in 
Gallia; Druſas, and Nero, and Germanicw , moleſted rhem in their houſes without 
blowes. After thatC.(4/ars great threatnings were turned roa icft, Then there was 

uictnelſe, vntill our ciuill wars gaue them occaſion , when they had taken the tan- 
; magnet of the legions, to hauca delirero enter Gallia : from whence being # 
gaine driucn qut, in late times, they haue beene rather triumphed ouer then van- 


quiſhed. |

Nt: we wlll Kepar Sueui, which arc porone nation as the-Catriand 
k 1 Tenftert: an g part of Germany, and feucred by 
=  . culiar names and countries : Ghengh by one nanioahyy brokel 
Sucui.: whoſe marke is to cucle their haire and tie it'on knots. By that the Sucui- 
an is diſtinguiſhed from the other Germansz and the free borne Sueuian from the 
bond man. That inother Countrics is v{ed alſo bur ſeldome times, either for aff- 
| | : nite 
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nitie with che Sucnians z or as itoften happenerh by imitacion, and whileſt they be 
young : bur the Sucuians cuen vntill they be old and gray, haue their haire fanding 
anend, andoften tic iton the crown only:princes wearer after a finer faſhion.Thar 
is the harmeleſle care they haue of their beaury. For they ,vſc it noteirher towinne 
| loue, or be beloned :.but turne it vp to a cerraine height,to ſceme tothe enemy more 
eerrible, when chey goc thus trimmed to the warre. The Semnones fay,theyare the 
moſt auncient of the Sucuians', andthe moſt noble. The credic of their antiquiry 
they confirme with-this ceremony. Ac certaine times, all of one blood meec"by 
their deputies in a wood, reputed holy by the auguration of their forefathers; 'and 
auncient regerence; where publikely killing a man, they cclebrate the barbarous 
beginnings of their ceremonie, Yetthere is another reaſon why the wood is had in 
reverence. No man entrethinto it, but bound with ſomewhat as an iinferiout” 
ſon, and acknowledging the power of the:god. Ifhe fall by chance;;itis not lawfull 
for him to riſe, or get vpz butis rowled out: all their ſuperſtition'rending to this; 
that from thence the nation had his beginning : tha there dwellerhy the god , ruler 
of all orhers ; and vnto whom all other things are ſubie& and obedient. The for- 
rune of the Semnones giueth this authority : their countrey is inhabited by an hun- 
dred villages : and by their great body, they take themſclues to bee the head of the 
Sucuians. Contrary, the Longobards are renowned, : by reaſon their numberis ſo 
ſmall : char being hemmed in with ——— puiſlant nations, yet maintaine them- 
ſelues, notb Going any duty ta any bur by warres and dangers. After them the 
Reudigni, and Auiones, and Angli, and. Varini, and Eudoſes, and Suardones,and 
Nuithones, are defended by riuers or woods : hauing no notable thing particular 
inany ; ſauing thar generally they adore Herthum, that is, the motherearch, whom 
theybeleeue ro be preſent at mens affaires. There is a wood called: Caſtumiin an 
Hand of the Ocean, anda chariot dedicated init, couered with apparell, which one 
Prieſt onely may lawfullic coych. He knoweth that the goddefſle is in ſome ſecrer 
of the hand and followeth her with great reuerence as ſhe is ledde by Kowes : 
and make thoſe holy daies & places of ioy which ſhe vouchſafeth to honor with her 
eſence. Warre they make none, nor puron any armour, norſhewany woes : 
bor peace and quictnefle is onely knowneand loued : vntill the fame Prieſt, bri 
backe the goddeſle ro her Temple, filled with the conuerſation-of mortall men. 
Then the chariotand the apparcell, if you will belecueir, rhe diuinitic ir ſdlfe is wa- 
ſhed 1n ſome ſecrerlake : bond men miniſter vnto her, which the ſame lake dothin- 
continently fwallow vp. Whereofariſerh a ſecret terror, and an holy ignorance, - 
what that ſhould be, which they onely ſee which are a periſhing.” And thispart' of 
Sueuia, reacheth far within the country of Germany ; the neerer(that] maydeſcri 
that part which licth by Danube, as I haue done char which licth along- the Rhene) 
is the Citic of the Hermundurt, fairhfull ro the Romans : and therefore of alt the 
Germans traffique,not onely vpon the banke of Rhene, bur cuen withinthe heart of 
thecountrey, andin the moſt famous colonic of the Prouince Rhztia. Theſegoe 
all over without a guard : and whereas we ſhew other Nations, ſomtimes our ares, 
ſomerimes our campe ; to theſe we lay open our houſes, and villages; as peogls not 
&liringrhem. In the countrey of the Hermunduri, the river Albis hath his be- 


ginning , in times paſt a famous river and well knowne:; but nowonly heard of. 
Neere vnto the Hermunduri dwell the Nariſci, the Marcomani, and 'Quadi. The 
ons renowne and ſtrength that the Marcomans haue; is in that rhey gotitheir 
«llings by valour and driving out in times paſt the Boiens. Neither doe the Na- 
nſci, and the Quadi degenerare. And thatis as it werethe frontier of —

beames, yeeld an humour, which melted, runnerth vnto the next ſea, and by force of 
tempeſt 15 carricd ro the oppolite ſhore. If. by fire thou wilt make proofe what the 
nature of Amber is, it will burnelike vnto wood pitched and roſened : and nouri- 
ſherh a far and ſtrong ſauoring fire : then waxeth phant and clammie like Rofin or 
Pitch. Hard by the Suionians, be the Sitones: alike in all things, ſauing one, which 
is,that a woman is their ruler : fo farre they degenerate,nor only from hberry,bur al- 
ſo from bondage: and there is the end of Sucuia. I amin doabr, whether I ſhould 
reckon the Peucinians, Venedians,and Fennians,among the Germans or Sartnares : 
although the Peucinians, which ſome call Baſtarnas , reſemble the Germans in lan- © 
os behanions, houſing, and dwelling : bur all are generally, ſlouenly and lazie : 
and the noblemen allied by marriage with the Sarmates, arc ſomewhat transfor- 
med into their viage:& the Vinedians haue learned many of their faſhions alſa. For 

ſcowre and rob all the hils and woods which lie betweene the Peucinians and 

Fennians. Yet theſe may rather bee accounted Germans ; becauſethey builde how- 
ſes, carry targets, and are good footmen. None of which the Sarmates doe vie ,bur 
alwayes ride1n chariot,or on horſebacke. The Fennians are very barbarous and beg- ' 

rly : hauing neither armes, horſes, nor houſes ; no food bur herbes; no apparell 
Bar leather pelts ; no bedding but the ground : hauing all their hope in their ar- 
rowes , which for want of iron, they head with bones. Man and woman liueth 
by the ſame hunting : for the Women follow, and aske for part of the pray. 
Young children haue no other ſuccour _= wilde beaſts, and hard weather, 
bur ſome couerture made of boughes : that is the lodging of young and olde. 
That they thinke ro bee more glorious and magnificall, thentoyle in manuring 

the carth ; and trouble themſcluesin buildings ; and turmoyle berwixt hope 
and feare, about their owne and other mens goods. Thus ſecure a- 
gainſt men and gods,they haue woon this hard point, that 
they need make no vowes at all, The reſtis fabu- 
lous,as that the Helluſtj, and Oxione,haue the 
viſage and countenance of men,bur the 
bodies & members of beaſts: which - 
I leauc as a thing to me 
vnknowen.

Here 15 no treaſure.lo much enriches 
the minde of man as learning ; there 
15 no learning ſo proper for the di- 
rection of the life of man as Hiſto- 


artialitie, that hee hath written the moſt matter with 
bes concelt in feweſt wordes of any Hiſtoriographer 
ancient or mederne, But heis hard, Difficilia que pul- 
chra : the ſecond reading ouer will pleaſe thee more 
then the firſt, and the third then the ſecond. And 
it thy ſtomacke bee ſo tender as thou canſt not diſgeſt 
Tacitus in his owne ſtile, thou art beholding to Sa- 
uile, who gives thee the ſame foode, but with a plea- - 
fant and eaſie taſte, In theſe fowre bookes of the ſtorie 
thou ſhall ſee all the miſeries of a torne and dechning 
State : the Empire vſurped; the Princes murdered; the 
people wauering ; the ſouldiers tumultuous ; nothing 
vnlawtull to. him chat hath power, and nothing ſo vn- 
lafe as to bee ſecurely innocent. In Galba thou maieſt

1s as dangerous as if hee were cuill humſelfe. By Otho, 
thactlie fortune of a raſh man 1s Torrenti fmils, which 
riſes at an inſtant, and falles in a moment. By V itellius, 
that he that hath no vertue can neuer bee happy : for by 
his owne baſeneſle hee will loſe all, which either fortune, 
or other mens labonrs haue caſt vpon him. | By Veſpa: 
ſian, that in ciwill tumules an adutiſed patience, and-op- 

ortunitie well taken are the only weapons of aduanrage, 
Fel all, and in the ſtate of Rome vnder them, thou 
maieſt ſee the calamities that follow ciuill wa' res, where 
lawes lie aſleepe,and all things are wdged by the ſword, 
If thou miſlike their,warres, bec thankfull for thine owne 
peace ; if thou doeſt abhor their tyranmes, loue and re. 
uerence thine owne wiſe, tuſt, and excellent Prince, Tf 
thou doeſt deteſt their Anarchie, acknowledge our owne 
happie gouernment,and thank God for her,vnder whom. 
England entoyes as many benefics, as euer Rome did ſuf. 
fer miſeries vnder the greateſt tyranc, 
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a\ Alcriu Trachalus, and Silins Italicws being Conſals : 
= UVindex, Lieutenant of Gallia Lugdunenſis, perceiuing that prinate 
2.7, conſpiracics againſt the perſon of Nero had beene often intended 
-Y andeuer d:ſcouered , determined to giue the firſt onſet in armes and 
=, openly goe to the field. Vindex was by his Father of a Senatours 
'<AL houſe, by birth French and extratt from the line of their ancient 
b7 Kings , of body puiſſant, quicke of conceit, of a ready diſpatch, shit- 
to attempt : his prowince peaceable, and therefore viterly disfur- 
wſhe of forces : no Legion, no garriſon under his gouernment. Notwithſtanding as in 
4 body corrupt, and full of il humours,tbe firit paine that appeareth, bee it neuer ſo flen= 
der, drawes on the reit, diſcloſeth old aches and ſtraines, attuateth what elſe is unſound 
in the body: ſo in a Hate uniuerſally diſliked, the firſt diſorder diſfolueth the whole. Tea 
and oft ſo it happeneth m both , the diſeaſe that grew jfirtt, and gaue cauſe to the other, be- 
ing recured, the reſt notwithitandmg worke out the finall deſtruttion. Now Vindex, 
before he declared himſelfe, well weighing the weakeneſſe of his eſtate , and withall his 
 owne perſon uncapable of the Empire, as being but 4 Hranger, without followers without 
friends or allies among the Nobility, deliberated to caſt it on ſome other man of more repu- 
tation, who alſo by neereneſſe and ſtrength might ſecond his attempt. Corbulo was lately 
murdered by Nero; Veſpaſian farre off warring in lewry : Suetonins Paullinas at home 
without army, the moſt famous men of that age for military matters.Of high Germany Vergi- 
pigs Rufus was Lieuetenant, with three Legions, next neighbour to Vindex, only of a meane 
gentlemans houſe. In low Germany Fonteius Capito, with fourt Legions, aud Cledius Ma- 
er in eAfricke with a competent army, neither of them likely to repaire that which Nero 
had rained. There remayned they in armes Serains Sulpitius Galba, a man of great wealth 
and ancient Nobility, who had beene eight yeeres Lieutenant in neerer Spaine, tothe reaſon- 
able contentment of the country, with an hoite of one Legion, and the Aids belonging there- 
to. Vpon him Vindex finally reſoluing diſpatcheth into Spaine , and other countries adioy- 
vine, ſecret letters declaring his purpoſe to the Lieutenants. Galba,in whom age had abated 
the heat of ambition, experience and dangerous times engendred a warie and 
proceeding, thought as then pon nothing leſſe then diademes and kingdomer, hazing £6- 
wn himſclfe oner , for certaine yeeres poſt, to an idle and obſcure kinde of life , ſequeſtred 
wit were, and retired from affaires for feare of Nero; under whom to doe ill was not al- 
waies ſafe, alwayes wnſafe to doe well, and of doing nothing no man conſtrained toyeeld an 
aount, Wherenpon the letters arriaing, hee ſtood much amazed, diuided in minde what 
courſe hee ſhould follow : to truſt them? perad centure it as but a traine : to diſcloſe them 
and ſend them to Nero? that were indeed toput in his head an eternall iealoufie, and him- 
ſelfe into a needlefſe perill : andperhaps alſo there might bee good meaning. whereupon in 
ſo doubtfull a caſe, the extremes ſeeming dangerous, hee tooke the meane way , ſuppreſſing 
the letters, and not entring into the cauſe any further, reſeruing to gowerne Tſe inthe 
reſb, as euents and occurrents ſhould lead and dirett him. The other Lieatenants ſent all 
their letters to Nero, betraying Vindex, betraying the cauſe, whereof themſelues anon were 
partakers. | 
Now Vindex certaine dayes after the Calends of March , though not fully aſſured, 
yet hoping well of Galbaes intent, an1 preſuming goodlucke to ſo good a meaning, aſſem- 
bled them of his prowince ,- ſuch chiefly as were chicfe in their countrey for tvedit , and 
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chiefly had beene touched in goods or in hongqur. To whom recounting in order the tyran- 
nies of Ncro, namely his paring of * France ta the quicke ; to the wrter deſtruttion of ſo - 
many men, the uniucrſall decay of ſo'goodly a country , be exhorteth them all to tike armes, 
ro ſuccour themſelues , to ſuccour the Romans, and to free the whole world from ſo hea 
wic 4 yoke." Or if, which the gods forbidin ſo good a caſe,yet let vs(quoth he) ſell him our 
lizes in the field with honour , ſeeing wee cannot poſſeſſe them. with ſafety. For ang. 
ther Prince (our broken ſtate, and age void of wertue, not bearing 4 free common-wealth 

wee hane heere at hand a man of great birth , great wealth, and great forces , one that 
hath made honourable proofe of Benſalfe, at home, and abroad, in all reſpeits worthy the 
place, Galba Lieutenant of ** Arragon. If you like of the man, there remaineth then onely 

wee muſter the countrey tothe moſt that we may, without whoſe ſwords all talke of warre is 
but waine, and this pernicious. His demands being all accorded by common conſent , hee 
leuieth a power, many men, and few ſouldiers ,” taken pon the ſudden, not diſciplined, 
not trained tothe order of ſeruice ;, hee publiſheth edicts diſfaming the perſon and gourrne- 
ment of Nero. Then cauſing Galba to be proclaimed, hee writes hima letter, now,or elſe 
nener, to declare himſeife in fauour of mankinde againſt that monſter of Nature , to furs 
niſh the body of an hunared thouſand French men in armes, and more if need were, of 
4 head. the Sequani, _Aedui, eAruerni, Remi, and the flower in a maner of France, 


were all of the party, conferring men, horſe, armour, money, and what elſe was requiſite 
for ſeraice in field. Rufinus , Flauima , Aſiaticus with others were appointed Captaines, 
and Vienna ſeate of the Warre_> ;, whoſe next neighbours, and ancient enemies, the Luode 
wenſes banded themſclues againſt them an1 the cauſe, or the cauſe for their ſakes; Many 
conflifts betweene them, and skirmiſhes during the warre ,, ſo thicke, and ſo hotly purſued, 
that one might perceiue much priuate choller paſſe vnaer the ſhadow ym pretences, 
The Lingones _—_ and Treueri, and ſome other Cities, forſaking t 


eir fellowes , lin 
ked, themſelaes with the Legions confining. Three Legions, as before it # ſayd, with 
their aydes, Verginius had in his charge ;, who ſeeing all France on a fire, and that now 
of force he muſt either reb:1l with the reſt, or warre with the rebels ( for fo they werey 
ſited till they prevayled) in e__ beholden , for publike»reſpetts miſtiking of Nerd, 
210 admirer of Galba, with Vinaex proceeding highly diſpteaſ2d; the example being wunſecent, 
that a Proumece ſhould bee a Prince-maker, thus unreſolued, reſoluing this onely, that hee 
would nat bee reſoined by others, dctermmed to land on his Guard, and gathered his men 
about him in haſte, valiant ſouldzers and expert in ſeruice,,. and likely to ſway where the 
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ſate in their chaire of ettate, that haue worne therr diademe to keepe is from wetting, or 


Of the other ſide-the Licatenant of Aquitania, againſt the troubles of France, ve« 
weſted the afiiſtance of Galba his neighbour , who then at new (arthage kept a law, day: 
# anon hee perceined how that hee had taken a wrong 41dreſſe. For Galbareceining tht 
letters of Vindex , and being aduertiſed that warrant was ont for his death to the Pri« 
curdtours , had debated the matter a friſh with hus friends. Some vnwilling to ply 
their ſlate at 4 caſt, wiſht him to-flay and attend to what head the humours mm Rome 
new ſtirred 'would gather : as for the Procuratours, they might te prewented ; and war- 
ned is halfe armed, To Tits Vinim, then Lieutenant of the Legion, and anon chiefe_» in ft 
uour with Galba, that courſe. ſeemed unſafe. Armed indeed ( quoth hee ) for a whi 
ainit a Procuratour or two: nay, put caſe wee conld hang vp theſe few in our places, 
all wee line , doe you thinke, for lacke of a hangman? Giue vs armes againſt Nero,and 
then w ee are armed. But perhaps ſith wothing is pait on our part, hee may be perſwadedts. 
call in his (entence againe. Euen good Princes art tealous of ſoucraigne points,and that ftring 
being touched, haue a quicke care. They have bought it fail deare which ignorantly haut

ths ſonce een in ſecret thought him a fit may to ſucceed. "wee are , a they ſay, openly pro- 
cdaimed, we hane an armiein'field : ſhall hve then repent it , that newer dearedi but when 
bee did well? Let him looke That litt for ſutconrs from Rome, where libertic is tot ; fit mien 
#0 free others. Galbaand Vindex thiir ſwords and their armies maſt purchaſe oy free- 
dome. This opinion prenailing as poſſible to prooxe, bat of farce tobee followed, aday was 
appointed by Gitlba , therein to deſpatch tht freeing of flanes. The countrey came in at the 
day ſuſpetting the matter, aphtoreceine any newempreſſion. Cond —— of 
purpoſe before bis tribunall * 4manze of —_— prrſonages executed or baniſht int 
Nerves tare , and fetched fromexile a young woble mar , out of the next lends , to land 
by his ſeat , hisavenie about tins , ſpake in this wiſe. My fellow ſonttiers and friends , wee 
beat this preſent aſſembled 19 enfranchiſe our bondmen , 10 beſtow pon others that 
great benefit of libertic and freedowme : which wee our ſelnes , whom both natare add for- 
tune hath freed rhis long time , haue ſmally eniojed.

A 
Prince? nay; an inctndiary, a ſinger, a fidler a ſtage-player,a cart-driaer, a criet, wo Printe, 
tity noman, that hath a man to his husband, and a man to his wife, but a monſter of man- 
hinder; 404inft whows what Vindex in France hath already intended [ am ſare you doe 
tnow, and 1, for my part, I am moſt ſorrytoheare, The whole courſe of my PR—_ 
high bzene otherwiſe remooned' from ambition in coart , from aiming too high : aptd this 
Itle that 1eraibtes of my dayes 1 could heartily wiſh were ſpent in more eaſe. Bat fith, I 
lnow wot by what my misfortune, ſome have impoſed pon mee 4 part, which I neuter meant 
lofutteine, and left of all at this age, I will not refuſe, if you alſo approvee it, to ſacrifice this. 
old tat caſe of mine for the wealth of my countrey, not 4s Emperonr, of eAuguſtui, which ſa- 
ered names 1 adore afarre off, nit daring toapproch them, but as - "The Þoech 19.44 Rot fi 
niſhed , when the fouldiers , and people with one common woice interrapting , [aluttd him 
Emperour- - Galba commending their zeale to the good of the. Empire , and accepting the 
ſudftince refafed the name, tearming himfelfe Lieutenant of the Senate and people of 
RoMWe, Next care ws to muſter more men, to make good the reaolt : the countrey was pe 
and ſonldicrs cam in of off hands: new Legions and _Aideswrre enrolled, and tohelpe 
enced, « ſhip of Alex ammdria laden with armour, without maſter, without mariner , with- 
out paſſenger, arrived at the port : whieh accident, beſides that the wrecke came itt i good 
ſeem, increaft tothe cauſe reptarion , 2s though againſf Nero the gods had des 1s 
Weepors from heaxen.: Then hee ordained 4 Counſelits forme of 4 Senate elefHed os 4 ef 
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iefeſt and graueit men of his traine, and « guard of yoong gentlemen to watch and ward & 
res 4 news, publiſhed edjtts , and ſends —_ abroad  antnine themal 
to take armes,end concarre in common againſt the common enemic. Many reuolted from Ne. 
r0 and came tothe ſide : CM. Salueus Otho with the firfl, then Liuctenant of ** Portingall, 
bringing his iewels and plate, which Galba made into money. 

In high Germany, the ſouldiers conſidering the weakeneſſe f Nero ; that France had al. 
ready rebelled ;, that Spaine made a Princes, that the reſt of the countries were likely to fal- 
low, if not all for the ſame, yet all axdinf Nero: viewing their owne forces, —_— 
now vnited , which before lay dyſperfed in troupes and in bandes , firangers to Galba,, and 
great diſdaining that one fps Legion ſbould mpoſ thema Prince, finally concluded 
tomake it their Pack , and beflow the Empire themſelues. eA fit man they needed not 
ſecke farre off : Verginiuas Rufus the Lieutenaut', though of « Gentlemans bonſe , and ne 
higher , in ſtrength of badie, matters of aition , and all other things excelled Galba : in 
birth what if Galba were better ? Catulus the toppe of his kinne fled aiſhonourably away in 
the Cimbrian warre, where Marius, baſelier borne then verginins, worthily Hucke to it, 
and ſaued the ſtate. Heereuponthey goe and breake downe tumultuonſly the images of 
Nero, ſalute Verginixs Prince, mſcribng hu name in the banners. Verginius ſeeing they 
matter growe to atumult , and being unable to veſift their violence , ſhewedto yeeldiv 
ſome degree againſi Nero , but not for himſelfe, much leſſe any other named abroad. For 
his part hee ſaid bee had no neede of the place, which all men beſide ſo greatly deſired : nor 
was not to ſuffer, but ſuch as by order of Senate ſhould bee appointed : that they were the men 
to whom that elettzon belonged, whoſe right hee would ſurely maintaine againſt whom ſ6- 
exer. The ſouldiers being un part thas appeaſed , hee commands the inſcription ta bee defu- 
ced, and with his whole armie entreth France, pretending to warre againit Vindex. The 
citie of Bezanſon , which firit refuſed to receiue him, hee ftraightway beſeegeth. Vindex 
#0 ſuccoxr the towne and leuie the ſiege, or bid him battle ; if it might bee no better , with 
twentic thouſand men commeth againſt his. Lying encamped not farre aſunder , there 

ed letters betweene them : whereupon they ſecretly weette and conferred together , noye 
elſe being preſent on either ſide, Their concluſjow was friendly, doubileſſe to ioyne againſt 
Nero: (ome thought to ſet downe Galbaalſs;, and it was not wnlikely. Thus departing 
4s friends , eath to his campe , Vindex ſecure as in aquarrell already compoſed, aud —_ 
attending leſſe then the ſhocke , meanine to enter the towne , pho buarmie with 
his men made towards gn. The ſouldiers of Germanie lying at the walles , and per- 
ceening the armie approach, marching, as it ſeemed, diretily vpon them, not prinie to their 
Generalds purpoſe , or not willing to loſe ſo faire an occaſion, ranne out without bidding, 
and falling upon them at unawares aud in diſarrai , not able on a ſudden to remedie the 
errour , 4s mennewly trained, and unexpert inwarre, flew them all in a manner, and ſþ0i- 
led the carriage. Vindex ſering the wnluckie ſueceſſe of this wulooked for battell , haging 
loſt in g menner the flowre of all France, and ſuſpetting fraud of Verginias ſide,as than 
he meant to entrap him, and ſend himts Nero, ranne himſelfe wpon his owne ſword ; manic. 
" comming after beſtowed their blowes vpon the dead carcaſe, ſecking a colour for prayſe 
or reward if Nero preuailed. After this ſlanghter the ſouldiers preſſed Verginiues agame 
zo accept of the Empire , and embaſſages came almoſt frotts cucry quarter requiring the 
ſame , with aſſured promiſe of all poſiible aſiiſtance, if not, ready toreturne to Neroes obe*" 
dience : but Verginius bewailing the heauie miſhap of his cnformae friend reieffeth

| it not meete to ſuffer any to liue, which had in any ſort lent his hand tothe death of a Prince. 
This N;ro 4 Prince in life contemptible, and hateful in gouernement, having thereby diſ- 
armed himſclfe' both of the lou? and feare of his ſubie(ts, ended his dayes the eight of Tune 
in the one and thirtieth yeere of his age, and fourteenth of his empire, at the firtt hawing ru- 
led the ftate with reſonable liking, inſomuch that Traian was wont to ſay, that enen good 
Princes were ſhort of Neroes fiue yeere : but after breaking foorth into all infamous bes 
baviour, and deteſtahle oppreſſions and cruelties, and being withall a Pritice weake in atts-

T was alſo ſuppoſed by many, that ſome of 'Vitellius men were cometo the city 
|| to ſpic out and learne how the ſides were affefted : whereupon all grew full of it- 

loulies, and ſcarſe were the ſecrer Cloſers free from feare : and abroade worſt of 
all, where according to the occurrents which came,they turned, and ſhaped courage 
and countenance, fearing to ſeeme , when matters went doubrtfull, diſtruſtfull; 
or when they went well, not enough to reioice: ſpecially in Senate, thexe was the 
hardneſſe indeed tobearec a mans ſclfe euenly in ſo nice and tickliſh a caſe : ſilence 
wquld be conſtrued for contumacy;free ſpeech had quickly in iclouſie;and flattering 
Otho would ſoone ſmell our, hauing paſſed from priuate eſtate , and vſcd the trade 
ſo lately himſelfe. Wherefore they were forced to toſle and rurne in and out their 
ſentences, to wreſt them this way and that, calling Vitellius parricide and traitour; 
the wiſer ſort ſpending vpon him ſome few ordinary rayling termes, ſome touching 
him neerer with viler matters, and matters of truth ; but then aboue all times, when 
for the great noyſe they leaſt could be heard, or when otherwiſe the moſt ſpake at 
once ,” or clſe by tumultuous heaping of words confounding their owne diſor-

allegeance to Otho, the newes of his being in Stare, as the cuſtom is in ſuchregr 
mareers, being broughtin great poſt, and ctuill wars — bylciſare, intowhich | 
, the firſt of all began' for 
to enter. Forin time-patt the 'moſt mighty and puiſſant ciuill wars, oogpanſivg | 
Traly-and'Galha, were vndertaken wittthe power and ſtrength of che Weſt; any 
they which maintained themin the Faſt, as Pompey, Cafhus, Brurys, Antonius, 
ended alwaies vnfartunately, and Syria and Iewry more often hcard tell of, then 
faw any Ceſats, the Legions had neuer murtined, only ſometimes were led ottto 
bratte the Parrhian, ſpeeding not alwaics alike : and during rhe laft ciuill war, when 
the world was ſhakenelſewhere, among them was aſſured tranquility ; rhen faith 
toward Galba. But after it was publickely knowne, that Orho and Virellius wen 
about with impious armes to "oy vpon the Roman cftare, the ſouldiers began to 
ſtorme, that ohers * receiued the fauours of Princes, and they ſcrued continually ag 
flaues, From thence they grew to conliderarion of their owne forces : ſcuen Legj- 
ons they ſaw at hand, and rwo Prouinces, Syria, and Iewry, with a huge mnltitude 
of Aakde-ſouldiers: then Aegypt adioyning with two Legions,and on the other ſide 
Cappadocia and Pontus, andthe firength which lay encamped againſt rhe Arme. 
nians : Aſia and the reſt of the Prouinces, plentifull ofmony,and of men nor vnfur- 
niſhed : allthe 1lands of tharſea, and the fea ir ſelfe =thut vp and yeelding ſecurity 
in the meaneſeaſon to prepare for the wat! The forwardneiſe of the ſouldiers was 
not vnknowne to the Generals: neuerthekelTe'it was thought expedient roartend the 
iflue of the other war then being on foot, fith doubrleſſe mutuall iclonuſics, berweene 
the conquering and conquered party, world never ſuffer GE and perfeRiy- 
telligence berwecne them : neither mattered it much whom fortune ſhouſd fauour, 
Vitellius or Otho:: euen ſingular commanders by proſperity would grow inſolent, 
much leſſe might good proofe be expeed of theſe, whom diſcord, fluggiſhneſl: 
and riot would ruine: whercofthe war would ouerthrow the one, and the viQory 
the other, both of themthroughtheir owne vices and faults. So till occaſion ſhould 
ſerue, the open taking of armes was differred by Veſpaſian and Murianys , hauing 
entred butlately into theſe communications, whereas the reſt had conferred there- 
of long before ; the better ſort vpon loue to the common wealth, the reſt , ſome al: 
lured with the ſweetneſſe of ſpoile, ſome pricked therto by reaſon of their doubtful

To the taking in wherof and iinuading 
the Prouince of Narbon, Sucdius Clemens, Antonius Nouellus, and Acmilius Pa- 
cenſis were appointed Captains by Otho : but Pacenſis was oterweake to gouerne 
the licentious ſouldiers 3 Antonius Nouecllus had no reputation ; Suedius Clemens 
in gouernment too popular and plauſible, both-corruprting the rigour of diſcipline, 
and yet greatly delirous ts fight. It ſeemed they entred not into Italy, their owne 
natiue Countrey and ſoile : as if it had beene forraine coaſts, and Cities of enemies, 
they burned, waſted and ſpoiled, with ſo much the more outrage and harme, be- 
cauſe no ſuch inuaſion was feared, and therefore nothing prouided againſt it; the 
fields lay full of commodities ; the houſes wide open; the Maſters meeting them 
with their Viues and their Children,thorow the ſecurity of peace, were ouertaken 
with the miſery of war. Marius Maturus the Procuratour was Prefident of the fea- 
Alpes at that time, who muſtering the Countrey, which yeelded ſtore of ſeruice= 
able men, purpoſed to withhold the Othonians from entring ints his gonernment: 
-burar rhe [n puſh theſe Mountaine people were flaine, and diſperſed, as beingaf- 
ſembled ar aduentures, without knowledge of Campe or of Captaine, and rthere- 
fore repofing no honour in the viory, nor ſhame in the flight, The ſorildiers of 
Otho being exaſperated with that battell, wreaked their anger vpon the free towne 
of Albium Intcmelium ; for in the late conflict they had gottetinb booty : the Pe-

Partof the Mariners with Pczants among wereplaced abouc in the hils, which were 
by the Guard ſouldiers : faſt by them in the ſea it ſelfe ſtood the Fleer prepared to 
fight, turning againſt the enemy a terrible and rthreatning front. The Virellianiſts, 
whoſ: ſtrength conſiſted in horſe rather then foot, placed their Horſe men againſt 
the Guard-ſouldier, and bchinde the horſe the Cohorts in thicke and cloſe rankes, 
marſhalling. the Pannonians in the hils adioyning. The troype, of the Treueri 
charged vnaduiſedly , which charge the old ſouldier receiued with courage : and 
withall the Pexants.in flancke galled them with ſtones,men fir inough for that kind 
of ſeruice,and ſuch as being mingled with ſouldicrs, though otherwiſe daſtards,yer 
now-in the viory dared as farre as the beſt. As the Vitellianiſts were thus diſtreſ- 
ſed, a greater diſcomfort was added by the Fleet, which in the meane ſeaſon fetch. 
ing about aſſailed their backes as they fought : ſo being incloſed on euery ſide they 
had all beene doubtleſſe deſtroyed, had not the darkeneſle of the night fauoured 
their flight, withholding the winners from following the chaſe. The Vircllianiſts, 
albeit they had loſt a battell, would not be contented : but ſending for new ſu 

ply gaue a freſh aſſault vpon the enemy , which by reaſon of theformer ſuccelle 
was growne ſecureand lcfle vigilant, flew the watch, entered the trenches,and gaue 
: 9 ti to the ſhips ; till ſuch time as the feare, which at firſt is moſt terrible; ſer- 
ing by little and little , the Othonians drew themſclues in ſafety to a hill there ad- 
joining,and then charged couragiouſly vpon them. Much bloud was there ſhed,and 
the, Captaine of the Tungrian Cohorts, having long maintained the skirmilh, 
wereforced atlengrh to yeeld vp their liues:: cucn to Othoes men the vitory'coſt 
bloud,, of whom diuerſe vnaduiſedly following were intercepted by the horſemen 
turning vpon them. And ſo,asif 3 mutuall ſuſpenſion ofarmes had been concluded

But when as Pacarius began to take muſter, 
totire thoſe rude people in training and other military duries,they waxing weary of 
that vnwonecd labour fell ro recount their owne weakenes: thatir was bur an lland, 
which they inhabited : that Germany and the Legionary power was farre off : and 
that cuen they were waſted and [ſpoiled by the Fleete.,, whom both Cohorts and 
Wings did prote&t, Whercupon.their mindes ſuddenly fell away, and ſo they con- 
predagain him, not by way of open rebellion , but by priuy attempr againſt his 
perſon. For which purpolechuling out a fit opportunity,as he wasin the bath naked 
and withour helpe,the multitude that followed him being departed away,they ſlew 
him and his company, caried the heads of them, as of Traitors, to Otho : by whom 
notwithſtanding they were not rewarded, as alſo not puniſhed by Vircllius, in ſo 
great confuſion and diſorder of the ſtate, palling among greater crimes;and ſhadow- 
ed with other more haynous offences.

Bouttheſame time, rot farre form Cremoha, Martius Macer had a lucklie- 
day againſt the Vicelliaviſts;For Mace being a man of courage atid forward, 
« Gladiatores =. Mvpur tlie® fencers'in Boars and kinded them ſuddenly on the orher ſide of the 
Po. Therethe Auxiliaries of the Virellianiſts were ditreſſed, and rthereſt fleeing to 
Cremona, thoſe which temayned'beliinde flaine : bar the winnets were nor permit. 
ted furrherro follow the chace , left the enemics ſtrengthened with new ſupplie 
ſhould rurne head againſtthem ; and alter the fortune of tie battell. Thar fa& bred 
" telouficin Othoes men miſinterpreting all that was done howlſocuer ſiniſterly, who 
cgerly as caclt was in eorage moſt daſtard, moſt lauiſh in rongue, ſo ſought they by 
 diyers miſconſtruing eriminations to'put iti diſgrace Annius Gallus, and Sueronius 
Paulinus , -and Marius Celſus ,' for them alſo had Otho made commanders. The 
principall fire brands of ſcd?rion and diſcord were the murderers of Galba,who be-

Valens viingaproficable and 
diſcreermoderation, required not ahy one to.beexecated for this trawſgreffiorrzons 
yin words reprooucd ſome few, leſt if hediſſembled che whole, he-ſhould be fuſpe+ 
ted the more : knowing right well that in ciuill warres the ſouldiershaucawantage 
vuer the General; and are more bold co commit diſorders,, rhety the Generall-may 
bero corre them. As they were entrenching at Ticinum, word was bronght of 
Czcinacs ouerthrow, andthe ſedition was almoſt renewed agaihe, 'us chonghby 
fraud and delayes of Valens they had beene kepr backe,and cotriefhorrof the bat- 
tell. VVhereupon refuſing to reſt any longer, withour' ſtaying for'their Generall 
they marcheforeward, running before theirenſignes, and haſtningtheenfignebea- 
ters and ſo inall-ſpeed ioyne with Czcina. Valens was alfo diſliked and pefierally 
blamed in the: Army of Czcina: who pretended themſelues ro beapricyed;' char 
they were left, being ſo far infetiour in numberas a pray to thewhole powerof the 
enctnits; highly cxcolling with all the ſtrerigch of rhe other Army, partly eoexcuſe 
thetnſelues, and parrly ro flarter their fellowes, leſt as conquered andcowardly per- 
ſors they ſhould be deſpiſed of them : and albeit Valens had more forces, almoſt 
double number of Legions and Aides tothe other, yer were thegood wils oftheſol- 
Gers more incliningto Czciha, befidecurteſie, whereih he excelled the other, by 
reaſon alſo of his flouriſhing age, and tallneſle of ftaruvez and vpon a certaine vaine 
fmour ofmen. Hereupon there grew emulation betweenethe ewo'Generals. Cz- 
tina contemnedthe other, as a lewd perfon of lifeand criminally noted :- Valens 
ſcoffed at him-ay being proud and vaine glorious: butreferuing their hatred in ſecrer 
they ioyned opently borhin the common cauſe, by many letters, withourreſpe& of 
pardon, obic&ing to Otho his infamous life ; whereas the Generals of Othoes ſide, 
notwithſtanding the argument yeelded that way moſt-plentifull matter, abſtained 
from all reuiling ſpeeches againſt Vitellins: and in truth before their ends which on 
Othoecs ſide was-moſt commendable, of Virellius moſt ignominious,:rhe drowſie 
ſures of Vitellius was feared lefle, then the hor burtiing luſts of Otho :and be- 
;rhe death of Galba had made Otho more terrible, and more odious: coritrarily 
16:mah charged Virellius with beginning the war. Vitellius'in acceſſe and belly- 
thtere was an-enemicto himſelfe: Otho in riot, crueley, audaciouſneſſe, repured

N ſome writers I find it recorded , that the armies, cither having in horrour 
|| the war , or loathing both Princes, whoſe ſhames and diſhonors were daily di- 
vulged more notoriouſly abroad, conſulted _— to ſurceaſe the 
contention, and that cither they by common conſent ſhould chuſe a new Prince, or 
refer it ouer to the Senats appointment : and that therefore the Generals of Othoes 
a2la.arriby fide, * namely Paullinus, had counſelled to delay and protraR, hoping ir would fall 
nor io probably, VÞOn him, as being the moſt gncient Conſulare, a famous commander, and onethae 
in the warres of Britanny had won great glory and name. Formy you although I 
_ could be induced to grant that ſome few peraduenture — quictneſle in 
ſtead of diſcord, and tortwo moſt lewd and wicked, one good and innocent Prince; 
ſo Icannot be brought to belecuc , that Paullinus being ſo wiſe a man would cuer 
hope in amoſt corrupt age for ſuch moderation in the common ſort, that when as 
for deſire of war they had troubled the peace of the State, now for loue of peace 
they would abandon the war : orthat armies in tongue and conditions ſo different, 
could condeſcend to ſogreat an agreement : or that the Licutenants and Generals, 
which for the moſt pire were perſons drownedin riot, beggerly and = of moſt 
Hainous crimes, would cuer hauc ſuffered any Prince but one polluted with the like 
vices, and of their owne creation, and therefore wholly obnoxious ro them. That 
ancient deſire of dominion and rule ingraffed now long ago in mens hearts,grew vp 
and ſhot out with greatneſle of the Empire. For whileſt our dominions were ſtrait, 

an cquality was caſily maintained : bur after we had ſubducd the world, deſtro 

all Cities, or Kings which ſtood in our light, or might worke our annoyance; w 
as wehad leiſure to ſecke for wealth voideof perill, rhere aroſe firſt hor contenti- 
ons betweene the Nobility and Commons : ſometimes fatious Tribunes carricd 
it away : ſometimes the Conſuls held a hard hand and preuailed : andin the City 
and placc of aſſembly, ſome little skirmiſhes, and commencements as it were 6fc- 
uill warres, were attempted. Anon after Caius Marius one of the meancſt of the 
Communalty, and Lucius Sulla the cruelleſt of all the Nobility, by force of armes 
ouerthrowing the free eſtate, induced an abſolute gouernment. After whom Cneivs I}. 

b Safin 97 Pompeius ſucceeded , fomewhat® ſecreter , but nothing better : but after that .

Gremtics, time neuer was other queſtion debated by armes , but who ſhould be ſoucraigne 


bn nugmere- Prince of the State. The Legions in Pharſaliaand Philippi, conſiſting of Citizens, 
__ were not ſo moderatly minded : much leſſe may wethinkethe armies of Ocho &#d 
Vitellius would, of their owne accord, haue laid downe their weapons. The gods 

were no lefſeincenſed againſt vs : men were no lefſe mad and furiouſly minded : the 

ſame vices raigning amongſt vs haue induced the like difſentions and diſcords. That 

the wars were decided, andended as it were eachat one ſtroke, we are to attribute it 

to the cowardlineſſe and faint heartedneſſe of the Princes, and notto the peaceable- 

nes of the armics.Burt the recounting ofthe diſpolitions and manners,of preſent and 

ancient times, hath caried me out of the way. Now Ireturn to the order of the _

Hen ' Otho was gone to Brixellum, Titianus his brother caried the coun- 
renance and title of Generall 3 Proculus Captaine of the Guard the power 
' andauthority: Paullinus and Celſus, when as no man employed their wiſ+ 
dome and skill, were Captainesonely for names ſake, and to bee entituled to other 
mens faults : che Tribunes and Centurions , ſeeing the better contemned , and the 
worſt ſortin credit, were doubtfull of the cuent : the ſouldicr notwithſtanding was 
full-of courage and heart, yet ſuch as had ratherconſtrue then execute his Generals 
commandements. It was reſolucd , thatthe campe ſhould remoouc forward , and 
fit downein a place fourec miles off from Bebriacum, ſo without reaſon and skil;that 
although it was ſpring time of the yeere, and ſo many Riucrs aboutthem , yer were 
they diſtreſſed for water. There it was diſputed whether the þarrell were to be gi- 
venor not. For Otho by letters required to haſten the matter : the ſouldiers deſired 
their Princes preſence in field : many were of opinion to ſend for the Companies 
whichlay onthe other fide of the Po. Neither canirt ſo eaſily be diſcerned whathad 

beene beſt to haue done;as that it was the worſt which they did: vnderraking ro goe - 
tothe confluence of the riuers of Po and Olius,full ſixteenc miles from that place (a 
competent iourney for an Armic to march, and much to great for them which wenr 
to a bartell) direly againſt the aduiſe of Paullinus and Celſus z who heldit vnſafe 
to hazard the ſouldier, tired with the iourncy,and heauic laden with cariage, againſt 
an cnemy , that would not faile, being lightly appointed, and hauing come 
ſcarce foure miles to charge vpon them cither as they marched in diſaray , or els ar 
the ſitting downe as they diſperſed themſelues to fortific the Campe. Bur Titianus 

and Proculus , when they were oucrcome by reaſon fled to authoritie, by vertue of

Contrarily in Othoes Armic the Generals with 
feare were put out of their skill; the ſouldiers neither loued nor truſted cheir Gene- 
rals; the wagons and idle followers of the Campe troubled the workes of the 
ſouldiers , bcing confuſedly mingled amongſt them ; and the High-way _ y

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_ © ditched on both ſides was too narrow for an Army, Hough marching without feare 
of the enemy : ſome ſtood about, ſome ſought their enlignes; on.euery lide there 
was a confuſed noiſe of men running and crying :andas cach was guided by bold 
neſſe or feare, ſo preſſed he forward into the firſt ranks,or retired into the laſt. Their 
mindesbcingin this ſort ſtrikenwith a ſudden terrour, a falſcly ſurmiſed ioy abated - 
their fircencfle:' for ſome there were which vntruly gaue out, that the army:was re- 
voltcd from Vitellius. That rumour whether. it was diſperſed abroad, by Virellius 
ſpies, or roſe otherwiſe among Othoes men, whether by fraud ar chance, itis not 
certainely knowne : but howſocuer, thereupon.the Othonians laying aſide all edge 
to fighr, in ſtead thereof profered aftera friendly ſort to ſalute them, but were with 
vnfricndly murmure intertained againe.: which ſalutation gaue cauſe to many of 
their owne ſide, that were ignorantof. the rumour, to'feare treaſon. Thenthe hoſt 
ofthe cnemicsin good array, ſuperiour bothin numberand ſtrength, charged vpon 
them : the Othonians , although in difarray fewer and weary, yet valiantly recei- 
ucd-the charge. -And as in places troubled with Trces and Vines the fight was 
not cuery where after one manner : but here neere athand, and there afarre off: 
ſometime in ſquadron, ſometime in Triangle-figure:' vpon the height of the way 
ioyning foot to foot, and bearing downe with body to body, and buckler to buck- 
ler : omitting the yſcof the dart, and with ſwords and hatchets vnbuckeling and 
breaking helmets and corcelets : and the parties knowing one another, and being 
ſcene of their companions, each contended to ſhew vertue and valour, asif vpon 
their manhood had depended the euent of the whole warre. It fortuned ,: that in 
open field betweene the Poland and the high way, two Legions met and fought to- 
gether ; for Vitellius the oneand twentieth ſurnamed Rapax, a Legion anciently re- 
nowned, of Othoes part the firſt called Adiutrix, one neuer before brought to the 
bartell, bur preſuming greatly of herſelfe, and greedy, as in her firſt ſeruice; of ho- 
"rations 18i- nor.

r{waded them not ro heape mitery vpon miſcry , and beſide” the lofſe of the bar- 
xcll ro ſceke the ſpoile one of another : thar wh the warre were now atan end, ' 
orels ic would pleaſe them to reſumeit, the onely meanes to reletue the conquered 
fide conſiſted in their agreeing together. And indeede the reſt were out of courage 
indcomfort: only the Guard ſouldiers ſtormed, affirming they were oucrcome nor 
by manhood bur creaſon :apd that the Virellian ſide had bought the viory deares 
ly with cheir bloug, their horſemen being repulſed,and the ſtanderd of a Legion ta- 
kenaway, thac there yet remained in ſtore many ſouldiers beyond the Po atrending 
on Otho : the Legions of Mcecia were comming at band,and that a great part of the 
army had ſtaied behind at Bebriacum, and neuer preſented rhemfelues to the barrel; 
tharſurely theſc at the leaſt had not been overcome: and if ſo needs it muſt be, they 
ſhould with more honour diein the field. Vpon theſe and the like cogitations ſome-, 
times growing deſperate, and ſomerimes yeelding to feare,through conſideration of 
their owne forlorne eſtate, they were incited more often to rage then to relent, 
The Vircllian Armic lodged fiue miles from Bebriacum , the Generals not dari 
that day to attempt the enemics campe: and beſide a voluntary yeelding was b_—_ 
for : where albeit they could not entrench, as men that went dur lightly appointed 
and onely co fight, yet their weapons in hand, and the viRtorie they lately obraincd, 
was a ſufficient defence. The day following thoſe of Orhoes men which had 
made ſhew of moſt courage, repenting and yeelding, the whole Army with one 
accord ſent an Embaſlage tothe Vitcllianiſts. The Virtellian Generals withour any 
queſtion granted them peace : onely the Embaſſadours were ſtayed there for a ſea- 
fon, which bred a ſcruplein the minds of the other, not knowing whether they had 
obtained as yet or not their requeſt : but anon the Embaſſage rerurning, the Campe 
' . was (ct open. Then both the conquered and conquerers, breaking out into weeping, 

with a wofull ioyfulneſle, Jereſted the niiſery of ciuill ciſſenſions : and meeting int 
the ſame Tents, ſome comforted their brethren , ſome their friends which were 
wounded. Hopes and rewardes were doubrfull ind in expeCation alone: bu- 
- rials and mournitigs were certaine and ſure before hind : neither was there any 
bo voide of miſchiance, that had not to mourne for ſome bodies death. The

N the meane while Otho at Brixellum waitcd for the newes of the bartell with-

vncertaine report of ilttidings.was muttered without head or adyow;, then they 
which fied out of the battell came and dedared that all was certainely loſt.., The 
ſpuldiers ardent affeRion was ſuch that they ſtayed not forany comfortor encou- 
ementfrom cheir Emperppr, bugcontrariwiſe they comforted him, bidding hin 

to be of gaod cheere 3,thax there was yernew forces remaining, and thattheywoul 
hazard all perils and ſuffer all cxtremities for his ſake: neither was it flattery; bur in 
vnfaincd good meaning, vpana certaine inſtin& and furic, and mightil ſelired to 
ectothe ficld, to ſet vp the fide and recouer the loſſes againe.

of all matter preſent that vexed Virellius moſt, to ſec the vanquiſhed Legions re- 
taine their ſtomackes vnuanquiſhed:being diſperſed thorow ltaly ro gether with the 
winners, in all ſpeech they ſhewed themſelues affeRed as enemies, and namely the 
fourteenth Legion z which carricd the greateſt ſtomacke of them all, denying that

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euer they were oucrcome: thatin the bartell at Bebriacum the Vexillaries'onely 
were purtto flight, the ſtrengrh of the Legion being nor preſent. Wherefore it was 
thought expedient to ſend them backe into Britanny, from whence they were cal- 
ld by Nero; and in the meane time, thatthey andthe cohorts of Batauians ſhould 
quarter together, by reaſon of the auncient iarring berweene them, Neither could 
they, hauing both weapons in hand and hating each other ſo deadly, agree long to- 
gether. At Turin as one of the Batauians quarrelled with an Arrificer, as hauing 
couſencd him, anda Legionary ſouldier tooke his part, and defended himas being 
his Hoaſt, their companions ſorting themſelues each to their fellow , from bitter 
words paſſed to blowes : and a bloudy battell had beene fought, had not two Prz- 
torian cohorts taken the Legionaries part,and ſo much increaſed their ſtrength, that 
the Batauians were forced for feare to gine ouer. Vpon which accident Virellius 
commanded to vnite to his traine the Batauians, as well-willers to the cauſe, and to 
ſend the Legion away and condudtt it ouer the Graian Alpes, by the way that miſſed 
Vienna; for they of Vienna alſo were had ina icalouſie. That night the Legion re- 
mooued, fires being left here and there negligently vnpur out, part of Turin was 
burnt: which dammage, as many other bad effets of thar war, greater calamities 
of other Cities did vtterly blot and put out of remembrance. The Legion hauing 
paſſed the Alpes, ſome of the moſt ſeditious among them carried cheirtnſignes to- 
ward Vienna : but by the conſent of the better ſort they were ſtaied ; and ſo the Le- 
gion was tranſported into Britanny.

Gich plainely be, 'viſed otherwiſe by his friends he laid aide his militarie attire, and taking his robes 
+ marched with his men in peaccable maner. The Standerds of foure Legions,were 
peed fr; marſhalled in front , and ſo many banners about them our of other Legions, then 
frnenique vex- the enſignes of twelue wings : next to whom were the ranckes of footemen, and 
mri + d- behinde them the horle,and laſtly foure and thirty cohorts diſtinguiſhed according 
—  tothcnamcsof thc nations thcy were of, or kindes of weapons they vſed. Before 
for this Gemerh x. Standerd marched the Camp-maſters and Tribunes and principal Centurionsin 
maner ofeaving white garments, the other Centurions each with his owne hand gliſtcring all in ar- 
forceTofipw 4 gmOUT,- and goodly gifts won by their ſeruice : the chaines alſo of the common ſoul- 
S25; Hiers and horſe furniture ſhone: a brave and beautifull ſhew , and an army worthy 
chizenry, gf a better Prince then Vitellius. After this manner entring the Capitoll, and there 
embracing his mother, he honoured her with the name and ſtile of Auguſta.

the day being of ancient time ' counted vnlucky, by reaſori of the'ouerthrowes — - 
ar Cremera and Alia: ſoignoranthe was of all law tumane and diuine, and ſo neg- *<mmncv 
ligent were his friends and ſeruants,as that he ſcemed to havie none but drinker per- 
ſons abour him. Notwithſtanding in the * ele&ion of Conſuls hecaricd himſelfe 
ina kind of equality, ſeriouſly affeQing in the Theatre a ſpeatour, in the Race as 
a partaker, the fauour of the meaneſt ſott ; things acceprable indeed populate, if 
they had ſprung from a vertuous rgor z -bur the memory of his former life made 
them eſteemed baſe and dilhonourable: He came often into the Senate, enen when 
ſmall marters were handled ; and as once by fortune Heluidias Prifcus Przrtor cle& 
had opencd againſt a matter which Virellius affeRed; he was in choller ar tHe firſt; 
bur procceded no further, but only to pray aid at the Tribunes of the people againſt 
the contempr of his authority. VVhereupon Heluidius friends, who feared a derper 
impreſſion of anger in his mind, goingabour to mittigate and make vp che matter, 
heanſwered that it was no newthing to ſee two Senatours in the Common: wealth 
diſagree in iudgement: thar he was alſo wont ſometimes ro diſſent from Thrafea. 
Many derided the impudeney ofthe compariſon : others liked it well, chathehad 
picked out not one © che powerable fauorits in court, bur Thraſta rather for'a pat- 
terne of trueglory. 3 P. Sabinus and Iulius Priſcus were conftirured caprains of the 
Guard ; Priſcus by Valens preferment, and Sabinus by Czcinaes, For Czcinaand 
Valens diſpoſed of all the affaires of the Empire, leauing between them lictle autho- 
rity or none atall to Virellius, and yer iarriti'and diſagreeing together, aticiently 
encmics one tothe other : but the warre and the campe couered the rancour f6 (0 
for a ſeaſon, which now brake out and was greatly increaſed by the peruetſe behaui- 
' our of friends, andliuing together in acityſd fruirfull to breed and notriſh diſlikes; 
whiteſt they contend together, and are compared by others in multitude of Tuiters 
and followers, and greatnes of traine; Virellius diuerſly fauouring ſometimes the 
one, ſometime the other : as poweraþlenes is neuer ſure where it is too excefline. As 
for Vitellius, knowing him to be ſuddenly murable _ euery offence or flattery, 
they contemned and feared him withall 7 neuertheleſſe whileſt the time was'they 
ſerucd themſclues, and gat houſes, gardens, and the riches of the Empire into their 
hands ; when as the lamentable and indigent multirude of Noblemen, whom Galba 
with their children reſtored to their countrey,was notahy way relicucd by the prin- 
ces ſiberalliry. Only he graunted them their former right + ouer their feed men: 
a point acceptable to the chiefe men of the cirty; and not diſallowed cuen of the 
meanc ſort : but thoſe ſeruile natures marred alrogether the benefic thercof,chiding 
their money in ſecret corners, orin great mens coffers; and ſome of them paſled to ' 
the ſeruice of the Prince, and became of more might then their: maſters. Now as 
touching the ſouldiers, when as the Prztorian campe was repleniſhed, the remain- 
der which was very great , lodged itt porches atid remples ſcattered vp and downe 
thewhole rowne forgar to know their enſignes, to keepe watch and ward , to har- 
den themſclues with labour and traucll :-bur drowned in the pleaſures of thecitty, | 
and filthineſſe not to be named, weakned their bodies with idlents, and theit mind . 
withincontinent liuing: and laſtly without any care ar all of their own health,taany 
quartered in the peſtilent places ofthe Vatican, whereupon the demh of many coms 
mon perſons enſued : and the. Germans aud Frenchmen lying by the Tiber, and be- 
ing otherwiſe ſubiett to diſcaſes, vtterly overthrew the ſtate of their body, with too 
tuch ſwimmingin the river, andim A of heat. Moreover the city ſouldiery 

3 was 
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was through vndiſcreetnes or ambition corrupted. Sixteene Prztorian cohorts and 
fourevrbane were enrolled, containingathouland men a piece. In preferring ro thoſe 
roumes Valens preſumed to bearc greater ſtroake, as being the worthier man, and 
hauing redeemed Czcina himſelfe out of perill: and in truch by his comming the 
Gde was reuiued , and with ſo happy a bartell he cancelled the hard opinion ot his 
flow comming forward: and all the ſouldiers of low Germany followed Valensand 
depended wholly vpon him : vpon which cauſes it is ſuppoſed that Czcinnes faith 
began firſt to be flecting. Notwithſtanding Virellius ycelded not ſo much to the 
Captaines, but that he yeelded much more +0,the ſouldiers pleaſures : cuery one 
choſe his owne place of ſcruice:- were he neuer ſo vnworthy , if heliked ir better 
he was deputcd to the city ſeruice : againe thoſe which were hit were ſuffered,if they 
ſted taremaine ig their former eſtate among the Legionaries or Auxiliary ſoldicrs: 
which diuerſe were willing to: doe being moleſted with ſickeneſſes, and nor able to 
endure the heat of the countrey. Notwithſtanding the Legions & Aides were drawn 
of their principall ſtrength , and the beauty of the Prztorian campe blemiſhed, by 
this confuſion rather, then choiſe of ewenty thouſand out of the whole army. As 
Vitellius was making a ſolemne ſpeech, the ſouldiers required Aftaticus,and Flaui- 
us, and, Rufinus , captaines of France to be executed, becauſe they had rakenarmes 
in Vindex bchalfc, ncicher did Vitellius reſtraine ſuch ſpeeches, beſides that he was 
a wan of weake reſiſtance by nature, knowing alſo thatthe day of his donatiue was 
at hand, and the money wanting. Wherefore he granted liberally all other requeſts 
to the ſquldicr : and to ſupply that defe rhe freedmen of the former Princes were 
commaundedto contribute, according to the number of rheir bondmen : whereas 
Vitellius without other care, ſauc onely ro waſt and conſume,building vp ſtables for 
charer-driuers, filled the Race with ſpeQacles of fencers and wilde beaſts, and as in 
greateſt abundance caſt mony moſt jidlely away. Furthermore Czcina and Valens 
with great preparation, and ſuch as before that time was neuer ſcene, celebrated 
«Gladizores, The birth day of Vitellius , with ſhewes © of fencers in euery ſtreet throughout 
the whole citry. One thing much grecued.the good, as itchered the bad, that Vitcl- 
b Enetc,rt. & me lius ere&ed altars in Campus Martius, and there celebrared ſolemnely the Þ exc- 
3ed:xempler Quics of Nero. the beafts for. the ſacrifice were publikely ſlaine and burnt :.

ofno moment, ſecing all other armies remayned itt obedience. After the ſame ſtile 


Vitellius alſo ſpake to the ſouldiers, iriueying againſt the larcly caſed Prztorians,by 
whom he affirmed falſe rumours were ſpred, and that there was no danger of cjuill 
warre, ſupprefling the name of Veſpaſian, and ſerting viider hand fouldier, abroad 
in the towne to reſtraine the ſpeeches of thecommon people : which thing was'a 
principall mcanes-to- nouriſh the fame. Neuertheleſfe hee ſent for Aydes our of 
Germany and Britanhy , and the'Spaines , coldly and diſſernbling the neceſſity : 
the Lieutenants and prouinces on: their parts vſed the like coldnefle againe. Hor-

had a war of his'own to careand prouide for. Vettius Bolanus gouerned in Britahny; 
a countrie neuer {o in quiet, that he could conueniently ſparc any number of ſoulgi. 
ers : and beſide neither of them were greatlie faſt to the ſide. Our of the Spaines alſo 
ſmall haſte was made : arrhat time thete was fo Lieutenant generall chere, bur only 
the Licutcnants of three Legions of equall authority; who as in Virtellius proſperi- 
tic they would haue contended who ſhould have beene foremoſt , ſo now in his de- 
clining eſtate they cquallie drew backe, In Africke the legion and cohorts leuied by 
Clodius Macer, and ſtraightwaies diſmiſſed by Galba, began by Vitellius comman- 
demenrto reſume cheir feruice againe : and withall the whole youth of the prouince 
voluntarily gauc in their names to be ſouldiers:for: Vitellius had gouerned as a Pro- 
conſult there with good integrity and liking, Veſpaſian with as much infamie and 
hatred of the countric.; ad accordingly ourallies preſumed,they would cary them- 
ſclues inthe Empire : but the triall was orherwiſe.: And ar the beginning Valcrius 
Feſtus the Licutenant furthered faichfullic the endeuours of thoſe of the prouince ; 
but anon he faulcred, in letters and edits openly pretending Vitcllius, and with (e- 
cret meſlages po Fer 3 Meaning to defend the one lide,or rhe other, 
according as they ſhould happen to proſper. Some Centurions and ſouldicrs were 
taken in Rhoetia and France with letrers and edits of Veſpaſian about them , and 
being ſent ro Vitellius were ſlaine: but more eſcaped paſſing vndiſcoucred by the (e- 
cretneſle of friends,or by their owne ſhifting. So the preparations of Vitcllius were 
knowne abroad : Veſpaſians purpoſes were for the moſt part vnknown, partly tho- 
x row the negligence of Vitellins, and partly becanſcthe Pannonian Alpes were kept 
with garriſon,which ſtaied all meſſengers : and ar ſea the » Erefians blewe, a good 
winde to ſaile Eaſtward, and contraric from thence.

ded onniipline: and yetonr horſemen euen then were not defeated, butcontra- 
rily ſcattere Vitellius rroupes ,. albeit rhe maine barrell went againſt 'vs. Two 
wings of Pannonia and Mcehia wereable at that time'to breake thorow the enemy : 
now the enſignes of _ſixteene wings vnited together , with-rheir Gtampingi and 
ſound , and the very duſt of their feet, will doubtleſle be able ro coucr and ouer- 
whelme both the horſes and horſemen of ourenemies, who haue now almoſt for- 
gotten.to fight. For my part (if I may be permitted) as I am the hrſt ro giue the ad- 
uice, ſol will bethefarſt ro execute the ſame. You, whoſe conditions giues you free 
choiſe ofcither, lye ſtill and keepe your Legions at home : ſome few * light cohorts 
ſhall ſcure my turne : as ſoone as the warre is begun , you ſhall heare that Vitellius 
ſtare will decline, and then you will rake pleaſure to follow and tread in the ſteps of 
my victory. This and more to thelike purpoſe Antoniys vttered with burning eyes 
and fierce ſhrill voice, that he might be heard further (for ſome of the Centurions, 
and of the ſouldiers alſo had intruded them(clues intothe councell ( and the ſpeech 
mooued greatlycuen the warjeſt among(t them and doubrtfulleſtro' enter into dan 

ger, But . + common ſouldier and the reſt magnitied him, as rhe onely man den 


rs 


. rage, andthe onely caprtaine; deſpilingthe cold and ſluggiſh proccedings bf the 


other.. This good opinion he firſt wan through a ſpeechhe made in the aſſembly 
when Velpattags letters were firſt openly read, in the which he didnot (as themoſt 
of thereſt ) deliver his mind in doubtfull and ambiguous termes with a meaning 
cointerpretthem afterward as he ſhould ſee beſt for his purpoſe;but ſeemed dire- 
ly and reſolutely toenter into the cauſe,and therfore was a great deale better liked of 
the ſouldiers, as one that made his fortune common. with theirs bethin the danger 
and honour of the attempt. Next after him Cornelius Fuſcus:the Procuratour was 
of chiefe authority amongſt them. For he likewiſe was wonttoinuey bitterly againſt 
Vitellius, and thereby had left to himſelfe no hope of pardon ifthe cuterpniſe tailed- 
Titus * Apius Flauianus, both by nature and by reaſon of his age being flowin- 
procceding, gaue occaſion vntothe ſouldiers of (uſpirion, asif he had reſpe&ed his 
affinity with Virellius : and becauſe he had withdrawne himſelfe out of the campe 
when the Legions began firſt to reuqulr, and afterward came againe'of his owneac- 
cord,itwas thought he did'it to ſeeke ſome opportunity of treaſon. For indeed. Fla+ 
vianus had once relinquiſhed his prouince of Pannonia, and retired\himfelfe out of 


dangerintolraly;and afterward by delire of nouelty was brought to take yvponhim 


his gouernment againe, and become a.medler in ciuill wars,through the perſwaſiori 
principally of Cornelius Fuſcus ; not that there was any great neede of Flauianus 
abilities: bur that the name and countenance of a Lieutenant generall mightgie re- 
putation tothe ſide,that was then bur in riſing, Then letters were written to Aponi- 
us Saturnius Licutcnant generall of Maeſia,to make haſte, and back their paſſage in» 
to Italy with his Army.'And leſt the provinces,by this remouing away ofthe Legi+ 
ons, might lic open to the ſpoile of the barbarous nations confining, the principall 
men.of the Sarmarz Iazyges, and heads of the countrey were afſumed intothe ſer+ 
uice,who made offer alſo of thecommon ſort,and greattroupes af hatſemen, which 
is their ſole ſtrength, but the offer was not accepted, leſt amidſt our difſentions they 
ſhould attempt any thing preiudiciall to the ſtate of the Empire; 'or cls vpon:berrer 
wages, without reſpc& of honor or faith, paſſe to. the enemy. Sidoand-Halicus 
anciently deuoted to the Roman name, kings of the Sucuians, anation both more 
faithfull and more obedient, weredrawneto the party. Garriſons alſo were laied.on 
the fide againſt Rhoetia which held for Vitellius, being goucrned by-PortiusSepri« 
musthe Procurator, a moſt faithfull ſeruant vato him: 'So Sextiling Felix was an 
wit 
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with the Aurian wing, and cight cohorts, and the youth of the countrey of Nori- 

cum, toplant himſelfe againſt him along the bancke of the river Enus which diyi- 
deth Rhoeria and Noricum aſunder : where they remained $skirmiſhing one with 
another, whileſt in the meane time the maine matrer was decidedelſewhere.

Il. efntonine Primus marcheth forward,and _ taken Aquileia, 
Opitergium, eAltinum, Padoua, Eſte, ſetleth his 
maine campe at Verona. 


Ow , Antonius taking with him cerraine Vexilaries out of the cohorts, 
N and part of the horſemen , marched on toward Italy , accompanied with 
 Y Arrius Varus a valiant warrior, rather then a vertuous man : which glory he 
gained by his ſeruice and good ſucceſſein Armenia vnder Corbulo : whom not- 
withſtanding he was ſuppoſed ſecretly to haue diſcredited with Nero. Whereupon 
by ſuch fimfter meanes growing in fauour he atrained a principall Centurions 
ns which thoughill gotten was at the preſent to his great contentation, but af- 
terwatd turned to hisruine. Antonius and Varus in pafling tooke Aquileia, and the 
countrey thereabouts, and proceeding forward wereat Opitergium and Altinum 
i0 received. Ar Altinum a garriſon was left againſt the fleete of Rauenna, 
of thercuolr whereof they had notas yet recciued any intelligence : and marching 
forward adioyned Padoua and Eſte to the fide. Where aduertifement was 
_ that three Vitellian cohorts and the Scribonian wing lay at Forum Aljeni, 
. hauing there made a bridge ouerthe riuer. It was concluded to take the occaſion, 
and to ſet vypon them, as they lay negligently and careleſly ; for that circumſtance 
alſo was certified : and fo accordingly So came vpon them at the dawning of the 
day,and ſurprized them being for = moſt part vnarmed. They were willed before- 
hand, thatafter ſome ſlaughter atthe beginning they ſhould ſeeke to induce the reſt 
with-feare to change their allegeance z and ſome there were which yeelded them-. 
ſclues at the firſt : butthe greater part fled ouer the riucr, and breaking the.brid 
cut off ;the paſſage from the enemy purſuing. This viory being diuulged, and the 
firſt artemprts of the Flauianiſts hauing ſucceeded ſo proſperouſly,two Legions,the 
2andT1w.An- ſcucnth ſurnamed Galbiana, and the thirteenth called Gemina ® with Vedius A- 
emenanr ge Quilga Licuteriane thereof, came to Padoua checrefully, and full of courage. There 
acalletP% ſome few dayes was ſpentin repoſing the army, and Minucius Iuſtus camp-maſter 
of the ſcucnth Legion was faued from the fury of the ſouldier,and ſent to Veſpaſian, 
becauſe: his gouerament was ſtraiter and more ſeuere , then the nature of a 6iuill 
warre would ſuupport. At whattime alſo Antonius ſuppoſing it a plauciblea&ion, 
and for the ctedir of the ſide, if Galbaes gouernment ſhould ſeeme to be liked, gaue 
commiandement thorowourall the free rownes, that the images of Galba z which 
vpai:change of times and diſſcntion of ſtare, had beene broken downe, ſhould be 
reltoreda new :1:athing very long and greatly deſired, and therefore interpreted, 
glorigully .in the: higheſt degree. Then was it propoſed and diſputed, whar place 
werebei to becholen, for ſcare as it were of the warre..

ſited their principall ſtrength : and beſidero-diſpoſſeſle Virellius of a Towne of ſuch 
wealth and importance, would both be commodious and'bring repuration'to'the 
cauſe. In the paſſage thitherward they tooke Vicenzaa thing of it ſelfe not greatly 
materiall , as Lang a towne of ſmall forces; howbeit becauſe Czcina was borne 
there it ſeemed a matter of conſequence ; when men began to recoutit, how that 


the Generallof the contrary part had loſt his owne countrey and home: bur the ger-" 


ting of Verona was worth the paines taking. For both rhe ſide was relecued with 
their wealth, and the example was a good precedent to others : and thearmy lying 
there opportunely in the way,betweene Germany and Vitellius powers,did thut vp 
che Rhoetian and Iulian Alpes, and cut offall hope of paſſage for the Germahis thar 


All which procecding was cither vaknowen to Veſpalian, or expreſſely for- 


way. 
bidden by him : his commandement was to march no further then Aquileia, and 
there to expe Mutianus ; addingalſo a reaſon thereof, that ſeeing Acgyprt, the gar- 
nes of the City , rhe reuenewes and tributes of the richeſt Prouinces were in his 
hands, Vitellius'army might through lacke of pay & vifual be conſtrained tq yeeld. 
To the ſame purpoſe alſo Mutianus aduiſed them often by letters, alleaging what 
a glory ir would be to obtaine a victory without blood, and whereof no mourning 


enſued , with ſuch other pretences ; whereas hee did it indeed vpon ambition. and 


coucting ta reſerue the whole renowne of the warre for himſelfe : bur by reaſon of 
the greatdiſtances counſels came after the fats. Antonius having thus ſeated him- 
ſelfe in Verona iſflued foorth on the ſudden, and gaue the Alarme to the enemy, 
where tryirig their-man-hood together ina light skirmiſh they departed on euen 
hand. Anon Czcina encamped himſelfe berweene Hoſtilia, a village of the texri- 
tory of Verona and the mariſhes of the river Tartarus, in a ſafe and defenſible place; 
his backe being garded with the riucr , and the flankes, withmariſhes : who if hee 
had ment truth,chauing all his maſters power vnder his hand, mighe with great faci- 
lity either hauec ſurprized two ſimple Legions (the Army of Meztia as ctbengnox 
joyned) or at leaſt beaten them backe , and forced them to flee, and with ſhame 


forſake _ But C'zcina omitted traitcrouſly all aduantages., which ar the firſt 


were offere 
whom with like facility hee might haue repul th armes : vntill by meſl 
paſling betweene the bargaine was driuen, and the couenants for his treaſon agreed 
vpon. In the meanetime Aponius Saturninus came with the ſcucnth Legion ſurna- 
med Claudiana : the Legion was gouerned by Vipſanius Meſſalla a Tribune,. a man 
noblie deſcended , and of noble qualities himſelfe, the only vertuous man-and.wj 
out note, that entred into that ation, ' To this army”, nothing comparable ro: his 
owne ( for as yetthere were butthree legions) Czcinaſent letters, blaming their 
raſhnefle, that being once ouercome they durſt put rhemſclues: againe into armes : 
and withall he extolled the valour of the German army z of Vitellius making ſmal 
mention and in common tearmes only, without any, reprochfull word a Veh 
paſianar all : in ſumme writing nothing chat might either corrupt' the enemy or ter- 
rific him. The Capraines of the Flauian army , amitting to ſpeake of their former

Roe rome the. death of Junius Blozſus was openly knowen and muchralkt of abroad : the cir- 
. cewnnenvidit.  cymtances whereof, as wee haue receiued them arc theſe. Vitellius lying licke of a 
. ing beholding gricuous diſeaſe in the Seruilian gardens, chanced to eſþie in a turret not farre off 
* oyroplcakure, many lights burningin thenight ſeaſon, and demanding the cauſe, they about him 
madeanſwere that in Czcina Tuſcus houſe there was a lolemne feaſt, and much 
company: met, whereof Tunius Bloeſus was the principall gueſt ; amplifying the 
ſumpruouſnes of the entertainement, and the mirth, and the wanton ſolacing them- 
ſclues, and ſuch other matters farre above truth : yea and ſome ſtucke nor dire! 
toaccuſe Tuſcus-himſeltc and others ; but aggrauarcd moſt againſt Bloeſus that had 
ſo good leiſure and luſt in the Princes ſicknes, ro banquet and paſſe the time ſo mer- 
rily away. When they found Vitellius humour once ſharpned, andit was cleere to 
them, that ſee deepely into Princes diſlikes, that Blozſus might be ouerthrowne,the 
promooting and proſecuting againſt him was committed to Lucius Vitellius : who 
vpon aliniſter emulation malicing Bloeſus (becauſe he was ſo famous a man, and 
himſelfe by deſert ſo infamous) centred into the Emperous chamber, and taking his 
little ſonne in his armes fell downe athis feete. When his brother demaunded the 
cauſe ofthis his confuſion, I come not(quoth he)for any feare or care of mine awn, 
but my humble'ftiris, andthicſe teares are ſhed in your owne behalfe, and your 
childrens: In vaige do we ſtand in feare of Veſpaſian,whom ſo many Legions as we

A 1nd eunuches,. was aduertiſed in poſt of the treaſanof Lucilius Baſſus, with the * 
[ofle of the nauy atRauenna: and if he had followed with.expedition his purpoſed 
Pura he might. either haue preuented Czcinaes failing away, or ouertaken the 
egians before the barrell was giuen. And ſome per{wading him to take afew of 
his.rcuſtieſt friends, and ſoauoiding Rauenna by ſecret by-waies togoin all ſpeed to 
Hoſtilia,or Cremona : others were of opinion to ſend. for the Prztorian cohorts our 
of the Citty, and ſo by ſtrong hand to wake paſſage... But Valens vſing delay, to the 
rearhurtof the cauſe, ſent the times of attion in conſultation: and then reieing 
bach the aduiſes, and taking a middle courſe , which in caſes of danger and doubr 
of all is the worit, he neither was venturous enough with the one, nor prouident 
inough with the other, but onely wrote letters to Virellius for ſome ſupply. Wherc- | 
upon three ® cohorts were ſent with the Brittiſh wing, a number neither fit to paſſe : orr;ooims 
ſecret withall, nor ſufficient to breake thorow by force.

and money, great means toinduce andthe laſt luſts fortune beginning to fall, now 


-at the farewell ſhewed themſelues moſt —_—_— Vhen the horſemen and foot- 


men were come, then appeared the weakeneſle and fault of that counſell. For nei- 
ther could he with ſo ſmall a company, though he had beene moſt truſty , paſſe 
thorow the enemies, neither yet were they faſt and truſty indeed : but for a while 

' ſhame, 
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ſhame, and the reuerence oftheir Generall being preſent, reſtrained them, bonds of 
no long continuance with men » greedy of dangers, and careleſſe of credit : vpon 
feare whereof Valens ſending the cohorts before to Arminium, and appointing the 
wing to guardthem behind, witha few in his company, whom aduerſity had nor 
altered, turnedafide into Vmbria, and from thence to Erruria. Where vnderſtan- 
ding the cuent of the battel{at Cremona, he entered intoa notable determination, 
and ifit had ſucceeded, of greatconſequence;to betake himſelfe to the ſea, & ſetting 
on land in ſome part of the prouince of Narbon, to raiſe France and the nations of 
Germany, and fo ſturre vp a new warre. Aſſoone as Valens was gone, Cornclius 
Fuſcus'came with an army vpon them at Arminium, and beſtowing hisſhippes nor 
= farre from the towne forced the ſouldicr for feare to yecld , and made himlclfe ma- 
ſter of the plaine of Vmbria,and the countrey of Picenum all along the ſea ſide : and 
ſo all Iraly on the one ſide of the Apennine mountaines was vnder the ſubieRion of 
Veſpaſian, and on the other (ide vnder Vircllius. Valens hauingimbarked himſelfe 
in the bay of Piſa vas driuen by the violence of the ſea, orcomtrary winds, into the 
rtof Hercules Moncecus. Not farre from thence Marcus Maturus Procuratour 
of the ſea Alpes remained, aman very faithfull and conſtantin Vircllius cauſe, nor- 
withſtanding all thereabour had declared themſclues forthe contrary ſide ;*who mm- 
eertaining Valens with all kind of curtefic, and warning him, notraſhly to enter in- 
to the pronince of Narbon , with this admonition ſtroke a terrour into his mind, 
and with allthe reſt of the company began to faint for feare, and taggerin their al- 
vrelikzcinoa- Tegeance. For Valerius Paulinus a® Procuratour, a valiant ſouldier, and a friend of 
liaXrnref. Veſpalians before his aduaucement, had ſworne the cities round about vnto him; 
eMac 231 rake and gathcring all choſe, which being® diſmiſſed by Virellius of their owne accord 
&of 0whe- 014 refumed armes, kept the colony of Forum Tulij, being the key of the ſea, witha gar- 
ertonely, other riſon : his dealing therein carrying the morecredir, becauſe he was borne in that 
Gi 1 knJ ne: COWNC, and was highly eſteemed among the Preztorian ſouldiers, whoſe Tribune 
ay Jomctimes hc had becne 3 and the towneſmen alſo vpon fauour to their countrey- 
«xpelly of the man, and hopcof greatnes herea frer, endeuoured to further the ſide. This ſtrong 
preparation being reported in the ampleſt ſorttothe Virtellianiſts, whoalready were 
waucring in mind, Fabius Valens rctiredin all ſpecd to the ſhippes, accompanied 
#3piculaores. Only with fourc © Spearemen, three of his friends, and as many Centurions : Ma- 
turus and the reſt wereat their liberty ro ſlay behind, if ic liked chem, and ſweare to 
Veſpaſian. But as the ſea was ſafer to Valens then the ſhoare, or towne, ſo floating 
thereon vnreſolued, and ſceing rather whart to ſhun then what to follow, he was ar 
the length by contray wheathercaſt vpon the Stcechades Ilands, vpon the coaſt of 

Marſels ; from whence Paulinus ſending out of his ſhips fetched himin,

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IX. The eftate of the Prouinces abroad wpon the trou- 
bles in Italy. 


FR. ſians fide, the matter beginning in Spaine at the firſt Legion ſutnamed Ad- 
jutrix ; which vpon the memory of Otho was themy to Vitellius, and drew 
withit the tenth and ſixt Legion alſo. Neither did the prouinces of Fraunce make 
any ſtay. And for Britanny, the great fauour and reputation in warlike affaires, that 
Veſpaltan had gotten being Lieutenant thereof rhe ſecond Legion vnder Claudi- 
us, did caſily win that Legion vnto him, albeit not without ſome ſturre of the reſt, 
whereof miny Centurions-and ſouldiets , who had beene aduanced by Vitellius, 
were vnwilling to change the Prince, whom they had prooued already. By meanes 
of which diſſention and continuall rumours of ciuill warres,the Britains tooke hearr 
and rebelled, through the procurement ® of Venuſius ; who beſide a naturall fierce- 
neſſe of courage, and hatred of the Roman name, was incenſed ; my by a 
priuate vnkjadneſſe betweene him and the —_ Carthiſmandua. Carthiſman- 
dua was Queene of the Brigantines, of high and noble linage, who vpon the deliue- 
ry of King Caratacus, whom ſhe tooke by » fraug, and ſent to furniſh and ſer out the 
triumph of Claudius,wan fauor with the Romans,6 greatly increaſed her ſtrength: 
whereupon enſued wealth, and of wealth and proſperity riotous and incontinent 
life : inſomuch that caſting off Venuſius, who was her huſband, ſhe ioyncd her (elfe 
in marriage with Vellocatus his harniſh-bearer,and crowned him King : which fa& 
was the oucerthrow immediatly of her houſe. The good: will of the countrey went 
gencrally vpon the lawfull huſband : but the Queenes vntemperate affeions were 
eremptory and violentin maintaining her minion. VWhereupon Venuſlius by the 
Lakes of his other friends, and the reuolt of the Brigantines,made warre vpon Car- 
thiſmandua, and brought her into great extremities : then praying aid at our hands, 
ourcohorts and wings were ſent to defend her, which after ſundry skirmiſhes with 
diuerſecuent, deliuered her perſon our of perill, butthe kingdome remained ro Ve- 
nuſius, and the war vnto vs. About the ſame time our affaires'in Germany through 
the inſufficiency of our capraines, and ſeditiouſneſle of our Legions, forreine force 
aſlailing vs, and our allyes betraying vs, were reduced to thoſe deſperate tearmes, 
that we ſtood in danger of lecling the couutrey : bur thar warre together ygith the 
cauſes, and. particular euents thereof ( forit continued long ) I © will hereafter de- 
clare. The Dacians alſo ſtirred, a nation nener louing vs , and as then our army be- 
ing withdrawne out of Mcelia, not fearing vs neither. Vhen the firſt alterations 
and troubles began,they held themſelues quier,and looked bur on: but when as they 
perceiued Italy to be all in armes, and betweene the (ides eucty where open hoſtili- 
ey, forcing the ſtanding camps of the cohorrs and wings,, they put themſclues in 
poſſeſſion of both the banks of Danubius, and were now ar the point to haue ra- 
zed the camps of the Legions, had not Mutianus, hauing knowledge before of the 
victory at Cremona , oppoſed the ſixt Legion againſt them, leſt rwo forraine pow- 
e's ſhould haue broken in at one time , the Germans and Dacians, from two di- 
uerſe coaſts. As often heretofore, ſo now eſpecially fortune was fauonrable to the 
Romans, bringing Mutianus with the power of the Eaſt to arriue there at that in- 
ſtant ; and thatin the meane time the matter was ſo diſpatched at Cremona. Muria- 
nus departing away left Fonteius Agrippa, who had beene one yeere Proconlull of 
Alia, Lieutenant Generall in Mceſia ; afftigning him ſufficient forces out of the 
L$g. Vicellian 


\ Sſoone as Valens was taken, all the prouinces turned themſclues to Veſpa- 
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Vitellian Legions, whomir was thought a point both of policy and peace to di- 
ſpcrſe abroad in the prouinces, and keepe occupicd in forraine warre. Neither were 


. other nations at quiet. In Pontus a barbarous bondman, which ſometime had been 
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Admirall of thc Kings nauy,raiſed vp a ſudden warre in the country : his name was 
Anicetus a freedman of the late King Polemo, ſomtime of great credit and power, 
and now ſince the kingdome was © reduced into a prouincediſpleaſed and grieued 
with the change. WhereuPon hauing aſſociated vnto him in Vitellius name the 
nations that dwell vpon Pontus, alluring the poore and necdieſt ſort with hope of 
booty and ſpoile, he became in ſhort time Commander of competent forces ; with 
which he ſuddenly inuaded and brake into Trapezus,a very ancientcity built by the 
Grztians, in the vttermoſt borders of Pontus : where a cohort was flaine, which in 
cime paſt was in the ſeruice there ofthe King, but being afterward made cittizens of 
Rome, had taken enſignes and armour after our maner, retaining the ſlothfulneſſe 
and diſſolute life of the Greeks notwithſtanding. Hee burned alſo the nauie there, 
doing his pleaſure on that ſea, which as then was vngarded,by reaſon that Mutianus 
had giuen order for the beſt of thegalleyes, and all the ſouldiers ro meete him at 
Byzantium: vpon occaſion whereof * the barbarous people alſo of the countrey 
ranged abroad,and robbed withour feare of checke or controlement; building them 
boates on the ſudden, which they call © Camerz, of narrow ſides and broad bot- 
roms,wroughtand ioined together without any braſle or iron,and when the ſea go- 
eth high, as the waues riſe they raiſc alſo the ſides of the veſlell with boords, vnrill 
they cloſe and couer it aboue like a houſe, and ſo the boates tumble vp and downin 
the middle of the waues, hauing a prow alike on both ſides, and ready to row either + 
way without any danger, as it [hall fall out for their purpoſe. Theſe things mooucd 
Veſpaſian to afſigne vnto thoſe parts ſome Vexillary ſouldiers out of the Legions,& 
Virdius Geminus for captaine, a man of good proofe in ſeruice : who ſetting vpon 
the enemies being in diſarray,and diſperſed in ſceking of ſpoile,draue them to their 
boates, and then cauſing ſome galleycs to be buitrin haſte? purſucd and ouertooke 
Anicetus in the mouth of the riuer Cohibus, being there vnder the protetion of the 
king of the Sedochezi, whom he had won by money and gifts to vndertake his de: 
fence. And indeed at firſt the king threatned to prote@ his ſuppliant with force of 
armes : but when as he ſaw himſelfe put to the choiſe, ro accept cither reward for 
yeelding him, or warrcein defending him, as an vneonſtantand —_— barbarian, 
vpon cgmpoſition he ſurrendered Anicerus to dic,and deliuercd the fugitiues,and ſo 
end was made of that ſeruile warre. Veſpaſian being ioyfull vpon the obtaining of 
this victory,all chings ſuccceding vnto him aboue his owne wiſh, was certified ſoone 
after beingin Acgyprt of the battell at Cremona , which cauſed him ro make the 
more haſte to Alexandria, that ſeeing Vitellius army was defeated and broken, he 
might preſſe alſo with _ the city of Rome, ſtanding altogether vpon forraine 
prouiſion. For ſo likewiſe he made preparation to inuade Africke, ſituate on the 


._.. ſamecoaſt, both by ſca and land, meaning to cut off the two torchouſes of corne 
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fromthe enemicsand ſo procure famine, whereof conſequently diſſentionwould 
grow. 


1: Barbarous pays alſo of the countrey ] Others as I thinke beſide thoſe which afſociate themſelues with Ani- 
cetus: namely che Achzi, Heniochi, and Cerczi dwelling of the other fide of Pontus Euxinus ; and according to 
Strabo aliuing,as they are here deſcribed, by pyracy. 
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X. CAntonins Priwinus marcheth from Cremona to Fanum Fortune: 
Hts iarring with Mutianus: 


" FHilcſt in theſe generall alterations thorow out the whole world, the 
\ / V/ ſtate thus altered and paſſed, Antonius Primus leauing Cremona, lefe 
alſo his former care of well carying himſclfe, ſuppoling the war to be 
at an end,and no difficulty in that which remained: orclſe peraduenture proſperity, 
in a may of that diſpoſition, diſcouered the ſecrer and inward-faults ofhis mind, as 
couctouſneſlc and pride, and other vices that were ſuppreſſed befote. Traly he har- 
ricd as aconquered countrey : the Legions with all kind of courteſic he ſought to 
aſſure himſclte : in ſumme by all ſpeeches and deeds he made the way to his 
owne greatneſſe., And to giue the ſouldier the more his owne will, and leauc him 
the bridle ar large, of his meere motion he graunted vnto the Legions the choiſe of 
Centurions in their roumes that were ſlaine : by which kind of cle&ion the buſieſt 
and troubleſomeſt fellowes were choſen; and generally the ſouldier was not go- 
uerned by the direfion of his captains, bur the captaine drawneby the violence of 
the ſouldier. After theſe points tending to faction and corrupting of diſcipline, he 
conuerted himſelfe to the pray, nothing dreading Mutianus at hand, which was a 
morc hanious offence, then to haue contemned Veſpaſian himſelfe. Neuertheleſſe 
the army marched on, without cariages, becauſe thg winter was neere, and the fields 
ouerflowne -withthe Po. The enlignes and ſtandardsof the conquering Legions, 
and the aged or impotent ſouldiers, with many ſound alſo, were left at Verona: 
It ſeemed ſufhcient, now the warre was in ſo gooda forwardneſle, to take only the 
cohorts and wings, and certaine choſen men out of the Legions. Vnto this compa- 
ny the clcuenth Legion alſo adioyned themſclues, who ar the firſt had made ſome 
delay, bur ſeeing the good iicceſle of their fellowes wereſorry it was their ill hap to 
be abſent : with it there came alſo ſixe thouſand Dalmatians newly lenyed. Pop- 
pzus Siluanus was Lieutenant generall : but the whole dire&ions of marters reſted 
in Annjus Baſſus Lieutenant of the Legion, who with grear induſtry and quictneſſe 
diſpoſed of all that was to be done, and vnder colour of obedience gouerned Sil- 
uanus peaccably, beinga man of noaRionin military ſeruice, and trifling outthe 
times of doing in talking. To this power were adioyngd the beſt of the mariners at 
Rauenna requiring Legionary ſcruice, and in their roumes the Dalmatians' were 
ſent to ſerue ar ſea. ArFanum Fortunz the army and the leaders were at a ſtop, 
being in doubt concerning their principall purpoſe, becauſe they had heard the 
Prztorian cohorts were already ſe foorth out of Rome,and.preſumed that the paſ- 
ſages of the Apennine hilles were fortified and garded againſt them. But that which 
cauſed moſt feare was want of prouiſion, ina countrey waſted» and conſumed b 
warre, and the ſcditious cries of the ſouldiers, demaunding * Clauarium (whichis *<«oi=» 
the name of a donatiue) of them who had ncither prouided money nor corne : and buy themeatigs 
the too much haſt of the ſouldiers hindered greatly, whileſt that whichin due order [im in 6: 
might haue beene taken and ſerued ſome while, was in a moment ſpoiledin ſnar- $2. 
ching. Ir isreported by moſt credible writers, that among «che winners there was 
ſach a contempt of common honeſty , and ſuch vnnaturall dealings againſt .all 
lawes humane and diuine, that a common ſouldicr among the horſemen was not a- 
ſhamed openly ro profeſle, that he had flainc his owne brotherin thelaſt barcell, 
and to require recompenſe for the ſame at the capraines hands : who neither wil- 
ling to reward the fa& in regard of common humanity , nor daring to p"—__ in 
reſpect 
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reſpe& of thenature of the preſent warre, differred the matter, pretending that he 
had deſerued much more, then they were preſently able to gine : how it was ended 
I find not recorded; notwithſtanding in former ciuill warres I find the like to 
hauc happencd. Forin the Bartel! fought againſt Cinna at Ianiculum, one of Pom- 
yes ſouldiers ſlew his owne brother, and when heſaw what he had done, flew 
imſelfe alſo, as Siſenna reporteth : ſo much our anceſtors haue exceeded vs, nor 
onely in glory of their vertues, butin griefe for their faults. Theſe and the like 
drawne out of ancient hiſtory it ſhall not be amiſle to remember, where the place 
+cxemplaregs and matters require to ſerdowne either * example of that which is good , or com- 


as ſelatia mai- free for that which is bad. Now Antonius and the Flauian capraines being at Fa- 


num, thought it expedient to ſend ſome horſemen before, and ſearch all the coaſt 
of Vmbria, to finde ſome cafic and gentle paſſage ouer the Apennine : and withall 
they determined to ſend for the ſtanders and enlignes, and all the ſouldiers char 
remained at Verona, and to repleniſh the Po and the fca with tore of prouſion. 
There were of the Commaunders which ſought all meanes to delay: for Antonius

tw. 1. Who being inwardly vexcd that the vitory was ſo ſpeedily gotten, and fearing vn- 
tiow ſrabetw Jeſſe he were preſent ar the taking of Rome at the leaſt, he ſhould haue no part, nei- 
ther ofthe warre,nor the honour,wrote vnto Primus and Varus ambiguouſly,ſom. 
time perſwading to follow with inſtance, and ſometime diſcourling of the profi- 
tableneſſe of delaying z framing his ſpecchin ſuch ſort, thar if things fell out ill, he 
would cclearely diſclaime them; if well,he might take them vpon him:but to Plorius 
Griphus, whom Veſpaſian had lately made a Senatour and Lieutenant of a Legion, 
andthe reſt of his truſty friends he gaue plaine dire&ion to ſtay till his comming : all 
which perſons returned vnto him a plauſible anſwere,and grearly blamed the heady 
proceeding of Primus and Varus. Thoſe letters Mutianus ſent to Veſpaſian, and ſo 
procured that Antonius deuices and doings wefe not accepted according to his 
expeRation. Which I—_ rooke very impatiently and imputed the faule 
thereof vnto Murtianus, whoſe calumniations he conceiued his dangers had 
growne : neither did he forbeare to vic hard ſpeeches againſt him,as a man ofan in- 
remperate tongue, and not accuſtomed to acknowledge any ſuperiour. Hee wrote 
alſo letters to Veſpaſian in a more hauty and arrogant ſtile , then beſeemed a 
ſubic&ro his Prince, with ſgrrerglances and nips at Mutianus : Thatit was Anto- 
nius and no body elſe, who firſt putin armes the Legions of Pannonia,and brought 
them into the ficld : tharby his procurement and working the capraines of Mcelia 
were firſt ſtirred vp to the warre : by his reſolutenefſe the Alpes were paſſed, Italy 
poſſeſſed, and the aid of the Rhoecians and German nations cur off: then, that 
Vitellius Legions P_ diſcord and diſperſed the vantage was ſpied , and they 
ouerthrowne firſt by a furious charge of horſemen, afterward by a power of foor- 
men for a wholeday and a nighr rogether ; that was, indecd the braucſt point of 
the ſcruice, and his only doing : as for themiſhap of Cremona, it was a miſchance 
of warre; and that the deciding of other ciuill difſeritions in other ages had coſt 
the Common-wealth much deerer,cuen the ſubuerſion of many great townes: That 
he ſerued his Prineenot with ſending of meſſages and writing of letters, but with 
his perſon and _ in hand : neither did he enuy or hinder their glory, char in 
the meane time had quieted Mceſia : they regarded the peace of Mceſia, and he 
the conſeruation and ſafety of Italy.By his perſwaſions France and Spaine,the moſt 
puiſſanr parts of the Empire, were ioyned to the fidet burall his paines and travell 
wercin vaine, if they alone ſhould reape the rewards, which had no part in the 
- perill. 
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perill. Mutianus was aduertiſed of all this m—— and thereupon enſewed great 
enmity, which Antonius proſecuted ſimply and ſouldier like, but Mutianus clolely, 
and therefore the more irreconcileably. :

newes,and fooliſhly diſſembling the marter,differred the remedies ofhis cuils, 
not the cuils themſclues. For if he would haue plainely confeſſed ir,and raken 
aduiſc thereupon, he had both hope and ſtrength inough and too much remaining : 
but when as he contrarily fained that all went on his fide, by that vntruth he mar-- 
red his owne caſe, and cut off from himſclte all meanes of recouery. In his preſence 
there was no mention of warre, but a wonderfull lilence that way : in the citry all - 
ſpecches of it were forbidden, which cauſed the more : and they, whichif it had 
been lawfull would hauc talked nothing bur truth, being reſtrained gaue outmuch 
more then it was. The capraines alſo of the Flauian ſide helped to increaſe the fame, 
ing Vitcllius ſpies, as they chanced totake them, rou A about the campe, to ſee 
moins the ſtrength of their victorious army, and ſodiſmiſkng them back to their 
maſter. All which at their returne Vitcllius,. after ſecret examination had, comman- 
ded to be madeaway. Bur aboue all other tlie * conſtancy and reſolureneſſe of the aSmniv oue- 
Centurion Tulius Agreſtis was moſt notable ; who after much ſpeech tending ro in- andaker hi 
cite Vitellius to vertue in vaine, atlength obtained that himſelfe might be ſent ro mig inthe 
view the forces of thecnemy, and ſee what had paſſed ar Cremona. For the per- f=poioie.in 
forming whereofhe m_ no corners, but addreſſed himſelfe direQly to Antonius, wi tone wall 
and openly profefhing what charge he had from his Prince, and what was his intent, cunſtzoces. 
he required be might be permitted to take a perfect ſuruey of al things.So ſome were | 
ſent with him, which ſhewed him the place where the bartell was fought, the ruines 
of Cremona, the conquered Legions. Agreſtis went home againe, and-making re- 
lation, when as Vitellius would not belecuc his report, but charged him with vn--, 
tructh, and further that he was hired thereto : Seeing then (quoth Agreſtis) no 
meane proofe will ſcruc, and neither my life nor my death can now ſtand you in any 
other ſtead, Iwill giue you an aſſurance which you may belecue; and ſo departing 
from him, he ſealed his ſayings voluntarily with his bloud. Some write that he was 
ſlaine by Vitellius commaundement, bur of his fidelity and conſtancy they reported 
the ſame. Now Vitellius being asit were awaked out of fleepe, commauded lulius 
Priſcusand Alphenus Varus with fourtecne Prztorian cohorts, and all the wings of 
the horſemen to keepe the ſtraits ofthe Apennine. After them followed a Legion of 
Scamen; a power both for number and goodneſle of men and horſes ſufficient ( if 
another had becne Generall) to make warre offenfiue, not only to ſtand vpon their 
defence, The reſt of the cohorts were committed to Lucius Vitellius his brotherto 
guard the citty withall. Himſclfe abating nothing of his wonted rior, and 
through diſtruſt, hudled vp the ele&ion of officers, wherein he declared Conſuls 
ford many yeeres to come. Morcouer * new treaties and more gracious were COn- 1guruimns, 
cluded withoutallyes, and the right of Latium conferred vpon ſtrangers. To ſome <omuicinde. | 
he relcaſcd theirtributes, toothers he graunted immunities, withour all care of po- = {qx-2<rp- 
fterity mangling and mayming the Empire. But the common ſort accepted theſe > 
fauours that ſeemed ſo great, and the fooliſheſt bought chem with money , which 
wiſe . 


B- Vitellius having receiued ſo great a blow at Cremona, concealing the 
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wiſe men accounted but voide , being ſuch as could neither be ginen-not taken with 
the ſafcric of rhe ſtare. Ar the laſt through che inſtant requeſt of his armielyingin 
Meuania,with a great traine of Senatours aſſumed; partly vpon ſure and moſt Vpen 
feare, hee repaired to the campe irreſolute of himſeite , and obnoxius to vnfaithfull 
counſailes. As hee was ſpeaking to his ſouldiers in publike aflembly-it fell our ſo 
many vnluckie birdes to flic oyer his head (a monſtrous matter ) that the day was 
ouercaſt,as it were witha blacke cloud : and another no (2) leſle ominous & of euill 
preſage, chat a bull which was appointed to be ſacrificed , brake away trom the al. 
rars, ouerturnced the furniture of the ceremonie, and was? knocked downe farreaff 
from the accuſtomed place. But the greateſt monſter was Vitellius himſelte,a Pg nge 
without skill in the profeſſion of armes, and deuoide of direftionand coun elf - 
maunding eftſoones of others in what order to march , what diligence was requi- 
lite in making diſcoueries, what meane was to be obſerucdin vrging or delaying the 
warre, and vponcuery flying report apparently. fearefull in countenance, andrrem- 
« bling in gate, and belide all this moſt commonly drunken. At the length growing 
weary of the campe,and vnderſtanding of the reuolt of the nauy ar Miſenum, hee-re- 
nirned to Rome, cuecr fearing moſt the blow that came laſt , and careleſlein the 
meane tire of the maine chance. For whereas it had beene a courſe moſt cleare in 
reaſon,and cuidentin ſight, to haue paſſed the Appenine with his army, which then 
was in heart and ſtrength, and ſo to haue aſlailed the enemics almoſt conſumed with

bores and ue. dered them from acceſſe, the Princes cares being ſo framed , that hee accounted all 
_ incoCamponi® ſharpe that was'wholeſome,and liked ofnothing,burthat which was preſently plea- 
* ſant;and afterwards hurrfull: Bur the nauie at Miſenum (ſo much the audacioul- 
neſſecuen of one ſingle man in-ctuill diſlentions may worke) was brought toreuolr 
by the meanes of Claudius Fauentinus, Centurion ignominioully caſled by Galba, 

who counterfaiting| letters from Veſpaſian, with hope of reward induced them to 

change their alleageance. Theadmirall thereof was Claudius Apollinaris, a man 

thar neither conttantly . kepr: his fidelitie , nor ſtoutly maintained his treaſon : 

and Apinius Tiro, who had beene Pretor, and was then by chance at Minturne, 

offcred himſelfea head to them which reuolted ; by whoſe meanes the colonies, 

and free townes were drawne to the {ide, the Puteolani ſhewing themſelues moſt 

forward that way. Burt Capuaon the other ſide, perliſted firme to Virellius : where- 

upon there paſſed vnder colour ofthe publicke cauſe, much priuate choler between 

the two townes. To the pacification of theſe troubles Virellius choſe out Claudius 

\ Julianus (who had beenelace Admirall of the nauic at Miſenum, and gouerned 

himſetfe in that charge with great mildnefle) as the meeteſt man to appeaſe the 

« Gladiores, ſou[diers mindes; afhgning vnto him a power of one citty cohort, and the © fencers 
which were vnder his charge. As ſoone as the campes' approached the one rothe 

other, [ulianus withour any great ſtay turned to Veſpalians ſide,and ſo jointly they 

tooke Tarracina, a place of great ſtrength in regard of the wals and (ituation, if the 

men within had beene faithfull and good. Vpon knowledge whereof Virellins lea- 

| uing part of his nauy at Narnia, with the captaines of his Guard, ſent his brother 

* Lucius Vitellius away with (ixe cohorts and tiue hundred horſe, ro manage the war 

of Campania. Himſelfe being greatly perplexed in mind was yet ſomewhar reui- 
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ned with the carneſt good will of the ſouldiers, and clamours of the towne people 
requiring armour and weapons; whom worn rom nr elſe buta cowardly company; 
whoſe boldneſle neuer went beyond words, he called by the falſe title'ot armies'and 
Legions. Arthe perſwaſion of his freedmen ( for of his friends the'greateſt men 
were leaft truſty) he commanded-the' tribes 'to be called, and ſware them which 
gauc intheir names: too many preſenting themſelnes,; he diuided rhe charge'df the 
muſter. betweene the two Confuls, and aſſeſſed the Senatours ata certaine nitrhber 
of bondmen. and quantity of filuer. The Gentlemen-of Rome made offer both of 
their ſeruice and money, euen the Libertini w——_— of their owne motion'the 
might be admitted to doe alſo the like. This counterfeit forwardnes made the gffi- 
ces thatwere donefor feare, berhought roproceed of good will; 'Ahd indeed Io" 
ny pittied not ſo much the man,as the place he ſuſtained: and Vitellivs himſelfe cea- 
ſed not by his countenance, ſpeech, reares to prouoke ad compathon and' pitty, 
promiſing largely , and ( asthe' nature is of men 1n preat fearc } without meaſure. 
Moreouer he rookethen vpon him-(which he had refiiſed before) the tile of 4Ct- 
far, vpon ſome ſuperſtitious conceit of thename, and becaule inatime of feare; the 
counſels of wiſe men, and pratlings of the people are heard and reſpeted Ylike. 
Bur as all a&tions entred into/vpon heat without: conſideration are ſtrongeſt inthe 
beginning, and afterward fade and decay, fb here the Senatours began by little and 
little to ſhrinke, andthe Gentlenian likewilt ;*ar the firſt with ſomereſpe& andin 
Virellius abſence, but afterward. more openly, being afraide and penfite fbr*the 
danger which was like to enſue ; tillin the'EnU Virellius ſeeing the atrempr not fea- 
lible,for ſhame was contented,norto dertiitid thathecould notobraine. TV

S the poſſefling of Meuania by the Vitellianiſts had wrought great terrourin 
A Italy, ſeeing another war as it were ſprung vp a freſh by thar meanes, ſoof 

the contrary ſide the departure of Virtcllius in fo fearefull manner procured 
great credit, and good to the Flauian cauſe. For preſently thereupon the Saminites, 
and Peligni, and Marſireuolted 3 and vpon emulation that Campania had preuen- 
ted them, to recompenle their ſlacknefle , as men newly comero a new maſter, 
ſhewed extreame diligence in furthering the ſeruice. But in paffing the Apennine 
the army by the fowleneſle of the winter'wearher was greatly diſtreſſed, and mar- 
ching with all liberty and quietnes could hardly wreſtle out of the ſnow, ſo that ic 


'was cleare to be ſeene, whatdanger they muſt needs hauec ſuſtained, if fortune, ts

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hich the Flauian Captaines were more often beholding, then to their good guj- 
ding and skill, had not turned Vitcllius backe home againe. In the mountaines Peti- 
lius.Cerealis met them,, who.in clowniſhapparell through knowledge of the coun- 
trey had eſcaped Virellius. hands. Cerealis was of necreafhnity with Veſpaſian,and 
jak name for matters of warre, and therefore was aſlumed among the Leaders. 
Many, write that, Flauius jSabinus. ang Domitian:might alſo caltly have cſcapeg, 
and, ccrtaine. it is, thar diverſe mellengers ſent; by Antonius by. ſundry: cunning 
{leights came to their ſpeech, pointing the place, and. offring them means forther 
ſafety : but Sabinusalleadged that his crazy body was not to vndertakea matter of 
that paines, and ſuch an audacious attempr. Domitian would hauc gladly ventu- 
red, = feared the keepers whom Vitellius had ſet about him, alchough they of- 
fered, to accompany him in his eſcape, leſt peraduenture it had beenea ſnareroin- 
trap him : andindced Virtellius himſclfe, in regardof his owne kinsfolkes, inten- 
dedho ctuelry.againſt Domitian.VVhen the Flauian captains werecome to Carſula, 
they ſtaicd there a few daics to repoſe their army, till their Legionary power thould 
\  ouertakethem,;, and the placc of the campe init ſelfe was delightfull, with a large 
: goodly proſpect, and very ſafe for che prouilion of vicuals, having ſo many of = 
wealthicſt Cities , as it were ſtore hauſes behind them. And bclides they were 

in ſome hope that the Vitellianſts, which were not diſtant aboue tenne miles would 
fall ro ſome parlc, and ſo from a parle to a rcuolt :- which thing the ſouldiers could 


nat abide to hcarc of, bur deſired an, end rather by conquel, then by peace : cuen 
their 


. 


owne Legions they were vnyillipgto ſtay for, loath to haue more fellowes in 
the Ofle when.they necded gone in the danger. But Antonus calling them. pub- 
likely together, ſhewed vnto them, thar. Vitellius had yer ſome forces remaining, 
wayering perhaps and vnconſtant if.they,might haue time to conſult, butof fierce 
ſomacke if they were driuen to deſpaire : that the beginnings of ciuill warres were 
ro be'permitted/to fortunes decidings buf the accompliſhmenr of the vitory was 
to be;gouerned by reaſon and wiſedome : 'that the nauy of Miſenum, and the moſt 
flouriſhing countrey of Campania were alrcady reualted, and thereremained no- 
thing of all the world vnto Vitellius, ſaye onely ſo much as lay berweene Tarracina 
and Narnia : and ſurely they had wonne honour ſufficient in che Barcell ar Cre- 
mona; and blame roo much by deſtroying the towne. Therefore rhey ſhould not 
nawdeſire to take Rome, but rather to ſaucirt: theirreward would be greater, and 
theirglory moſt great, ifrhey wroughe the ſafety of the Senate and people of Rome 
without bloudſhed. With theſe and other like ſpeeches their minds were molli- 
fied, and ſoone after the Legions came. The Vatellian cohorts territied with the 
fame of the army ſo much increaſed , began to wauer , no man animating them 
to the warre, but many to reuolt, who delired to make a preſent of their bands and 
cornets vntothe conquerour, to purchaſe. fauour hereafter ; and gaue alſo aduer- 
riſement, that faſt thereby at Interamna was a garriſon of foure hundred horſe. 
Wherupon immediatly Varus was diſpatched with a band of men lightly appoin- 
nd lew ſome few that made reſiſtance : butthe moſt part laid downe*their 
weapons and yeclded themſclues to his mercy : ſomefled to the campeat Narnia, 
and filled all "0X full of feare and terrour, extolling aboue truth the | and va- 
lour of the enemies, to diminiſh their owne diſhonour in loſing their fort. Neither 
was there any puniſhment for offences among the Vitellianilts ; onthe other ſide 
the rewards were apparent of thoſe that reuolted : ſo that from thencefoorththe 
contention was, who ſhould be moſt traitour, and daily ſome of the Tribunesand 
Centurions fled to the enemy : for the common ſouldier was obſtinately bent for

owne ſouldiers and friends will nor abide it : and ſo'through rheir pity your life ſhal 

comein danger. You are old,and thereforefor yourpart,as one that hath had his fill 

of both fortunes , are content to acceprof conditions; but whart title and Nate ſhall 
your little ſon Germanicus haue? now they offer money,ſcruants,& the pleaſant pla- 

ces of Campania to ſolace you in,but when Veſpaſian ſhal once be ſerled in the Em- 
pirezmeither heznor his friends,nor his ſouldiers will thinkerhemſelucs ſafe, while ſo 

at aconcurrant doth liue.

little yoong ſonne ,” as it were to his buriall. The people in paſſing vſed theiraccu- 
ſtomed flarteries, being as then our of ſeaſon : the ſoldier kept ſilence , but ſeemed 
rocarry wrath in his countenance: neither was there any man ſo ſenſeleſſe, or vn- 
mindfull of humane inſtabilitie, which wks nor mooued with thatſighr. An (c) Em- c Suetoniue 
perour of Rome, a little before Lord of the whole world,»to abandon the ſeat of his ” Ts 
fare, and thorow the people, thecitie to go out of the Empire ! The like was neuer ervit. 
ſcene, neuer heard ff before. Sodaine violence opreſſed Czſarthe Difator , and ' 
ſecretconſpiracie Caius : night and the obſcure corner of a countrey houſe couered 
Neroes flight : Piſo and Galba died as it were inthe held : bur Virellius in the aſſem- 
bly of his owne people, amidit his owne ſouldiers, women alſo looking our of their 
windowes, after hee had vttered ſome few -m_—_ agreeable to his preſent heaui- 
nes ; that he gaue place in regard of quietneſſe , and the good of the weale publike, 
onely deſiring them to rertaine ſome remembrance of him, and take pitrie ofhiis bro- 
ther & his wife, & the harmeles age of his«yoong children ; preſenting withall his 
ſon vnto them,& recomending him ſomtimes to particular perſons ſometime to the 
enerall aſſembly : at the length ouercome with teares he looſed his ſword from his 
fide and offered it vnto Czcilius Simplex the Conſull that ſtood by , ſurrendring 
thereby as it were thepower of life and dearh ouer the citizens. Which when the 
Conſull refuſed to accept, the whole aſſembly alſo clamourouſly gainſayingit, hee 
departed proteſting hee would in the temple of Concordia lay downeall his regali- 
ties, and ſo asa priuate man retire himſelfe to his brothers houſe. But there the 
mulrticude began to cry more then before', not ſuffering him to enter intoa priuare 
houſe, bur calling him to the Palaceſtopping vp the other paſſage, & leauing thar 
only open which let to Via ſacra. Whereupon not knowing whatro do, or whither 
ro turne him, he returned in the end to the Palace again. Now the fame was gone be. 
fore the fat that he had-reſigned the Empire : & Flauius Sabinus had written to.the 
Tribunes of the cohorts, to keepe their ſouldiersin order. And now as if the whole 
common wealth were fallen into Veſpaſians armes, the chiefe of the Senators with 
many gentlemen, and all the City-ſfouldiers, and the watchmen flocked to Sabi? 
nus houſe. There they vnderſtood of the peoples conſtant affeftion towarde Vi- 
tellius , and the threatnings of the German- cohorts : bur Sabinus had prgceeded 
too farre now to draw backez and euery man vpon his owne particular feare vrged 
him becing otherwiſe loath to goe out and take armes, leſtthe Virellianiſts ſhould 
meete with them afterward when they were ſeuered,and ſo of leſſe ſtrength. Bur as 
it falls out in ſuch caſes, all gaue counſell, but few rooke part of the perill.” About 
Lacus Fundani the armed men of Sabinus were encountred by ſome of rhe nioſt re- 
ſolute Vircllia ſoldiers:there a'{mal skirmiſh was fought,asin ſuddain tymult;wher- 
in che Vitellianiſts had the better. Sabinus ſeeing his fide'go down,as the ſafeſt way 
vpon the preſent, ſeazed vpon the Capitol with th ſoldier, & ſome Seriatots &gen- b rſepb. aus. 
tlemen, whoſe namesitis noteaſy to ſer downe, becauſe thany when Veſpatizin was #442. 
prince pretended to haue done that ſerniceto the ſide. Some watnen alſo retired into 
the Capitol, & there were beſieged : amongſt whom'the moſt famous was Verylana 
 Gracilia,drawen neither with reſpe& of children,nor kinsfolke,but only becanſe ſhe 
would be of a party.The Vitellianiſts hauing pinned them vp;ſetrhe ſerinets'ſo neg- , 
Fo M- 2 _  ligently 
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ligently, that about midnight Sabinus ſet foorth and broughtinto the Capitoll his 
ownechildren, and Domition his brothers ſonne,and diſpatched out other meſſen- 
ersto the Flauian captaines , ſhewing them how they were beſieged , and vnleſſe 
| nk came, were in great danger , and paſled the whole night in that quietneſle 
without any attempt from the encmic, that hee might haue calily eſcaped withour 
any pcrill. For the Virellian ſouldicrs as they were fierce, and ſtout againſt dangers, 
ſoin labour and watching they were not deligent ; and withall a greatſhower fal- 
ling on the ſuddaine hindred both their ſight and theic hearing. When the day ap- 
carcd, beforcany at of hoſtility was beFunne by either , Sabinus ſent Cornelius 
tialisa principall Centurion with inſtrutions to Vitellius, complayning and 
charging him with breach of couenants, and rhat it was but a colourable matter in 
him, and a fayned ſhew of reſigning the Empire,onely tointraÞ ſo many noble per- 
ſonages : forifotherwiſe, why withdrew he himſelfe from the Roſtra, into his bro- 
chers houſe ſtanding neere to the Forum, and full in the ſight of the world,& not ra- 
ther to his wiucs ia mount Auentine out of the way z for ſo had it beene meeteſt in- 
deed if he had meant to haue liued as a private man,& auoyded all ſhew of a Prince: 
whereas contrarily hee returned againe eueninto the Palace, the very ſeate of -the 
Empire,and from thence he ſent forth a company of armed men, who had polluted 
the mol} famous parr of the citty with the blood of innocent perſons , nor forbea- 
ring the Capitol it ſelfe : for his pu hee continued vnarmed, and liucd in all re- 
ſpe&sas an other Senatour , whiles in the meane time the matter was tried be- 
tweene Veſpaſian and Vitellius by mainebatrels of Legions, taking of trownes, and 
yeelding of cohorts : yea, when Spainc, Germanie and Brittanic were reuolted,'yert 
did he being Veſpaſians brother conciuueRill in allegeance . till Virellius began firſ 
to motion a parle ; who ſurely {hould finde in the end that peace and compoſition 
is indecd for the glory ofthe conquerours, bur for the vitility of the conquered : or 
ifit repented him of his bargaine,ler him not make warre againſt him,whom he had 
with talſhood beguiled, nor againſt Veſpalians young ſonne ( for what woulde the 
deathof an olde man and one childe auaile ? ).but let him goe out and encounter the 
Legions, andtheretric the maine matter :. other things would follow the cuent of 
that battaile. Torhis charge Vitellius in great feare madeanſwere,with ſome words . 
in excuſe of himlelfe, & laying the blame vpon his ſouldiers, whoſe too much vehe. 
mencie, his modeſtic, he ſaied, was vnable to bridle : and withall aduiſed Martialis 
£oconucy himſelfe our of the houſe by a priuy way leſt the ſouldiers ſhould murder 
Him as a ncgotiatour of the peace, which they ſo greatly deteſted : andindecde Vi- 
tellius was now but a cipher, ncitherable ro command nor forbid , not Prince in 
effe&, but onely matter of warre. Martialis was ſcarce returned into the Capitol, 
when as the Vitellian ſouldiers, ina great fury were alſo at hand, without any leader 
or captaine, but cuery man of his owne head : leauing with ſpeederthe Forum and 
temples vpon it behinde them, they ſet themſelues in array and marched, vp the hill, 
euen to the firſt gate of the Capitoll. There were in olde time certaine open galle- 
ries vponthe ſide of the cliffe, on the right hand as a man gocth vp; from the tops 
whereof the defendants with ſtones and tiles beat the Vitellianiſts downe, who had 
intheir hands nothing but ſwords, and to ſtaic while engins and ſhot were fetched 
ſeemed loſt time : wherefore they tooke firebrands and hurled them into the vtrer- 
moſt gallerie, and following the fire were at the point to haue entred the gate of 
the Capigoll being halfe burned, had not Sabinus pluckt downe all the images and 
glorious monuments of our progenitours, and in the entrance of the gate made as 
it were acountermureof them. Then they aſſaied ro make theicentrie on the _ 
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fide of the Capitoll by Lucus Aſyli, and by the ſtayres of a hundreth ſteps, in the 

aſcent to Rupe Tarpeia. Ar both theſe places the aſſault came vnlooked for , buc 

the nearer and hoater was thatby the Aſylum : neither could they be ſtopped from 

climing vp by the buildings that touched together, which as in a time of long peace

Thenthe Vitellianiſts brake in and killed, burned, and ſlew ; 7 in8 
ſomefew military men that offered ro fight were ſlaine : among whom Cornelius rates pee 
Martialis , Aemulius Pacenfſis Caſperius Niger, Didius Sczua were the moſt of #22 giurm 
note. Flauius Sabinus was beſet and taken , being neither armed, nor — wy 
ee 
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flee, and Quintius Atticus the Conſull, a man of fpeciall marke by reaſon of his of. 
fice, and through his owne vanity and folly , hauing publiſhed edits in honour of 
Veſpaſian, and to the diſgrace of Vitcllius. The reſt made ſundry ſhifts to eſcape, 
ſome in bondmens y__ others were hidden by theirclients, and conueyed 
away amongſt the ſtuffe : ſome there were alſo that had learned the Virellianiſts 
watch-word ; whereby one ofthem knew another, and ſo asking and anſwering ac- 
cordingly : vſcd boldneſle in liew of a hole to lurke in. Domitianar their firſt brea- 


king in was hid in the ſextens houſe, and thereby the policy of his freedman pur in 


alinnen garment,as the miniſters of the temple didweare,and ſo eſcaped vnknown, 


_ andlay ſecret atthe houſe of Cornelius Primus, one of his fathers followers,neere 
- tothe Velabrum. Afterward when his father cameto the ſtate he pulled down the 


ſextens lodging, and builded there a lictle chappell in honour of /upzter his Preſerger : 
and alſo creed an altar and cauſed this hiſtory to be cut in marble : and when hee 
came to the Empire himſelfe he builta great Temple ro 7upiter his Keeper ; and con-. 
ſecrated himſelte in the lap ofthe god. Sabinus and Atticus being loaden with y- 
rons, and broughtto Vitellius,were neither receiued with ill ſpeech, nor ill counte- 
nance ;z wheratthey which challenged to kill them,and reward for their ſeruice,frer- 
redandchafed : and ſo the next beginning the cry, the raſcal! ſortof the people de- 
manded Sabinus death, mingling threats and flatteries rogether. And as Virellius 
reſented himſelfe vpon the ſtayres of the palace tointreate for bis life, they forced 
ſim in the end to deliſt : then they ſtabbed and mangled him, and cutting off his 
head trailed the body into Gemoniz, This was the end of Sabinus, a man ſurely 
notto be contemned. He had ſerued in publike place thirty fiue yeeres, and was 
reatly renowned both for matters of peace and of warre : for integrity and vprighr 
> # "KA no man could touch him : ſomewhat he was too full of "8 4 ; the onely 
thing blamed in him during the ſcuen yeers that he ruled in Moeſia, and the twelue 
yecres that he was prouoſt of the City : in this laſt a& of his life ſome iudged him 
cowardly, others moderate rather and ſparing of his citizens bloud ; but of this all 
men agree that before Veſ mo was Prince, the reputation of the houſe reſted in 
Sabinus. It was thoughtthat Murianus was glad of his death : and many were of 
opinion, that it fell out notill in reſpe& of quietneſle, all ttrife and emulation being 
thereby taken vp betweenetwo, whereof the one was the Emperours brother , and 
the other carried himſclfeas his fellow. Bur Virellius when the people required alſo 
Atticus the Conſuls death plainly withſtood them himſelfe, being ſomewhat ap- 
ſed, and in ſome ſort to requite him, for that being examined, who had ſirſt fired 
the Capitoll,he tooke vpon him the matter himſelfe, and by that confeſſion, whe- 
ther it was true indeed, or fained onely to ſerue the preſent purpoſe, ſeemed to take 
vpon him the blame of the fa&, and cleere Vitellius and his adherents.

XIII. Lucius Vitellius taketh T, gracina; 


N the meane ſeaſon Lucius Virellius pitching his campe at Feronia, preſſed fore 
Þ ror Tarracina to take it, hauing ſhutinto the towne the **fencers and mariners, 
who durſtnot come out of the wals, nor hazard them(clues in the field. Their 
captaines (as we haue remembred before) were Iulianus ouer the fencers, and Apol- 


 linaris ouer the mariners, men both in a diſſolutenes, and inſufficiency more like fen« 


cers then capraines : obſcruing no order in watching and warding , nor repayrin 
the weake parts of the wals, but paſſing both nights and dayes in wantonneſle _ 
melody, vpon thoſe pleaſant ſea-ſhores, and diſperling the ſouldiers abroad to 
make prouilion for their riot, neuer talking of warre, but in banquer. Apihius Tiro 
was departcd ſome few dayes before, and with his cxtortions and ſharpe dealing 
in the free townes , purchaſed more ill will then ſtrength to the ſide. In the meane 
time a ſeruant of Verginius Capito fled out of the towneto, Lucius Vitellius, pro- 
miſing him, if he would allow him ſufhcient men, to deliuer ſecretly the caſtle being 
vnmanned, and accordingly in the dead of the night hee brought certaine light ar- 
med cohorts, into the place ſtanding v pu the top ofa hill, ouer the enemies head, 
From thence the ſoldiers tan down rather to a butchery then a battell, killing ſome 
vnarmed, others beginning to arme, ſome newly awaked out of ſleepe diſtra&ed 


and confounded with fearc, darkeneſſe,and ſound of trumpets and noyle ofenemies. 


A few of the © fencers madereſiſtance, and were ſlaine, albeit they fold rheir lives 
deare : the reſt ran headlong to the ſhips , where through to like feare all things 
werein the like confuſion ; or ſo much the more becauſe the rowneſmen were got- 
ten in amongſt them , whom the Virellianiſts alſo did kill without any differences 
Six ſhips vpon the notice of the ſurpriſe eſcaped, and with them Apollinaris the 
Admirall of the nauic : the reſt were cither taken vpon the ſhore , or elſe ſuncke 
in the ſea, being ouercharged with the company that leaptinto them. Iulianus was 
brought to Lucius Vitellius and ſcourged, then ſlaine in his preſence. Diuers haue 
n_ Triaria Lucius Vitellius wife, that girding her ſelfe with a ſword like a ſoul- 
dicr,ſhe ſhould haue demeaned her ſelfe cruelly , and inſolently amidſt the pitrifull 
cries,and lamentable deſtruRion of the pooretowne. Lucius himſelfe ſenta lawrell 
in token of victory to his brother, requiring wirhall his further pleaſure, whether he 
ſhould returne preſently ro Rome, or ſtay and ſubdue the reſt of Campania : the in- 
terpoſing of which little time fell our greatly for the good both of Veſpaſtans ſide, 
endof the ſtate: For if the ſouldiers preſently after their vi&tory had direRly repay- 
red to Rome, whiles they were in courage and heart,by reaſon of their late good ſuc- 
ceſſe, beſide a naturall obſtinatenes in them, the matter would not haue becne ended 
ſo quickly without much adoe, and the cuident deſtru&ion ofthe City. For Lucius 
Vitellius albeit he were infamous otherwiſe, yet was he induſtrious, and powerable 
not as good men by vertues, but by vices as the worſt ſort. 
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XV. The Flaxian armie entreth the city. The Pretorian camp: 
is taken by force. Viteliius ic ſlaine. 


Hiles theſe things were a doing of Vitellius ſide Veſpaſians armie re- 
mooued from Narnia to Otriculum , and at good Nv celebrated the 
a Saturnalia 2 Saturnalia there. The cauſe of this harmefall delay , was to ſtay for 
_ the :7. Mutianus:ſome imputcit to Antonius, as done with a trayterous intent, vpon letters 
ee mbers receiued from Vitellius, wherein he offred vnto him the Conſulſhip,and his daugh- 
till the'24.of ter in marriage with a great dower, if he could reuolt, in reward of treaſon : others 
-_ ex affirme, that all this was falſely ſurmiſed , and maliciouſly ſpred to pleaſe Mutianus 
"  weithall. Somcarcofopinion, that it was the purpoſe of all the Commanders ra- 
ther to put the City in feare, then to ſecke to take it by force "ſeeing the moſt and 
principall cohorts had alrcady relinquiſhed Vitellius;and now all the ſtrength being 
cut off, it was likely he would reſigne the Empire without further coaRion : bur all 
- thatcourſe was croſſed, firſt by Sabinus haſte, and then through his cowardlineſſe; 
whoraſhly takingarmes was not afterward able to keep a fortreſle of that ſtrength, 
and which cuen great armies could not haue taken, *againſt three only cohorts. But 
the fault cannot well bee imputed to one, which was common to all. For both Mu- 
tianus was ſome occaſion of ſtay, by meanes of his doubtfull letters, and Antonius 
by his prepoſterous obeying, or in ſecking to auoyd cnuie, deſerued great blame, 
and theother Commanders preſuming the warre to be finiſhed, made the ende of 
it more notorious. Neither did Perilius Cerealis- (who was ſent before with a thon- 
ſand horſe, to coaſt through the countrey of the Sabins, gnd ſo to enter the City by 
Via Salaria) make that halte as the matrer required, rill in the end the newes of the 
ſiege of the Capitoll made him ſtirre all at once. Antonius came forward by the 
Flaminiah way to Saxa rubralate in the night, and roo late to ſuccour. For there 
he vnderſtood that Sabinus was ſlaine , the Capitoll burned, the city in great feare, 
and all things went ill: it was alſo declared , that the people and bondmen were ar- 
ming for Vitellius. And beſides Petilius Cerealis had receiueda blow in a skirmiſh 
of horſemen , by running headlong and charging raſhly vpon the enemy, preſu- - 
ming them conquered perſons : butthe Vitcllianiſts , with horſemen and footmen 
interlaced together, valiantly receined the charge. This skirmiſh was notfarre from 
the city, among the buildings, and ardens, andcroſle lanes , wherewith the Vitel- 
{ianiſts were well acquainted,the other not 3 which was an occaſion to diſmay them 
the more : atid beſides all their horſemen were not of one minde and affetion,ſome 
being of thoſe that hauing lately yeelded at Narnia kept aloofe, meaning afterward 
tocloſe with the winner. Tullius Flauianus captaine of a wing was taken priſoner, 
thereſt rannc away diſhonourably : but the Vitellianiſts purſued no further then to 
Fidenz. By this ſucceſſc the affeftion of the people was greatly augmented, andim- 
mediately the rownſmen tooke armes : few had many military targets, but the moſt 
tooke'vp whatſoeuer weapons came to their hands, & foorthwith required the ſigne 
of the battell. Vitellius thanked them hartily, and willed them to 70 out with all 
ſpecd in defence of the city. Then he called a Senate wherein Embaſſadors were ap- 
pointed to the army,which as in the name and vnder the color of a common outs, 
ſhould perſwade them to peace and agreement. The hap of the Embaſſadours was 
| notall alike : For they which met with Petilius Cerealis incurred extreme daunger, 
the ſouldiers refuſing vtterly all conditions of peace, and Arulenus Ruſticus the Pre- 
tor was wondddd,which belidethe enormity of the faR, inthe perſon of an _ | 
adour 


- 
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ſadour and a Pretor,was alſo more hainous,in regard of the worthineſſe of the man; 

His traine was diſperſed, and one of his ſergeants next before him ſlaine,for preſu- 

ming among armed men to make way thorow the preaſe for his maſter: and vnleſſe 

they had beene defended by a band that the Caprtaine aſſigned ro gard them, the 

right andpriuiledge of Embaſſadors, reputed ſacred euen amongſt ſtrange nations, 

had through ciuill furie beene violared by murder, cuen at the very gates and wales 

of the citic. Butthey which cameto Antonius found more courteous entertaine- 

ment, not becauſe thoſe ſouldiers were ciuiler,but becauſe the Generall was of grea« 

rer — Into the copany of theſe Embaſſadors Muſonius Rufus inſerted him- 

ſelfe,a gentleman of Rome addicted to the ſtudy of Philoſophie after the way ofthe 
Stoicks,who thruſting himſelfe among the companies of the ſouldiers began to dif. 

courſe of the good of peace, and danger of warre, and to ſchoole men in armes : at 

which ia. more grew weary of it,and ſome forbare notto puſh & ſpurne 

him away, till in the end by the deuice of the diſcreerer ſort, andrhethreats of the 

other he was perſwadcd to deſiſt from his vnſcaſonable wiſedome. The Veſtall Vir- 

gins alſo were {ent with letters from Vitellius ro Antonius,requelting him to deferre 

the bartaile for one day : by meanes of that little delay with more caſe would all 

points be agreed vpon, The virgins were ſent home wes + honour, and anſwere was 

made to Vitellius that by the murther of Sabinus, and the burning of the Capitol all 

parle of peace was cutoff, andallextremitie to be looked for : notwithſtanding An> 

ronius calling his armie together aſſaied to pacific them thus farre , tharthey would 

be content roencampe themſelues for that preſent at the Miluian bridge , and not 

to enter the towne before the next day 7 the reaſon of the motion was, leſt the ſoul- 

dicr hauing his blood heated in skirmiſh,, ſhould afterwarde ſpare neither people 

nor Senare,, no not the churches and temples of the gods. Butthey miſliked and 
ſuſpeRed all delay asa hinderance to the viforie : and withall certaine banners 

glittering vpon the fide of the hils , albcit followed by none but crowne-people, and 

men of {cruice, made a {hew of an armic. VWhereupon the Flauianiſts diuiding 
themſelues into three companies, made their approch to the towne : one partas ir 

ſtood along the Flaminian way, another cloſe by the bancke of the Tiber; and the 

third by Via ſalaria roward the gate called Collina, The towne-people was immes- , . 
diatcly broken by the horſemen, bur the Vitellian ſouldier made head,diuiding Þ al- - 05am 
' ſo thcmſelues inco three ſcuerall bandes. Many skirmithes paſſed betwene them vac axon 
before the rowne,& with diuers cuent, but more commonly to the aduantage of the RUNS hd 
Flauianiſts, who had more ſufficient men to their Captaines. They onely of that pertonsif to. 
ſide were diſtreſſed, which turned vpon the left hand toward the Saluſtian gardens, /#phwfy | 
through narrow lanes and {hpperic waies : where the Virellianiſts ſtanding aloft vp- 0g _ 
on the walls of the gardens, with ſtones & iauelins repulſed them,till it was towards */ 

the euening , when as the horſemen thatin the meane time had entred at Collina 

were at their backes and ſurpriſed them. In Campus martius alſo there were hoar 
$kirmiſhes betweene them. The Flauianiſts had the fauour of fortunc,and the van- 

tage of ſo many viAories: the Virellianiſts ran headlong and furious, ſupported with 

onely deſpaire : and albcitrhey were defeated acd broken, yet did they rally them- 

ſclues againcinthecitic. The people ſtood by-and looked on as they fought, and 

as in a paſtime or game clapped their hands, & encouraged ſometime the one , and 

ſometime the other : and when either fide turned their backes , and hid themſclues 

in houſes or ſhops, they cryed to haue them pluckt our and killed, and ſo attained. 
themſclues the greateſt partofthe prey : for whiles the ſoldiers minded nothing buc 


{laughter and bloodſhed, che ſpoile fell to the common peoples ſhare. Ouer all the 
citie

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Citic a cruell ſpeacle and ſhamefull was to bee ſeene : in one place fighting and 
wounding, in other tipplingand bathing : here ſtreames of blood, & heapes of dead 
bodies, & hard by it {trumpets & ſtrumpets fellowes: in ſum all the licenciouſnes of 
adiſlolute and riotous peace, & the miſery of a moſt cruell captiuitic : ſothata'man 
plainely would iudge one & the ſame rowne, both extremely furious and raging, & 
extremely drowned in pleaſures. There had afore times paſſed great conflidts be- 
rweene armed powers in the city, twiſe-when Sylla,& once when Cinna ouercame, 
& rhe cruelty then was no lefſe: but this was an vnnaturall brutiſh ſecurity,that men 
for one moment of time would not intermit their accuſtomed pleaſures,bur as if this 
had giuen them further occaſion of ioy amidſt their feſtiuall dayes, clapped hands 


- &reioyced,without care of lides,ar the publicke calamiries. Bur the greateſt difficul 
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of all was in taking the Prztorian campe, vnto the which the valianteſt amongſt the 
Vitellian ſoldiers had beraken themſclues,as to their laſt refuge ; & therfore the Fla- 
vianiſts were the more carneſt to aſſault ir,eſpecially the old Preztorian cohorts,cm- 
ploying all means deuiſed for the taking of moſt fortified townes,as the target fence 
engins of battery, mounts, & firebrands, crying aloud that that one worke was the 
accompliſhment & perfe&ion of all the trauels and dangers, which they in ſo many 
bartailes had paſſed; that the city belonged to the Senate and the people, & the rem- 
ples to the gods, and both were reſtored totheir owners : butthe ſouldiers honoar 
was in the campe,that was his countrey, and his dwelling place, which vnleſſe they 
could ſtraightwaies recouer, they muſt and would lye all night in their armour, On 
the other fe the Vitellian ſoldiers, although inferiour both in number and fortune, 
diſturbed the courſe of the viory, hindring the peace, polluting the houſes and al- 
tars with blood , and embracing the laſt comfort to conquered perſons. Many lay 
gaſping and died = the rowers and battlements of the walles, When the gates 
were broken vp , they that remained aline preſented chemſelues to the conquerors, 
and died all with their faces toward the enemy, and wounded vpon their foreparts: 
ſuchcare they had, ſeeing they mult'dic,to diein moſt honourable manner. Vitellius 
when as thecitie was taken, conueyed himſelfe in a carying * chaire, by the backe- 
gate of the Palace, into his wines houſe in the mount Auentine, intending if hee 
could have lyen ſectet that day, to haue fled by night to Tarracina to his Rocker 


and the cohorts there. Anon changing his minde, and asit falles out to men in a 
- maze, feating all things, and moſt diſliking the preſent, hee returned into the Palace 
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ine now vaſt and deſolate, cuen his baſeſt ſeruants being cither fled away, orclſe 
purpoſely ſhunning his preſence. This great ſolitarineſſe, and ſilence in thoſe pla- 
ces aſtoniſhed him : wherenpon hee aſſayed to open that which was ſhur, and was 
amazed finding all voyde. After much pitifull wandring about, being wearied hee 
caſt himſclfe itito a © baſe corner : whence Tulius Placidus Tribuneof a cohort pul- 
led him out, and led him along thorow the citie with his hands bound behinde him, 
and his garments all torne, a moſt ignominiousſpeRacle, many reuiling him , and 
no man pittying his caſe: rhe diſhonourableneſſe of his end had taken away all com- 
paſſion. Being ſed in this maner, one of the German ſouldiers aimed a blow , whe- 
ther intending ſtrike at Virellius vpon ſome quarrell, or becauſe he would fooner 
rid him from ſhame, or elſe at the Tribune, it is vncertaine, certaineitis that in ſtri- 
king he cut off the Tribnnes care, and was forthwith ſlaine himſelfe. Then forcing 
Vitellius with the points of their ſwordes ſometimes to looke vp and abide all in- 
diphitics, ſome times to ſee his owne images breaking their neckes, and many times 
to beholde the Roſtra, and the place where Galba was ſlaine, they haled him along, 
and atthe laſt thruſt him into the Gemoniz, where the bodyof Flauius Sabinus

Belides the ſouldiers,che raſcals and beggerly ſcumme of the people,now 
with the foremoſt, helped to ſacke and to ſpoile': and ſome ofthe lewdelt bond-men 
voluntarily deſcribed their wealthy maſters : ſome" were derefted"by their owne 
friends : cucry where lamentagions and outcries. wer t9he heard ,.. and the: miſeras 
ble ſtate to be ſcene, knd face, as it were, of a City taken by the enemy : inſomuch 
that the inſolentand riotous ſouldier of Otho and Virellius,ſo much deteſted before 
was now in compariſon much wiſhed for againe. The Commanders of the ſide were 
indeed ſufhcien y able to kindle a ciuill warre, and vnable to moderate the viRory. 
For to ſtirre vp diſſenſions and troubles, the woorſt man moſt commonly beares 
greateſt ſtroke; but peace and quietneſſe are not eſtabliſhed , but by men of rare 
a Transferring Pifts,and excellent vertues. Domitian * had already poſſeſſed himſclfe both of the 
Cn =. Citle, and lodging of Czſar: not ma ſtudies as yet to matters of ſtate, but in 
bas, whicher bee b adulterics and difſolute demeanour behauing himſelfe as an Emperours ſonne. Ar- 
byche fouldiers ris Varus was captaine of the Guard : but the whole power, in effec, and direftion 
b T«.invica.4e of affaires, reſted in the hands of Antonius Primus ; who at hispleaſure tooke mo- 
| tm ny,and ſcruantsoutof the Palace, with the like liberty, as'if it had beenc the ſpoyles 
mEerpann of Cremona. Thereſt,cither for modeſty or becauſe they were not of name, as in war 
lenian+/w- they paſſed vnrenowned,ſo at this time they went vnrewarded.

Whereupon the horſemen were fent before to Aricia,the Legions go- 
ing not beyond Bouillz : bur Vircllius incontinently, without further delay,ycelded 
himſelfe and his cohorts to the diſcretionof the conqueror : his ſouldiers likewiſe 
threw away their vnfortunate weapons vpon indignation, rather then feare. Then 
they were marſhalled in length andled thorow the city,as it were,in triumphgarded 
with armed men. Not one of them '{ſhewed any ligne of ſubmiſleneſle in counte- 
nance, bur all ſad and ſterne, not moued with che ſhowrings, and taunts of the mul- 
titude inſulting over them : only ſome few, through impatience breaking out , were 
bearen downe by their gard, the reſt committed to —_ Nor one of them let fall 
any vnſeemly word, but eucnin the mid(t of aduerſity they retayned their honor and 
fame. Then Lucius Virellius was put to death: a man in vices <quall ro his brother, 
howbeit in his brothers raigne the more vigilane man : and nor ſo much partaker 
with him in proſperity, as violently carried away with the current of his aduerlity.

Nevertheles couc- 

ring their diſdaine in ſecret, they flartred openly, and in moſt ample and honourable 
termes awarded him triumphall ornaments; indeed in reſpett of his ſeruice in the ci- 

uill warre but an expedition againſt the Samariran ® was pretended : then to Anto- 

nius Primus weredecreed Conſulare ornaments, and Prztorian to Cornelius Ful- 

cus, and Arrius Varus. After theſc things, deuoutly remembring the gods, they 
enacted that the Capitoll ſhould be builded anew : all which points were ſpecified 

firſt and compriſed in Valerius Aftaticus the « deſigned Conſuls oration ; ro whom 

the reſt aſſented, the greater part with countenance and wagging of hands , ſome 

few cither chicfe in place, or chiefly exerciſed in the art of flattery, with ſer orations 

and ſpeeches. But when the courſe came ro Heluidius Priſcus, who was delig- 

ned Pretor, he vttered his opinion, in'termes honourable inoughto a good Prince, 

yet withoutall flattery or glozing : a thing much commended and allowed of grear- 

..._- Iy bythe Senate: and this was:the day which eſpecially procured vnto him, both 
d 2; Bf. for great offence and great glory.

- neſſe with ſo glorious a name, bur that he might proceed to manage publike affaires 

being firſt by chat meancs betrer armed againſt all miſchance of fortune. In the

, wiſe menis laſt layed away. Arthe fall of his fathcrin law hee was 'driven into ba- 
* niſhmentgand returning vnder Galba he called Eprius Marcellus, who had infor- 
med agaihſt Thraſca, to his anſwer. This attempr, of ſo great and ſoiuſt a revenge, 
notwithſtanding diuided the Senate into parts : for if Marcellus were ouerthrowen, 

| then wholetroupesof others, which were in the ſame caſe, muſt needes goe to 
wracke. Atthefirſt the contention was hoarand fierce , and mayntayned ot both 
ſides with notable orations : but when Priſcus percetued that Galba was doubt- 
full inthe point, artheintreaty of many Senatours , he deliſted from following 
the ſuite ; diuers men, according totheir ſenerall diſpoſitions, diuerſly inter- 
preting his fat, ſome commending his moderation, others mifliking his vncon- 
ſtancy. . But that ſame aſſembly when the Senate confirmed the Empire to Veſpa- 
{ian; withall an embaſſage was agreed vpon, to be ſent to the Prince, Heereupon 
aroſc tawiting and bitter words berweene Heluidius and Marcellus Heluidius opi-

fion was, that the Embaſſadours ſhould be elected, and namned by the magiſtrates 
being firſt ſworneto chuſeof the fitreſt. Marcellus tcquired rhey might be choſen 
by lot, ro which purpoſealſo the deſigned Conſall had ſpokenbefore : but — 
cipall cauſe, which pricked MareelJus ſofofward that way, was the ſhame which 
might redoundto himlelfe, feating, leftother being choſen, he (hould ſeemeto be 
as vnworthy reiefted.- And fo, after ſome few brawling words interchangeably 
vſed, by little andlittle they fell rocontinuall, and bitter orations :* Heluidius de- 
maunding, whatcauſed Marcellus ſo much to feare the judgement of the magt-

were deuiſed to enter into enery mans fatne, & behautour thar Ry appettained

cy, andintegrity of life, whomighrſeaſdn (as it were) the Eniperours cares, with 
good and vertuous ſpeeches : that Thraſea, Sorahus, and Sentius had been of Veſ- 
paſians old friends, and acquaintance, whoſe accuſers, ifthey muſt tior be puniſhed, 
much leſſe ſent and ſhewed in places of credir, andthar by this choice of the. Se- 
nat, the Prince ſhould, as it were be adnioniſhed whom to like and whom to «ſchue. 
For no greater inſtruments, ot helps of pood regiment can there be., then good 
friends : that Marcellus had done for his part ſu cienitly, having ifduced Nero to 
thedeſtruQtionsoffo many innocents ? ler Hitt'Enioy his rewatds and impunity,and 
leaue Veſpalian ro better diretors. Matcejlus teplyed, chat not his opinion, but the 
opinion of the deſigned Conſull was impughed, and rhe ancieht precedetits, which 
committed thechoice of Embaſſadors to lot,to'take away all occalion of ſuiting and 
debate: that there was no new cauſe, that he kijew, why ſoold a cuſtome ſhould 
now beaboliſhed,. or why this honour done to the Prince ſhould . be turned into a 
diſhonour toany, conſidering that.cuery man was ſufficiently able ro carry: thar 
meſlage, anddo alow reuerenceto him' inthe name of the Senare: nay rather th 
were to beware, left through the peruerNRhicſſe of ſome rhe Princes mind might be 
offended, being now at his entry full of icalouſics, and marking nor only words,bur 


| alſoall geſtures and'countenances. That, for his part, he well knew the quality of 


the times wherein he was borne, and what forme of goucrnment our fathers, and 
grandfathers had eſtabliſhed : * beyond he honored and admired, bur profeſſed to 
follow the preſent eſtate. That he praied and wiſhed indeed for good Princes:burif 
it were otherwiſe, would tolerate ſuch as they were. As for the ouerthrow of 
Thraſea, why ſhould hegine account of accuſing, when as the Senate gaue none of 
condemning? not his orations, bur their voices wrought his vndoing : but ſo was 
Neroes maner,with ſuch ſhewes to colour his cruell proceedings z whoſe fauour and 
friendſhip anguiſhed his mind peraMluentiure as tyich;. as baniſhment did fome 
other mens. Finally, that well might Heluidiusin conſtancy, and courage be equall 


ent torneet him, which were beſt accounted of for inhioten-

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85 that part prevailed, which allowed of lot ; not only the worſt, but 
the middle fort ſtriuing to retaine their ayncientcuſtome ; yea and the greateſt incli- 
ned that way, for. feare of diſpleafure, , andcnuy, *if they themſclues ſhould be 
choſen. After this there followed another contention, The. Pretors of the com- 
montreaſure (for atrhat time the common treaſure was gouerned by Pretors) 
complayning of the emptineſle of their bags, preſented requeſt, that ſome reſtraint 
might be made, to abridge the publicke cxpenſes, This propoſition , both for the 
grearnes of the charge, and difficulty of the remedy, the Conſull defigned thoughr 
good to reſceructo the Pringe : bur Heluidius would haue it decided in Senate, And 
as the Conſuls profecded in asking of voices, Vulcatius Terxulliqus Tribune of the 
« Orinterpo- People © interceded, forbidding that any thing of ſo great moment ſhould be derer- 
ſed hisnega- mined of, the Prince being abſcnt , Heluidius alſo, declaring his. mind in the Se- 
_ nate, was of opinion, that the. Capitoll ſhould be builded againe, atthe charges, 
and inthe nameof the Common-wealth, and Velpaſian. ſhould helpe, Which 
ſpecchof his the modeſtcſt ſortpaſled oner then with filence, and afterward for- 
gat; hobcit ſome there were that remembred it well. Then Muſonius Rufus com- 
mencedan ation againſt Publius Celer, by whoſe falſe witnes, he afhrmed, thar 
Barea Soranus was condemned. If cognition ſhould. be taken thereof, that were ro 
enter againe into the odious, and cndlefſe quarrels againſt the acculers:: . nor- 
withſtanding, .the guilt, and vileneſle of the party now 19 perill was ſuch , that he 
could rio waycs be protetted.

Antonius Primus, and Varus were ſoone out of credit, when it was 21,20 
percciued, that Mutianus loued them not, although in countenance he pretended <=" ho 
otherwiſe : but the citizens hauing a quicke eye to ſeento ſecret diſlikes , eſpying Tins, veres- 
the truth, turned themſclues quickly abour, and went to Murtianus : he alone'was beginning « Has 
courted, and followed of all. Neither was he , for his part , negligentin vſing all negormune 
meanesto retaine his ſouerainty, being continually guarded with ſouldiers, and for ET 
his pleaſure changing of houſes and gardens ; in his prouiſion, his gate, his traine, «« ---*-* 
. and warders, keeping the ſtate of a Prince, although he forbare the title and name. | 
And firſt he commanded Calphurnius Galerianns to beflaine , which firoke an ex- 
cceding great terrour into mens hearts, He was ſonne to Caius Piſo , and had not 
centred into any attempt, bur being of a noble houſe, and a comely young man, he 
was greatly talked of by the common people: and as in a citty vnſetled,and among 
a people gladly imbracing new tales, ſome there were, which vainly named him to 
the princes place. Wherefore, at the commandement of Mutianus, he was com- 
mitted to a guard of ſouldiers : and leſt his death in the face of thecitty ſhould haye 
beene more offenſtue, forty miles off, in the Appian way he was put ro death , by 
lecting the bloud our of his vaines. Tulius Priſcas, who had beene Capraine of the 
ard vnder Virellius, killed himſelfe rather for ſhame, then vpon neceſlity. His fel- 
ow Alphenus Varus oucrlined his honour , and ſaw himſelfe counted a coward, 
and a perſon infamed. Afiaticus, for his lewde credit vnder his maſter, made ſatif- 


fation now as a freed-man with a ſeruile death.

were confederate with the Romans much mighticrthen themſelues'z 'yerwere they 

not, as tt happnerh in fuch otermatches, ſpoiled of their riches and wealth, but on- 

ly bound to miniſter men and armour to the behoofe of the Empire, and-fo-for a 

long time they were emploicd in the German wars. Afterward they became more

their bodies. At thele dealings the country being highly offended, certaine fa&ious 
heads were ſuborned, to perſwade them to 1etuſe to be pret{zd. VWhereupon Ciuilis 
aſlembling into a ſacred wood vnder pretence of a banquet the nobility of the na- 
tion,and the chiefe of the communalry,when he ſaw chem ,ar farre in the night,mer- 
ry, and warmed with wine, he beginncth a ſolemne oraton, recounting firſt the 
praiſes, and glorious acts of the nation, and then diſcourſeih vnto them of the jnju- 
ries, inſolencies, and other miſcries whereunto they are ſubic&, rhar are ſubie& vn- 
toa ſtrange nation : for that now they were not with the Romans in fate of friends 
and allies, as in former times,bur flat Crnpmas and ſlaues ; and thatnor vndera Licu- 
tenant Generall, which were more tolerable, albeit they come with a chargeable 
traine, and a proud and diſdainfull kind of commanding : but they were deltyered 
into the hands of petty Caprtaines, and Centurions, whom when they In 
| with 
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with ſpokes and bloud, then were they remooned, and ſtraightwaies freſh hungry 
maſters ſer oucr them, and new deuiſes of polling invented. Thatnow rhe day of the 

muſter approched; when children ſhould be drawne from their parents, brerhret 
frombrethren, neuer to ſee one ahorher againe : andthat, which mighr the rather 
encourage them, the Romans were neuer in ſo poote a caſe, having nothing in their 
ſtanding camps,” buta rich ſpoile, and old men to guard it : wheretore they ſhould 

only lifrvp theireyes, and not be aftaide * ar the naked and bare names of Legions. 

that they had ſtrength of their owne, both of footemen and horſe, rhe Germans 

were allied vnto them in bloud, the Frenchlikewiſe affeRed : that cuen the Romans 
themſclues would not greatly miſlike of this warre, the lofles thereof, if any were, 

they might impute ro Veſpalſian, and if they went through and conquered, they 

ſhould nor be called to their account. Having ended his ſpecch with great appro- 

bation of the audience, he bound them with barbarous ceremonies and adiurati- 

ons vſed by them inlike caſes, in a firme aſſociation together. Straightwaies meſ- 

ſengers were diſpatched tothe Caninefates, ro induce them alfo into the league.

Vitellius at his departing drew away the chiefe ſtrength-of the cohorts, and for ſup- BreT om _* 
ply rooke out of the neerelt villages, of the Neruians arid Germans, araw compa- 
ny, whom he had loaded with armour. Cuuilis,ſuppoling it ſureſt ro worke by fraud 
and deceit, blamed the capraines, for that they had forſaken their caſtles; aſſuring 
that he alone, with the cohort vnder his charge, would ealily repreſle the tumult of 
the Caninefates : and therefore willed them to returne euery man to his owne place. © 
Ir was perceiued, that his counſell proceeded not of good meaning, bur. rended 
only to this end, that the cohortbeing ſeuered might be ouerthrowne with grea- . 
ter facility : and by many apparent arguments, and ſpeeches of the Germiins them- 
ſelues, a nationioyfull of war, and not concealing long their owne ioy, it was dif - 
coucred daily more and more, that Ciuilis, not Brinio, was the head and contriver 
of this confoinccy; Wherefore, ſeeing his ſecret plots tooke none effeR, he fell to 
plaine force, and caſt his power conlitting of Caninefares, Friſtans, and Batauians 
into three pointed bartels, each nation by themſelues, The Romans _"_—_ their 
Orces 
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forces againſt him, not farre from the river of Rhene, direQing alſo their ſhippes, 
which atrer the burning of the caſtles, they brought to thar place, againſt rheene- 
my. After a little skirmiſhing, a cohort of the Tungrians fled to Ciuilis : whereup- 
on our ſouldiers, diſcomforeced with the ſuddenereaſon , were on all ſides beaten 
downe,borh by their falſe fellowes,and encmics:the like pertidiouſneſle was alſo on 
the water. A great part of the rowers (being Batauians borne) faming vnskilfull in 
handling thciroare, hindred both the mariners, and;ſouldiets ih doing their duty : 
anon without diſimulation they wrought direaly againit them , and forced the 
ſhips tothe encmics ſide, killing che Maſters and Centurions, that would not con- 
Sf:hnd to their treaſon. And ſo the whole flecte , of foure and twenty barkes 
ether fled to the enemy, or was taken by force. This viRory both preſently wanne 
great reputation, and afterward ſtood 1n great ſtead: for rhey got both armour 
and ſhips, which before they wanted ; and throughout France and Germany, they 
were highly renowned as the authors of liberty. ihe Germans by and by ſent Em- 
baſſadours offering them aide : and Ciuilis, by policy and gifts, endeuoured to win 
the hearrs of the French, ſending the Captaines, whom he had taken, gently home, 
and giuing the cohorrs free choice, cither to abide with him, orat their pleaſurc to 
returne totheireountrey : if they would tarry, he offred them honorable reward for 
their ſcruice; if otherwiſe, attheir departure he beſtowed vpon them the ſpoiles 
of the Romans, withall admoniſhed them in ſecret of their calamities ſuſtained ſo 
many yeeres, and of their miſcrable thraldome falſely intitled a peace ; ſhewing 
them how the Batauians, though nor charged wvich tributes, as they, had notwith- 
ſtanding taken armes againſt them, which tyrannized ouer them both. That the Ro- 
mans,art their firſt encounter,were put to the flight by them, and diſcomfiteds what 
were then to be hoped, if all France thould ioyne to ſhake off the yoke ? Italy was 
diſarmed, and could of it ſelfe, neither conquere nor keepe ; but with the prouinces 
bloud were the prouinces won. That chey ſhould not be diſcouraged with the re- 
membrance of Vindex misfortune : for the Batauian horſe were the men,which de- 
feated himand his Army; Andamong(t the Aides of Verginius there were belide 
ſome French our of Belgica, and in true. account France was ruined by her owne 
forces. But now if it pleaſed them to _ with him in this ation,they both ſhould 
make bur one party : beſidethar they ad ſcene and learned the beſt of the Romans 
milicare diſcipline : morcouer thoſe old experienced Batauian cohorts , before 
whom Othoes Legion could not ſtand, no doubt would goe with him, Let Syria, 
and Aſia, and the Eaſt, vſed to ſerue kings,be (laues if they liſt ; in France many men 
LAndTribunes WCre yt aliue borne before tributes ' began, neither could it be denied, thar Ger- 
Ke be many of late, by che oucrthrow and death of Quintilius Varus,had giuen a checke 
 Srefotams rg he Romilh yſurpers, baniſhed ſeruitude, and prouoked to the hield, nor a Vitel- 
| likewereloog lius, buta Ceſar Auguſtus. Thar liberty was granted by nature to dumbe beaſts 
Wi alſo, bur vertue and valour were peculiar ornaments of mankind,and to the valiant 
alone rhe gods gaue their aſhſtance. Wherefore, ſince they were at good leiſure, 
and freſh, he willed them to ſer couragiouſly vpon their buſily occupied and tried 
enemies : whiles ſome leancd to Veſpalian, ſomeclaue to Vitellius, vndoubtedly 
harme might be wrought againſt both. Thus Ciuilis, laying the plot for France and 
Ger:nany, aſpired, ifhis purpoſe tooke effeR, to the monarchy ofthoſe molt migh- | 
ry, and moſt wealthy countries.

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VIII. ' Theeight Bataniancohorts , which had ſerued the Romans fo long in | 
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fore : but Flaccus changed his purpoſe againe, and in other letters of later date wil- 
Icd Gallus, nor to ſtay their paſſage. Whereu on ſuſpition aroſe, thar the Licu- 
tenants of ſer purpoſe ſtirred vpand foſtered theſe warres 3; yea all the miſchicfes, 
which either had chanced already, or were feared heereafter, were imputed, not tg 
the cowardlineſle of the ſouldier, or ſtrength of the enemy, bur onely to the frayde 
and falſchoode of the Leaders. VVhen the Batauians drew neere to the Campeat 
Bonna, they ſent before certaine meſſengers, to declare ro Herennius Gallus the 
intention of the Cohorts : that their meaning was not to make warre with the Ro- 
mans, in whole behalfe they had ſo oft borne armes ; bur foraſmuch as they were 
wearicd with along and fruitleſle ſeruice, their deſire was , quietly to line athome 
in their countrey. And therfore if no man made oppoſition, their paſſage ſhould be 
harmeleſle : burif any hoſtility were offered , they would make their way with the 
ſword. VWhileſt the Lieutenant ſtood diuided in mind what to doe, his ſouldiers vr- 
ged him to put ito the fortune of a fielde. There were in his'campe three thouſand 
a Lonary ſouldiers,and certaine tumultuary cohorts of Belgians , and withall a, a wWheras th 
number of pezants,& followers ofthe camp,braue men before the danger approch, fuland iuſ 
in the danger but cowards. Out they iſſue at all the gates of the campe to encloſe _—_ ould 
the Batauians, whom they knew to be far inferiourin number. The Batanians mind- be 600a. or 
full of their old order in | Exrran ſcrthemſelnes in array in pointed battels ſtanding PP: ——_ 
on cuery {ide cloſe together, and hauing their fronr,their flanks,and their back ſure- 
ly garded,and fo with great facility brake thorow our thin companies. The Belgians 
fil gaucground, and then our Legionaries were beaten backe, and ran for feare to- 
ward the trenches, and gates of the campe. There the moſt ſlaughter was commit- 
ted : the foſles we filled vp with dead bodics, and many died in the throng, by tum- 
bling one ouer another, and running vpon their owne weapons, as well as ſlaine by 
the encmy. After this victory the Batauians went forward, leauing Coleyn of the 
right hand, and attempted no att of hoſtility in the reſt of rheir journey, but excu- 
{ing the battell at Bonna as a thing done by conſtraint, and for their owne ſafety, 
when as they intreaced for peace and itwould not be granted. 


x Thecohorts of the Batauians and Caninefates] Theſe are the offs cohoftes Batahhorum quartadecime legionis au- 
xilis, ſooft mentioned inthe firit and ſecond of the hiſtory, and now remayning at Magontiacum, whither Ciuilis 
ſent ſecret meſſengers ſollicite rhem tothe party, as it appeareth in this booke. Aad albeit in none of the places © 
before remembred there is any mention of Caninefates, yet by this place it isto bee intended, that thoſe eight Co- 
horts conſifted of both people, onely the Barauians caried the name, as being the greater and more knowen people z 
andto ſay truth Caninefates were but a kinde of Batavi ins, dwelling in the Batauian lland, viing the ſame ſpeech and 
deſcendedof the ſame race, as Ticitus ſaytha little before: and cheretore, as I thinke, in his t ooke De moribus Ger= 
menorwn, hc nameth onely the Barauie, cither becauſe the other were intended atſo by that name , or becaaſethey 
were not greatly worth naming. ;

Tuilis, vpon the comming of thoſe olde Cohorts, had now vnder his con« 

( _ _  du&tafullind completearmie : neuertheleſſe waucripg in minde , and ſtan- 
| ding irrcſolute,conſidering the puiflance of the Roman Empire,hecauſedall 
his men to ſweare to. Veſpaſian, and ſent forthwith Embaſſadours to the two Legi- 
ons, which being defeated by him in the former bartell were fled ro Vetera, requi- 
ring them alſo to take the like oath. Their anſwer was, they would not I 
: | , neither 
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neither by traytour norenemy ; that Virellius was their Prince, to whom alone they 
owed their faith, and ſhould ſtand for him in armes, to their laſt breath : wherefore 
letnot a fugitiue, and fairhleſſe Batauian carry himſclfeas vmpier of the Roman af. 
faires, bur rather looke for condigne puniſhment for his deſerr. Ciuilis being great- 
ly incenſed with this anſwer, bringeth the whole Nation of the Batauians into the 
eld.' The Brudteri and Teuteri afſociats themſclues , and meflengers were ſent 
into Germany, who rayſed the whole Country, ſome to win honour, and ſome to 
gaine ſpoyle. Againſt theſe great threatnings and bandings of ſo many enemies, 
Mummius Lupercus, and a Mumitius Rufus, Licutenants of the Legions , fortified 
their trenches and Þ wals, and razed the buildings, which in ſo long a peace were e- 
reed, not farre from the Campe,in mannerof a trowne, leſt they thould bee a har- 
bour for the enemy.But through oucrlighr they omitted to conuey the vicuall, and 
other prouiſion therein into the Cape, ſuffering ir to be taken ar diſcretion : and fo 
in few dayes that was riotouſly conſumed, which by good order would have relie- 
ued their needs a long time. Ciuilis led the middle bartell himſelfe , wherein was 
the flower and ſtrength of Batauia : and on both ſides of the Rhene, to the end the 
ſight of his army might ſtrike in the greater terrour, he cauſed the regiments of the 
Germans to march,the horſemen gallopping abour the fields ; and withall the ſhips 
were broughr vp the ſtreame. So onthe one hand the enſignes of the old cohorts, 
on the other the piures and images of the wild beaſts taken ont of thuir woods and 
conſecrated groues, according as cucry Nation vſcrth to beare in the field, amazed 
our men, and tertified them doubly, with the ſhew both of an cxternall , and ciuill 
warre. Morcouer the great compaſle of the trench made the attempr of the beſic- 
gers more feaſeable and increaſed rheir hope. For whereas it was made to containe 
two Legions, at that preſentit had ſcarce fiue thouſand armed men to defend it, be- 
ſide the followers of the campe, which vpon the breaking vp of the peace gathered 
thirher and there remayned doing them ſome ſeruice.in the war. A part of the campe 
was ſituate vpon the pendant of an eaſic hill , and part ſtood vpon the plaine 
ground. Thar ſtanding campe Auguſtus ſerled there , ſuppoling it ſufficient ro 
watch oucr,and as it were,tobelicge the countreyes of Germany , neuer imagining 
that the world could go far otherwiſe, as that they ſhould preſume to begin an 
aſſaile our Legions : whereupon the lefle coſt was beſtowed, cither to helpe the ſite 
ofthe place, or the ſtrength of the bulwarks: men and armour alone were thoughta 
ſufficientdefence, Now to the end, that being ſeuercd in place, the proweſle of each 
Nation might more diſtinaly appeare, and be ſcene, rhe Batauians , and the Ger- 
mans which dwelt beyond the Rhene ; tooke ſtanding ech by chemſclues and began 
to dart at our men a farre off : Bur when as they ſaw moſt of their weapons ſticking 
in vaine inthe turrets, and pinnacles of the wals, and many of themſclues wounded 
with ſtones throwen from aboue on their heads, leauing that kind of oppugnarion, 
they ſuddenly with great forces and outcry aſſayed to ſcale the trenches hi. moſt 
part by ſetting vp ladders, others climing ouer the heads of their fellowes vpon a 
target fence. And as ſome were now clammering v Ps they were beaten down head- 
long with ſwords and puſh of pike, and ſo with clubs, and darts ouerwhelmed, be- 
ing men otherwiſe hoat in the beginning, and too too couragious when forrune fa- 
voureth , but then for deſire of prey they tolerared all hardneſſe alſo ; yea and that 
which with them is vnuſuall, they endeuoured to proouc with engins, whercof 
they had of themſelues neither experience nor skill, onely ſome fugitiues and cap- 
riues rauphtthem to frame timber in * maner of a bridge, and ieline ir forward 
oli wheoks, whereon certaine ſtanding aboue might skirmiſh with them on -

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wals, as it were from a. mount, and others within ſecretly yndermine the foundati-. 
ons. But the defendants, with great ſtones ſhot ourof* engines, battered downe 
their rude andill framed worke. And when asprouiſion was made of *hurdles, 
and planckes tocouer them in giuing the aſſault, our men ſhox burning ſpeares, and* 
fired theworke ; aſſayling with fire cuen their aſſaylers z whodiſpayringar length,

N * the meane time Flaccus, having vnderſtood of the liege of Vetera, and ſent 
Tims France toleuy aides, ſelected our of his Legions a company of: choſen men, 

and committed them to the leading of Dillius Vocula, Licutenant of the cigh- 
ecenth and Legion, willing him to haſten,and makeall poſſible ſpeed along thebanke 
of the riuer ; himſelfe followed ſlowly,and drooping for feare, being mortally hated 
of his ſouldiers. For they openly charged him,that he had ſuffered wilfully ro ſcape 
from Magontiacum the cohorts of the Batauians , or rather purpoſely ae chem 
away : that Cluilis rebellious attempts were by his coniuence foftercd, and by his 
meane the Germanscalled to the party. That neither Antonius Primus, nor Mutia> 
nus, had ſo ſtrengthened Veſpaſians fide, as Flaccus by this kind of — F 
dealing: for open enemies and armes might _ and with armes be repelled, 
but fraud and deceit were matters hardly eſgied, and therefore coujd not be augi- 
ded. Thar Ciuilis ſtood in the held embanrelſed againſt them, buc Hordeonius out 
of his bed chamber gaue order, and directed as was moſt for the enemics behoofe : 
and why then ſhould ſo many armed companies of valiant ſouldiers be gquerned

The 
next meeting Domitian beginning to perſwade, that old grictes andgrudeges ſhould 
nat be reuiued, bur buried together with the memory of the late times, wherein men 
were forced to doe many things againſt their owne minds,Mutianus continuing the 
ſpecch opened ar large in fauour of the acculers, gently oonogiiong ine and as 
it.were intreating them, who ſeemed ro reſume their ations which they had diſcon- 
tinued, The Senatours, when they ſaw they were croſledin following theirliberry, 
medled no further,and Mutianus, le(t the iudgement of the Senate ſhould ſceme ro 
be little regarded, and a generall pardon as it were proclaimed of all crimes commit- 
ted vnder Ncro,commanded Ottauius Sagitta and Antiftius Sofianus,Senatours by 
calling, which were withour leaue returned ſrom exile, to be reduced into the ſame 
Ilands again. s Oftauius had frequented with Pontia Poſthumia another mans wife g7«. r3. Am 
adulterouſly, and becauſe ſhe refuſed after ro mary him, he ſlew her vpon extreame 
paſhon of loue : Solianus by his leud qualities had been the ruine of many : both of 
them;had been din baniſhed by a heauy ſentence of the Senat, and 0+ 
thers being reſtored they were left ſtill in the ſame penalty, But Mutianus could not 
with all this wipe the ill opinion away of his former dealing: For Solianus and Sa- 
gitta were men vile and of no account, neither mattered it where they lived : burthe 
accuſers great gifts,great wealth and great power, being ren ſo well ſeenc in all leud 
practiſes, were fearcd not without cauſe. The Senators minds were anon in part re- 
conciled by meanes of a certaine cauſe heard in the houſe, and decided according to 
ancient cuſtome. Manlius Patricius a Senator made complaint, that in the colony of 
Siena he was beaten of the multitude at the magiſtrates commandement, and not 
' contented with this outrage they * mourned and wailed,and made ſhew of celebta- * v:« fron inim- 
ting his funerals in his owne ſight; with many skornfull and reprochfull ſpceches re- jinaun #1.

—— paſians cauſe,required rheir former place : likewiſe the * ſouldiers,whichvp- 

vnltkechar many Of- hope of the ſame roome were choſen our ofthe Legions, demanded performance 

Sonar of promiſe, Neither could Vircllius gard well be remooued without much bloud- 

induced ro enter fed, So Mutianus , coriming to the campe to the end hee might berter view their 

vpon hope of yeeres of feruice, appointed the winners ſeuerally ro ſtand, with their enſignes:and 

Tp weapons, a little diſtance aſunder. Then he willed the Virtelliawgard , as well thoſe 

which yeelded themſclues ar Bouillz, as others ſought out within the ciry &Abour, 

to be produced in a maner vnarmed, then to be diutded, and thoſe which were cho- 

fenour of the German and Brittiſh armes , and ſo of the reſt, if any were, to ſtand 

each by themſelues. The firſt ſight hereof did ſtraight amaze them, to ſee the con- 

crary le as ina pitched field flouriſhing with their weapons and darts, and. chem- 

felues without armour, deformed, and in poore miſerable ſtate cloſed abour. But 

- whenthey began to be drawen, and diſtrated hitherand thither, they trembled all, 

eſpecially the German ſouldiers, as if the ſeparation rended only to ſort them out xo 

the laughter; whereupon they fell ro embrace their companions , to hang on their 

neckes, to kiſle them as for thieir laſt farewell, beſceching nor to leauc them alone, 

and that in the like cauſe they might nor abide harder fortune then others; with ob- 

_ ſecrations ſometimes to Mutianus, ſometimes to the Prince thatwas abſent, fome- 

times to the gods and the heauens to releeue their diſtreſſed eſtate; till ſuch rime as 

Mutianus calling them all liege men ofone ſoueraigne , and ſouldicrs of the! ſame 

Prince, eaſed them of this vaine fear; the reſt of the ſouldiers preſent withaſhowr 

furthering their teares, and declaring themſclues to fauour their cauſe : and fo for 

that day the matter was ſhut vp. Some few dayes after Domitian in an Oration 

made offer vnto them of land and poſſeſſions, who being now afſured andoutof all 

feare, did boldly refuſe ir, praying to haue their former ſeruice and wages againe. 

It was buta prayer,mary ſuch as could not be denyed: and ſothey were received in- 

to the Gard. Afterward they which had ſerued their yeeres,and accompliſhed their 

juſt number of ſtipends, were honourably diſmiſſed : ſome others criminally , and 

for their miſdemeanour ſingled out one by one : the ſafeſt remedy to weaken and 

diſſoluec the conſent of a multitude.

 Boutthe ſame time Lucius Piſo Proconſull of Africke was ſlaine:thetruth of 
Artic murther I will briefly ſer downe, reſuming firſt certaine former mar- 

A ters, which may ſeeme to haue miniſtred chiefly:occaſiony and cauſe tofiich - 
like inconueniences. The Legion in Africke , and the Aides affigned to garde the 
frontiers of the Empire that way, in the time of Auguſtus, and Tiberias , wete vn- 
derthe gouermentof the Proconſull, till Caius a Prince ofa troubled braine; andha- 
uingin icalouſic M. Silanus,whothen was Proconſull of Africke;remooued the Le- 
gion from the Proconſull , delivering it ro a Lieutenant ſent for that purpoſe: - The 
parting of an office thus berweene two without ſubotdination and their charge and 
points of commiſhon lying intermingled, and running ioyntly rogether, bred-arid 
. nouriſhed,as was intended, diſcord and quarrels : and ſo through iniſter emulation 
the Licurenants office incroched and grew, cither becauſe they continued longerin 
charge,or becaufe inferiour perſons commonly take more paine,and delightincon- 
tending with their ſuperiours , the greateſt menof the Proconſuls , ſeeking Kather 
faferie then might. Now art this time Valerius Feſtus was-Liemenant'of the"Legivn 
there; a roiatous yourig mangand one that gaped after greatmatters, bur much per- 

lexedin ade reaſon he was ſo nearely allycd to Vitellius: This Valerjus in 

is often conferences which he had with Piſo, whether hee perfwaded him'to take 
vpon him the eſtate, or oppoſed himſelfe againſt Piſoes ſoliciting its vncertdine(for 
at their ſecret communication none was- preſent beſide : and when Piſo was flaine 
moſt men inclined to fauour the ſlayer) certaine it is, that the prouince and ſouldi- 
ers were ill affeed toward Veſpaſian. And ſome of the. Vitelliatiiſts eſcaping out © 
of the citic, layed downe before Piſo the gteat poſſibilitie 'of effetuating that 'pur- 
; poſe : that France was in termes of reuolting , Germanie readic to fide' themſelues 
with him, adioyning the danger wherein he ſtood for his owne perſon; and that in 
a ſuſpe&ed peace open warre was the onely ſafe courſe, As theſe-things werein do+ 
ing, Claudius Sagitta caprtaine of the Petrin wing came thither, hauing outfay- 
led Papirius a Centurion ſent by Mutianus, and auouched that the ſayd Centurion 
had Commiſhon to diſpatch Piſo: that his kinſemen and ſonne in law Galerianus 
was alteady diſpatched in Rome; ſo that the onely hope of ſafetie conſifted in ven- 
turing boldly : and of venturing there were but ewowayes, either ſtraight to take 
armes, or ſayling into Franceto offer himſelfe there for a head+ro the Vircllian ar- 
mics. Notwithſtapding all which allegations: Piſo perſiſted vnmooucable : and 
anon the Centurion ſent by Mutianus came; who, aſloone as hee arrined arthe port 
of Catthage proclaimed Piſo Emperour, wiſhing tohim as Prince all ſucceſſezand 
proſperitie, and requiring allthathe mer, being amazed at the woonder, ro joyne 
in the ſame cry. Thecredulous common people flockedin the marker place tid de 
maunded the preſence of Pifo, filling thecitic with ſhouts and acclamations of ioy 
partly vpon negligenceto ſearch our thetructh, and partly vpoii apleaſore ih flatte- 
rie. -But Piſo, whether vponthe intimation of Sagirta; or of his owne triodeſtic, 
refrained from going abroad and a himſelſe to the peoples diſcretion;and 
examining the Centurion, perceiuing it was but a ſnare to entrappe him , arid fd ro 
make him away, he commanded him tobe flaine, not fo much for hope 'of ell ping 
himſelfe by ſodoing, as ypon iuſt indignation againſt the Centurion, becauſe the 


ſame man had becne one of the murtherers OT. ond ment rp bring -

his hands lately embrued with the bloud of a Lieutenant now to the ſlaughter of a 
Proconſull. Then he checked the Carthaginians witha ſharpe and ſeucre cdi&, and 
ceaſed ro execute euen the vſuall points ot his office, keeping ſtill within doores, let 
any occaſion of new commotion by miſchance mightariſc. Feſtus vnderftanding 
how.the people 'was.daunted and daſhed; the Centurion flaine, and other ogeur- . 
rendies, part truc, pars falſe, or enlarged and amplified, as fame feedcth in gding, 
ſendethcertaine horſementomurcher Piſo; who making all haſte in rhe daWning 
of the day brake into the houſe of the Proconſul with drawen ſwords the moſt part 
not knowing Piſo by ſight,bcing Auxiliaries of the countrey , and Moores picked 
outifor the purpoſe. Whercupon mecting one of his ſeruants,nor far from his bed- 
chamber, they asked him who he was, and where Piſo was to be found : the ſeruant 
percciuing his maſters danger, notably and reſolutely anſwered , that hee was Piſo, 
and ſo-was preſeatly flaine in the place : by and by after Piſo himſelfe was maſla- 
cred. For there-was in the company Bebius Maſſa,one of the Procurators of Afrike, 
that knew him; cucn then a worker of good mens deſtruction, and one thar often 
will allin the courſe of this ſtorie, as aninſtrument of the miſchicfes, and a cauſe 
a in ponies, Of thE mmiſeries that we ſuſtained * afterwards Feſtus in the meane time ſtayed at 
ArrcelaPliam Adrametum to watch how the matrer ſucceeded,and from thence went to the Legi» 
Fs. on, where hee. commanded Cetronius Piſanus the Campe-Mafter to be committed 
to ward,ypon priuate diſpleaſures,berweene them, pretending that hee was an aber» 
zour,and complice of Piſo. Some ſouldiers alſo and Centurions hee puniſhed, and 
ſome he rewarded : neither of them for anydeſert , bur becauſe hee would ſeeme to 
*Ocenſs, Hhaucendeda warre. Then hee tooke vp the debates berweene the * Ophenſes and 
Lepritani, which of ſmall beginnings,as robbing of catrel and corne from the coun» 
trymen, were now. by force of armes maintained in the field. For the Ophenſes be» 
ing the weaker fide had called the Garamantes to aide them , a ſauage people andal- 
together giuen to robbing and ſcaling vpon their neighbours: whereupon the Lep- 
titani were hardly beſted , and their helds being round about waſted , trembled for 
fearc within the walled rownes, till ſuch time as the cohorts and wings came, who 
put the Garamantes to flight, and recouered all-the ſpaile, ſauce onely that which 
certaine out-riders had caried further into the countrey, and ſold there among their 
wildeinacceſſable cottages. |

But nothing perſwaded them ſo much to belceue, that the Ro- 
man Empire was come to an cnd, asthe burning of the Capitoll, For the cutic had 
beene once before taken by the French, bur the ſear of Jupiter then being vntaken, 
the Empire ſtood and remained : whereas now by this farall fire a manifeſt ſigne of 
the gods heauy wrath, and diſpleaſure was giuen. And the Druides our of their

*lay vponthe vpper bancke of che-Rhene, to the ſame oath, ſlaying the Tri- 
bunes at Magontiacum, and drining away the Camp-maſter whichrefuſed to ſwear: 
Clafficus ſuborned certaine of rhe lewdeſt companions of thoſe which had yeelded 
themſtelues, commanding them to goero Vetera, and there to proclaime pardon to 
all thoſe, that would: ſnbnut chemlclues to follow the preſent courſe: otherwiſe ts 
looke for no hope but ſword, and famine and all extremities, They'which'were 
ſent vſedalfo their owne cxampleasa motive vnto them; On the oneſide therre- 
ſpeTof rhcir loyaltic, on the other their preſent necefhity,diftracted the perſons bes 
ſieged; berweene the rwo courſes of honour and ſhame.

. their women to be propheteſles, and fo, ſuperſtition increaſing, goddeſſes. And 
ar that.cime the authority of: Velleda was grownein morc reputation, by reaſon 
that. ſhee had told before: hand'rhe Germans, ſhould proſper, .and the Roman 
Legions ſhould be defiroyed. But Lupercus was {lainc in the way : a few Centuri- 
ons and Tribunes French borne were reſerucd asa pledge of alliance &amitie., The 
ſtanding campes of the cohorts, wings and Legions, were ouerthrowne and burned, 
thoſe,onely excepted which were at Magontiacum and Vindonifſa. The ſixteenth 
Legion with the Auxilaries, which at the ſame time yeelded themſclues, was com- 
manded to departfrom Nouecſtum co Triers,and aday fet downe, before which they 
{ſhould auoide the campe. The meane time was ſpent in ſundric cares. Some of 
the-cowardlieſt were terrified with rhe late example of them which were flaine at 
Verera, in their iſſuing out; the berter ſort bluſhed for ſhame, to thinke of the infa+ 
mous and diſhonourable tourney, whom they muſt follgw for guides, and how all 
chings ſhould be at the (imple pleaſure and diſcretion of thoſe, whom they had made 
Lark ouer their life and death : others without reſpe& of diſhonour packed about 
them mony and ſuch things as were of moſt price: others made ready their harneſle 
and buckled themſclues to their weapons as though they were going to fiield. While 
they were thus muling, and caſting their cards, the houre of remooue was. came, 
more p_—_ and} dolefull then was imagined. For within the trench theideformi- 
tic oftheſpettacle was not ſd apparent: the field and the day diſcouered the ſhame, 
the images of the Emperours being plucked our of their places, the cnſeignes tyed 
vp:3 whereascontrarily the French banners gliſtered and plaicd on cuery hand z in 
ſumme a ſilent and-forrowfull troupe, and as it were a long funcrall pompe. .The 
conductour Claudius Sanus augmented the indignity , onceycd,, ill-favoured in 
countenance, and weakerin wit.

| Thecitics began to conſider better ot matters, and to remember their coue- 
nants and leagues with the Romans, at the motion princi of the Remi, 
who ſending meſſengers throughout France ſummoned a Diete, todeliberate whar 
courſe they ſhould take, keepe peace, or ſecke liberty. All theſe things reported ac 
Rome to the worſe, troubled Mutianus, laſt the. capraines whom he had choſen, | 
Annius Gallus and Petilius * Cercalis, albeit excellent men, ſhould hardly be able # Tſeph-vue 
to wade thorow ſo mighty a warre. Neither was it expedient to leauc the citty for enny ay

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nary ſouldiers, both footmen and horſe, ſome corrupted with hope, and others 
awed with fearc : who ar the firſt killed a cohort ſent before by Sextilius Felix, and 
anon when the Roman captaines and armies approched, redeeming their former | 
fault fled ouer to them, and were followed by = Triboci, Vangiones and Caraca- 
tes. So Tutor being left alone with his Treueri eſchewing Magontiacum fled to 
Bingium, truſting vpon the ſtrength of the place, becauſe he had broken downe the 
bridge of the riuer Naua : but Sextilius with his cohorts following his footeſteps, 
and hnding a fordediſcried his power, and ouerthrew it. This At vrterly 
diſcouraged the Treueri : and the common people caſting their weaponsaway re- 
turned to their huſbandry. And certaine of the nobility that they might ſeeme to 
be foremoll in laying hoſtility aſide, fled ro thoſe cittics for refuge whichhad nor 
broken with the Romans. The Legions, which, as before we declared, went by 
commandement from Noucltum and Bonna to Triers, voluntarily reſumed the 
oath to Veſpaſian. Theſe things were done in the abſence of Valentius : whoas 
his returne,ina deſperatecfury and rage ſtirred the coales, and kindled the fire a new. 
Whercupon the Legions got them away to the Mcediomartrici,a ſtate in league with 
the Romans:and Valentinus and Tutor perſwaded the Treueri to take vp theirwea- 
pons againe, and goe to the field, hauing firſt killed Herennius and Numiſius the 
Licutenants, tothe intent thar being without all hope of pardon , they might be 
more faſtly vnited together in their wicked conſpiracy.

and by his prefence raiſed great exp@ation, and hope of our ſide. Cerealis 

. himſelfe was deſirous of the battell, and hauing a better grace ſometime to 
contemne the enemies, then alwaies to beware them, with luſty couragious words 
he inflamed his ſouldier, as ſuppoſing, ſo ſoone as he could ouertake the enemies 
withour delay to ioyne iſſue in the field. A ſupply of ſculdiers ſent out of Francehe 
turned home againe, willing them to ſignifie ſo much to the reſt in his name, thar 
the Roman Legions ſufficed for the defence of the Roman Empire : and thatall our 
good friends and allies ſhould returne to their peaccable buſineſſe, without further 
carc, aſſuring themſelucs ; that the warre, now that the Romans perſonally vnder- 
tooke it, was as good as already diſpatched. Thar increaſed rhe obedicnce of the 
French: for hauing receiued cheir men backe againe, they ſupported more eaſily all 
taxcs and tributes, and were the moreready to performe all points of their due- 
ty, becauſe they ſaw their helpe was notneeded. But Cinitis and Claſsicus,when as 
x ws heard of the ouerthrow of Tutor, the {laughter of the Treneri, and the good 
ſucceſte cucry where of their enemies, all in a fright and haſte ſeeke to vnire their dif 
perſed powers, ſending meſſengers in the meane time ro Valentinus one after ano- 
ther warning him to take heed to the maine chance, and not ra(hly ro venture and 
hazard rhe battell. With ſo muchthe more expedition Cerealis diſpatched to the 
Mcdiomatrici, lying necrer vpon the enemy , certaine to leade the two Legions 
thence to aſſaile them on thar ſide : and aſſembling all the ſouldiers at Magontia- 
cum, and the power which he had brought with him ouer the mountaines, himſelfe 
marched forward, and at the third remooue came to Rigodulum , a place naturally 
ſtrong by reaſon of the high ſituation, and the riuer Moſcllacloling it in : where Va-

T was the ſtate of the war, when Petilius Cerealis came to Magontiacuni 
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lentinus with a great power of Treueri was incamped ; and had made itſtronger by 
art, caſting trenches and ditches abourir , and mightie huge ſtones to hinder the 
aſſage. But theſe fortifications territied the Roman capraine nothing ar all, bur 
| boldly he bad the foormen breake thorow, and appointed his battell ot horſcmen 
toclime vp the mountaine, deſpiling the enemy, whom he knew to be raw, and vn- 
$kilfullin ſcruice,and notto haue that aduantage by the difference of the plac, that 
himGlfe had by the difference of men. Arthe going vp of the hill ſome little tity was 
made, vntill the enemies had ſpent their arrowes and darts: then comming to handy 
ſtrokes,they were driuen downe headlong,and tumbled one oucr another,as it were 
ſtones at the fall of a building : and part of the horſmen ſtching abour by catier aſ- 
cents tooke many of the chicfe nobility of Belgium priſoners and amongſt others 
Valentinus Generall that day ofthe field. The next day Cerealis entred the towne of 
Triers.The ſouldicrs extreamely deſirous to raze the city alleaging that here Claſh- 
cus, here Tutor was borne: here were the men throng whole wicked conſpiracy 
the Legions were beſicged and {laine. What had poore Cremonadeſerucd fo great- 
ly,asto be rooted out of the body of Italy becauſe ir differred the viory only one 
night? here inthe confines of Germany ſtood the ſeat-towne of rebellion entire,and 
triumphing with the ſpoiles , and {laughter of our armies and Generals. As for the 
ſpoile he might at his pleaſure diſpoſe of ro the Princes behgofe, they could be con- 
tended with the burning and ruines of that rebellious colony, to requite thereby in 
ſome part the deſtru&ion of ſo many camps.Cerealis for feare of infamy,it he ſhould 
be thought to nuſle his ſouldiers in licentiouſnes and cruelty, repreſſed their anger 
- &they obeycd being become,now they had left off ctuil war,of more modeſt beha- 
viouralſo in forraine. Then the miſerable pirifull ſpeRacle of the Legions, which 
came from the Mediomatrici,drew mens minds to the conſideration thereof; Vpon 
the guilt of their offence they ſtood with aſad and ſorrowfull countenance, caſting 
their cies downe to the ground no ioyfull greeting when the armies met nor an(we- 
ring ought to thoſe that ſought to incourage and comfort them, but hiding them- 
ſclues ia their rents,not abiding to looke on the light:not ſo much amazed with dan- 
er or feare,as wich the ſhame and diſcredit.' And cuen the conquerors were aſtoni- 
xd at the {ight, who not daring to ſpeake begged their pardon with ſilence and 
reares, till ſuch time as Cerealis with comfortable words reuiued their ſpirits z affir- 
ming that thoſe things, which indeed came to paſſe through the mutinouſnes of the 
the louldiers, or the diſlention of the leaders, or the malice of the enemies, were but 
fatall miſchances,which could not beelcaped:and therfore that day they ſhould ac- 
count the firſt both of their ſeruice,and oath : their former fats neither the Prince, 
norhe would remember. Then were they recciued into the ſame camp & proclama- 
tion made throughout all the bands, thatno man in contention or anger ſhould ob- 
iettoany of them their miſdeeds or miſhaps. Then calling the Treucri and the Le- 
” pions to an aſſembly he ſpake vnto themin this wiſe. I was neuer praiſed in the art

Whercas if they would preſcntly fight, Cercalis had no 
other Legions as yet, bur only the remnanrs of the German army entangled with 
an oath co the Empire of France. And moreover this their late vnlooked for ſucceſſe 
againſt Valentinus, and hus rude vntrained company , would be abaitc vnto them 
and their Generall to further raſhneſſe, and therefore they would withour doubr 
venture againe, and ſo fall into the hands nor of an vnskiltull youth, berter ſeene 
in words and babblc, then armes and militare feates, but of Ciuilis and Clalkcus z 
at the very ſight of whom the cnemics would tremble, calling ro remembrance 
cheir former feares, and flights, and famines, and how oft they had beene taken and 
pardoned their lives. Neither doc the Treueri and Lingones keepc in with the Ro- 
mans now vpon loue and goodwill, burfor feare:which take ye away and they will 
reſume their weapons againe. Claſhcus approouing the opinion of Tutor decided 
the comrouerſie, and forthwith they proceed to execution. The middle bartell was

he accuſation was true, and the Captaines and Tribunes ſpake, and vrged to the 
ſame purpoſe. So they railed and made head by cohorts and bands, for the whole 
bartell could not be diſplaied, partly becauſethe enemy was vpon them, and partly 
by reaſon of their tents and ſtuffe, which hindred them greatly fighting within the 
trenches. Tutor and Clafficus and Ciuilis cach in their ſeuerall quarters animated 
their men to fight, the Frenchmen for liberty, the Batauians for glory, and the 
Germans for ſpoile, and all went with the enemy till the one and twenticth Legion 
knitting together in a more _ place then the reſt, valiantly recciued the aduerſa- 
ries charge ; and recharging by and by draue them from theirground, It was not 
withour the ſpeciall help of rhe gods, that our enemics being victorious ſo ſudden- 
ly altered their minds, ind turned their backes. They affirmed afterward the ſight 
of the cohorts terrified them, which atthe firſt ioyning being defeated,vnited againe 
in the hill tops, and ſeemed a new ſupply in their ſight. Butindeed the chiefe im- 

ediment of their vitory was, that they left off ro deale with theenemy and quar- 
relled fooliſhlyamong themſclues for the ſpoile. Cerealis as he had almoſt vndone 
all by negligence, ſoby diligence and conſtancy he recouered it againe, and follo- 
wing his fortune tooke the ſame day,and razed the enemies campe.

lay diſperſed in their towne : whereupon growing into extreme feare they had iuſt 
cauſe tocry for aide before the enemies gathering new ſtrength ſhould reſume cou- 
rage, or proſecute the reucnge. For Ciuilis alſo purpoſed thitherward, belide other

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competent forces, vpon confidence principally of his moſt couragious cohort com 
poſed of Chauci and Friſtj, which was nor preſent in the ouerthrow , and lay ar 
Tolbiacum in the terricory of Coleyn, bur he was diuerted from that determina- - 
on by a ſorrowfull meſſage , that the cohort was maſſacred by the fraud of che 
Agrippinenſes, who when the Germans had filled themſelues with wine and good 
cheere, and ſo werelaiced toſleepe, ſhur vp the doores, put fire to their lodging, and 
burned them aliue : and withall Cerealis was come himſelfe with ſpecd to relieue 
them. Moreouer another feare troubled Ciuilis mind not a little, leſt the four- 
teenth Legion together with thenauy of Britanny.ſhould waſte and'ſpoile the Bata- 
uian border thatlyeth vpon the Ocean. But Fabius Priſcus the Lieutenant, having 
croſſed the ſeas atthe ſhorteſt cut, led forth the Legions by land into the coaſts 
of the Neruij and Tungri z and thoſe countries yeelded themſelues to the Romans. 
As forthe nauy, the Caninefates II_S out againſt it, and tooke or 
ſuncke the greater part of the ſhips : and the ſame Caninefares defeated a multirude 
of Neruij, voluntarily gathered together to fight in fauour ofthe Romans. Claſhcus 
alſo againſt certaine horſemen , which Cerealis ſent before to Noueſium, skirmi- 
ſhed proſperouſly. Vhich ſmall bur often loſſes did dimme and diminiſh the glory 
of the victory lately obtained.

; Bouttheſame time Mutianus commaunded the ſonne of Vitellius to be 
A ſlaine, pretending that a perfe& vnion could not grow, vnleſſc all ſeedes of 
warre were vtterly rooted out., Moreouer he would not permit that Anto- 
nius Primus ſhould be aflumed into. Domitians traine in the voyage of France, ha- 
uing him in icalouſie,by reaſon of the ſouldiers louc'towards him,and becauſe of the 
mans hauty proud nature,who could not abide any equall,much leſſe a ſuperior. So 
Antonius mal-content went to Veſpaſian, who recciued & entertained him in good 
ſort, albcit nor according to his expeRation. The merits of the man,by whoſe con- 
du& doubtleſſe the war was conſummate and ended,diſtrated him one way,& Mu- 
tianus letters another : and withall the reſt put forward, inueying againſt him as an 
inſolent and intolerable perſon, ioyning thereto the faults of his former life. And he 
for his part by his arrogant behautourceaſed not to prouoke diſpleaſure, odiouſly 
inculcating at cuery word, what things hee had done , and how greatly hee had de- 
* ſerucd of the cauſe, deſpiſing the reſt as men of no ſeruice in warre, and Czcina as 
a diſhonourcd captiue, and yeelded perſon. Whereupon by little and little he be- 
gan to be inleſſe credit, and lightlier eſteemed of the Prince, notwithſtanding 
outwardly he countenanced him as before.

humbly beſoughr him with teares to remedy his blindneſle, praying him to vouch- 
ſafe with che ſpittle of his mouth to wet his eyes round about. An other lame of a 
hand , by the commandement of the ſame god , prayed Veſpaſian that it would 
pleaſe him to tread vpon him with his foot. Veſpaſlian atthe firſt skorned and re- 
te&tcd their ſuits. Burt when they perſiſted ill inſtant vpon him, hee began ro daubr 
with himſelfe, fearing on the one ſide diſcredit, and opinion'of vanity, on the other 
vpon the importunarteneſle of the diſcaſed , andſpceches of flatrerers, entring into 
ſome hope, at the laſt he willed the Phyſitians ro conſider , whecher fuch blindnefſe 
and lameneſſe were poſhble by humane helpe to be cured. The Phiſicians accor- 
ding to their cuſtome diſputed the point diuerſly ; diſcourling out of their learning, 
char ir might be, the blinde mans eyes were not periſhed, but only ouergrowen with 
ſome skinne , which being remooucd , the ſight would returne : likewiſe the other — 
mans limmes were diſlocated, and might with force conueniently vſed bee ſerright 
againe; and perchanceitis the pleaſure of the gods to reſtore them to health , and to 
chuſe the Prince for the meanes of performing the ſame. Finally if the remedie had 
good ſucceſle, the glorie would redound to. the. Prince thar did it : if nor, the 
skorne ſhould light vpon the poore patients that importuned him. Whereupon

of power to refraine them, whether through the weaknes of his ownearme,or hard

Soone after Pe- 
tilius Cerealis was appointed Lieutenant Generall there,vnder whom the vertues 
of Agricola had a large fielde and free ſcope to ſhew them(elues in. For Cerealis 
communicated and imparted vnto him, firſt himſelfe & his counſailes, then ations 
of labour & danger,and laſtly glory alſo; committing oftentimes fora proofe to his 
leading ſome portion of the army,ſometimes many more,according tothe ſucceſſe. 
Neither did Agricola at any time brag of his co as ſecking to win fame for him- 
ſelfe,but humbly alwayes as a miniſter referred to his ſuperior;& General, the good 
fortune & honor of all his exploits, So by his vertue in valiantly doing his charge,& 
his modeſty in ſparingly ſpeaking therot,he was withoutenuy,bur not withourglory 
Vpon his returne from the Lieftenantſhip of the Legion, Veſpafian of ſacred me+ 
mory ele&ted him into the com pany of the + Partitians,and afterward ſent him Lieu» 
tenant Generall into Aquitania, an honourable roome, both in reſpe& of the offire 
it ſclfe,and as being a way to the conſul{hip by the Prince purpoſed viito him.

For the loſſes of ſummer 
they were commonly woonttorepaire with winter eents : now ſummer and win- 
tcralikethey wentto the worſe. Andinall theſe aftions- Agricola never ſought to 
draw to himſclfe tae glory of an exploit done by another , but were ir Centurion 
or of other degree,he would faichfully witneſſe & fact, and yeetdehim alwaics his 
due commendation. By ſame hee is {aide to haue beene ſomewhat bitrer in- rebu- 
king : and indeedethe man was , as toward the gocd of moſt ſweertediſpoſirion,ſo 
to bad and lewde perſons vnpleaſant and ſower : but his choler paſſed away with 
his words : cloſeneſſe in him and ſilence you needed not feare : he eſteemed it more 
honeſt to offende, then to hare.

And oft ſoirchanced, that che horſeman and foorman and-rhe 
ſea ſouldicr metand made merry in the ſarhe campe, exrolling ang magnifying ezeti 
their awne prowelſcand aduentures : making theirvantsand compariſons fouldier- 
like, the one ofthe woods and high mountaines., the other of darigers of tempeſts 
and waucs: : the encof the landand theenemy, the other of the Occan, ſubdued: 
. The Brirans,as.by the prifonct it was vnderſtood , wereamazcd alfo arthe' fight'of 
thenauy, as though now the ſecrers of their ſea were diſcloſed, and norefugere- 
mayned ifthey were oucrcome. Whercupon the Caledonians arming with grear 
pr jon and'greater fame, as themaner' is of maners vnknowen, aſſayled our 
deochellongies, brauing and putting in feare'-inſomuch that ſome of our fide, 
which would ſeeme to be wiſe being daftards indeed.; counſeled the General! to re- 
tirconthis ſide Bodotria; and rather to depart of her owne accord, then to bee repel- 
led-with ſhame. In the mcane ſeaſon Agricola bath knowledge ,' that the enemies 
meanttodiuidethemſclucs, and to giue the onſct in ſeuerall companies. Whereup- 
on leſt he ſhould be encloſed about,and intrapped by their multitude and skillint 
countrey, he marched alſo with his army-diuided in chree. 'Which when it'was 
knowen.to the, cnemy, changing aduice on the ſudden and vniring their forces' to- 
gether, they iointly aſſauled by night the ninth Eegiornr,/ as being of weakeſt reſi- 
ſtance : and hauing(laine the watch, partly aſkcepe, and partly amazed with feare, 
brake iato the campe.

And 
whetit drew necrc to be day, the glittering of the enſignes was ſcene. So the Bri- 
tains being quayled with a double danger, the Romans recouered courage hpaine, 
and being out of perill of their perſons, fought now for their honour; fre Raya 
ling their late aſſaylers,and driuing them to the gates : where in the ftraites the con- 
fli& was ſharpeand crucll, rillin the end the enemies were forced t& flee, whileſt 
both our armics contended , the one to ſeeme to haue helped theft fellowes', the 
other to haue needed none other to helpe them : and if. the bogges and woods had 
not coucred their flight , that viAory had ended the warre.  Vpon this battell (6 
manfully fought, fo famouſly won , the army preſuming that to their proweſle all 
things were ealic and open, criedto leade into Caledonia, and to finde out the limit 
of Britanny witha courſe of continuall conqueſts: and thoſe whicherewhile were 
ſo wary and wiſe, waxt forward enough after the cuent, and grewto ſpeake bigly : 
ſuchis the hard condition of wars:if ought fall out well all challengea part, misfor- 
tunes are onely imputed to one. Contrariwiſe the Britans preſuppoling that not va»

The ſame ſnmmer a cohortof Viipians , leuied in Germanie, and ſent ouerinto 
Britannie, committing a haynous and memorable a&. For hauing ſlaine a Centu- 
rion and Certaine ſouldiers ſet ouer them for diretionin diſcipline, they fled and 
embarked themſclues in three veſſels, compelling the Maſters by force to execute 
their charge : zad onely one doing his office, the other two being ſuſpeKed and 
thereupon ſlaine, this ſtrange going our, the fa& being yet not noyled abroad, was 
gazed and wondred at. Afterward being driuen vncertainely hither and thither, 
and aſſayling the Britans which ſtoode in defence of their owne, often preuailing 
and ſometime repulſed,they came at the laſt rothat miſery, that they were inforced | 
tocate one another, firſt of the weakeſt, then as the lotlighted. And thus floating 
about Britannic, and leeſing their veſſels for lacke of gouernment, they were inter> 
cepred firſt by the Sucuians, and then by the Friſtans, as pyrates and robbers, and 
ſome of them being bought by merchanrs as ſlaues & by change of maſters broughr 
to our {ide of the rtuer, grew intoa name by giuing firſt notice of ſo great & lo rare 
an aduenture. 

In the beginning of the ſommer Agricola was deepely touched with a gricuous 
miſchance which happened in his owne houſe : for hee loſt his owne ſonne being a- 
bour a yecre olde. Which infortunate happe he neither bare out, as ſome great men 
hauc done in the like vaincgloriouſly, nor tooke it againe ſoimpatiently as women 
arc wont : and amid(t his mourning and ſorrowes vicd the warre as one of his reme- 
dies. Therefore ſending his nauy before, which by ſpoyling in ſundry places ſhould 
inducea greater and vncertainer terrour vpon them, hee made readie and followed 
himſelfe with his army, joyning thereto ſome of the valianceſt Bricans , whom by * 
long experience in peace hee had found moſt faithfull, and ſo arriucd at the mount 
(1) Grampius, whererhe enemics were lodged before, For the Britans not daunted jg, cates 
with the cucnt of the former bartaile , and attending for norhing elſe but reuenge or Granzbaine. 
ſeruitude, and bcing taught atthe length chat common danger muſt bee repglled 
with concord, by leagues and embaſſages had aſſembled the power of all the cities

For both haue we all ,, 
Lichervs fiued in liberty, and beſide no land remaineth beyond, no ſea for our ſafe- ,, 
ty, the Roman nauy thus, as you ſee, ſurueying our coaſts: ſo that combarte and ,, 
armes,which men of vertue delire for honor,the daſtard alſo muſt vſe for his ſecuri- ,, 

. The former bartels, which hauc with diuerſe cuent beene fought with the ,, 
- en had their refuge, and hopereſting in our hands, For we the flower of the ,, 
Brittiſh nobiliry , and ſcated therefore the furthermoſt in, ſaw neuer the coaſts of , 
the countreyes, which ſcrucd in ſlaucry, cucn our cies are kept vnpolluted, and free ,, 
from all contagion of tyranny. Beyond vs is no land, beſide vs none are free : ,, 
vs hitherto this corner and ſecret receſſe hath defended. Now the vttermolt point ., . 
of the land is laid open : and things the lefle they haue becne within knowledge, , 
the greaterthe glory is to archicue them. Burt what nation now is there beyond ,, 
ve? whatds burwencrand roches, endche Reman

eaſic and expedite courſe, if you winne ; if you looſe all againſt you. For as to haue 

one ſo much ground, eſcaped the wooges, paſſed ouer thefirthes, is honourable 
| , lo if wee doe flee, the vantages we haue this day will become our moſt diſ> 
aduantage. For we are not skilled ſo well in the countreyes , wee haue not the likE 
ſtore of pfouiſion, but hands we hauc and weapons, and therein all things included. 
For my part am long ſince reſolued , that to ſhew their backes is neither ſafetie 
for ſouldicr nor Generall: and therfore a commendable death is better then life with 
reproch; and ſurety and honour are commonly dwelling together : or if oaghe_ 
ſhould miſhappen, cuen this will be a gloric , to haue died in the vetermoſt ende- of 
the world and nature. Ifnew nations, and ſouldiers vnknowen werein the 
ficld, I would by the example of other armies pur you in courage : now recount you 
our owne victorjous exploits, and aske your owne eyes. Theſeare the ſame men, 
which the laſt yegze aſſailed one legion by ſtealth in the night , and were wy a blaſt 
of your mouth oucrthrowen : the of all other Britans haue beene the moſt nimble 
in running away, and therefore hauc eſcaped the longeſt alive. For as in forreſts 
and woodes the ſtrongeſt beaſts are chaſed away by maine force, the cowardlieand 
ſearefull are ſcared by the noiſe of the hunters, ſo the valiant of the Britiſhi nation 
we haue alreadic diſpatched,the raſcall herd of daſtardlie cowards onlie remainerh : 
whom at length you haue found, nor is hauing irftended to ſtay and make head; bur 
as laſt ouertaken; and by extreme paſhon of feare ſtanding as ſtockes, preſentingoe- 
caſion to vs in this place of a worthie and memorable victory. Mike an end there- 
fore of your warfare, and to p fifty yeeres trauailes letthis day impoſea glorious 2 From the fri 
concluſion. Approoue to your country, that the armie could neuerinſtlybe charged inosrinny 
either with protraQing the warre, or pretences for not accompliſhing the conqueſt. Cabo oak 
As Agricola was yet ſpeaking , the ſouldiers gauc great tokens of terucncie, = |

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| when he had cndedaccompanied the ſpeech with a ioifull applauſe, & ran ſtraight- 
wayecs to the weapons. Agricola ſeeing them ſufficiently animated, and ruſhing 
furiouſly forward, ordered his men in this manner. With the Auxiliary foormen, 
beingeight thouſand, hee fortified the middle barrel! : chree thouſand horſe heepur 
on both ſides in the wings ; commanding the Legions to ſtand behinde , before the 
trench of the campe, to the greaterglory of the victory , if it were obtayned with- 
out Roman bloud, otherwile tor affiftance and ſuccour, if the vantgard ſhould bee 
repelled. The Britans were mar{halledin the higher ground, fitly both to the ſhewe

8reat ſtore againſt vs ot theirs: till ar _ Agricola ſpying his vantage exhorted 
three Batauian cohorts, and two of the Tungrians to preſſe forward, and bring the 
matter to handy ſtrokes and dint of the ſword; a thing which they in reſpe& of long 
ſeruice were able readily to performe, and contrarily to the enemies preiudiciall, and 
hurrfall by reaſon of cherr lirtle bucklers, and huge ſwords : for the {words of the 
Britans, bcing blunt pointed, were no way fit for thecloſe or for open fight. Now 
as the Batauians began to deale blowes, to ſtrike with the pikes of their bucklers, to 
mangle their faces, and hauing oucrborne in the plaine all that reſiſted, to march vp 
the mountaines, the reſt of the cohorts gathering courage vpon cmulation violent- 
ly beat downeall abour then, and many halfe dead, or wholly vntouched, were left 
for haſte of winning the field. In the meane time the charets mingled themſclues 
with the bacrell of the foormen, and the troopes of the horſemen beganne for to 
flee : who albeitthey had lately terrified others , were now diftrefſed rhemſelues by 
the vncuenneſle of the ground, and thickerankes of their enemies. Neither was 
the forme of the fight likea looſeskirmith of horſcmen to and fro, bur ſtanding ſtill 
-and maintayning their places, they ſought by maine weight of horſes to breake and 
beare downe one another. The wandring waggonsalſo, and maſterleſſe horſes af- 
frightcd, as ir happened them by feare to be guided, oucr-barengany times of their 
friends which met them, or thwarted their way. Now the Britans, which ſtood 
aloofe from the battcll on the height of the hils, and attheir good leyſure diſdayned 
our fewneſle, began to come downe by little and little , and to compaſſe about the 
backes of our men, which were now in traine of winning the field : but Agricola ſuſ- 
peRingas much, oppoſed againſt them foure wings of horſemen purpoſely retay- 
ned about him for ſudden diſpatcifts, and chances of warre,and repulſed them back 
as Gaeply, as fiercely they ranneto aſfaile. So the counſell of the Britans turned 
vpon their owne heads : and the wings were commanded to forſake the barrell and 
follow the flight. Then might you oa ſcene inthe open fields a grieuous and 
Ppirifull ſpectacle, purſuing, wounding, taking, and killing of them which were taken 
when others were offered. Now whole regiments of the enemies, according to their 
ſtuerall diſpoſicions, though armed and moc in number, turned their backes to the 
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fewer : others vnarmed ſought their o'wne death,offcring themſelues voluntarily £9. 
the ſlaughter. Euery where weapons lay ſcattered and bodies, and mangled lims: 
-the ground cucry where imbrued in bloud : & ſometimes euen in them which were

all chings bought with gold roſe athird part. As for thatwhich D. Hotroman maintaineth, that Denerus was ne» 
uecr currant at ence bur cither at ten, or fixtee ne, akhough it bee not much matterall to ow purpoſe,, yer 
forely his negatiue is nM receiveable againſt this poſitiue place of Polybius jnfcriing the contrary: then it is with 
our all probabilitic, thar it ſhould goe atten and fxtecne, and neuer at any middle rate , behide that otherlearned 
men Þ maintaine dire&ly the contrarie with greater realon asit ſeemes, and ground of good writers. So 
that D. Hottoman hath doubtlefſe done great wrong euery way to this place of Polybius. And 
farely if men vpon private fancic doe preſumne thus to alter publike Records, thogtly wee 
ſhall haue iuſt cauſe to preferre Winkin de word and Badws Alccnlius 
before the Printes of our time, and generally roeſteeme 
' thoſe Copics moſt correR, which have
